« Wyat; was General of the Engljh Army at St. Qumtins, 
« Lord- Preſident of Wales, and twice Governour of Calais. 
« Under Queen Elizabeth,” he was made Great Maſter of the

Whether the before-mentioned Ulfeyte! was Father to _ 
chetil, is not apparent from our Records ; yet in regard t 
Manors of Cormwell and Rotherfeld continued in the eldeſt 
Branch of this Family *till the time of King Edward III.

In 2 H. VI. he was in the Wars in France, and with his 
Father Reginald, Lord Greys, in the Battle of Vernaul, fought 
Auguft 28, 3 H. VI. where they both ſhared in the Honour of 
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a ſignal Victory. In 5 H. VI. he was® conſtituted Lord Lieu. 
tenant of Ireland, and landing at Houth, Fuly 31. was ſworn 
the next Das, and i continued there two Years. He was after- 
wards retained by Fehn Duke of Bedford, Regent of France, 
to ſerve in thoſe Wars, and was Captain and Governour of 
Yomins, and was* elected one of the Knights Companions of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, in 14 H. VI. at which 
time being abroad in the Service of his Country, he choſe Sir 
John Liſle to take poſſeſſion of his Stall, and to be his Proxy 
at the Inſtallation.

I now come to John, ſecond Earl of Shrewsbury, who * was 
40 Years of Age, at the Death of his Father.

then cms This the third of that Name Earl of Shrew/- 
bury, who * was 12 Years old and upwards on the death of 
his Father. In 4 E. IV. he obtain'd Livery * of the Lands 
whereof his Father died ſeized, though he was not then of 
full Age, And in 11 E. IV. was made? Chief Juſtice of 
Nerth-Wales ; with Commiſſion to array and arm all Perſons 
of Body able, and Eſtate ſufficient, reſiding in the Counties 
of Salop, Stafford, and the Marches of North-WWales, for the 
Defence of that Country, from the Danger of thoſe unlaw- 
ful and tumultuous Aſſemblies, then frequent in thoſe Parts. 
In 12 E. IV. he was * conſtituted one of the King's Commiſſi- 
oners, to treat with certain Commiſſioners from James III.

Which George Earl of Shrewsbury, in 1 H. VII. was © made 
one of the King's Privy Council, and the Year after was * in 
the Battle of Stoke, near Newark on Trent, againſt thoſe Rebels 
then vanquiſh'd. And in 5 H. VII. was © one of the principal 
Commanders of thoſe Forces, ſent in aid of Maximilian the 
Emperor againſt the French. 

In the Sl Year of King Henry VIII. he was“ conſtituted 
Steward of the King's Houſhold, and one of the Privy Council. 
In 4 H. VIII. he commanded the Vanguard in the King's 
Army at the Siege of Therouene, And in 12 H. VIII. was 
preſent * at that memorable Interview of King Henry and 
Francis I. of France, betwixt Guſnes and Ardres ; as alſo at 
thoſe famous warlike Exerciſes then performed there. In 
14 H. VIII. he was Lieutenant-General of the North, and 
made ſome Inroads into Scotland; and in 17 H. VIII. was® 
made Conſtable of the Caſtles of Radnore and ignore. In 
21 H. VIII. he was one © of the Witneſſes examined in that 
Caſe of the Divorce betwixt the King and Catharine his firſt 
Wife. And the ſame Year, amongſt other of the great Lords, 
ſubſcribed thoſe Articles“ which proved ſo fatal to Cardinal 
2 as alſo the Year following, of that Declaration * ſent 
to the Pope for ratifying the Divorce betwixt the King and 
the ſaid Queen. Moreover, in 28 H. VIII. on that Rebellion 
in the North 4 called the Pilgrimage of Grace (occaſion d by 
the Diſſolution of the lefſer Monaſteries) he was couſtituted 
the King's Lieutenant to march thither with a powerful Army, 
and witty the Duke of Norbit, brought them to make their 
Submiſſion *, and obtain'd for them the King's Pardon. On 
this dangerous Inſurrection, the Earl of Shrewsbury rais'd 
many Men before he had the King's Commiſlian for it, by 
which dangerous Diſcretion, he much advanc'd the Service, 
And my Lord Herbert in his Life of King H. VIII. obſerves 
of him, „ That though his Zeal for the Welfare of the State 
« were above Scruples, and that fame learned Men in the 
Law beſides had told him, that his Intention being good, 
his Action could not be conſtrued ill; he yet ſaid, he knew 
his Danger ſo well, as he had ſent to the King for a Par- 
don; while for deterring the Rebels, as well as the ſatisfy- 
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* ing many, who otherwife might have ſuſpected him, he 
© gave an Oath to his Men to be true unto the King; pro- 
© teſting further, that according to the ancient Loyalty of the 
% Talbots to the Crown, when it had been on a Stake, he 
„% would have lived and died in Defence of it.“ 8 

This Earl, who was alſo a * Knight of the moſt noble Order 
of the Garter, is characteriſed by Polydor Virgil *, to be-a Perſon 
Noble, Prudent and Moderate through the whole Courſe of his 
Life ; and departing * this Life at his Manor of W in 
Cam Derb. 26 Fuln, 33 H. VIII. was buried at Sheffield, He 
married two Wives , Anne, Daughter of William Lord 
Haſtings, Chamberlain to King Edward IV. by whom he had 
Iſſue ſix Sons, 1. Henry who died young, and was buried in the 
Priory of Calk in Com' Derb. 2. Francis, who ſucceeded him 
in his Lands and Honours; 3. 4. Fohn and John, who both died 
in their Infancy, and were buried at Abby de la Zouch; 5. Mil- 
liam, born at Sheffeld; and 6. Richard, at 2 Alſo five 
Daughters, firſt, Margaret *, Wife to Henry Earl of Cumberland, 
but died ſoon after her — young, and without Iſſue, 
and was buried in the Vault of 2 Anne and Do- 
rothy, both born at Wingfield Manor; Mary, Wife to Henry 
Piercy, Earl of Northumberland; and Elizabeth, married to 
William Lord Dacres of Gilleſſand.

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in the City of Edenburgh, and all the Country thereabouts, 
The ſame Year he was alſo conſtituted © the King's Lieutenant 
of the North ; and on the 17th of May, the Year after, was 
inſtalled one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble Or- 
der of the Garter. In 2 E. VI. he was ſent again into Scot- 
land with 15000 Men 1 the French, Almains, and Scots, 
then in Arms) for the Relief of Hadington, at that time be- 
ſieged. Where, after he had victualled and reinforced the 
Town, he encamped near the Enemy ; but finding them not 
inclinable to fight, though they had received great Supplies, 
he returned to his Camp, and ſoon after ſet out for England. 
Alſo the ſame Year he was conſtituted * Juſtice of all the Foreſts 
beyond Trent ; and in 1 Marie made Preſident * of the Council 
in the North.

in Com” Ebor. for the Increaſe of Trades and Occupations there. 
And that the Mayor of the ſaid Town, and his Brethren, or 
the major part of them, with the Mayor, by the Aſſent of 
the Earl of Shrewsbury, for the time being, ſhall, on Monday 
in Whitſun-Week, pay and lend to every poor Artificer of the 
ſaid Town, ſo far as the faid Money will extend, the Sum 
of 5/, for three Years, then next following; putting in good 
ſufhcient Security, for the Repayment thereof.

« War. In Scotland when on thoſe Troubles that happen'd 
„ there, he was ſent thither with 3000 Forces, he came away 
„ with the Character of a brave and gallant Soldier, as after- 
« wards he did, when he came from Berwick, On the Ar- 
« rival of Mary Queen of Scots in England, ſhe was put under 
« his Care, Anno 1568, and fo continued till 1584. His Be- 
* haviour to her was generous and honourable, ſparing no Coſt 
« for her Entertainment, neither can Words expreſs the Care 
« and Concern he had for her, Nor can Envy itſelf ſay other-

In 22 F. IV. Richard, Duke of Gloucefter , being ſent with 
an Army into Scotland, this Themas, Lord Stanley, commanded 
the right Wing thereof, conſiſting of 4000 Men, and * took 
Berwick by Aflault. And, as he was faithful to King E. IV. fo 
after his Death was he a Friend to the young King Edward V. 
which the Duke of Glouceffer (Protector to the young King) 
took ſo ill, that he had a Deſign to murther him e, when he 
took the Lord Haſtings from the Council-Roard in the Tower 
of London, and causg'd his Head to be ſmitten off, For at the 
ame time, one with a Halbert ſtruck at him, ſo that had he not 
ſtooped ſuddenly to avoid the Blow, it had cleft his Head.

the Earl of Derby gave a rich Salt of Gold cover'd, born by 
Sir Reginald Bray. In? K H. VII. he was one of the Com- 
miſfioners for executing the Office of High-Steward of England I 
on the Day of the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth, his Con- 
fort. In 6 H. VII. he was commiſſioned with George his Son 
to borrow Money in the Sy of Lancaſter, for the Service 
of the King's Expedition into France. In 11 H. VII. he wa 
one of the Guarantees of that Peace made between the King 
and the Arch-Duke of Auſtria, And the ſame Year was one 
of the Lords that afſented to the Peace made with France, at 
the Staples on the Sea near Bologne, 3 Nev. 1492. 

He died in the Year 1504, 19 H. VII; as appears by hi 
Will, bearing Date the 28 of Fuly ©, and the Probate thereof 
the gth of November Coating, And therein bearing the II- 
tle of Earl of Derby, Lord Stanley, Lord of Man, and great 
Conſtable of England; he bequeathed. his Body to be buried in 
the midſt of the Chapel in the North Ile of the Church of the 
Priory of Burſcough (near Lathom in Com' a) of bis An- 
ceſtor's Foundation, where the Bodies of his Father, Mother, 
and other of his Anceſtors lay buried; having provided 2 
Tomb to be there placed, with the Perſonage of himſelf and 
both his Wives, for a perpetual Remembrance to be pray'd for:

In H. VII. on the Siege of Norham-Caftle by the Scots, 
a vanced with Thomas Earl of Surry againſt them; but no- 
thing of conſequence at that time was performed, the Enemy 
retreating before got thither.

'T hat Night I ſtaid, and at Supper my Lord 
was exceeding chearful and well-compoſed ; he drank to Sir 
Timothy Featherſtone, (who was a Gentleman that ſuffered at 
Cheſter a Week after in the ſame Cauſe) and ſaid, Sir, be of good 
Comfort, I go willingly before you, and God hath ” ſtrengthened 
me, that you ſhall hear (by his Aſſiſtance) that I ſhall ſo ſubmit, both 
as a Chriſtian and a Soldier, as to be both a Comfort and an Ex- 
ample to you, Then he often remember'd my Lady Mary, with 
my Lady his Wife, and his Sons, and drank to me and all his 
Servants, eſpecially Andrew Broom ; and ſaid, he hoped that they 
that loved him would never forfake his Wife and Children, and 
he doubted not but God would be a Father to them, and pro- 
vide for them after his Death. 
In the Morning my Lord delivered to me the Letters for the 
Iſland, and faid, Here, Bagaley, deliver theſe with my tender Af- 
fections to my dear Wife, and fweet Children, which ſhall continue 
with my Prayers for them to the laſt Minute of my Life. I have 
inſtructed you as to all things for your Fourney, "But as to that 
ad part of it (as to them) I can ſay nothing. Silence and your 
own Looks will beſt tell your Meſſage. The great God of Heaven 
dire you, and proſper and comfort them in this their great Aﬀiic- 
tion, Then his Lordſhip took leave of Sir Timothy Feather/tone, 
much in the ſame Words as over Night. When he came to the 
Caſtle-Gate, Mr. Craſſen and three other Gentlemen, who were 
condemn'd, came out of the Dungeon (at my Lord's Requeſt to 
the Marſhal) and kiſſed bis Hand, and wept to take their Leave. 
My Lord faid, God Bleſs and keep you, J h my Blood will ſa- 
tisfy for all that were with me, and you will in a ſhort time be 
at liberty ; but if the Cruelty of theſe Men will not end there, be 
of good Comfort, God will ſtrengthen you, to endure to the laſt, as 
s done me, For you ſhall , ow die like a Chriſtian, a Man, 
and a Soldier, and an obedient Subject, to the moſt Fuſt and 
Virtuous Prince this Day living in the World. F 
After we were out of Town; the People weeping, my Lord 
with an humble Behaviour, and noble Courage, about half a 
Mile off, took leave of them, then of my Lady Catharine, and 
Amilia, upon his Knees by the Coach-ſide (alighting that 
end from his Horſes) and there pray'd for them, and ſaluted 
them, and ſo parted. This was the ſaddeſt Hour I ever faw, ſo 
much Tenderneſs and Affection on both ſides, | 
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Night, Tueſday the 14th of O#. 1651, we came to

Some remarkable Paſſages in my Lord's going to the Scaffold, and 
his being upon it, with his laſt Speech and dying Words. 

Betwixt Twelve and One a-clock on Wedneſday, the Earl of 
Derby came to Bolton, guarded with two Troops of Horſe, ani 
a Company of Foot ; the __ weeping and praying all the WR 
way he went, even from the Caſtle his Priſon at Chefter, to the 
Scaffold at Bolton, where his Soul was freed from the Priſon of 
his Body, His Lordſhip being to go to a Houſe in Bolton near 
the Croſs, where the Scaffold was raiſed, and paſſing by, he ſaid, 
This muſ? be my Croſs. And ſo going into a Chamber with ſome 
Friends and Servants, had time courteouſly allowed him by the 
Commander in Chief *till three a- clock that Day, the Scaffold 
not being ready, by reaſon the People in the Town refuſed to 
ftrike a Nail in it, or to give them any Aſſiſtance : Many of 
them ſaying, that ſince theſe Wars they have had many and great 
Lofles, but none like this, it being the greateſt that ever befe! 
them, that the Earl of Derby ſhould loſe Nis Life there, and in 
fuch a manner. His Lordſhip, as I told you, having till three 
a-clock allowed him, I ſpent that time with thoſe that were with 
him, in praying with them, and telling them how he had lived, 
and how he had prepared to die, how he feared it not, and how 
the Lord had ſtrengthened him, and comforted him, againſt the 
Terrors of Death; and after ſuch like Words, he deſired them 
to pray with him again, and after that giving ſome good In- 
ſtructions to his Son the Lord Strange, he deſired to be in pri- 
vate, where we left him with his God, where he continued up- 
on his Knees a good while in Prayer. Then called for us again, 
telling how willing he was to die and part with this World, 
and that the Fear of Death was never any — Trouble to 
him, never ſince his Impriſonment, tho' he had ſtill two or 
three Soldiers with him, Night and Day in the Chamber. On- 
ly the care he had of his Wife and Children, and the Fear what 
would become of them, was often in his Thoughts. But now 
he was ſatisfied, that God would be a Huſband and a Father to 
them, into whoſe hands he committed them; and fo taking 
leave of his Son and blefling him, he called for an Officer, and 
told him he was ready. At his going towards the Scaffold, the 
People prayed and cried, and cried and prayed.

Catharine to Henry = 6 Marquiſs of Dorchefter ; the La- 
dy Amelia-Sophia to John Marquis of Athole in the Kingdom of 
Scotland ; and Charlotte, who died Anno 1629, and was buried 
in W: * aber 

| Charles Earl of Derby, his Succeſſor, ventured his Life to re- 
tore King Charles II. In Auguft 1659, on Sir Geo. Booth's 
riſing in Gre, the Earl of Derby appearing at the Head of 
divers Gentlemen in Lancaſhire, but being defeated, he was 
taken before the end of that Month, in the Habit of a Ser- 
ving-Man. On the Reſtoration of King Charles II. he was 
conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the County of Lancafter, but 
T don't find that he had any Favour from the Court for the 
great Sufferings of his Father and Family. He married Doro- 
thea- Helena, . of Baron Rupa, a German Nobleman ; 
and dying on the 21 Dec. 1672, was buried at Ormſkirk, lea- 
ving Iſſue by her Milliam-Richard-George Earl of Derby, his 
Son and Heir; Nobert, ſecond Son, who died unmarried ; 
Fames, third Son ; Charles, fourth Son, who in the firſt Year 
of Queen Anne, was choſen Member of Parliament for Prefton ; 
and on his Brother James fucceeding to the Earldom of Der- 
by, was chofen in his room one-of the Knights for the County 
of Lancafter, and died unmarried. And alſo two Daughters, 
Charlotte married to Thomas Savage Viſcount Colchefter, eldeſt 
Son of Thomas Earl Rivers; and Mary, who died unmarried. 

William-Richard-George Earl of Derby was conſtituted Lord 

Lieutenant of Lancaſhire in May 1676, but in the Reign of 
King Fames II. he was removed; Caryll Lord Viſcount Mo- 
Fneux ſucceeding him 13 Sept. 1687. His Lordſhip married 
the Lady Elizabeth Butler, Daughter to Thomas Earl of Oſory, 
and Siſter . Duke of Ormond, by whom he one 
Son and two Daughters, viz. James Lord Strange, who died 
before him (at Venice) unmarried, Anno 1699, Lady Henrietta, 
firſt married to John Anneſley Earl of Angleſey ; and ſecondly, 
to John Lord Aſiburnham, after Earl of Aſbburnham, and died 
on the 26th of June 1718, in the 31ſt Year of her Age; Lady 
Elizabeth, who died unmarried 24 April 1714. And the faid 
Earl dying Nov. 5. 1702, without ſurviving Iſſue Male, 


— — 
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s his Brother, became the tenth Earl of Derly, His 


Lordſhip ſerv'd ſeveral Campaigns in Flanders under King Mil- 
liam, and was one of the Grooms of his Bed-chamber, and 
Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, till the Earldom of Derby de- 
volved on him ; and was choſe one of the Knights of the Shire 
for the County of Lancaſter in all Parliaments from the ſecond 
of King William and Queen Mary, whilſt he was a Commoner. 
After which he reſign'd his military Employments, and in 
1702, was conſtituted Lord-Lieutenant of Nerth-IWates and 
the County of 3 z and the next Year had a Patent to 
be Vice-Admiral of the ſaid County, during Queen Anne's 
Reign ; and was alſo by her Majeſty, in the 5th of her Reign, 
—_ one of the Privy-Council, and Chancellor of the Dutchy 
of Lancaſter, At the Coronation of King George I. his Lord- 
ſhip carried the Sword of State; and having been removed 
from his Poſts, as alſo of Lord-Lieutenant of the County of 
Lancaſter in 1710, he was on 5 Aug. 1714, again conſtituted 
Lord-Lieutenant of the ſaid County, 

On the 23d of September 1715, he was appointed Captain of 
the Yeomen of the Guard; and on the 3iſt of Oclober 1727, 
1 Geo, II. made Lord-Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum for 
the County of Lancaſter. His Lordſhip married Mary, Daugh- 
ter and ſole Heir to Sir William Morley of Halnaker in Cam

IV. HERBERT, Earl of Pembroke. 


THE Deſcent of this Noble Family being ſet forth under the 
Title of Marquiſs of Powts, the Reader may find that 
Willam Herbert, who by mig E. VI. was created Earl of 
Pembroke, married to his firſt Wife Anne, Daughter to Thomas 
Lord Parr of Kendal, Siſter to Catherine the ſixth Wife of King 
H. VIII. and Siſter and Coheir to William Parr, Marquiſs of 
Northampton, Earl of Eſſex, Lord Parr, Roſs of Kendal, Fitz- 
hugh, Marmim and St. Quintin; and by her had two Sons, 
L his Heir, and Edward, (from whom deſcended the Mar- 
iſs of Powis) and a Daughter Anne married to Francis Lord 
Talbet, Son and Heir to George the ſixth Earl of Shrewsbury. 
Henry, who ſucceeded his F ather in the Earldom of Pembroke, 
in 1572, (15 Eliz.) was one of the Peers on the Trial of the 
Duke of Nerfolk, as likewiſe * in 29 Elia. on that of the Queen 
of Scots. On the 20th of May, 1574, he was inſtalled a Knight of 
the moſt noble © Order of the Garter ;and in 1586, on the Death 
of his Father-in-Law Sir Henry Sidney *, was made Preſident of 
the Council in the Marches of Wales, He died at his Seat at 
Milton, 19 Jan. 1601, 43 Eliz. and was buried in the Cathedral 
of Salisbury : His firſt Marriage was with Catherine, Daughter 
to Henry Grey, Duke of Su? t, from whom he was divorced 
and by Catherine his ſecon y, Daughter to George Earl of 
Shrewsbury, he had no Iſſue: His third Lady was Mary, Daugh- 
ter to Sir . Knight of the Garter, a Lady of great 
Learning and Virtue, to whom Sir Philip Sidney dedicated his 
moſt celebrated Romance, the Arcadia. She lived to be very 
old ©, dying at her Houſe in Alder /gate-Street in London, 25 Sept. 
1621, and was buried by her Huſband, in the Cathedral-Church 
of Salisbury. They had Iſſue two Sons, Wilkam, who ſucceeded 
him in his Honours, and Philip ; alſo a Daughter, Anne, who

1608, (6 Fac.) he was inſtalled Knight of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter, at which time (as the In- 
ſcription on his Inſtallation-Plate now remaining at Findfor, 
ſhews;) he was one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber to 
the King. He was alſo Lord-Chamberlain of the Houſhold to 
King Charles I. and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford.

Which Thomas Earl of Pembroke, in the Year 1689, the iſt 
of King William, was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the 
States General, and afterwards made one of the Privy Council, 
Colonel of a Regiment of Marines, firſt Commiſfioner of the 
Admiralty, Lord Privy-Seal, firſt Plenipotentiary at the Treaty 
of Ryſwicl, Knight of the Garter, Lord H igh-Admiral of Eng- 
land, and Ireland, Preſident of the Council, and ſeven times 
one of the Lords Juſtices whilſt his Majeſty went to Holland. 

In 1702, the 1ſt of Queen Anne, he was again made Preſi- 
dent of the Council; and in the 6th, was appointed one of 
the Commiſſioners to treat of an Union between England and 
Scotland; after which, he was made Lord-Lieutenant of re- 
land; and in 1708, Lord High-Admiral of Great-Britain. 

On the Demiſe of the Queen, he was appointed by our late 
Sovereign, one of the Lords Juſtices of Great-Britain, till his 
Arrival from Hanover ; and on the 20th of October, at his Ma- 
jeſty's Coronation, carried the Sword call'd Courtana, He was 
likewiſe in that Reign, Lord-Lieutenant of the Counties ot 
Wilts, * and Seuth-Wales, and one of the Privy- 
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At the Coronation of our preſent Sovereign, the 11th of 
October 1727, he alſo carried the Sword call'd Curtana ; and 
on the roth of November following, was again made Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County of Miltis, &c. This noble Earkmade 
an admirable Collection of antient Marbles, at Milton his 
Country-Seat, and was an excellent Judge of all the Antiquities 
he died poſſeſs'd of, That Collection conſiſts of 133 Buſts, 
36 Statues, 15 Bas-reliefs, and 10 Miſcellanies. He alſo made 
a very curious and chargeable Collection of Medals and Coins. 

His Lordſhip married to his firſt Wife, in July 1684, Mar- 
garet, ſole Daughter and Heir to Sir Robert Sawyer, of High- 
Cleer in Com” Southampt, Knt. Attorney-General in the Reign 
of 1 Charles II. and by her had ſeven Sons. 

1. Henry, now Earl of Pembroke. 

2. The Honourable Robert Herbert Eſq; of Higb-Clier, 4 
Member in the preſent Parliament for Hilton in Wilſhire. He 
was one of the Grooms of the Bed-Chamber to his late Majeſty, 
and appointed on 27 Fuly 1727, one of the Commiſſioners of 
the Revenue in /reland, which Poſt he quitted in June 1737. 
and was made one of the Commiſſioners of Trade and the 
Plantations. He married Mary, Daughter of Fohn Smith Eſq; 
_— of the Houſe of Commons, An, 1705) one of the

Which Hum, the preſent Earl of Pembroke, on the Acceſ- 
ſion of our late Sovereign, was appointed one of the Lords of 
the Bed-Chainber to his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, 
who on his coming to the Crown, continued him in the ſame 
Poſt. And his Lordſhip, on tbe 22d of Sept. 1721, was con- 
ſtituted Captain and Colonel of the firſt Troop of Horſe- 
Guards, which he afterwards refign'd for the Command of the 
King's Royal Regiment of Horſe. In the Year 1735, he was 
made Groom of the Stole to his Majeſty, and 12 May, 1740, 
was appointed one of the Regeuts during his Majefty's Abſence :

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THIS Family took their Name of Clinton in the Valley, 
three Miles North from M vodſtoct in Com' Oxon. now 
called Glimpton.” And (as appears from a Manuſcript in the 
Cotton Libraty Tiberius E. q.) deſcended from William de Villa 
Tancredi, Chamberlain ormandy, and Maud his Wife, 
Daughter of M illiam de Archet, whoſe Deſcent is derived front 
IWema, Siſter to Gunora, Dutcheſs of Normandy, Which i- 
liam had Iſſue three Sons, Osbert, Rencbalt, and William, who 
all accompanied William the Conquetor in his victorious Expe- 
dition ihto England, and were rewarded by him with large 
Poſſeſſions. From Osbert deſcended Rehebald de Tankervill; 
whoſe Lands by an Heir deſcended to the Family of Cantelupe. 
And Renebalt having by Gift of the Conqueror, the Lordſhip 
of Clinton in Oxfordſhire (with other Lands) his Deſcendants 
aſſum'd that Surname. He had Iſſue two Sons, Geffery, and 
IWilliam, who held the Manor of Clinton of his Brother . 
Which Geffery was ſo hi => in the favour of King Henry I. 
that he gave him great Poll ons, adding thereto much Ho- 
nour, being ntade both Lord-Chamberlain, and Treaſurer to 
the King, and Juſtice of England ; which Prefermentsare Ar- 
guments of his extraotdi Parts and Merit. He built the 
great and ſtrong Caſtle of Kenikoerth in Warwickfhire, which 
he much delighted in, by reaſon of the ſpacious Woods, and 
that large and pleaſant Lake lying amongſt them (as is obſerved 
by Sir J/ilkam Dugdale in his Hiſtory - of Yarwickfhire) near 
unto which he alſo founded a Monaſtery for Black Canons. 
By his Foundation-Charter it appears, that he gave to the 
Canons of this Houſe, for the Redemption of his Sins, as alſo 
for the good Eftate of King Henry, whoſe Conſent he had 
thereto, and of his own Wife and Children, all the Lands and 
Woods of Kenikworth, excepting what he had reſerved for che 
making of his Caſtle and Park, Together with the Manors 
Salford, Itilcote, and Newnham in the County of Warwick, as 
alſo the Church of Wetton with a Hide of Land thereto be- 
longing. Two Hides in Lilenton, with the Churches of Clin- 
ton (in Oxfordftire) and Barton in Northamptonſhire ; granting 
further unto them, that whereſoever his own Hogs and Cattle 
ſhould be, whether within his Park or without, theirs alſo might 
have liberty to feed. And their Tenants Hogs to have the 
like Freedom in all other, except his incloſed Woods ang n 
Patks, as his own Tenants had. Adding by another Charte: 
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the Gift of a full Tenth of whatſoever ſhould be brought te 
his Caſtle, viz. either to his Cellar, Kitchin, Larder, Grana- 

, or Hall-garth ; as well of all bought or given, either in 
— Hay, Hogs, Muttons, Bacon, Veniſon, Cheeſe, Fiſh, 
Wine, Honey, Wax, Tallow, Pepper, and Cumin, though 
they had been tithed elſewhere before, as of his own proper 
Revenue. Together with all his Lambſkins throughout every 
his Manors, as well thoſe as ſhould be kill'd to eat, as of o- 
thers that might die caſually, To theſe large and munificent 
Gifts he added the Manor of Hichenden in Cam Buck. which he 
had by the Bounty of King Henry; and the Church of Stone 
in Staffordſhire. And beſides theſe particulars, he likewiſe gave 
to the faid Canons liberty to fiſh with Boat and Nets on Thur/ſ- 
day in every Week, in his Pool at Kenihworth, 

To him ſucceeded Gery his Son and Heir, d Lord-Cham- 
berlain likewiſe to the King, as his Father was, and poſſeſs'd 
of a great Eſtate ; for by the Certificate of William Earl of 
Warwick in 12 H. II. it appears, © that he held of him no leſs 
than 17 Knights Fees, de veteri Feoffamento, Which Geffery 
wedded 4 Agnes, Daughter to Roger Earl of Warwick, with 
whom he had a Diſcharge from any Service for 10 of thoſe 17 
Knights Fees, except in ſome ſpecial Caſes: As alfo the 
Heredi Shireevalty of the County of Varwicl, to hold to 
him and his Heirs, in ſuch ſort, as he the ſaid Earl had held 
or might hold it of the King. He was a great Benefactor 
to the Monaſtery of Kenilworth, not only by confirming all 
his Father's Grants thereto, but adding Lands in Mridſen, and 
Wotton, the Mannor of Packington, with the Church and Mill, 
and divers other Churches and Lands. All which were likewiſc 
ratified by his Son Henry de Clinton, who. alſo gave to that Mo- 
naſtery = Town of Tachebroke, with much more Land at 
IWridfen ; in conſideration whereof, the before ſpecified Ca- 
nons allow'd to him every day, during his Life, two Man- 
chets, ſuch as two of the ſaid Canons ufed to have, and four 
Gallons of their better Beer, according to Wine-Meaſure, 
which he was to have whether he were at Kenilworth, or not, 
from the time he ſhoukd enter into a religious Life, in caſe he 
did ſo do, except on thoſe Days he had — — in the 
frid Monaſtery. After whoſe death Amicia de Bidun his Wife 
releaſed unto theſe Canons all her Right of Dowry, which ſhe 
had in the Lands ſo given by her ſaid Huſband. His Son Henry 
£ dying without Iſſue in 17 H. III. William de Clinton, Brother 
to Geffery (the Founder of that Monaſtery) who held the Ma- 
nor of Clinton of his Gift, became next Heir-Male, and is the 
direct Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Lincoln, Which Wilkam 
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had Iſſue Osbert, who had a: Grant of the Lordſhip of Colaſbili 
in Com Mart. from his Kinſman Geffery de Clinton the ſe- 
cond ; and being thus poſſeſſed of Colſbill, had his Denomi- 
nation thence in 8 H. II. as likewiſe in 10 and 11. H. II. on 
payment of the Scutage collected in thoſe Parts. And by Mar- 
ery his Wife, Daughter to Milliam de Halton, had Iſſue Osbert

In 34 H. VIII. being then Yeoman * of 
the Wardrobe, he was made Steward of the King's Manors 
of Naſſyngton, Yarwell, and Upton, in Com Nerthamp for 
Life. In 30 H. VIII. he purchaſed * the Manor of Eh- 
den, in Con Rut. then alſo in the Crown, as Parcel of 
the Earl of J/arwic#s Lands. In 7 H. VIII. he ſurrendered 
his Cuſtody of Warwick Caſtle. And departing this Life, 22 
March 1553, was buried in St. Martin's Church in Stamford, 
leaving Iſſue by Fane his Wife, Daughter and Heir to lian 
Heckington of Beurn in ' Line. Eſq; William his Son and 
Heir, and three Daughters, Anne, Elizabeth, and Margaret, of 
which the youngeſt was married to Roger Cuue of — ook in

the ſame County Eſq; and ſecondly to Hugh Alington Eſq; and 
Anne to Fehn Whit of Tuxferd in Cm Nett.

Which illiam his Son and Heir, born at Bourn in Lincoln- 
Hire, Anno 1521, being (as our Hiſtorians write) © a Perſ n of 
* preat Learning, ſingular Judgment, admirable Moderation,

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«and comely Gravity, came to be the chiefeſt Stateſman of 
te the Age wherein he lived, unto whoſe Prudence in Council 
* much is attributed, for the Bleſſing then enjoyed, by that

„Reign of Queen Elizabeth of famous Memory.” 

All which 1s more particularly manifeſted in his Life, lately 
28 wrote by one Who was converſant with him, for the 

25 Years of his Life, Not long before his Death, his Lord- 

ſhip was deſirous of leaving his Queen and Country in perfect 
Peace and Tranquillity z to which End he endeavoured to bring 
about an Accommodation with the King of Spain. But in this 
he was oppoſed by the Earl of Eſex, and the Swordſmen his Ad- 
herents, who (as Camden has obſerved, in the Life of Queen E- 
lizabeth) labour d hard againſt any Motions for Peace, and fliffly 
urg d the Impoſſibility of making any honourable Treaty with Spain, 
or indeed any Terms, but what they would break, upon theſe and the 
like Suggeſtions : -** That the Spaniards were a ſubtle and enter- 
« prizing People, and very ambitious of extending their Em- 
“ pire ; that they bore a moſt inveterate Averſion to England, 
“ and profeſſed a Religion quite contrary to it ; that the Pope's 
“ Diſpenſing Power was unlimited, and that Axiom generally 
© eſpouſed, Faith is not to be kept with Hereticks. 

4 Theſe Arguments, and the Apprehenſion of future Dan- 
« gers, and Inconveniencies, he much inſiſted on; inſomuch 
5 that the Lord Treaſurer was provok'd to ſay, that he ſeemed 
« intent _ nothing but Blood and Slaughter, And after a very 
« warm Debate upon this Point, he took out a Prayer-Book, 
and without uſing any Words pointed to this Paſlage ; en 
« of Blood ſhall not live out half their Days.” | 

e however there were who approved Eſſex's Meaſures, as 


. conceiving he was — 75 concerned for the Honour and 


Welfare of his Country. His Lordſhip therefore to ſilence theſe 
Men, wrote a formal Kind of Defence, wherein he exhibited 
ſuch weighty Arguments, to ſupport his Opinion for « Peace, as 
convinced all diſpaſſionate Men. And tho' they produc'd not 
the deſired Effect, yet whilſt his Lordſhip lay ſick, by his 
vident Conduct a Treaty was ſet on foot with the States of Hol- 
land, whereby the Queen was eaſed of a yearly Expence, no leſs 
than 120,000 J. Englyh. 

&« But in the midſt of theſe Diſcontents (to uſe Camden's 
„ Words in his Life of Queen Elizabeth) died William Cecil, 
Lord Burleigh, Lord High-Treaſurer of England, having ex- 
„ hauſted himſelf with Study, and the neceſſary Fatigue of his 
Employment; ſo that growing old, and being troubled with 
«the Gout, he the Queen's Leave to lay down his 
4 Place. Upon the Receipt of his Letter, ſhe was pleaſed to 
4% pay him ſome Viſits, and to ſupport him with the moſt kind 
< and encouraging Expreſſions. However, he reſigned his 
Soul to God in a very few Days, after he had lived lon

6. enough to anſwer the Demands of Nature, and Reputation, 
« and every thing but the Expectation of his Country. He left 
„ the World fo fairly, that the greateſt Enemy he had, freely 
declared that he envied him nothing, but that his Sun went 
« down with ſo much Luſtre ; whereas generally publick Mi- 
< niſters are not bleſſed with ſuch calm and fortunate Periods. 
He was without doubt, an extraordinary Perſon, ſy liberally 
4 furniſhed by Nature (to ſay nothing of his Preſerice and 
« Aſpect, which had a commanding Sweetneſs in them) and fo 
<« handſomely improved by Learning and Education, that he 
* had few or no Superiors ag to the ſeveral Qualifications of 
«* Probity and Prudence, Induſtry, Temperance, and Juſtice. 
„He had beſides theſe Accompliſhments, an eaſy and flowing 
„ Eloquence, which conſiſted not in Pomp and Oftentation of 
5 Words, but in a Maſculine Plainneſs and Significancy of 
$ Senſe. He was Maſter of a Prudence form'd upon Experi- 
<« ence, and regulated by Temper and Moderation; then for 
« his Loyalty, *twas true, and would etidure the Touch, and 
« was only exceeded by his Piety, which indeed was expinently 
vc t. To ſum up his Character in little; the Queen was 
«6 bleſſed in ſo worthy a Miniſtef, and the Kingdom indebted 
« to his Memory for the happy Influence of his — * 
« Being admitted into the Duke of Somerſet's Family, who 

4 was Protector of England, he was made his Mafter of Re- 
4 queſts, the firſt, as himſelf told me, who wore that Title in 
«c Fele Shortly after he was Secretary to King Edward 
« VI; and received from him the Honour of Knighthood, 
«© Upon his „ Na pretended Conveyance of the Crown 
4 from the Ladies Mary and Elizabeth, he got into favour with 
cc the former, tho? he was in the Number of thoſe that ſub- 
cc ſcribed it; and his dexterous Management preferred him to 
« perfect Intimacy with Cardinal Poole, Tonſtall, and Sir Mil- 
« Ham Petre, But whereas he had a real and hearty Venera- 
tion ſor the Proteſtant Religion, (however he might humour 
« the preſent Occaſions) and finding the Road to Preferment 
lay quite another Way, he made his Court to the Lady E- 
$ kzabeth, who made uſe of him as a neceſſary Inſtrument, 
& whilſt ſhe was a private Perſon, and when ſhe came to the 
“ Throne, advanced him to be her Secretary, and a Privy- 
« Counſellor, and after the Death of Sir Thomas Perry, made 
$ him Maſter of the Wards in the third Year of her Reign; 
* which Office he diſcharged, as he did all others, like a good 
« Huſband for the Queen and the Wards, very modeſtly in re- 
cc ſpect to his private Adventages, and not unprofitably for his 
„ Followers and Dependants, tho* without the leaſt Blemiſh 
e upon his Integrity; ſo that the Queen did ſo far rely upon 
the Prudence of his Conduct, as in a manner to lay the 
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& great Intereſt with the Queen, and a plentiful Eſtate 


% drew upon him the Envy of ſome of the Nobility, which he 
« uſed to ſay, was ſooner overcome by giving way, than mak- 
« ing Oppoſition againſt it. The Queen having had a thir- 
« teen Years Experience of his Prudence and Lo „ Was 
„ pleaſed to honour him with the Title of Baron Burleigh, and 
„ then to make him Lord High-Treaſurer of England In 
& which Poſt he conſiderably augmented the Publick Purſe, and 
« his own private Eftate, though he abhorred the baſe and cor- . 
4 rupt Methods of ſcraping up Money; for indeed he ſeldom 
« or never ſuffered any thing to be expended, but for her Ma- 
4 jeſty's Honour, the — of the Nation, or the Support of 
e ſome neighbouring Allies. | 4 
« He had a ſtrict Eye upon the Farmers of the Cuſtoms, 
e but without Harſhneſs or Pedantry, He uſed to ſay, That 
© be never cared to ſee the . ſwell like @ diſardered Spleen, 
e when the other Parts of the Commonwealth were in a Conſump- 
© tian. And he uſed all poſſible Means (and with good Suc- 
« ceſs) to enrich the Queen and the Kingdom by his Admini- 
« ſtration; it being a common Expreſſion with him, That no- 
« thing could be for the Advantage of a Prince, which makes a 
ce way againſt bis Reputation. herefore he would never ſuf- 
« fer the Rents of Lands to be raiſed, nor the old Tenants to be 
„put out. The ſame Method he obſerved as to his own pri- 
te vate Eftate, which he managed with that Diſcretion and 
« Probity, that he never ſued any Man, nor was ſued himſelf, 
« T ſhall forbear too laviſh a Commendation of him, but this I 
may venture to affirm with Truth, That he was one of thoſe 
* few who lived and died with a found and large Reputation. 
% Indeed he was in all reſpects fo conſiderable a Perſon, that I 
$* agree with the Opinion of the Ancients, and conceive a ſi- 


“ jent Admiration of him to be the handſomeſt Character.“ 


He had by his firſt Wife Mary Cheek, Daughter of Peter 
Cheek, and Siſter of Sir John Cheek, a Gentleman of known 
Learning, Themas Earl of Exeter, a Perſon remarkably bleſſed 
in a numerous Iſſue, By his laſt Wife Mildred Coke, Daughter 
of. Sir Anthony Coke of Giddy- Hall in £/ex Knt. who was Pre- 

tor to Queen Elizabeth, he had Robert Earl of Salisbury, 
wha ſucceeded him in his moſt honourable Employments, (a 
Happineſs which is very rare and unuſual) beſides two Daugh- 
ters, both of which he outlived, di. Anne Counteſs of Oxford, 
who had three Daughters, Eliaabrib Wife to William Earl of 
Derby, Bridget married to the Lord Norris, and Saſan Wife to 
Philip Earl of Montgomery ; as likewiſe Elizabeth married to 
William Wentworth, who had no Children, He made his Ex- 
ecutors Gabriel Goadman Dean of Wincheſter, a very reverend 
and worthy Perſon ; and Themas Bellat his Domeſtick Steward, 
to whom he left a large Sum tg be diſtributed in charitable Uſes, 
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His eldeſt Son Thomas Lord Burleigh and Earl of Exeter, was 
born on the 5th of May 1542, 34 H. VIII. and in 5 Elz. was 
elected to Parliament for the Town of Stamford in Lincolnſhire, 
as alſo in two other Parliaments in that Reign. In 16 Eliz. 
he went a Volunteer in that Expedition into Scotland, in aid 
of the Regent of the young King of Scots, when the Caſtle of 
Edinburgh was beſieged and taken. In 17 Elia. waiting on the 
Queen at Koenilworth-Caſtle in Warwickſhire, when ſhe was en- 
tertained by the Earl of Leiceſter with all Princely Pleaſures, 
her Majeſty at that time conferred on him the Honour of 
Knighthood. In 23 Eliz. he was one of thoſe illuſtrious Gal- 
lants who entertained Francis of Jalois, Duke of AHlanſon, Heir 
apparent of France, and Brother to the French King, then in 

ngland, as a Suitor to Queen Elizabeth, and gained H in 
the Juſts, Barriers, and "Tourney, performed on that Occaſion. 
He alſo diſtinguiſhed himſelf .in the Wars of the Low Coun- 
tries, and was made Governor of the Brill, one of the Cau- 
tionary Towns which the States of Holland pledged to Queen 
Elizabeth - 

In the 27th of that Reign, he was choſe one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Lincoln, as he was in' another 
Parliament; alſo in the 35th Year of Queen Elia. was choſen 
for Northamptonſhire, In the memorable Year of the Spaniſh 
Invaſion 1588, he, with his Brother Sir Robert Cecil, were both 
Volunteers on board the Fleet, which for ſix Days maintained 
many ſharp Fights and fierce Aſſaults with the Spazyh Navy, 
and at length forced them to fly. 

In 40 Els. at the Funeral of his Father the Lord Burleigh, 
whoſe Body was depoſited in W:/ftminſter- Abbey with great . 
lemnity on the 29th of Auguſt, he was Chief Mourner, and by 
her Majeſty's Order mourned as an Earl, being at that time in 
the 57th Year of his Age, The Year after he was conſtituted 
Warden of Reockingham- Fere/?, and Conſtable of the Caſtle there 
for Life. And in 43 Eliz. on that Inſurrection then made by 
Robert Earl of Eſſex, went into the City of London with Garter 
Principal King of Arms, and proclaimed him and his Adhe- 
rents Traitors, tho' they met with ſome Oppoſition : And was 
afterwards one of the Commanders of thoſe Forces that oblig'd 
the Earl and his Adherents to ſurrender. Having thus ſhewed 
himſelf a faithful Subject to the Queen, he was elected one of 
the Knights-Companions of the moſt noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, and inſtalled at Vindſor on the 26th of May 1601, 44 Eliz. 

On the Acceſſion of King James to the Throne, he was 
ſworn of his Privy-Council at the Charter- Houſe the fourth 
Day after his Arrival in London, and was conſtituted Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Northampton, And his Majeſty, in 
Conſideration of his great Merit and Services, him 
Earl of Exeter, by Letters Patent bearing Date the 4th of May 
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in the third Year of his Reign ; which was the firſt Precedent 


of any being advanced to the Title of Earl of the principal Ci- 
, when another had the Dignity of Earl of the ſame County, 
rles Blount being then Earl of Devonſhire. His Lordſhip 
had before refuſed to be an Earl, on Intimation whereof he 
_ the following Letter to Sir John Hebbart Attorney-Ge- 
neral. 
Sir John Hubbert,

His Lordſhip by his laſt Wife had no other Iſſue than one 
Daughter, Sophia- Anna, buried 15 Sept. 1621 ; but by the firſt, 
one of the Coheirs of Fohn Neil Lord Latimer, he had Iſſue 
five Sons and eight Daughters, viz. William who ſucceeded 
him, born Anno 1566 ; Sir Richard Cecil, born Anno 1570, An- 
ceſtor to the preſent Earl of Exeter; Sir Edward Cecil, born

at the Battle of Newport commanded the Engljh Horſe. He 
was alſo Marſhal, and General of the Forces ſent by King 
my and King Charles I. againſt the Spaniards and Imperia- 
lifts, On 9 Nov, 1 Car. I. he was advanced to the Dignity of 
Haron Cecil of Putney; and the Year after, on 5 19 (1626

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after his Return from the Wars was made one of his Majeſty's 
1 Lord-Lieutenant of Surrey, and Governour of

Which David ſucceeded his Uncle William Earl of Exeter in 
his Honours in the Year 1640, but found the Eſtate much 
diminiſh'd by the Fortunes of the three Coheirs, and the Dowers 
of two Widows, his Grandfather's, and his Uncle's. But the 
former died ſoon after, and the latter deceaſed in 1658, and 
was buried at the upper-end of the South-Ifle, under the North 
Wall in the Pariſh-Church of St. James Clerkenwell, where there 
is a black Marble Tomb erected with the following Inſcription; 


Here lyeth Elizabeth Counteſs-Doweger of Exeter, Daughter 
of Sir William Drury of Haute in the County of Suffolk Ke. 
and Coheir of Sir Robert Drury her Brother; ſhe was married 
to William Cecil, Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, Lord Burghley, Earl of Exeter, Sonne of Thomas Lord 
Burghley, Earl of Exeter, and Grandchild to the illuſtrious 
William Lord Burleigh, Lord-Treaſurer to Queen Eliza- 
beth. By the ſaid Earl ſhe had three Daughters and Heirs, 
Elizabeth married to Thomas Howard, Viſcount Andover, 
Earl of Ber#fhire ; Diana married firſt to Henry Lord Vere, 
Earl of Oxenford ; after his Death ſhe married Thomas Lord 
Bruce, Baron of Whorleton, Earl of Elgin ; Anne married to 

Lord Gray of Grooby, Earle of Stamford. She died at 
her Houſe call'd St. John's the 26th Day of February 1658, 
her Age was about 80 Yeares, leaving behinde her an Ex- 
ample for Piety, Wiſdom, Bounty, Charity, and all Good- 
neſs, fit for Imitation of all Ladies of Honour and Virtue. 


The faid David Earl of Exeter married Elizabeth, Daughter 
to John Earl of Bridgewater, by whom he had fix Sons and three 
Daughters; Thomas the youngeſt of the Sons was buried at Tin- 
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well in Rutlanqhire, the 28th of May 1641 ; and Elizabeth, one 


of the Daughters, was buried there 13 Nev. 1638. Anne, another 
Daughter died young ; and Frances was married to Sir Anthony 
Aſhley Cooper, afterwards Earl of Shaftezbury. His Sons that 
ſurviv'd him, were Jobn Earl of Exeter, Wilkam, and David. 
And his Lordſhip departing this Life at London on the 18th of 
April 164.3, was buried in the Church of St. Martin's Stamford, 
near to William Lord Burghley his great Grandfather,

Knt. but by her had no Iſſue; and departing this Life at 
Burghley-Houſe near Stamford in February 1675, was buried in 
St. Martin's Church aforeſaid, 

To whom ſucceeded in his Honour, Fohn Lord Burghley his 
only ſurviving Son, who married Anne, only Daughter of Mil. 
liam Earl of Devonſhire, and Siſter to William Duke of Devon- 
Hire, Widow of Charles Lord Rich, Son and Heir of Charles 
Earl of Farwick, by whom he had Iſſue Fohn his Son and Heir; 
William Cecil of Snape in the County of Jer Eſq; Charles, and 
Edward, who was in the Siege of Barcelona in the Reign of 
Queen Anne, and died there after raiſing the Siege. Alſo four 
Daughters, Chriſtian, Anne, and Frances, who died young; and 
Elizabeth married to Charles Boyle, late Earl of Orrery in Tre- 
land, and Baron of Mar/town in England. 

This noble Earl had a Learned Education, and an excellent 
Genius, for the improvement whereof he' travell'd twice to 
Rome, and in the moſt polite Parts of Europe, whereby no 


Perſon was better adapted to adorn the Court, or fitter for the. 
Adminiſtration of publick Affairs. But chuſing a retir'd Life, 
be liv'd for the moſt part in the Country, in great Honour 
and Reputation; affable and pleaſing to his Friends, bountiful 
to the Poor, and a conſtant Aſſertor of the Religion and Liber- 
ties of his Country. His Lady was a faithful Companion in his 
Travels, and was preſent when he died, in his laſt Return from 
Rome, in the Ville of 77 near Paris; ſhe ſurviv'd him three 
Years, and was buried by him, under a very Magnificent and 


Elegant Monument, brought among other exquiſite Works 
from Rome, and erected in the Church of St. Martin's Stam- 
ford, whereon is this Inſcription, which further ſhews how 


greatly they excell'd, in Whatever was commendable.

Which William Sydney, being one of the Eſquires of the Body 
to King Henry VIII. © accompanied | Thomas Lord Darcy into 
Arragen in 2 H. VIIL and . going to Madrid to ſee 
the Court of Spain, he had the Offer of being knighted by 
that Monarch, which he refuſed. In 4 Henry vin. he was in 
two Expeditions at Sea; and, in the Attempt made on Prior 
Fohn, and the French Fleet, by the Lord Heward Lord High- 
Admiral, who was there drowned : And for his Valour had 
then the Honour of Knighthood conſerred on him. 

In 5 H. VIII hes commanded in the right Wing of that 
Army, which, under the Earl of Surry, obtained the great Vic- 
tory over the Scots, at Flondam-Field, when James the Fourth, 
their King, was ſlain. In 14 H. VIII. he was in that Fleet 
at Sea, under the Earl of Surrey, which convoyed the Empe- 
ror from Southampton to the Coaſts of Spain; and afterwards 
landing in Britaxsy, burnt ſeveral Ships, and divers Towns and 
Villages, whereof the Town of Morluis attorded them much 
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r Life. And in 2 and 3 Philip and Mary, he was made 
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In ts H. VIII. he © accompanied the Duke of Sufolb, then 
General of the Eng/;/þ Forces, into France; at which time di- 
vers Caſtles and Places of Strength in thoſe Parts were won by 
the Engliſh. He was alſo Chamberlain and Steward to King 
Henry the VIIIch, and in the Reign of King Edward the VIth 
he was found one of the Coheirs to Henry, and Charles Brandon,

Henry Sydney, and Thomas IA bite Eſq; Executors : By which Will 
it appears he was poſſeſs'd of a gteat Eſtate in the Counties of 
Southampton, Kent, and Suſſex, which he left to his ſaid Son 
Henry, and bequeathed to his Daughter Frances ſix hundred 
Marks to her Marriage, and twenty Pounds per Annum ; as al- 
ſo ohe hundred Pounds to the Poor at his Deceaſe; and fix 
Pounds thirteen Shillings and four Pence yearly, for three Years, 
to be diſtributed as his Exeeutors think fit. And departing 
this Life the 11th of February, 7 E. VI. (being at that time 
70 Years of Age) was honourably buried at Penfhurft in Kent,

ſent Embaſſador into France, being principal N of his 
— n and not fully one and twenty Years old, (as 
Hellinſhed relates) yet he performed bis Charge with that fin- 
pay Commendation, Wiſdom, Spirit, and erity, as at 
undry times, not long after he was imployed in Amtbaſſage 
both In France and Scotland; yea ſometimes twice in one Year, 
In 4 E. VI. he was * conſtituted chief Cup-bearer to the King

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o Vice-Treaſurer and General-Governour of all the King and 
„ Revenues within the Realm of Ireland And in 4 and 
5. hilip and Mary * Juſtice of Ireland, in the Abſence of the 
carl of Suſſex, then Lord-Deputy. In 2 Eliz. he was appointed 
4 Lord-Preſfident of Wales; and in 6 Eliz. was made choice of 
for one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter. 

He was (faith Hellinſhed) from his Infancy bred and brought 
up in the Court with Prince Edward, even as a Companion, 
and many times a Bed-fellow with him. He was four times 
made Lord Juſtice of Ireland and thrice 4A 75 for that Realm, 
which is much indebted to him for his Wiſdom and Valour. 
For beſides many other Monuments yet ſurviving his equal and 
juſt Government, he firſt deviſed and prudently executed the 

lot fof the Diſtribution of the riß Counties into Shires, 
and repaired the Caſtle of Dublin, uſed a long time before b 
mechanical Perſons ; and left the ſame a convenient and fit 
Houſe for the Governour to live in, to which uſe it has ever 
ſince been applied: And alſo built Rooms in the ſaid Caſtle 
to preſerve the Records of the Kingdom, He likewiſe cauſed 
the 7riſh Statutes to his own time to be printed; and pacified 
ſeveral Rebellions, and that not with ſo much Rigour as excel- 
lent Conduct. He died at Ludlow on the 5th of May 1586, 
aged 57 Years, wanting a Month and fifteen Days ; at which 
time he was Lord-Prefident of the Principality of Wales, and 
Lord-Deputy of Irelamd. And the Queen being certified there- 
of, ordered William Dethick, Garter —_— Arms, to prepare 
all things appertaining to his Office for his Funeral. Accordingly 
Garter and the other Heralds coming to HFarcefter, ordered the 
Corps, robed with Velvet, to be brought from Ludlow, which 
was ſolemnly convey'd into the Cathedral Church at Worcefter, 
and there placed. And after a Sermon preach'd by one of his 
Chaplains, the Corps was convey'd into a Chariot covered with 
Velvet, hung with Eſcutcheons of his Arms, &c. and being ac- 
companied with Mr. Garter, and the other Heralds, with the 
principal Domeſticks of the Deceaſed, and Officers of the Court 
at Ludlow, they proceeded on their Journey to Penſhur/t, where, 
on Tueſday 21 June 1586, he was interred in the Church of 
that Place, attended from his Houſe by a noble Train of Lords, 
Knights, Gentlemen, and Ladies. 

He married the Lady Mary, eldeſt Daughter to John Duke 
of Northumberland, (who died on the 9th of Auguſt next after 
his Deceaſe) and by her had Iſſue three Sons, Sir Philip, Sir Ro- 
bert, and Sir Thomas Sydney, and one ſurviving Daughter, Mary, 
married to Henry Earl of Pembroke ; whoſe Name is highly celc- 
brated in the Arcadia, written by her Brother Sir Philip Sydney. 
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Which Sir Philip, who ſucceeded his Father, was born the 
24th of Nov. 1554, and was one df the greateſt Worthies that 
ever had been before him in England. Having been firſt a Stu- 
dent in Chriſt-Church Oxon, (where he became a rare Profi- 
cient in Learning) he began to travel in Anno 1572, (14 Eliz.) 
firſt into France, then into Hungary, Italy, Germany, and the 
Netherlands. And in Anno 1576, 18 Eltz. was ſent Ambaſſa- 
dor to the Emperor Radolph, and the German Princes, to con- 
dole the Death of the Emperor Maximilian, where he behaved 
to his Miſtreſs's Glory, and his own Honour. 

He was knighted on Sunday the 13th of Jan. 1582, and the 
ſame Day inſtalled Knight of the Garter, as Proxy for Duke 
Jabn Caſimir, Count Palatine, and Duke of Bavaria. In An. 
1585, he reſolved to accompany the famous Sir Francis Drake 
in his Voyage to America, but was forbid by the Queen, to 
whom he was ſo great a Favourite, that ſhe thought the Court 
deficient without him. 

He was alſo, for his extraordi Qualities, admired and 
courted by all the Potentates of Europe ; and the Polanders 
propoſed to have choſe him their King, which the Queen 
would not allow of, as unwilling to loſe ſo great a Subject: but 
afterwards going over into Flanders with the Forces ſent to 
aſſiſt the States (where he was made Governor of Fluſhing and 
Ramekins, two cautionary Towns in the Netherlands, and in 
the hands of Queen Elizabeth) he encountering the Spaniards 
near Zutphen in Guelderland, was there unfortupately ſhot in 
the Thigh, on the 22d of September 1586, and died the 16th 
of October following at Arnbeim, aged thirty-four z whoſe Death 
was lamented by the Queen, mourn'd for by the Court, be- 
moan'd by all Europe, and wept over by — * and Learning. 
Having married Frances, only Daughter to Sir Francis Walſing- 
ham Knt. Secretary of State to Queen Elizabeth, by her he left 
a Daughter named Elizabeth, who mas married to Roger Earl 
of Rutland, The ſaid Frances his Widow married, ſecondly, 
Robert Earl of Eſſex, beheaded the 25th of February 1600, and 
laſtly to the Earl of Clanrictard. 

Sir Robert Sydney his Brother and Heir ſucceeded. He ſerv'd 
under his Uncle the Earl of Leiceſter in the Netherlands, * em- 
barking with him on the 8th of December 1585, and arrived at 
Fluſhing two Days after. In 1588, the memorable Year of 
the Spaniſb Invaſion, he was * ſent by the Queen to the King of 
Scots, to compliment him for his Reſpect towards her Majeſty, 
and-to return him thanks on that account; as alſo to acknow-- 
ledge his erous and chearful Adherence to the common 
Cauſe, and to give Aſſurance of the like Aſſiſtance on her Ma- 
jeſty's Part, ſhould the Spaniards attempt to land in Scotland.

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And return'd with Aſſurances, that the King would ſtand firm 
to her Intereſt, and would defend and aſſert thoſe of the Pro-

In 1593, 36 Elix. he was ” ſent Ambaſſador to the King of 
France, to recommend to him the Proteſtant Religion, and its 
Profeſſors; and to take care of the Engliſh Affairs at that Court, 
In 1597, (40 2 being join'd in Command with Sir Fan- 
cis Vere, over thoſe Engliſß Auxiliaries which had been ſent a- 
inſt the Spaniards, he ſhared in the Honour of that Victory 
then obtain'd at Turnholt in Brabant; when, by their Courage 
and Bravery, 2000 Neapolitans and Germans, with their Gene. 
ral, were ſlain. In 1001, (44 Eliz.) he was one of the Com- 
manders of thoſe Forces imployed againſt the Earl of Eſer, and 
was ſent to him from the Lords to ſummon him to ſurrender. 
—_ King James's Acceſſion, he was conſtituted Governour 
of the Town of Fluſhing and (Caſtle of Rametins, viz. on the 
22d of April 1603.

King Charks the Second, who did not come back till the Year

He was a Man of moſt extraordinary Courage, and ſteady to hi 
Principles, which were for a Commonwealth, having tudied 
the Hiſtory of Government in all its Branches, and wrote a 
learned Diſcourſe on that gubject.

« or Arabick, It's obſervable, the Indictment againſt- him 
« was never preſented to the Grand Jury before they came 
« into the Hall, and yet they found it immediately. The 
« greateſt part of the Evidence, (as it was in my Lord Ruſſe/s 
2 Caſe) was only Hear-ſay.” 
Fefferies interrupted him often very rudely, probably to put

In 5 H. VIII. he led the Rear-guard of the King's Army at 
Therovenne, ® compoſed for the moſt part of the Retinue — 
ing to Richard Fox Biſhop of Winche/ter, and Molſey then t 
King's Almoner, being 800 in Number; and having —_— 
behaved himſelf both in the Siege, and the Battle that enſued, 
called by our Hiſtorians the Battle of Spurs, from the Swiftneſs 
of the French in running away, he had the Honour of Knight- 
hood ® conferred on him by the King, who is ſaid never to have 
laid his Sword on any that had not diſtinguiſhed themſelves. He

In the 10th Year of King Henry tlie Eighth, he was charged 
x with providing 50 Archers for the King's Service in his Wars; 
and two Years after attended on his Sovereign, ? at the great 
Interview with the French King at a Camp between Guiſnes and 
Arde, having in his Retinue, one Chaplain, eleven Servants, 
and eight Horſes ; alſo the ſame Year, ſoon after his Return, 
he was commanded by the King, together with Sir Richard 
W:ften, and Sir William Kingſton, Knights for the Body, to take * 
with them ſufficient Power to ſecure Edward Stafford, Duke of 
Buckingham, accuſed of High Treaſon ; and thereupon coming 
to him at his Manor of Thornbury in Glocefterſhire, he ſurrender'd 
himſelf, and they conducted him to London: In 13 H. VIII. 
on the Attainder of the Duke of Buckingham, he obtained a 
Grant in ſpecial Tale, of the Manor, Caſtle, * and Park of 
Maxjtocke, in Com Warw. alſo of the Manors of Scoten and 
Brereton, Com Ebor. in Reverſion, after the Death or Surren- 
der of Simon Coniers. In 14 H. VIII. he was, ® among others,

King © having received Letters from his Ambaſſador in France,

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The before- mentioned Spencer Compton Earl of Northampton, 
was born at Compton, in May 1601, and in his Youth diſcover'd 
ſo great a d Genius, that it was as much as four ſeveral Tutors, 
at home, at Cambridge, in France, and in Hab, each taking his 
reſpective Hour for the Art and Science he av to keep 
pace with his great Proficiency. Being Maſter of Languages, 
c he received and conducted ſeveral Ambaſſadors to their pub- 
lick Audiences, both in the Reigns of King James, and King 
Charles the Firſt. On 3 Nov. 1616, he was 4 made one of the 
Knights of the Bath at the Creation of Charles Prince of Wales, 
and was afterwards a great Favourite with that Prince, whom 
he accompanied into Spain in the Year 1622, waiting on him 
in the Quality of Maſter of his Robes and Wardrobe, and had 
the Honour to deliver all his Preſents, amounting (as was com- 
puted) to 64000 J. He aſſiſted at the Coronation of King 
Charles T. * as Maſter of the Robes to his Majeſty, and having 
been many Years a Witneſs of the King's gracious Diſpoſition, 
he was the more firmly ſettled in his Opinion of the Benefit of 
his Majeſty's Government, and, in Defence thereof, hazarded 
his Fortune, and loſt his Life in his Service.

* Majeſty's Royal Perſon, Honour and Eſtate, as alſo the Power 
and Privilege of Parliaments, and the Jawful Rights and Li- 
© herties of the Subject.” He voted againſt the Bill for the 
Attainder of the Earl of Strafford, and oppoling the violent 
Meaſures then taken, > he was put into the Lift of thoſe that 
were called $traffordians, which was poſted up at the Corner 
of Sir William Brounker's Houſe, in the Old Palace-Yard, ,.

8 God, that they were fully perſuaded, that his Majeſty had no 
s ſuch Intention: But that all his Endeavours tended to the 
firm and conſtant Settlement of the true Proteſtant Religion ;

He ſecured moſt of the Arms, Ammunition, and Gariſons in 
Warwickſhire, Staffordſhire, and Northamptonſhire, and ſettling 
an Aſſociation, made the Country, from Gariſon to Gariſon, 
one Line of Communication.

Expeftation, His Lordſhip no ſooner heard that they were 
coming towards the Town, » buf he drew out his Party to en- 
counter them, 2 Horſe and Dragoons, with ſome 
few Foot, about 1000 in Number, He marched out of Stafford 
on Sunday 19 March, 1642-3, and found the Enemy at a Place 
called Hopton-Heath, about two Miles from the Town, His 
Lordſhip then perceived, that Sir Jahn Gell had been reinforced, 
and that his Number were more than double of the Forces he 
had with him; but finding the Heath very fair, the Breadth of 
it being more than 1 from Encloſure on each ſide, 
and the Number of his Horſe being at leaſt equal with the o- 
ther, he reſolved to charge them z which he did accordingly 
with ſo good Succeſs, that he totally routed one Part of their 
Horſe ; and rallying again his Men, he charged the other Part 
of their Horſe, whi more in the Shelter of their Foot 3 
and fo totally routed and diſperſed them, that the Enemy had 
ſcarce a Horſe left on the Field ; and took likewiſe from them 
m_ Pieces of Cannon. 

n this 2d Charge, his Lordſhip being engaged in the Execu- 
tion very near, or among their Foot, had his Horſe killed un- 
der him, So that his own Horſe (according to their own un- 

Practice) with too much Fury purſuing the Chaſe, he 
was left encompaſſed by his Enemies. What his Behaviour 
was afterwards, can be known only by the Teſtimony of his

don a makes this honourable Mention of him; He was a Per- 
© fon of great Courage, Honour, and Fidelity, and not well 
© known till his Evening; having in the Eaſe and Plenty, 
and Luxury of that too happy Time, indulged to himſelf, 
* with that Licence which was then thought neceſſary to great 
Fortunes; but from the Beginning of theſe Diſtract 

* he had been awakened out of the Lethargy, he never proceeded 
* with a luke-warm Temper, Before the Standard was ſet up, 
© he appeared in Warwickſhire againſt the Lord Brook, and as 
< much upon his own Reputation as the Juſtice of the Cauſe 
© (which was not ſo well then underſtood) diſcountenanced, and 
© drove him out of the County, Afterwards he took the Ord- 
* nance from Banbury Caſtle, and brought them to the King, 
© As ſoon as an Army was to be raifed, he levied, with the firſt, 
© upon his own Charge, a Troop of Horſe, and a Regiment of 
* = nv] and (not like ſome other Men, who warily diſtributed 
their Family to both Sides, one Son to ſerve the Ling, whilſt 
© his Father, or another Son, engaged as far for the Parliament) 
© entirely dedicated all his Children to the Quarrel ; having 
© four Sons Officers under him, whereof three charged that 
Day in the Field: And from the Time he ſubmitted himſelf 
© to the Profeſſion of a Soldier, no Man more punctual on 
Command, no Man more diligent and vigilant in Duty. All 
© Diftrefles he bore like a common Man, and all Wants and 
© Hardnefles, as if he had never known Plenty or Eaſe ; moſt 
<- prodigal of his Perſon to Danger; and would often ſay, That 
if he out-liv'd theſe Wars, he was certain never to have fo 
* noble a Death. So that it is not to be wonder'd, if, upon 
* ſach a Stroke, the Body that felt it, thought it had loſt more 
than a Limb.“ 

The Enemy carried his Body along with them; and when 
his Son, the Earl of Northampton deſired it, that he might give 
it ſuch decent Burial as became him; Gell and Bruerton jointly 
by Letter demanded, *© in Exchange for the dead Body, all their 
Ammunition, Priſoners, and Cannon, they had loſt at the 
© Battle ;* which Demands being ſo unreaſonable, and againſt 
the Law of Arms, the Ear! ſent again to them, to deſire, That 
if oy ow not return the Corps, that his Chirurgeon might 
© have Leave to embalm it, whereby it might be preſerved to 
© receive thoſe Rites, when they ſhould be willing to gratify 
© him, which he preſumed, upon more diſpaſſionate Thoughts, 
© they would be.” Their Anſwer to this was as unreaſonable 
as the other, That they would neither ſend the Body, nor per- 
mit his Chirurgeons to come to embalm it ;* preſuming, it is 
probable, that the Piety of the Son would have prevailed to have 
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ir unheard of Propoſitions comply'd with, They afterwards 

— the Body to Derby, and there interr'd it in All-hallow's 
Church, in the Vault with the old Counteſs of Shrewsbwry. 

This brave Nobleman took to Wife, Mary, Daughter of Sir 
Francis Beaumont, Brother to Mary Counteſs of Buckingham be- 
fore-mentioned, by whom he had Iſſue two Daughters, Anne, 
married to Sir Hugh Cholmley of Whitby in Cm Eber. Bart. and 
Penelope to Sir Jobn Nicholas Knight of the Bath, one of the 
Principal Secretaries of State, both to King Charles the Firſt, 
and King Charles the Second. 

He 120 likewiſe ſix Sons, who were all highly eſteemed for 
their eminent Abilities, and were all Heirs of his Courage, Loy, 
alty, and Virtue; five of them receiving the Honour of night- 
hood, and the youngeſt was no leſs conſpicuous, At the Battle 
of Edgebill the eldeſt was abſent, but Sir Charles and Sir Nil- 
lam, tho* neither of them was Twenty, charged in the Troo 
with their Father, and Sir Spencer, tho' not able to graſp a Pil- 
tol, yet, in Indignation, cried, that he was not expoſed to the 
ſame Hazard his Brothers were. Of James the eldeſt Son men- 
tion will be made hereafter. 

Sir Charles Compton, 2d Son, was diſtinguiſhed for Sobriety, 
Moderation, Diſcipline, Conduct, and Activity in the Field. 
He was with his Father in the Engagements at Edgehill, Hep- 
tm-Heath, and other Actions; but the moſt remarkable Adven- 
ture of his Life, was his Surprize of Bee/ton-Caftle in Cheſhire, 
with fix Men, diſguiſing himſelf and them, pretending to bring 
in Proviſion, which he knew the Garriſon was in want of, by 
a Letter he intercepted, But in this Action he was in the 
greateſt Danger, two Piſtols having been clapt in his very Face, 
yet neither gave Fire; whereupon he had the Preſence of Mind 


to encounter and kill thoſe who held them. He likewiſeſhew'd 


the greateſt Bravery, A. D. 1644, in endeavouring to ſurprize 
Compton- Houſe in Warwickſhire, which the Parliament had fe- 
cured and made a Gariſon of. He fo far ſucceeded in this, that 
he poſſeſſed | himſelf of the Out-Works, cut down the Draw- 
bridge, ſeized the Governor's Troop-Horſes, and took 30 of his 
Soldiers in their Beds; but for want of being ſuccoured, was 
forced” to retreat. In thoſe fatal Times the Church of C 

ton was demoliſh'd ;* * and the Monuments therein of Sir Wil- 
lam Compton and his Lady, with that of Henry Lord Compten his 
Grandſon, which were very beautiful and ſtately, were then ut- 
terly eras'd and knock'd in pieces. This Sir Charles Compton 
was in great favour with King Charles the Second, having 


ſhew'd an ardent Zeal in his Endeavours for his Reſtoration; 
but died ſoon after by a Fall from * his Horſe at Northampeon, 
in November 1661, Y and was buried at Sywell in the fame 
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County, He took to Wife Mary, Daughter of Sir 1//liam. 
Farmer Bart. and left Iflue a Daughter Mary, married 15 May, 
1676, to James Lane Eſqz Son and Heir to Sir George Lane 
Viſcount Lanesborough in ſreland, as alſo a Son Hatton Compton, 
who was conſtituted Lieutenant of the Tower 26 Zuly, 1715, 
in which Place he was continued by his preſent Mat. 

Sir I/iliam Compton, third Son, no ſooner accompliſhed 
himſelf by Study and Travel, but he was call'd by his noble Fa- 
ther to take Arms for King Charles I. who gave him the Com- 
mand of a Regiment, with which he perform'd conſiderabla 
Service at the taking of Banbury, leading his Men on to three 
Attacks, * and had two Horſes ſhot under him. On the Sur. 
render of the Town and Caſtle, he was made Lieutenant Go- 
vernour under his Father, and by a moſt exemplary Carriage, 
brought many over to the King's Intereſt, who profeſſed 
% That if the King's Army carried it ſelf fo in other Places, 
they admir'd with what Conſcience any Godly Man could 
« lift up a Hand againſt them.” Bankury was ſo ſituated, as 
to command over the adjoining Counties, and by reaſon of 
its Nearneſs to Oxford, was a Place of the greateſt Conſequence, 
Sir Milliam therefore thought the gaining the Affections of the 
Inhabitants a neceflary Strength to the Town ; was likewiſe ſo 
indefatigable, that he attended on all Works and Watches, a 
much as the meaneſt Perſon in the Garriſon ; and was fo dex- 
trous in beating up the Quarters of the Enemy, and relieving 
his Neighbours, that ſome of his Men in Turns were obſcrv'd 
to be always on Horſe-back. Whereupon the Parliament-For- 
ces of Northamptonſhire, Warwick, and Coventry, who were ag- 

riev'd by his continual Incurfions, came before the Town 19 
fob 1644, and Sir William having return'd Anſwer to their 
mmons, That he kept the Coftle for his Majs/iy, and as long 
as one Man was left alive in it, willed them not to expedt iso have 
it delivered ; they ſprang ſeveral Mines, and made ſeveral Aſ- 
faults on 27 Auguſt, wherein they were repuks'd, And proceed- 
ing in their Works on 16 Sept. hoy ſent him another Sum- 
mons, to which he made Anſwer, That he had formerly anſwer 
them, and wonder'd they would ſend again, Thereupon they 
made another Aſſault with the like Succefs, and in return fre- 
uent Sall ies were made on them. At length having made 
Breach in the Weſt Wall of the Caſtle (the u art near 
30 Yards in 1 on 23 Sept, about in the Moraine, 600 
of their choiceſt Men (12 being pick'd out of each Company) 
with Burdens on their Backs to fill the Mote, the At- 
tack, and were ſeconded by others in four ſeveral Places; but 
Sir William himſelf maintain'd the Breach ; and his Orders in 
all other Parts were ſo well executed, that they retired with 
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cat Lofs. He'was fo vigilant in his Station, that he \coun- 


termin'd the Enemy eleven times, and during the Siege (which 
held 13 Weeks) never went into Bed, but by his Example ſo 
animated the ſon, that tho* they had hut two“ Horſes 
left uneaten, they would never ſuffer a Summons to be ſent 
to them after the Anſwer before- mention'd was deliver'd. In 
theſe Extremities he had no Mutiny, neither in Town or Gar- 
riſon, he being ſo impartial in Juſtice, eſpecially in diſtribu- 
ting Proviſions, that all under him bore the Fatigue withaut 
complaining, and ſo great was his Care, that he truſted no 
Man without his immediate Overſight ; yet he acted all things 
with common Cäuncil and Conſent, ſuch was his Warineſs 
and Prudence. At his Brother, the Earl of Nerthamp- 
tun, rais'd the Siege on the 26th of October, the very © Day 
of the Month on which both Town and Caſtle had been ren 
der'd to the King two Years before. Sir Milliam continued 
Governour of Banbury, and perform'd many 'ſignat Services for 
the King, till his Majefty left Oxford, and the whole King- 
dom was ſubmitting to the Parliament, and then on

He married ſeveral Wives, but by Jane, Daughter of Sir Fo 
Trevor, (Father of Sir Jahn, Principal Secretary of State to 
King Charles the Second) he had Iſſue two Sons, James and 
You, as alſo Daughters, Mary, Frances, and Anne ; the el- 
whereof was married to Sir Barrington Baurchier. 

Henry Compton, 6th and youngeſt Son, became a Nobleman 
of Queen's-Gollege in Oxford in Anno 1649, or thereabouts, 
and after three Years ſtay there, xzetir'd to his Mother * at 
Gryndon in Northamptonſhire, from whence he travell'd beyond 
the Seas into France, Jtaly, and other Countries, learned their 
Languages and retain'd them, and at his Return became a 
Cornet in the Royal Regiment of Horſe-Guards, under the 
Command of Aubrey Vere Earl of Oxford : But his Friends re- 
preſenting to him, that it would be to the Honour and Dig. 
nity of the-eſtabliſh'd Church, to have one of his Deſcent and 
Education enter into Holy Orders, he madly complied with 
their Advice, went to Cambridge, took his Degtee of Maſter 
of Arts, and ohtaining a Grant of the next Canonry of Chriſi- 
Church in Oxford, he viſited that Univerſity, and entring him- 
{elf a Canon Commoner of that College (by the Advice of 
Dr. Fell, the Dean thereof) was on 6 Ari 1666, incorpo- 
rated Maſter of Arts there; and in the Vear following, he 
was (on the Death of Dr. Lewes) made Mafter of the Holi 
tal of S.:Croſs ee e n 24 May 1669, he was in- 
ſtalled Canon of Chrift-Church in the Place of Dr. Heylin de- 
reaſed, and on 28 June, the ſame Year, took his Degree of 


Doctor of Divinity. On the 20th of Oober 1674, he was 


elected Biſhop of Quſend by the Dean and Chapter of the 
Church, upon the Tranſlation of Dr., Cru to Durham, and on

Succeed. On the 22d of 7 following (10s) che wa 
worn one of the Lords of ch 
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continued in good Repute for his Behaviour both in Church 
and State, till the Death of King Charles II. But when King 
. II came to the Crown, he was diſmiſs'd from the 
uncil-Board, for having before and then oppoſed his Mea- 
ſures, as alſo from the Deanery of the Royal Chapel, on the 1Cth 
of December 1685. On the 6th of Scr. 1686, he was ſuſpended 
ab officio Epiſcopi, by the Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners about 
that Time appointed by his Majcſty, becauſe he did not, when 
commanded, ſuſpend Dr. John Sharp, Miniſter of St. Giles's 
in the Fields near London (after Archbiſhop of Yor) for Preach- 
ing againſt his Majeſty's Declaration for diſpenſing with the 
Penal Laws; and ſoon after Three Biſhops, viz. Durham, Ro- 
chefler, and Peterborough were commiſſion'd to officiate in the 
Spiritualities of the Dioceſe of London. On the 23d of Septem- 
ber 1688, the Prince of Orange being about to make his Expe- 
dition into Englaud, he was releaſed from his Suſpenſion, and 
when his Highneſs was landed, he put himſelf at the Head of 
ſome of his Clergy and Friends, waited on her Royal Highneſs 
the Princeſs Anne, (her late Majeſty) ſhew'd himſelf very ac- 
tive in the Revolution, voting for the Vacancy of the Throne, 
and the ſupplying of it with the Prince and Princeſs of Orange. 
Thereupon vn 14 February, 1688, he was ſworn of the Privy 
Council to their Majeſties, and made Dean of the Royal Cha- 
pel, as alſo on 21 February following he waited on their Ma- 
jeſties, at the Head of the Clergy ot the City of London, and 
congratulated their Acceſſion to the Throne of theſe Realms. 
At the Coronation, 11 April, he was appointed to officiate in 
that magnificent Ceremony, and accordingly had the Honour 
of ſetting the Crown on their Majeſties Heads; alſo in Sept. 
1689, he was impowered to act as Archbiſhop of Canterbnry, 
the then Archbiſhop refuſing to take the Oath of Allegiance ; 


and in November following he was elected Prolocutor of the up- 


per Houſe of Convocation for the Clergy, who had then refer- 
red to their Conſideration, the Alteration: of the Common 
Prayer in favour of the Diflenters. In the Year 1691, he 
was the only Prelate that attended King Milliam at the Hague, 
at the moſt illuſtrious Congreſs of Princes that ever met, there 
be ing preſent Two EleQtors, and ſeveral Foreign Princes, to the 
Number of Thirty ; beſides Foreign Miniſters, &c. 

When the Aſſaffination-Plot was diſcover'd, and an intended 
Invaſion from France alarm'd all good Proteſtants, and brought 
both Clergy and Laity to engage in an Aſſociation for the De- 
fence of the King's Perſon and Government ; no body engag'd 
more freely than his Lordſhip, who was ever watchful for the 
Preſervation of the Church and State; and when Three non- 
juring Divines had pronounced Abſolution on Sir William Par- 
Hus and Sir Fohn Freind, two Criminals concerned in the Plot, 
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his Lordſhip, with the Archbiſhops and other Biſhops, to -the 
Number of Fourteen, publiſhed a Declarttion, © Wherein they 

* cenſured the Performance of that Office of the Church with- 

© out a previous Confeſſion made, and an Abhorrence expreſs'd 
© by the Priſoners, of the heinous Crimes for which they died ; 

© as extremely infolent and without Precedent in the Woe 

and altogether irregular in the Thing itſelf, It being a ma- 
_ © niteſt Tranſgreſſion of the Church's Orders, and prophane 

© Abuſe of the Authority of Chriſt, ſince they muſt look on 
© the Perſons abſolved, as Impenitents, or as yrs.“ His 
Lordſhip nevertheleſs did not come into the Meaſures of the 
Court, in the Reign of King /77liam, as appears from his vot- 
ing in ſeveral Caſes in the Houſe of Peers, But on the Acceſ- 
ſion of Queen Anne to the Throne, as he was always in her E- 
fteem and Favour when Princeſs, her Majeſty ſhewed a particu- 
lar Regard to his Advice, frequently conſulting with him in 
private about the Affairs of the Church, and he was continued 
a Member of the Privy Council. In the Year 1702, her Ma- 
jeſty being impower'd by Act of Parliament to nominate Per- 
ſons to treat about an Union with the Kingdom of Scotland, he 
and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury were the only Clergymen in 
the Commiſſion. And in the Year 1711, he was commiſſion'd, 
in the Abſence of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to preſide over 
the Convocation, At length, being grown very infirm, and an 
unhappy Fall he had in his Houſe at Fulham, adding a further 
Weight to his old Age, he piouſly ſurrender'd his Soul to him 
„ho gave it, the 7th of Ju, in the Eighty-firſt Year of his 
Age; and his Body was buried according to his own Directions, 
with decent Solemnity, on J/edneſday the 15th of the ſame 
Month, in the Church-yard of Fulham, from his Palace in the 
ſame Pariſh, where he died. He was the 92d Biſhop from St. 
Miletus that preſided over the See of London, who was tranſlated 
to Canterbury, A. D. 619, and none of them were more uni- 
verſally eſteemed, had greater Honours conferred on them, or 
left a more commendable Character. He tranſlated into Eng- 
Eb, in the Year 1667, The Life of Donna Olympia Maldachini, 
who governed the Church during the Time of Innocent X. (which 
was from the Year 1644 to 1655) written by the Abbot Gualdi : 
And from Prench into Engliſh, The Feſuits Intrigues, with the 
private Inſtruftions of that Society to their Saree, printed at 
London, A. D. 1669. He alfo publiſhed, A Treatiſe of the Holy 
Communion, Lond. 1677. A Letter to the Clergy of the Dioceſe of 
London, concerning Baptiſm, the Lord's Supper, Catechiſm, &c. 
1679 ; as alſo ſeveral other Letters to the L his Dio- 
ceſe on ſeveral Subjects, which ſhew as well his Learning, as a 
tender Regard for his Clergy, and the Religion he profeſſed. 
He had the Honour to perform the Ceremony of Marriage at 
St. James's, between William Prince of Orange and the Princeſs 
Mary, eldeſt Daughter of James Duke of York, on 4 2 71 
* 1 7 ; 
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2677 as alſo between George Prince of Denmark and the Prin- 
cels Anne, at 22 on the 28th of July 1683, who after- 
wards fate on the Throne of their Anceſtors. He likewiſe 
chriſten d a Daughter of the Duke of Yor#s, by his ſecond 
Wife, on the 17th of Aygu/t 1682; and a Son of the Prince of 
Denmar#s at Hampton-Gourt, on 24 July, 1689, when his Ma- 
jeſty King William ſtood Godfather; who named him William, 
= declared him Duke of Giaceſter. As to his Character ?, he 
was peculiarly called the Proteſtant Biſbop, from the noble Stand 
he made againſt Popery, both iri the Reigns of King Charles the 
Second, and King fame the Second; and fo great was his Pa- 
ſtoral Care of his Flock, that he not only reſided always in his 
Dioceſe," but even it may be ſaid in every Part of it; he viſited 
Pariſh by Pariſh, to ſhew that his Clergy ſhould do ſo from 
Houſe to Houſe, But his Dioceſe being more extenſive than 
all others, and the Foreign Plantations ſubje& to his Care and 
Inſpection, he had a longing to viſit them alſo, and nothing 
could have hindred him from it, but the tumultubus Times he 
lived in. He was one of the beſt bred Men of his Time, cour- 
teous, affable, not full of Words, but very converſible, and al- 
ways eaſy of Acceſs ; generous and charitable beyond Example, 
and exceeding hoſpitable to Friends and Neighbours 3 beſides 
which, he conſtantly provided for Twelve poor People, and for 
many others atcidentally every Day at his Gate. He diſpoſed 
Money to every one who could make out he was a proper Ob- 
jet of Charity. Several antient People he ſupported by conſtant 
yearly Penſions, ſeveral Children he maintain'd at School at his 
own Charge, and ſeveral of them he brought up to the Univer- 
ſity, and others he put out to Sea, and Trades; for he never 
10 what he undertook imperfe& or unfiniſhed. He was ſo in- 
dulgent to the Church and Clergy, that he ſpared no Coſts or 


- Pains to ſerve them, buying in ſeveral Advowſons, and pur- 


chaſing ſeveral Impropriations, ſettling them on poor Vicars ; 
as alſo giving large Sums for Rebuilding of Churches. He was 
on this, and all other Accounts, a, Man of the greateſt publick 
Spirit, having no little artful ſelfiſh Deſigns, but wiſhed and 
promoted the Welfare of all Men, and no body more than him- 
ſelf that of the Proteſtant Intereſt. He kept a Correſpondence 
with the Proteſtant Churches abroad, and was never wanting 
in his Endeavours to promote a good Opinion in Foreign Pros 
teſtants, concerning the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Churchi 
of England, and her moderate Sentiments of them ; which was 
ſo well received, that the Paſtors and Profeſſors of the Church 
and Academy of Geneva, teſtified their Acknowledgment of 
his Goodneſs, In endeavouring to , reconcile them to ſome 
Members of the Church of England, who had received ſiniſter 
Impreſſions about their Sentiments, concerning the Diſcipline 
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and Liturgy of our Church, aſſuring him of the Eſteem they 
„ bad for both, and their Readineſs to communicate as often as 
Opportunity offer'd, and their Deſire to maintain ſuch a 
. Correſpondence, as may conduce to the common Good of the 

Proteſtant Churches, and to the Honour of the Church of 
© England in particular.” He was a conſtant, uſeful, and an 
acceptable Preacher, was earneſt and prefling in his Exhorta- 
tions, and always enliven'd and adorn'd them by his own moſt 
exemplary and unblemiſh'd Practice; and left his excellent Ser- 
mons ſhould miſs of their due Effect, his Method was to propoſe 
ſome Topick in Divinity, to be diſcourſed of by himſelf and 
Clergy, in a ſerious, grave and judicious manner ; which was 
afterward ſumm'd up, and form'd into a regular Treatiſe. He 
loved to remember what was for any one's Advantage ; and if 
any offended, he would ever prevent their aſking Pardon by his 
Haſte to give it; and among many Inſtances, it is not the leaſt 
remarkable, that in a Quarrel between a Miniſter and his Pa- 
riſhioners in London, it was proved before him, that he had ſpo- 
ken contemptuouſly of his Dioceſan, to which he made this 
Chriſtian Reply, Iam glad of it, for be has given me an Opportu- 
nity of ſetting you a good Example in forgiving him, Never did 
more tender or more manly Paſſions meet in the fame Breaſt ; 
never more Firmneſs and Fortitude, mix'd with ſo much Meek- 
nels and Modeſty, He was never ſeen to be afraid, or concern'd 
at Danger, In the midit of Storms, he himſelf was calm. He 
had a great Mind and a good Conſcience, was moſt ſtrict and 
regular'in his private Devotions, and conſtant and frequent in the 
Service of the Church. For, beſide the publick Offices, Morning 
and Evening, his whole Family began the Day with the Litam, 
and ended it with ſelect Prayers from our moion Liturgy. And 
at all theſe Times he himſelf (when he was able) was a conftant 
Attendant. When his laſt Illneſs came upon him, he foreſaw 
and foretold, what would be the Event on it with the ſame 
Compoſedneſs, as if he had been ſure of his Recovery, and 
when he received the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, which 
was after his Confinement to his Bed, he roſe upon his Knees 
(unaſſiſted) to take it, as if the whole Man had received a new 
Spring of Life, The Time he continued after, he ſpent in pi- 
ous Meditations, and calling upon God, who was pleaſed to hear 
and anſwer them, and at laſt to take him to himſelf, in the ſame 
eaſy and quiet manner as he had endeavour'd to live, and wiſn d 
to die. | |

ward Hanger ord Knight of the Bath, His © Lordſhip, on the 
magnificent 7 * of King Charles the Second, thro' his City 
of Londin, 29 May, 1660, led a Troop of 200 Gentlemen 
clothed in grey and blue, His Lordſhip was conſtituted Lord 
Lieutenant of the County of Warwick, on 18 Fuly, 1660 ; but 
notwithſtanding his great Merits and Services, he had no pub- 
lick Employment till ſome Years after, On 7 March, 1672, 
he was firſt admitted of the Privy Council, and, after the uſual 
Oaths adminiſtred to him, took his Place at the Board. On 25 
June, 1675, he was conſtituted Conſtable of the Tower of Len- 
don, and Lieutenant within the Limits and Hamlets of the ſame. 
He was alſo Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, andRecorder of the 
City of Cwentry, and Towns of Northampton and Tamworth. 
He died full of Honour, at his Seat at Caftle- Abby in Nortb- 
gmptonſhire, on the 15th of December, 1681, and was interred a- 
mongſt his Anceſtors at Compton, which Church, being demo- 
ſhed in the Ciyil Wars, his Lordſhip cauſed to be rebuilt, A. 
. 1665, His 2d Lady was Mary, Daughter and Heir of the

The Right Honourable George Compton late Earl of Northamp- 
ton, was under Age on his Father's Deceaſe, and thereupon EAd- 
ward Earl of Conway, Secretary of State, was conſtituted Lord 
Lieutenant of JYarwickþhire, during his Minority, vis. 23 Fa- 
nuary, 1681, and afterwards Robert Earl of Sunderland, 1 Sept, 
1683. On the 18th of February, 1681-2, his Lordſhip being 
of Chri- Church College in Oxford, and about to leave the U- 
piverſity, he was created Maſter of Arts; on which Occaſion, 
the publick Orator made a Speech to him by Order of the Uni- 
yerſity, and complimented him on the Services his Anceſtors had 
done to their Country, and on the Honour the Univerſity had 
by their Equeation, Cc. His Lordſhip was conſtituted Lord 
Lieutenant of Variuiclſbire, &c. by 22 James the Second, 
on the 29th of March 1686; but refuſing to come into the 
Meaſures of repealing the Penal Laws, &c, his Commiſion was 
ſuperſeded, and the Earl of Sunderland, on the 5th of December, 
1687, was again made Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum 
of the ſaid County. 

In the next Reign, on the 20th of June, 1689, he was again 
conſtituted Lord 3 of IVarwickſhire, and at the Coro- 
nation # of King William and Queen Mar, bore the King's 
Sceptre with the Croſs.

Captain of the King's Guard, on the Surrender of the Viſcount 
Fenton, And by Letters Patent, bearing Date 8 March 20 Fac. 
I. was advanced to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by 
the Title of Lord Kenſington. And was ſent into Spain, to 
Prince Charles there at that time, in order to a Match with a 
Daughter of that Ring.

and Solidity, and of a. fweet and ſerviceable Virtues for publict Uſe. 
In 4 Car. I. he was ® made Governor of Harwich, and of the 
new Caſtle at Landguard Point in Cim' Suff. daring Life. In 
5 Car. I. he © was made Conſtable of //7 25 Caſtle, and Ran- 
ger of all the Parks and Warrens, during Life. On 15 May, 

Car. I. he was * conſtituted Chief Juſtice in Eyre of all the 

oreſts, Chaſes, Parks, Cc. on this fide Trent, during Life. 
And on 10 February the ſame Year, ' bearing the Title of Cap- 
tain of the King's Guard, he was in Commiſſion with other 
Privy Counſellors, to reprieve from Execution Perſons attainted 
or convicted of Felony, who, for Strength of Body, c. ſhall 
be thought fit to be employed beyond the Seas. 

In 9 Car. I. he had a Grant of Houſe-keeper of the Ma- 
nor of Pleaſaunce in Eaft Greenwich in Kent, and of the Gar- 
den there, for Life. 

In the Year 1639, on the firſt Inſurrection of the Scots, he 
was conſtituted General of the Horſe in that Expedition made 
by his Majeſty, with a Royal Army, into that Realm. 

This noble Lord, though not in Arms for his Royal Maſter 
King Charles, on the breaking out of the unhappy Rebellion, 
yet endeavoured all he could to accommodate Matters ; and to 
that end, with the Earl of Bedford, went to the King at Ox- 
ford. And afterwards perceiving to what Paſs thoſe great Pre- 
tenders for the Preſervation of Religion and the Laws were 
bringing Things, having ſubdued all the King's Forces, and his 
Majeſty then a Priſoner in the Iſle of Wight, he cordially put 
himſelf in Arms, with ſome other loyal Perſons, in order to the 
Reſtoration of his diſtrefled Maſter, 

The Earl of Clarendon gives the following Account of his 
Expedition. The Earl of Holland had a mind to redeem his 
« former Faults by a new and thorough Engagement. He had 
much Credit by Deſcent and by Alliance with the Preſby- 
<« terian Party, and was privy to the Undertakings in Scotland, 
and had conſtant Intelligence of the Advance that was made 
there. His Brother the Earl of Farwick, had undergone 
* ſome Mortification with the reſt, and had not that Authority 
* in the Naval Affairs as he had uſed to have, tho” he was the 
© High-Admiral of England by Ordinance of Parliament, and 
had done them extraordinary Services. He did not reſtrain 
or endeavour to ſuppreſs the Earl of Halland's Diſcontents, 
but inflamed them, and promiſed to join with them, as many 
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< others of that Gang of Men did; reſolving that the Scory 
* ſhould not do all that Work, but that they would have a 
« ſhare in the Merit. The Duke of Buckingham, and his Bro- 
« ther the Lord Francis Villiers, were newly returned from 


Travel; and tho? both very young, were ſtrong and active 


« Men, and being, in reſpect of their Infancy, uningaged in 
& the late War, and fo unhurt by it, and coming now to the 
* Poſſeſſion of large Eſtates, which they thought they were 
© obliged to venture for the Crown upon the firſt Opportu- 
« nity, they fell eaſily into the Friendſhip of the Earl of Hal- 
& land, and wete ready to embark themſelves in his Adven- 
c ture. The Earl had made tender of his Reſolutions to his old 
« Miſtreſs the Queen at Paris, who was always diſpoſed to 
& truſt him and the Lord Fermyn ; and he renew'd. their for- 
& mer Friendſhip, the Warmth whereof had never been ex- 
<« tinguiſhed. 

„So a Commiſſion was ſeat from the Prince to the Earl 
© to be General of an Army, that was to be rais'd for Re- 
« demption of the King from Priſon, and to reſtore the Par- 
« liament to its Freedom. The Earl of Peterborough, and John 
t Mordaunt his Brother, the Family of the Earl of Northamp- 
« ten, and all the Officers who had ſerved the King in the 
War, with which the City of Londen, and all the Parts of 
& the Kingdom abounded, applied themſelves to the Earl of 
Holland, and received Commiſſions from him for ſeveral 
© Commands, : 

&« And when the Earl of Norwich and the Lord Capel, with 
& the Kentiſh and Eſſex Troops, were incloſed in Colchefter, 
< the Earl of Holland thought it neceſſary, ſince many who 
& were in theſe had engaged themſelves on his Promiſes and 
Authority, now to begin his Enterprize; to which the Youth 
« and Warmth of the Duke of Buckingham, who was General 
ec of the Horſe, the Lord Francis Villiers his Brother, and divers 
<« other young Noblemen, ſpurr'd him on. And he might 
<« have the better Opinion of his Intereſt and Party, in that 
* his Purpoſe of riſing and putting himſelf into Arms for the

great Appearance every Morning at his Lodging of thoſe

& out And the Anſwer was, Such and ſuch a Day; and the 
Hour he did take Horſe, when he was accompanied by an

His firſt Rendezvous was at King flon upon Thames, where 


he ſtaid two Nights and one whole Day, expecting a great

ommoners ſhould undergo the ſame Judicatory. When he 
Was brought on his Trial, he was in an ill State of Health, 
and fo anſwer'd little, as a Man that would rather receive his 
Life from their Favour, than from the Strength of his Defence. 

Being adjudg'd to Death by the ſame High Court of Juſtice, 
which had been fleſh'd in Blood by the Murder of their law- 
fu* Sovereign; he with the. reſt of the Lords were carried to 
St. James's, where they were to remain till their Execution, 
which was two Days after receiving their Sentence, viz. on 
the gth of March 1645, on a Scaffold erected before the Gates 
of Wiftmin/ter- Hall. 

The Earl ſuffer'd immediately after Duke Hamiltin was be- 
headed, but by his long Sickneſs was ſo ſpent, that his Spirits 
ſerv'd not to entertain the People with long Diſcourſe ; but 
his Lordſhip (as Lid in his Account of the Loyaliſt of thoſe 
Times relates) recommended with his laſt Words to the People, 
the King's Government, and the eſtabliſh'd Religion. 

Great Intereſt was made by his Friends and Relations, who 
endeavour'd to ſave his Life by the Power and Authority of 
the Parliament, of which the Earl of Clarendon gives this Ac- 
count: *The Conſideration of the Earl of Helland took up a 
long Debate: the Intereſt and Interpolition of the Earl of 
„ Tarwich, his Brother, was applied; and every Preſbyterian 
to a Man, was ſollicitous to preſerve him. "They urged his 
„Merit towards the Parliament in the Beginning of the 
& Troubles; how much he had ſuffer'd in the Court for his 
„ Aſtection to them: His Age and Infirmities, which would 
<« not ſuffer him long to enjoy that Life they ſhould give him 
« andthe Conſideration of his Wife and Children, which were 


«© numerous. But theſe Arguments ſtirr'd up others to inveigh 


e againſt his Backſlidings with the more Bitterneſs, and to un- 
„ deryalue the Services he had ever done; to tax his Vanities 
and his Breach of Faith. When the Queſtion was put con-

«© where, after he had made two or three Campaigns, according

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c to the Cuſtom of the CM Volunteers, he came in the 
« Leiſure of the Winter to viſit his Friends in England, and 
«« the Court, that ſhin'd then in the Plenty and Bounty of King 
40 Jaws: and about the time of the Infancy of the Duke of 
« Buckingham's Favours, to whom he grew in a ſhort time 
« very acceptable. But his Friendſhip was more entire to the 
« Earl of Carliſe, who was more of his Nature and Humour, 
« and had a Generofity more applicable at that time to his 
« Fortune and his Ends. And it was thought by many who 
« ſtood within view, that for ſome Years he ſupported himſelf 
« upon the Familiarity and Friendſhip of the other ; which 
continued mutually between them very many Years, with 
« little interruption to their Death. | 
„He was a very handſome Man, of a lovely and wang 
« Preſence, and genteel Converſation, by which he got ſo eaſy 
„an Admiſſion into the Court and Grace of King James, 
that he gave over the Thought of further intending the Life 
« of a Soldier. He took all the ways he could to endear him- 
& ſelf to the Duke, and to his Confidence, and wiſely declin'd 
© the receiving any Grace or Favour, but as his Donation ; 
„ above all, avoided the Suſpicion that the King had any 
« Kindneſs for him, upon any account but of the Duke, whoſe 
„Creature he deſired to be eſteem'd, though the Earl of Car- 
ils Friend. And he profper'd fo well in that Pretence, 
that the King ſcarce made more haſte to advance the Duke, 
e than the Duke did to promote the other, 
« He firſt preferr'd him to a Wife, the Daughter and Heir 
« of Cope, by whom he had a good Fortune; and amon 
“ other things, the Mannor and Seat of Kenſington, of which 
© he was ſhortly after made Baron. And he had quickly ſo 
© entire a Confidence in him, that the Duke prevail'd with 
* the King to put him about his Son the Prince of Wales, 
„ and to be a Gentleman of his Bedchamber, before the Duke 
„ himſelf had reaſon to promiſe himſelf any Proportion of his 
„ Highneſs's Grace and Protection. He was then made Earl 
of Holland, Captain of the Guard, Knight of the Garter, 
* and of the Privy-Council ; ſent the Ambaſſador into 
« France to treat of the Marriage with the Queen, or rather 
« privately to treat about the Marriage before he was Ambaſ- 
« fador. And when the Duke went to the Iſle of Nhe, he 
« truſted the Earl of Holland with the command of that Ar- 
« my, with which he was to be recruited and aſſiſted. 
In this Confidence, and in this Poſture, he was left 
© the Duke when he was kill'd ; and having the Advantage of 
* the Queen's good Opinion and Favour (which the Duke 
© neither had nor cared for) he made all poſſible Approaches 
« towards the obtaining his Truſt, and ſucceeding him in his 
« Power; or rather that the Queen might have ſolely that 
Vor. II. 5 0 Power, 
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« Power, and he only to be ſubſervient to her; and upon this 
« account, he made a. continual War upon the Earl of Port- 
« [and the Treaſurer, and all others who were not gracious to 
«© the Queen, or deſir d not the Increaſe of her Authority.” He 
was Juſtice in Eyre of his Majeſty's Foreſts on this fide Trent, 
Groom of the Stole, Conſtable of VWindſor-Caſtle, and Steward 
of the Queen's Majeſty's Lands and Revenues, 

By Jabel his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Sir Malter Cops 
of Kenſington in Com Middleſex Knt. he left Iſſue four 
Robert, Charles, Henry and Cope ; as alſo five Daughters, Frances 
married to Wiltiam Lord Paget 3 Labella to Sir James Thinne 
of Long-Lete in Com Wilts Knt. Suſanna to James Howard 
Earl of Suffolk ; Mary to Campbel, Laird of Glenorchy in 
Scotland, of the Duke of Argyle's Family ; and Diana, who died 
unmarried. 

Which Robert ſucceeding him in his Honours, took to Wife, 
_ firſt Elizabeth, 8 4937 to Sir Arthur Ingram of Temple-New- 

fam in Cm Ebor, Kant. oy whom he had Ifſue divers Chil- 
dren, which died in his Life-time. Of which Henry, com- 
monly called Lord Ken/ington, was the firſt, who took to Wife 
Chriſtiana, Daughter of Andrew Riccard Alderman of Londen, 
(Widow of Sir Fobn Goyre Knt. Alderman of the ſame City,) 
and died without Ifſue in Anno 1658, leaving her the ſaid Chri-

The faid Robert, ſecondly, married Anne, Daughter of Ed- 
ward Earl of Mancheſter, by whom he had Iſſue Edward his 
Son and Heir, and a Daughter El;zzabeth.

Geffery his Son, living in the Reigns of King Edward I. and 
IT. married Agnes, Daughter and Heir of Fohn de Napton, by 
Alice his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Richard de Mufterton, 
whereby he had the Lordſbip of Munſterten, as is apparent from 
the Letter of Attorney in 9 Ed. II. before ſpecifhed ; and by 
her was Father of William Fielding; who marrying Fohanna , 
(Daughter and Heir to Milliam Prudbome, by Julian his Wife, 
Daughter and Heir of Robert de Newnham) became thereby poſ- 
ſeſſed of the Manor of Newnham-Padox in Warwickſdire, which

He married Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Thomas 
Poultney of Miſterton, in the County of Leicefler, Knt. and dy- 
ing 24 Sept. 1547, by her (who died 8 Sept. 1539, and was bu- 
ried in Menks- Kirby Church in Com Martu.) left Iſſue a Son, 
named Baſil, who by Gadith his Wife, Daughter and Coheir to 
William Willington of Burcheſton in the County of JVarwi:k Eſq;

Which F/liam, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, was ſeve- 
ral times Sheriff of the Counties of //arwick and Rutland, and 
was alſo a Knight.

HAVING already taken Notice that Thomas, the ſecond 
Son of Thomas Earl of Suffolk, was created Earl of Berk- 


_— 


ſhire, I ſhall now treat of him and his Deſcendants. 


The ſaid T homgs being Maſter of the Horſe to Prince Charles, 
2 was for his eminent Abilities and Merits on the 2 oP ie 
1621, in the 19thof James I. created Lord Howard of Charl- 
ton, and Viſcount Andover, and inſtalled Knight of the Gar- 
ter the 13th of December 1625 ; alſo on the 6th of Feb, 162 
d r Cary, I. advanc'd to the Degree and Dignity of Earl 
Berkſhire, The Preamble to the Patent ſets Bech, that he had 
illuſtrated his ancient and noble Extraction by his innate Virtue 
the Sweetneſs of his Diſpoſition, and the Fidelity with which 
he had ſerv'd, both the King and his Father from his Youth, 
And therefore it ſeem'd equitable to his Majeſty, ſince himſelf 
was come to the Crown, to make ſome Addition to his Ho- 
nours, whereby Poſterity might obſerve his Regard for him, 
and eſteem his Virtues. 

He was (as faid my Maſter © of the Horſe to King 
Charles I. when Prince of Males, but whether he was conti- 
nued in that Office on his Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne, 
I can't ſay, A it being conferr'd on the Marquis of Hamilton, 
in 4 Car. I. In 1640, the Earl of Berkſhire was among thoſe 
Lords, all popular Men, and not one of them of much Intereſt 
in the Court, (as the Earl of Clarendon © writes) who were ap- 

inted to treat with the Scat: Commiſſioners at Rippon, for re- 
dreſſing the Grievances complain'd of. 

In 1642, he was one of the Lords f at ort, whoſign'd the De- 
claration, of being Witneſſes of his Ne frequent Declara- 
tions of abhorring all Deſigns of making War upon his Parlia- 
ment, &c. Soon after the Rebellion broke out, the Earl of Berk- 
ſhire was taken Priſoner in CO and committed to the 
Tower, for no other Reaſon but wiihing well to the King, as 
the noble Author : before mentioned recites. But ¶ Hitlocꝭ 
writes, that he with divers Gentlemen of principal Puaiity in

on his Releaſe waited on the King at Oxford, where in 1643, 
on the Marquis of Hertford's Reſignation of the Government 
of Charles Prince of Hales, (after King Charles II.) he ſuc- 
ceeded him in that great 'Truſt, having been for ſome Years 
of the King's Council. | 

His Lordſhip waited on the Prince of Wales in the Weſt, and 
after into the Iſle of Scilly, where he ſtaid from the 4th of March 
till the 16th of April, when he embarked for Fer/ey, where he 
was alſo attended by the Earl of Berkfbire, When the Prince 
was perſuaded to go for France, the Earl of Berkſhire and the 
Council beſought his Highneſs, That he would give them his Par- 
don, if they did not farther wait on him, for they conceived their 
pang; DN to be now at an end; and that they could not aſſume 
any Authority by it to themſelves, if they waited on him into France, 
nor expect that their Councils ſhould be hearkned unto, when they 
were now rejected. And in a Day or two after the Prince's 

„ the Earl of Berkſhire left Ferſey, and went for Eng- 
land, where he lived retired till the Reſtoration of his Royal 
Maſter King Charles. During the Uſurpation, he was diſ- 

laced from being High Steward of the City of Oxford, * and 
Whitlock was Choſe in his room in 1649. 

When the great Duke of Buckingham ſtood for Chancellor of 
the Univerſity of Cambridge, on the Death of his Father Th-- 
mas Earl of Sofa and it was ſignified to them by the King 
to chuſe him, he carried it but by five Votes, this Earl having 
103 Votes, and the Duke but 108 ; and this without his ſeek- 
ing or mentioning it to any of that Body. Whereupon he re- 
turned his Compliments to the Univerſity, wherein he told them, 
he received their Favour with as much Thankfulneſs, as if he 
were in full Poſſeſſion; concluding, that as he had his firſt 
Breeding in Cambridge, fo he would live and die the true Ser- 
vant of the Univerſity, 

This Earl married Elizabeth, one of the Daughters and Co- 
heirs to William Earl of Exeter, and by her had Iſſue nine Sons.

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Deus, Amen, He moreover wills, that his Bible and all his o 
ther Books, as well of the Law, as of Entries, Engiifþ Books 
and Latin Books, remain to the Heirs-Male of his Body, 
lawfully begotten, from one to the other, without ſelling or 
Putting away any of them. He bequeaths to Chriſſopher Mor- 
daunt his Son, his Manor of Meldberne, and Lands in Depden. 
To Edmund Mordaunt his Son, his Manor of Burghall, and 
Lands and Tenements in Swaf ham-Bulbeck, Swaf ham- Prior, 
and Roche, and elſewhere in the County of Kent, To George 
Mordaunt his Son, his Manor of Dales in Thunderſley, and 
his Lands in Mymbiſb. 

But Robert Morgaunt, was his eldeſt Son, who was ſeated at 
Hempſted in Eſex, and by Marriage with Barbara, Daughter 
and Heir of Jahn LU Eftrange of Maſſingham in Norfolk, by 
Anne his Wife, Daughter and Coheir of Thomas L' Eftrange of 
Walton in Warwickſhire, became' poſſeſſed of both theſe Eftates, 
from whom deſcended L' Eftrange Mordaunt, created a Baro- 
net at the firſt Inſtitution, 29 Jane 1611, whoſe lineal Heir 
is Sir Charles Mordaunt of Walton in Warwickfhire Bart.

Impriſonment, he and the Lord Stourton being fined in the Star-

In the Year 1673, he was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary 
to the Court of Modena, to negotiate a Match between a Daugh- 
ter of that Houſe, and James Duke of York, which he conclud- 
ed, and was the Proxy in the Marriaze-Ceremony, and brought 
her over through France, landing at Dover on November 21, 
1673.

d. His Lordſhip departed this Life on the 19th Day of Fune 
1697, without Iſſue-Male, and was buried at Turvey, leaving 
by Penelope his Wife, Daughter of Barnabas Earl of Thomond 
(in Ireland) an only Daughter, Mary, married to Henry Duke 
of Norfolk, and ſecondly to Sir Jahn Germain Bart. ſo that the 
Title of Earl of Peterberaugh devolved on his Nephew Charles 
late Earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, Son and Heir of John 
Lord Vikbuntdvebs, frodad Son of Fohn Earl of Peterborough. 
Which Jobn Lord Viſcount Avalon, was famed for his ſignal 
Exploits during the Uſurpation ; and being very inſtrumental 
in the Reſtoration of King Charles IT. He engaged very early 
for the Reſcue of King Charles I. in that Attempt with the 
Earl of Holland, as the Earl of Clarendon relates in his Hiſtory 
of the Rebellion; and gives this further Account of him, and 
his Services to King Charlis II. ME SRI 
„There was a young Gentleman, 7ohn Mordaunt the younger 
t Son, and Brother of the Earl of Peterborough, who having 
c been too young to be engaged in the late War, during which 
time he had his Education in France and ah, was now of 
Age, of Parts, and great Vigour of Mind, and newly married 
dal aa a Jung beautiful Lady, of a very loyal Spirit, and notable

ze all honourable Ded: Sations of himſelf, He reſolved to em- 
% brace all Opportunities to ſerve the King, and to diſpoſe 
- :+hdſe upon whom he had Influence, to take the ſame Re- 
% ſolution; and being allied to the Marquis of Ormone, N 
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5 by him inform his Majeſty of his Reſolution, and his readi- 


« neſs to receive any Commands from him. This was 
% Months before the Marquis's Journey into England.” 

But Cromwell _ notice of the Marquis's being in the 
Kingdom, he ſent for Mr. Mordaunt, and very ſtrictly examined 
him, whether he had ſeen the Marquis of Ormond during his 
late being in Lenden; which, though he had done often, he 
very confidently and poſitively denied, being well aſſured, that 
it could not be proved, and that the Marquis himſelf was in 
ſafety : upon which confident Denial, he was diſmiſſed to re- 
turn to his own Lodging. Yet two Days after (Anno 1658.) 
he was ſent for again, and committed cloſe Priſoner to the 
Tower, on the Diſcovery of Mr. Stapeley, (a Gentleman of 
large Fortune in the County of Suſzx) that Preparations were 
making for an Inſurrection, in order to the Reſtoration of 
King Charles the Second; of which my Lord Clarendon gives 
this Account. 


« Mr. Stapeley was well known to Mr. Mordaunt, who had 


« repreſented his Affections to the King, and how uſeful he 


«© might be towards the poſſeſſing ſome Place in Sw/zx, and 
é his undertaking that he would do fo, by a Letter to the 
King under Mr, Stapeley's own hand: and thereupon Mr. 
« Mordaunt defired, that his Majeſty would ſend a Commiſſion 
« for the Command of a Regiment of Horſe to him; which he 
„ would provide, and — to be ready againſt the Seaſon 
„he ſhould be required to appear: which Commiſſion, with 
“ many others, was ſent to Mr. Mordaunt; and he delivered 
“ it to Mr. Stapeley, who was exceedingly pleaſed with it, re- 
c newed all his Vows and Proteſtations; and it is ſtill be- 
<< lieved, that he really meant all he pretended. But he had 
5. truſted ſome Servant, who betray'd him; and being there- 
upon ſent for by Cromwell, his Father's faſt old Friend, was 
by him fo cajoted by Promiſes and by Threats, that he was 
“ not able to withſtand him; but believing that he knew al- 
ready all. that he aſked him, he concealed nothing that he 
„ knew himſelf ; informed him of thoſe of the ſame Country 
* who were to join with him; of whom ſome had likewifh 
© received Commiſſions, as well as himſelf; and in the end 
„ he confeſſed, that he had received his Commiſſion from 
« Mr, Mordaunt's own hand.“ 4 
On this Diſcovety, ſeveral were taken up in all Quarters of 
the Kingdom, and a High Court of Juſtice was erected for 
the Trial of the Priſoners. Of this Court John Life, who 
gave his vote for the Murther of King Charles the Firſt, and 
continued an entire Confident of Cromwell's, was Preſident ; 
but the Judges ſeldom conſiſted of fewer than twenty; and 
among them there were uſually ſome, who (as the noble 
Author before-mentiened relates) out of Pity, or for Money, 
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4 were inclined to do good Offices to the Priſoners who 
tc came before them; at leaſt to communicate ſuch Secrets to 
„ them, as migkt inform them what would be moſt preſſed 
« againſt them. Mr. Adordaunt's Lady had, by giving Money, 
« procured ſome in the Number to be very propitious to her 
„ Huſband: and in the Evening of that Day the Trial had 
$* been begun, ſhe received two very important Advices from 
te them. The one, that ſhe ſhould prevail with her Huſband 
* to plead ; then his Friends might do him ſome ſervice : 
« whereas, if he inſiſted upon the Point of Law, he would in- 
4 fallibly ſuffer, and no Man durſt fpeak for him. The o- 
« ther, that they had no ſufficient Proof to condemn him 
«« upon any Particular with which he ſtood charg'd, but only 
« for the Delivery of the Commiſſion to Stapeley 3 and that 
« there was to that Point, beſides Stapeley, one Colonel Malle- 
« ry, whoſe Teſtimony was more valued than the other's. 
* This Mallory had the Reputation of an honeſt Man, and 
« lov'd Mr. Mordaunt very well, and was one of thoſe who 
« were principally truſted in the Buſineſs of 2 — bad 
been apprehended about the ſame time that Stapeley was; 
and finding, upon his firſt Examination, by the Queſtions 
« adminiſter'd to him by Thurlow, that all was diſcover'd, he 
« unwarily confeſſed all that he knew concerning Mr. Mor- 
„% daunt; having been himſelf the Perſon principally employ'd 
„ between him and Stapel. He was brought in Cuſtody from 
« the Tower, to give in Evidence againſt Mr, Mordaunt, 
„ with an intention in the Court after he had done that good 
<« ſervice, to proceed as ſtrictly againſt himſelf, tho” they pro- 
% miſed him indemnity. 


<« The Lady, having clear Information of this whole matter, 


could not find any way that Night to advertiſe her Hufband, 
that he ſhould no more inſiſt upon the want of Juriſdiction 
e in the Court. For there was no poſſibility of ſpeaking with, 
or ſending to him, during the time of his Trial. Therefore 
« ſhe laid aſide the thought of that buſineſs till the Morning, 
« and paſſed the Night in contriving how Mallory might be pre- 
& yailed with to make an Eſcape ; and was fo dextrous, and fo 
“ fortunate, that a Friend of hers diſpoſed the Money ſhe gave 
„him ſo — that the next Morning, when Mallory was 
e brought to the Hall to be ready to give in his Evidence, he 
found ſome means to withdraw from his Guard, and when he 
« was in the Croud he eaſily got away. 

„ © She had as good fortune likewiſe to have a little Note ſhe 
s writ concerning the other Advice, put into her Huſband's 
„% hand, as he paſſed to the Bar; which having peruſed, he de- 
% parted from his former Reſolution; and after he had mo- 
deſtly urged the ſame again which he had done the Day be- 
+. fore, to ſpend time, the Preſident, in much choler, an- 
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« fwering as he had done, he ſubmitted to his Trial; and be- 
« haved himſelf with Courage; and eaſily evaded the greateſt 
60 of the Evidence they had againſt him; nor could they 
60 Fad proof, what preſumption ſoever there might be, that he 
& had ſpoken with the Marquis of Ormond ; and he evaded ma- 
« ny other Particulars of his Correſpondence with the King, 
« with notable Addreſs. That of the Commiſſion of Stapeley was 
« refery'd to the laſt ; and the Commiſſian being produced, and 
e both the Hand and the Signet generally known, by reaſon of 
« fo many of the like, which had fallen into their hands at Mor- 
te cefter, and by many other Accidents, Mr. Stapeley was called 
« to declare where he had it; and ſeeing himſelf confronted by 
„% Mr, Mordaunt, though he did, after many Queſtions and Re- 
te proaches from the Council that proſecuted, at laſt confeſs that 
« he did receive it from Mr. Mordaunt ; yet he did it in ſo diſ- 
« orderly and confuſed a manner, that it appear'd, he had much 
rather not haveſaid it ; and anſwer'd the Queſtions Mr, Mor- 
e Jaunt aſked him with that confuſion, that his Evidence could 
not be ſatisfactory to any impartial Judges. Then Mallory 
„was call'd for; but by no ſearch could be found ; and they 
could not, by their own Rules, defer their Sentence. And it 
« fo fell out by one of the Judge's withdrawing upon a ſudden 
« Fit of the Stone, that the Court was divided, one half for the 
* condemning him, and the other half that he was not guilty ; 
« whereupon the Determination depended upon the ſingle Vote 
« of the Preſident ; who made ſome excuſes for the Juſtice he 
vas about to do, and acknowledged many Obligations to th. 
Mother of the Priſoner, and, in contemplation thereof, pro- 
„ nounced him innocent, for aught appear'd to the Court. 
«© There was not in Cromwel/'s time the like Inftance; and 
* ſcarce any other Man eſcaped the Judgment, that was tried 
before any High Court of Juſtice, And he was fo offended 
at it, that, con to all the Forms uſed by themſelves, he 
* cauſed him to be kept for ſome Months after in the Tower, 
* and would willingly have brought him to be tried again. For, 
within a day or two after, Mallory was retaken, and they had 
likewiſe corrupted a Frenchman, who had long ſerv'd him, 
and was the only Servant whom he had made choice of (ſince 
he was to be allowed but one) to attend him in the Priſon : 
* and he had diſcover'd enough to have taken away his Life 
* ſeveral ways. But the Scandal was ſo great, and the Caſe (6 
* unheard of, that any Man, diſcharg'd upon a publick Trial, 
* ſhould be again proceeded againſt upon new Evidence for the 
fame Offence, that Cromwell himſelf thought not fit to un- 
dergo the Reproach of it, but was, in the end, prevail d with 


* to ſet him atliberty, And he was very few Daysat liberty, 
before he embarked himſelf as frankly in the King's Service, 


He 


'* as before, aud with better Succeſs,” 
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He kept a conſtant Correſpondence with the King, and uſed 
his utmoſt endeavours to form a Party for his Reſtoration, Af. 
ter the Death of Oliver Cromwell, the Spirits of his Friends 
being raiſed, and very many of thoſe who had ſerved the Par- 
liament being deſirous to enter into Amity with them, and to 
make a firm Conjunction with them towards his Majeſty's E- 
ftabliſhment on his Throne, he had the Courage to go over in 
* to the King at Bruſſels, to concert Meaſures for 
that end. 

How prudently he ated, is apparent from what the Earl of 
Clarendon writes. Mr. Mordaunt, who had ſo lately his 
Head upon the Block, was more active than any Man; and 
« was ſo well truſted by Men of all Conditions, upon the 
«© Courage of his former Behaviour, that he had in truth very 
„full Engagements from very good Men in moſt Quarters of 
„ the Kingdom, That if the King would aſſign them a Day, and 
« promiſe to come to them after were imbodied, they would 
© not fail to appear at the day, Whereupon Mr. Mordaunt 
& ventured himſelf to come in diſguiſe to the King to Bru/- 
* ſels, to give him a clear Account how his Buſineſs ſtood, 
and what probability there was of Succeſs, and likewiſe to 
complain of the want of Forwardneſs in ſome of thoſe upon 
« whom the King moſt relied, to encourage other Men, and 
<& to defire that his Majeſty would, by him, require them to 
* concur with the reſt. It appeared, by the Account he gave, 
* that there were very few Counties in England, where there 
« was not a formed Undertaking oy the moſt powerful Men 


of that County, to poſſeſs themſelves of ſome conſiderable 


Place in it; and if any of them ſucceeded, the Opportunity 
„ would be fairer for the King to venture his own Perſon, 
than he yet had had, or than he was like to have if he ſuf- 
<« fered thoſe who were now in the Government to be ſettled 
«'in it.” 

Mr. Mordaunt had before received a blank Commiſſion ſign'd 
by the King, dated at Brw/els the 7th of March 1659 ; wherein 
he, with 22 Anneſley, (after Earl of Angleſey) Sir Jahn 
Greenvile, Sir Thomas Peyton, and Mr. Legg, were impower'd 
to treat with any of his Majeſty's Subjects in England or Wales, 
that are or were in Arms againſt him, or his Father (excepting 
ſuch as actually fat in Judgment for taking away the Life of 
his faid Father, or pleaded as Counſel learned againſt his Life, 
or attended as Miniſters to the pretended Court, or laid hands 
on his Perſon in the Execution of that horrid Murther) and to 
aſſure them if they would join heartily in his Reſtoration to his 
Kingdoms, that they ſhould have not only free Pardon, but 
ſuch Recompence and Reward, as ſuch of them, by any re- 
markable Service, ſhould merit, cither by reducing any Town 
or Fort, or any other Truſt, And what the ſaid Mr, 2

daunt, or any of thoſe before recited, ſhould under their Hands 
in writing promiſe in his Name, he would ratify and confirm. 
And they proceeded fo warily, and were ſo active, that a Day 
in July was fix'd for a general riſing in England. Sir George 
Booth having _ to raiſe Lancaſhire and Cheſhire ; the Earl 
of Stamford, Leiceſterſhire ; the Lord Willoughby of Parham, 
Suffolk ; and Sir Horatio Townſbend, Norfolk ; Sir William Comp- 
tm and Sir Thomas Leventhory, e, re; and Mr. Mor- 
daunt, Sir Francis Vincent, and Sir Adam Brown, engaged to 
raiſe Surrey and Suſſex ; and Undertakings there were in other 
Counties, by Men very ready to venture all they had. 

Mr. Mordaunt was principally conſulted, and truſted in this 

Affair, and thereupon went over to the King (as before 

related) to prevail on his Majeſty to come over to head them. 
When (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) the King received 
« this Account in groſs from a Perſon ſo well inſtructed, 
«© whereof he had by retail received much from the Perſons 
« concerned, (for it was another Circumſtance of the Looſe- 
« neſs of the preſent Government, that Meſſengers went for- 
« ward and backward with all ſecurity) and likewiſe found by 
« Mr. Mordaunt, that all things were now gone ſo far, that 
2 —— was of rey ; and therefore, — the Reſolution was 
« general, et any Diſc be made, and any 
« Perſons impriſoned, the re +07 — as ſoon as the Day 
« ſhould" be appointed by the King : His Majeſty reſolved, that 
he would adventure his own Perſon, and would be ready in- 
6“ cognito at Calais upon ſuch a Day of the Month; and that 
& his Brother the Duke of rt ſhould be likewiſe there, or 
« very near, to the end that from thence, upon the Intelli- 
« gence of the Succeſs of that Day, which was likewiſe then 
appointed, they might diſpoſe themſelves one to one place, 
« and the other to another.” 

It was towards the end of June, that Mr. Mordaunt- left 
Bruſſels, with a Reſolution that there ſhould be a general Ren- 
dezvous throughout England, of all who would declare for the 
King, upon a Da named, viz, the 1oth of Fuly ; and the King 
reſolved at the Day appointed to be at Calais, and the Duke 
of York at Bologne, were they accordingly went, hy * for 
the Event. But through the Treachery of Sir Richard Willis, 
who was intruſted by the King, (whom his Majeſty" too late 
found untrue to him, and informed Mr. Mordaunt of it at Bruf- 
ſelt) this well-concerted Deſign was diſcovered, and many Per- 
ſons of Honour and Quality committed to ſeveral Priſons 
throughout the Kingdom, before the Day appointed, \which did 
not terrify the reſt. The Day itſelf was accompanied with 
2 unuſual Weather at that Seaſon of the Year, being the 
e middle of Fu. The Night before, there had been an ex- 


« ceflive Rain, which continued all the next Day, with ſo — 
as: 
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<« rible a cold high Wind, that the Winter had ſeldom ſeen ſo 
great a Storm; ſo that the Perſons over England, who were 
drawing to their appointed Rendezvous, were much diſ- 
„ mayed, and met with many croſs Accidents; ſome miſtook 
- — N went ſome whither elſe; others went where 

they ſhould be, and were w of expecting thoſe who 
| © ſhould have been there too. 7 : 

To recount the ſeveral Enterprizes, and by what means th 
failed, is not conſiſtent with the Nature of this Work; I 
only. obſerve, that Mr. Mordaunt, Charles. Stuart, Earl of 
Litchfield, (after Duke of err Sir Adam Brown, and 
ſome few others, rendezvous'd near Guildford in Surrey; but 
Sir Francis Vincent being ſeized, and Forces coming up before 
they could make head againſt them, they were oblig'd to diſ- 
perſe. Mr. Mordzunt, and the Earl of Litchfield, came diſ- 
guiſed by Water in the common Barge from Chertſey to Lon- 
don, and got privately to Alderman Robin ſan's Houſe, till ſuch 
time as they thought themſelves ſafe, by the Confuſtons of the 
Rump-Miniftry, and General MAent's Arrival in London. But 
the Rump-Parliament, on the gd of September 1659, ordered 
Mr. Mordaunt, Sir Adam Brown, &c. to be taken as Traytors, 
if they did not ſurrender themſelves by a Day then named. 

Nevertheleſs, in the ſhort Interval, between the Return of 
the ſecluded Members, and the Convention of the Parliament 
that reſtored the King, many prudent Acts were done towards 
it. And, as my Lord Clarendon writes, Thoſe of the King's 
Party who had ſheltered themſelves in Obſcurity, . appeared 
© now abroad, and converſed without controul; and Mr. Mor- 
% daunt, who was known to be entirely truſted by the King, 
« walked into all Places with freedom; and many of the Coun- 
s cil, and ſome Officers of the Army, as Ingoldsby and Hun- 
« tingdon, &c. made; through him, tender of their Services to 
© the King.“ | 

Alſo, when General Mink was wrought on to ſhew his Af- 
ſection to the King, we are told by the ſame noble Author, 
that Mr. Morrice and Sir Fohn Greenvile; whom the General 
truſted with his ſecret Intentions in the arduous Affair of the 
Reſtoration, were at that time taken notice of to have all In- 
timacy with Mr. Mordaunt, who moſt immediately corre- 
ſponded with Bruſſels. And when Sir John Greenvile had re- 
ceived his Inſtructions from the General, and Mr, Morrice, 
he took Mr. Mordaunt with him for the Companion of his 
Journey, who ſet our for Flanders about the beginning of 
April 1660, and in a few Days arrived at Bruſſels. 

Whereupon his Majeſty, in teſtimony of his faithful Services, 
to the hazard of his Life and Fortune, and as a Mark to future 
Ages of his t Loyalty, was pleaſed to advance him to the 
Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord _

daunt of Rypate in Com Surrey, as alſo to the Honour of Viſ- 
count Avalon in Com* Somerſet. And as a further Mark of his 
concerting a general riſing in the Kingdom, in order to his 
Reſtoration, the Letters Patent bear Date on the ſame Day, 
viz, on the 10th Day of 7uly 1659. 

He returned with Sir John Greenvile, with the Letters the 
King wrote to the General, and to the Houſe of Commons, 
tc. And in that to the Lord- Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon-Council of the City of London, is this Expreflion : ** How 
« defirous we ate to contribute to the obtaining the Peace and 
% Happineſs of our Subjects without Effuſion of Blood, and 
« how far we are from deſiring to recover what belongs to us 
« by a War, if it can be otherwiſe done, will appear to you 
« by the incloſed Declaration ; which, together with this our 
Letter, we have intruſted our right truſty and well-beloved 
« Couſin the Lord Viſcount Morduunt, and our truſty and 
&« well-beloved Servant Sir John Greenvile Knt, one of the 
« Gentlemen of our Bedchamber, to deliver to you, to the 
“ end, Oc.“ b 

They arrived in London x full Week before the Parliament 
was to fit ; and the General on the Peruſal of the Copies of 
the ſeveral Diſpatches liked all very well, and uſed all his En- 
deavours to promote and advance his Majeſty's Intereſt ; yet, 

as my Author before mentioned) he as carefully retained the 

ecret, and did not communicate to any Perſon living, (Mr. Mor- 
rice only excepted) that he had received any Letter from the 
King, till the very minute he preſented it to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, Whereby it may juſtly be inferred, that the Lord Viſ- 
count Avalm had a principal Share in that great Work of 
the Reſtoration of Monarchy and Epiſcopacy. And the Lord 
Mayor and Common-Council of Londen ordered 300 J. to 
him and Sir John Grernvile, as a Teſtimony of their Reſpects 
to them, to buy each of them a Ring, to wear in honour of 
their Services on that occaſion, 

His Lordſhip met the King on his landing at Dover, who 
arriving at Canterbury on Saturday the 26th of May, his Lord- 
ſhip and the Earl of inchelſea brought up General Monk to 
his Majeſty, who delivered him the Garter, and, at the fame 
time, conferr'd the Honour of Knighthood on all three of 
them. And afterwards his Majeſty conſtituted the Lord Vif- 
count Avalom Conſtable of the Caſtle of Windfor, &c, and 

Lieutenant of the County of Surry ; which he held to 
the time of his Death. 

He married Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Heir of Thomas 
Carey, ſecond Son to Robert Earl of Monmouth, by whom he 
had Hue ſeven Sons, and four Daughters; and departing this 
Life in the 48th Year of his Age, on the fifth of Fane 1675;

Lewis the third Son, on the roth of May 1507, was made 
a Major-General in the Army, and died on the 2d of February 
1713, He left Iſſue one Soft, — married to Anne, Widow 
and Reli& of Charles Lord Mohun. 

Oſmurd, fourth Son, was killed at the Battle bf the Boyne 
in Ireland. 

George, fifth Son, married Catharine, fourth Daughter and 
Coheir of Sir Thomas Spencer of Yarnton, in the County of Ox= 


ford Bart. and Widow of John Dormer of Aſcot in the ſame 


County Eſq; and ſhe deceaſed the 26th of May 1714. 

The eldeſt Son, Charles late Earl of Peterborough and Mon- 
mouth, by many remarkable Services to his Country, render'd 
himſelf very conſpicuous. In his Youth he ſerved under the 
Admirals Arne and Narborough in the Mediterranean, du- 
ring the War with the State of Algier. On the iſt of Fun- 
1680, he embarqu'd for Africa, with the Earl of Phmouth, 
and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf at Tangier, when it was belieg'd by 
the Moors. On the Acceſſion of King James the Second, he 
was one of the chief Arguers in the Houſe of Peers againſt re- 
pealing the Teſt-AQq ; and diſliking the Proceedings of the 
Court, he got leave from the King to go over to Holland to 
accept the 1 of a Dutch Squadron in the Meſt-Indies. 
On his Arrival there, he was the firſt of the Exgliſß Nobility 
that preſſed the Prince of Orange to undertake an Expedition 
into England, to free the Nation from Popery and Slavery; 
And, as Biſhop Burnet relates in his Hiſtory of his own Times, 
was among thoſe whom the Prince chiefly truſted, and on 
whoſe Advice he govern'd all his Motions ; arid was in that 
Fleet, which landed his Highneſs in the Welt of England. 

Being therefore ſo inſtrumental in the Revolution, he was, 
on the Acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary, ſworn of 
their Privy-Council, and made one of the Lords of the Bed- 
Chamber to his Majeſty. And in order to attend at their Co- 
ronation as an Earl, he was advanced to the Dignity of Earl 
of the County of Monmouth, on the gth of April 1689 ; havin 


the Day before been conſtituted firſt Lord Commiſſioner o 


the Treaſury. Alſo on an Addreſs of the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of London to his Majeſty, he was com- 
miſfon'd to command the Royal Regiment of Horſe, which 
the City had rais'd for the publick Service, of which his Ma- 
Jefty was graciouſly pleas'd to be Colonel; and in AY 1694, 

was ſucceeded by the Lord Sydney, as firſt Commiſſioner 
of the Treaſury, | 
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In the Reign of Queen Anne, (the Year the Duke of Or. 
mond was ſent to Cadiz) he was deſign'd for the We/t-Indies, 
having the Commiſſions of Captain-General and Governour of 

amaica, and the Command of the Army and Fleet for that 

xpedition. In 1705, he was declared General and Com- 
mander in Chief of the Forces ſent to Spain, and Joint-Ad- 
miral of the Fleet with Sir Cloudefley Shovel, of which, the 
Year following, he had the ſole Command, Sir Chudeſley re- 
maining in the Britiſh Seas: His taking Barcelona with a 
handful of Men, and ory it afterwards, when great- 
ly diſtreſs'd by the Enemy: His driving the Duke of Anjou, 
and the French Army out of Spain, which conſiſted of 25,000 
Men, though his own Troops never amounted to 10,000 : The 
Poſſeſſion b gained of Catalonia, of the Kingdoms of Valen- 
cia, Arragin and Majorca, with part of Murcia and Caſtile, 

iving opportunity to the Earl of Galway, of advancing to 
Madrid without a blow ; are undeniable Proofs of his great 
Valour, Prudence, and Conduct in military Affairs; and the 
wonderful Vigour in the Execution of thoſe, and ſeveral othet 
Actions during the War, ſurpriz'd moſt Men at that time. 
For which Services he was declared General in Spain by King 
Charles III. And that War being looked on as likely to by 
concluded, he receiv'd her Majeſty's Commiſſion for Ambaſ- 
ſador Extraordinary, and Powers and Inſtructions for treating 
and adjuſting all Matters of State, and Traffick between the 
two Kingdoms, Whatever were the Cauſes of his being re- 
called from Spain, tis certain, that our Affairs there were ſoon 
after in a very ill Condition, by the loſs of the Battle of 
Almanza. But I ſhall only take notice, that on his Return to 
England, having brought on the Examination of his Conduct 
in ment, after ſtrict Enquiry, there were no Objections 
made to any part of his Behaviour; but all his Actions ap- 
pear'd ſuitable to the Dignity of his Character. 

In the Years 1710 and 1711, he was employ'd in Embaſſy 
to the Court of Turin, and other Italian Courts; and on his 
Return to England, was made Colonel of the Royal Regiment 
of Horſe-Guards, then vacant by the Death of Richard Earl 
Rivers ; and being General of the Marines, and Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Northampton, was inſtalled at Windfor, 
on the 4th of Augu/t 1713, a Knight-Companion of the moſt 
noble Order of the Garter, Soon after which he was ſent Am- 
baſſador Extraordinary to the King of Sicih, and to negotiate 
Affairs with other Italian Princes. 

In the Reign of our late Sovereign, he was General of all 
the Marine Forces in Great Britain; and on the 2d of O20b. 
17 27, he had the ſame Commiſſion from his preſent 7

He married to his 2d Wife, Anno 1735, Anaſtaſia Robinſon, 
and going to Lisbon for the Recovery of his Health, died there 
on the 25th of October following, aged 77. 

Henry; his youngeſt Son, was a Member of the Houſe of 
Commons, and a Commander in the Navy, in the Reign of 
Queen Arne, but died of the Small-Pox, unmarried; Feb. 24, 
1778. 
His eldeſt Brother John Lord Mordaunt, taking early to 
Arms; was made Colonel of the Granadiers in the firſt Regi- 
ment of Foot-Guards ; and at the Battle of Hozhfet, loſt his 
left Arm in the Service of his Country. He was afterwards 
Colonel of the _—_ Regiment of Scotch Fuzileers, and was a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons for Chipenbam, from the 
12th Year of King William to the gth Year of Queen Anne. He 
died of the Small-Pox on the 6th of April 1710, and was bu- 
ried at Vincheſter; leaving Iſſue by Frances his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Charles Paulet Duke of Bolton, two Sons; Charles Lord 
Mordaunt, who ſucceeded his Grandfather ; and John, who 
in Octob.

REginald, the Grandfather of Edmund the firſt Earl of 


Kent, marrying to his ſecond Wife Jean, Daughter and 


Heir to William Lord Aſtley, had a Son named Edward ; who 
by marrying Elizabeth, ſole Daughter and Heir to Henry, Son of 
Iilliam Lord Ferrers of Groby, became next Heir to the ſaid 

Lord Ferrers ; and by that Title in 25 H. VI. * obtain'd a Diſ- 
penſation from Jobn Stafford Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in con- 
ſideration of the great Diſtance of his Manor-Houſe of Grebz 
from the Pariſh-Church, and badneſs of the Ways thereto, to 
chriſten therein, by his Chaplain, the Child wherewith his La- 
dy Elizabeth was then big. And two Years after was ſum- 
mon'd to Parliament by the Title of Lord Ferrers of Groby, be- 
ing at that time thirty Years of Age. 

By the ſaid Elizabeth his Wife, the ſaid Reginald had three 
Sons, and a Daughter named Anne, who was married to Sir 
Edward Hungerford Knt. And of the Sons, which were John, 
Edward, and Reginald; the latter was lain in the Battle of 
Wakefield. 

Edward was in the 15th of Ed. IV. created Baron Lifle, 
and in the 1ſt of Richard III. Viſcount Life. 

Sir John the eldeſt Son * being flain in the Battle of St. A. 
bans, on the King's Part, the 39th of Hen. VI. left Iſſue by 
Elizabeth his Wife, eldeſt Daughter to Richard Woodvile Earl 
Rivers, two Sons, Sir Thomas, and Sir Richard Grey, beheaded 
at Pomfret, the iſt of Richard III. their Mother ſtill living. 

Sir Thomas, who was Knight of the Garter, was on the 
12th of Auguſt 1472, the 12th of Edward IV. in ref; to 
his Mother whom that King had married, © created Earl of 
Huntingdon. Two Years after which, he was * retain'd to ſerve 
in Nermanay with _ Men at Arms, and two hundred 
Archers ; and on the 18th of April, in the 15th of that Reign, 
was created Marquiſs of * only per Cincturam Gladii & 
Cape Honoris Impoſitionem : Upon which Day, he * fat at the 
upper End of the Table among the Knights, in St. Edward's 
Chamber. But after the ſaid King's Death, becauſe of his 
near Relation to the young King Edward V. (whom Richard 
Duke of Glauceſter, his Uncle, cauſed to be unnaturally mur- 
ther'd in the Tower) he was * attainted of High-Treaſon ; 
but found means to make his Eſcape into Britany, with di- 
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vers other Perſons of Note, to the Aid of Henry Earl of Rich- 
mond. On that King's obtaining the Crown, by the Name of 
Henry VII. he was Rat for to return to England, (having been 
left in Pledge with John Bourchier at Paris, for certain Moneys 
borrowed there) and on his Return, was = reſtor'd to his Ho- 
nours, and made of his Privy-Council. In 8 Henry VII. he 
h was_one of thoſe great Men who offered Propoſitions, and 
requeſted the King to conclude a Peace between France and 
England. In 11 H VII. ho was ' preſent in Parliament when 
the three States of the Kingdom aſſented to the Peace made 
with France. | 

He was likewiſe, by the ſame King, made“ one of the prin- 
cipal Commanders of the Forces that vanquiſh'd the Lord 
Audley. at Black-Heath in Kent ; and married Cicely, Daughter 
and Heir to William Bonville Lord Harringten, by which Match 
thoſe Titles. fell to him and his Heirs. He had ſeven Sons, 
and eight Daughters; Dorothy, married to Robert Lord Wil- 
47 of Brook, and afterwards to Villiam Blount Lord 

ontjoy ; Eleanor, to John Arundel of Lanherne in Cornwall ; 
Elizabeth, to Gerald Fitz-Gerald Earl of Kildare in Ireland ; 
and Mary, to Walter Devereux Lord Ferrers of Chartley, (who 
was afterwards created Viſcount Hereford;) Margaret, to Ri- 
chard Wake of Bliſeworth, in Com' Northampt. Eſq; Bridget, 
who died young ; and Anne, Wife to Richard Clement. And 
. this Life 18 Nov. 18 H. VII. was buried, according 
to his Will, in the Collegiate Church of A/ley, (of which he 
was Patron) before the Image of the Hol * under the 
ſame Ground on which the Steeple now ſlands. f his Sons, 
Edward and Anthony died young, Thomas ſucceeded ; the others 
were Richard, John, Leonard, and George, a Clergyman. 

Thomas aforeſaid was Knight of the Garter. In 3 H. VIII. 
he! was General of that Army of 10,000 Men, ſent into Spain, 
in which were three of his Krothers In 8 VIII. he, with 
four of his Brethren, ® together with the Duke of Suffolk, and 
others, on Proclamation of Juſts at St. Dennis in France, (which 
Francis de Valois, next Heir to the Crown of France, had ob- 
tained leave of the King to be performed) went thither, and 
behaved himſelf ſo bravely therein, that he returned home with 
ſingular honour. In 15 H. VIII. he, and Sir Thomas Lovel Knt. 
were ® conſtituted Chief-Juſtice' Itinerant of all the King's 
Foreſts, Having no Iſſue by his firſt Wife, who was Eleanor, 
Daughter to Oliver St. Fobn ; he took to his ſecond, Marge 
ret, Dau hter to Sir Robert Watton of Bockton in Kent, and by 
her had five Sons and two Daughters, Elizabeth, married to 
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Thomas Lord Audley of Walden; Anne, to Henry Wi of 
Mollaton, in the County of Nottingham : The Sons were Henry, 
his Heir; Jahn Grey of Pergo in Eſſex Eſq; Edward, T homas, 
and Leonard, who being Deputy of Ireland under Henry Fitz- 
Roy, Duke of Richmond, did great Service there againſt O Donel 
and O Neal; but upon his Return to England, had divers Ar- 
ticles of Treaſon exhibited againſt him; and in the 31ſt of 
Henry VIII. loſt his Head on Tower- Hill. 
| „who ſucceeded his Father, was by King Edw. VI, 
made Lord High-Conſtable of England, for three Days only, 
by reaſon of the Solemnity of the Coronation. In 4 Ed. VI.

Crown by his Will ; Queen Mary, that King's 
Siſter (before the ſaid Jane was crown'd) having the Suffolk Men 
for her Friends, foon depoſed her from her Royalty, turn'd her 
Palace (which was then the Tower) into her Priſon, and cauſed 
her to be beheaded on Tower-Hill, Feb. 12, 1555 ; and to ſhew 
her utmoſt Reſentment on her Family, ſtripp'd her Father of 
his Honours, becauſe ſhe had uſurp'd her Crown ; and having 
attainted him, ſeiz d upon his vaſt Eftate, and ſo cloſely ſought 
after him, that he was neceſſitated to hide himſelf under the 
Truſt of one Underwoed his Keeper, in a hollow Tree in his 
Park at A/tley ; who, after ſome few Days diſcovering him, he 
on the 23d of February, the ſame Year, was alſo beheaded.

He married Anne Daughter to William Lord Windſor of 
Bradenham, and by her had two Sons, Fohn and Ambroſe ; of 
which, John in 1614, ſucceeding, married Elizabeth, Daughter 
to Edward Nevile Lord Abergavenny, and by her had Herr, 
his Son and Heir, and Philip, who died in his Father's Life- 
time, 

„who in 3 Car. I. was * created Earl of Stamford in 
Com” Lincoln, married Anne Cecil, youngeſt Daughter and Coheir 
to William Earl of Exeter, and by her had four Sons, Thomas, 
Auchitel, John, and Leonard ; and likewiſe five Daughters, viz. 
the Lady Elizabeth, married to George Booth Lord de la Mere; 
Diana, to Robert Bruce Earl of Aylesbury ; and Jean; as alſo. 
Aune and Mary, who both died unmarried. Thomas the eldeſt 
Son, dying in his Father's Life-time, left Iſſue by Dorothy his 
Wife, ſecond of the three Daughters and Coheirs to Eduard 
Bourchier, the fourth Earl of Bath, Thomas, who on the 21ſt 
of Auguſt 167 3, ſucceeded his Grandfather, and two Daugh- 
ters; Elizabeth, married to Henry Benſon of Charwelton, in the 
County of Northampton Eſq; and Anne, to Fames Grove Eſq; 
Serjeant at Law, and was Mother of Grey- James Grove Eſq; 
Member of Parliament for Bridgnorth. 

Which Thomas Earl of Stamford, in the Reign of King Wil- 
liam, was made Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancafter, Lord-

and in that of Queen Anne, was one of her Privy-Council,

died Aug. 12, 1738.) had Iſſue two Sons and five Daughters; 
Harry, the preſent Earl of Stamford ; Fobn Grey Eſq; Lady

Trip, 2925 of Amſterdam, who died in June

It appears from a Record in the Genealogical Books of this 
Family, which were in the Cuſtody of Heneage, late Earl of 
Winchelſea, that the Name of Finch was firſt taken in the Reign 
of King Edward the Firſt. Which Record, as it is in thoſe

We meet with no earlier Authority for the Name of Finch 
in this Family ; but how they came firſt to be called by it, 
whether from the Place of their Abode, (as ſome imagine) or 
taken on ſome other account, is a Queſtion I have not yet found 
determined, Before this time they do not ſeem to have any 
fixed Surname in their Family, but the Sons, for ſeveral Genera- 
tions, added the Chriſtian Name of their Fathers to their 
own, (as was anciently the Cuſtom of many Families of great 
Note,) from the time of the Conqueſt : as, Herebertus 2 
Hereberti, Petrus filius Hereberti, Reginaldus filius Petri, - 
theus filius Hereberti, Herebertus filius Matthei, &c. 

' The ancient and beſt- atteſted Memoirs of this Family affirm, 
that Matthew, the Son of Herbert, (a very eminent in 
King Fohn's and King Henry the Third's Reign) was one, of 
their lineal Anceſtors : That his Lands lay chiefly in Suſſex, in 
the gl of Hoſtings, ſome part whereof were given him by 
King Henry III. and yet continueth (ſays Mr. 1 Philpot, 
Rouge Dragon, who drew up the Pedigree of this Family in the 
Year 1620) in the Poſſeſſion of ſome of his Deſcendants, viz. 
the Manor of Marblingtun, with the Hamlets of Empſworth, 
Eftney, and Watlington, in the County of Suſſex, © | 
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234 Fincn, Earlof Winchelſea and Nottingham. 
The ſame Perſon aſſures us, this Matthew Fitz- Herbert was 


Sheriff of Suſſex and Surry five ſeveral times, in the Reign of 


King Jobn, and oftener under King Henry III. 

The following Records are Proofs of ſome of the Particulars 
above-mentioned. |

his Matthew was Sheriff of 1 in the 12th of King John, 
for three Parts of that Year, and ſo continued till the 17th in- 
eluſive. He was one of the Barons that ſtood firm to that King 
and his Son, and did them both eminent Service, and was 
Sheriff of Su/ex from the firſt to the 12th Year of King Henry 
III. At length, ſome Authors ſay, he was ſlain at Margan in 
Wales, by the Welch, about the 29th of Henry III. 

Mr. Philpet's Pedigree of this Family tells us, that Peter was 
the eldeſt Son of this Matthew Fitzherbert, and died without 
Iſſue; and Sir William Dugdale is of the fame Opinion: but 
then they differ much in their following Accounts of the Po- 
ſterity of this Baron Matthew. 

But the before-mentioned Books of the Family produce 
Authority for it, that Herbert, a Son of Matthew, inherited all 
thoſe Lands in Suſſex, and was Lord alſo of the whole De- 
meſne at Sandhurſt in Kent ; which Seat, it's affirmed, was ſold 
from the Family by Herbert Finch, Grandfather to William 
Finch of Couldred in Kent, and Anthony Finch (living A. D. 
1620.) of Petworth in ny, Theſe Finches, and thoſe of Mat- 
lington, that removed to Grovehur/t in Kent, branched out from 
the ſame Anceſtor, 

King Henry III. by his Charter ted * to Herbert, the 
Son of Matthew, free Warren in Warblington. 

In another Charter, © dated the 23d of the ſame Reign, he 
gr to Herbert filio Matthet, a Market, Fair, and free 

arren in Empſiuorth and Warblington, and many other Places 
wherein the ſaid Herbert had Lands and Lordſhips. 

In the 18th of Henry III. he is named among the Barons. 
(Placit. 18 3 Rot. 15. apud Weſtm.) cited by Mr, Selden 
in his Titles of Honour. 

The third, in the Genealogy, is Herbert, the Son of Herbert, 
thus written in the Latin Records, Herebertus filius Hereberti 
licti Finch, of whom I have already made mention, as the Per- 
ſon that firſt appears to have borne the Name of Finch, It is 
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evident from the Record before recited, that he was under Age 
in the 31ſt of Edward I. but when he died, as alſo his Mar- 
riage, we don't find, 
incent Herbert, alias Finch, was his Son, who lived at Nether- 
field in Suſſex, about the End of King Edward II. and was 
flef'd of many other Lands about Hjnchelſea, and in the 
— of Haſtings, as appeareth by his Deeds. In one of which 
he gave certain Houſes and Lands, about Winchelſea, in frank 
Marriage with his Daughter Jean, unto John de Pelham, An- 
ceſtor to his Grace the preſent Duke of Newcaftle., He mar- 
ried Jaan, Daughter of 22 Salern of lden, in Com” Suſſex. 

John, the ſecond Son of this Vincent, married Dame Lucy de 
Wigſell, Widow of Robert Allard, and by her had Fohn Finch, 
his eldeſt Son, Lord-Prior of Chrift-Church in Canterbury, 
whoſe Monument is there at this Day, near to Archbiſhop War- 
ham's Tomb, in the Place called the Martyrdom of St. Thomas 
Becket. 

Henry Herbert, alias Finch, Son and Heir of the fore-men- 
tioned Vincent, was in poſſeſſion of Netherfield, and added to his 
Patrimony the Manor of Iteſſbam, which came to him from the 
Heringods, formerly Lords of it. He married Parnel, Daugh- 
ter of Nicholas Allard of Winchelſea ; which Name flouriſhed 
there from the Conqueror's Time. Their Monuments in the 
Church, inſcribed with Saxen Characters, are Teſtimonies of 
theif Antiquity, and their Deeds ſealed fairly with their Arms, 
ſhew their Gentry. This Henry Finch lived in the Time of 
King Edward III.“ as appeareth by an Inquiſition on Record 
in the Tower, * and died in 8 Rich. II. poſſeſs'd of Lands in 
Gefthnge, Ihelſham, and Wyghtreſham, in Cam' Suſſex. 

Vincent Herbert, alias Finch, Son and Heir of Henry, was Lord 
of Netherfield, Marle, Ikelſham, with other Lands about Breade 
in Suſſex, * as appeareth by Inquiſition taken in the 13th of K. 
Richard II. recorded in the Tower. He married Jean, Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Robert Peſſmden, whoſe Inheritance lay in the 
Weald of Kent. Their Arms, being three Pelicans, are v 
ancient on the Seals of their Deeds. This Vincent Finch le 

ue Vincent Herbert, alias Finch; which Vincent ſucceeded at 

etherfield, Ac. and was living in the Reigns of Richard II.

In the 
5th of Henry VIII. he was at the Sieges of Teroven and Tournay, 
as alſo in the Battle of Spurs (ſo call'd from the Swiftneſs oaks 
French in running away) and having behav'd himſelf with great 
Bravery and Conduct, the Honour of Knighthood was then 
conferred on him. In the 12th of Henry VIII, 1520, both 
he and his Lady o attended on King Henry VIII. and his 

een at Canterbury, Calais, and Guiſnes, on their meeting 
with the Emperor Charles V. and afterwards on their In- 
terview with the French King and Queen. Sir William had in 
his Train, 4 a Chaplain, eleven Servants, and eight Horſes, His 
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Lady was attended by one Woman, two Men Servants, and 
four Horſes ; and his Daughter, being one of the Maids of Ho- 
nour to the Queen, had alſo a Waiting- woman, two Men-Ser- 
vants, and three Horſes, In the 33d of Henry VIII. in conſi- 
deration of his Services, he had a Grant to him and his Heirs 
Male (by Catharine his Wife) of the Manor of Borotoe Marche, 
alias Burmarche in the County of Kent, late the Poſſeſſions of 
St. Auftin's —— near the City of Canterbury. 

This Sir Milliam Finch married two Wives, 1. "Elizabeth, 
Daughter of Sir James Crowmer of Tunftal Knt. and the Wi- 
dow of Sir Richard Lovelace of Betberſden in Kent Knt. by 
whom he had Lawrence Finch, his eldeſt Son; who married 
Mary, only Daughter and Heir of Chriſtapher Kemp Eſq; and 
died without Iſſue. 

His ſecond Son was Sir Thamas Finch, who became his Heir. 

Richard Finch, third Son, married Eleanor, Daughter of Sir 
Edmund Walſingham Knt. Conſtable of the Tower of Londen, 
but died without Iſſue. | 

His Iſſue by his ſecond Wife Catharine, Daughter of Sir

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Robert Heneage Eſq; the Father of Sir Thomas, was Auditor 
of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, and Surveyor of the Queen's Woods 
beyond Trent, and dying 4 Fuly 1556, was buried with his 
Lady in St. Catherine Cree-Church in London, where the Fi- 
gures of himſelf and Lady on Braſs Plates over his Monument, 
with their Arms are {till viſible, but the Inſcription effaced. 
She was Daughter and Coheir of Ralph Button of Hemfqell in 
Com Ebor. Elq; His ſecond Wife was Margaret, Widow of 
Henry Strangwates Eſq; the Daughter of George Manours Earl 
of Rutland, by whom he had no Iſſue. 

Sir Thomas Heneage, his eldeſt Soni and Heir, was Knight of 
the Shire -for the County of Lincoln, in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter in the 8th of Queen El:zabeth, was alſo Captain of 
her Guards, Treaſurer of her Chamber, Vice-Chamberlain of 
her Houſhold, Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancafter, and one 
of her Privy Council. | 
He was Owner of Copt- Hall, at that time the nobleſt Houſe 
in Eſſex ; and married for his firſt Lady, Anne, Daughter of 
Sir Nicholas Poyntz Knt. by Jaan, Daughter of Thomas Lord 
Berkeley, of Berkeley-Caſtle, two of the moſt ancient and no- 
ble Families then in Glaurefterfſhire, whoſe Anceſtors had been 
eminent by their Quality and great Alliarices from the Time 
of the Conqueſt. By this Lady he was Father of Elizabeth, 
his only Daughter and Heir, the Wife of Sir Meyle Finch be- 
fore mentioned. To this Lady it was, that the Earls of in- 
chelſea owe their Titles of Honour; for ſurviving Sir Meyle 
Finch her Huſband, who had been created to the Title of Ba- 
ronet, on the firſt Inſtitution of that Dignity ; and by reaſon 
of his great Prudence in the Management of publick Af. 
fairs, would have been mote highly dignified, in- caſe his 
Death had not prevented it. King James therefore taking into 
Conſideration, that his Widow was not only the ſole Daugh- 
ter and Heir to Sir Thomas Heneage Knut. Treaſurer of. the 
Chamber, Vice-Chamberlain of the Houſhold, and Chancel- 
lor of the Dutchy of Lancafter to Queen Elizabeth, as alſo one 
of her Privy Council, but a Lady of excellent Endowments, 
did by his Letters Patent, bearing Date 8 Juh, in the 21 
Year of his Reign, advance her to the Dignity of a Viſcoun-

ſuch Confidence with General Mont, that he made him Go- 
vernour of the Caſtle of Dover. And ſoon after his Majeſty's 
Return to his Kingdom, * he was in conſideration of his faith- 
ful Services to him, manifeſted in the Time of his unparal- 
lel d Diſtreſſes, not only with great Hazard ſupplying his Ne- 
ceſſities in foreign Parts, but by preparing Auxiliaries (Horſe 
and Foot) upon occaſion for his beſt Service ; in acknowledg 
ment of this his ſignal Fidelity, aud being deſcended from the 
ancient Family of Herbert, ancient Poſſeſſors of the Manor of 
Eaftwell, was by Letters Patent bearing date 26 June, in tie 
12th Year of his Reign, advanced to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Fitz- Herbert of Eaftwell, 
before ſpecified. Shortly after which he was ſent Ambaſſador 
into Turkey, from whence he arrived at Mhiteball the 7th of 


July 1669. 
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His Lordſhip was Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Kent, 
and Governour of Dover-Caftle, when King James was ftopt 
at Feverſham, deſigning to abdicate the Kingdom, * whe ſend- 
ing for the Earl of M inchelſea, he prevail'd with his Majeſty to 
return to London, But” when that Prince had left the King- 
dom, his _— was among thoſe noble Peers, who were 
for ſupplying the Vacancy of the Throne with the Prince and 
Princeſs of Orange; on whoſe Succeſſion © he was again con- 
ſtituted Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Kent, and died ſoon 
after, Anno 1689, His Lordſhip married four Wives, . by whom 
he had in all 27 Children, of which 16 lived to ſome maturi- 
ty. His firſt Lady was Diana, Daughter of Francis Lord Wil. 
loughby of Parham, by whom he had no Iſſue that ſurviv'd 
him. The ſecond was the Mary, ſecond Daughter to 
Willam Seymour Duke of Somerſet, by whom he had Iflue 7 
Sons, and 4 Daughters. 1, William Lord Maid/ione, 2. He- 
neage, 3. Thomas, who died without Iſſue Anno 1695. 
Charles, who died unmarried. 5. Leopold, Warden of All. 
Souls, who married Lucy, Daughter of; Davy, of the 
County of Devon Eſq; and died without Iſſue. 6. Loſbly, 
who married Shs, Devghtos of Scroope Eſq; and died 
at the Lord Weymouth's Seat in Miliſbire, and was there buried, 
leaving no Iflue. 7. Henry, who died unmarried. His four 
Daughters were, 1.

the Title of Earl of Winchelſea, Lady Cecilie, born the 7th 
of Auguſt 1681, died an Infant. Lady Arne, born the 23d of 
Auguſt 1687, died the 17th of November 1703, unmarried. 
illiam Lord Maidſtone before mentioned, married Elixabe 
1 r of Thomas Windham of Felbridge- Hall in Com N. 
Efq; but being in the great Fight at Sea againſt the Dutch, Ann 
1672, was there unhappily ſlain by a Cannon-Ball, leaving Iſ- 
ſue one Daughter Mariamne (ſince married to Philip Herbert, 
Son of Fames Herbert Eſq; younger Son to Philip Earl of Pem- 
Brote) and his Lady then big with Child of a Son, whereof ſhe 
was delivered the 26th of September, Anno 1672. who had the 
Name of Charles, and ſucceeded his Grandfather in his Ho-

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Which Charles Earl of Winchelſea was conſtituted by 
King Wilkam Lord Lieutenant of the County of Kent; and 
in the firſt Year of Queen Anne, his Royal Highneſs 
Prince George of Denmark, Lord Warden of the — 
Ports, made his Lordſhip Lieutenant of Dover-Caſtle, and the 
Cinque-Ports. On 14th of June 1711, he was ſworn of her 
Majeſty's Privy-Council ; and in the ſame Month was put 
at the Head of the acting Commiſſioners for Trade and the 
Plantations. Alſo on the 7th Fuly 1712, when the Commiſ- 
fion was renewed, he was again appointed Firſt Lord Com- 
miſſioner of Trade and the Plantations ; and departed this Life 
on the 14th of Augu/? the ſame Year. He married Sarah, 
Daughter of Henry Nurſe of Wadlands in the County of Wilts 
Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue one Son Thomas, born in Auguff 
1703, Who died at two Years old, Whereupon the Honour 
deſcended to Heneage his Uncle, ſecond Son of Heneage Earl of 
Winchelſea, and Brother to William Lord Maid/tone his Father. 

Which Heneage Earl of Winchelſea was in his Father's Life- 
time 4 one of the Gentlemen of Bedchamber to the Duke 
of York; and attending on his Royal Highneſs at Oxford, 
that Univerſity conferred on him the of Doctor of Laws, 

22, 1683. He married Anne, Daughter of Sir #Hilliam 
King ſmill of Sidmonton in Com Sputhamp. and ſhe dying the 5th 
of Auguſt 1720, without Ifſue ; his Lordſhip continued a Wi- 
dower till his Death, 30 Septemb. 1726, Whereupon the Ho- 
nours deſcended to the Honourabte Fohn Finch, only Son of 
Heneage Earl of Winchelſea, by his fourth Wife Zlizabeth, 
1 of Jobn Ayres Eſq; | 

hich Jabn Earl of 1 dying without Iſſue on the 
gth of Sept. 1729, the Title of Earl of Winchelſea, &c. devoly'd 
on Daniel late Pal of Nottingham, Son and Heir of Sir Heneage 
Finch K nt. fourth Son of Sir Meyle Finch Knt. and Bart. and El- 
zabeth his Wife, who was created Counteſs of Hinchelſea, as 
before mentioned. 

Which Sir Heneage Finch K nt. being brought up to the 
ſtudy of the Law, was choſen Recorder of the City of Len- 
din, and for his eminent Abilities was elected Speaker of 
Houſe of Commons in the firſt Year of King Charles I, 
reſided at Kenſington in the Houſe which is now the Royal 
Palace, purchaſed of the late Earl of Nottingham by Ki 
Wilkam, He married Frances, Daughter of Sir Edmund Bell 
of Beaupre- Hall in Com Nerf. by whom he had Ifſue Heneage 
Finch his Son and Heir, and three Daughters; Frances, mar- 
ried to Sir Cafes Clifton of Clifton in Cam Nott. Bart. Anne, 
wedded to Edward V iſcount „and Elizabeth to Eq» 
ward Maddiſon Eſa; [Which Heneage Finch, his Son and Heir,

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ot Leong end. ence, raifed himſelf to the Dig. 
nity of an Earl of this Kingdom. He was born the 23d of 
December 1621, and after his Education in #:/tminfter School, 
© became a Gentleman Commoner of Ghri/t-Church in Qxford, 
in Lent Term 1635. He continued there till his removal to 
the Inner-Temple ; where, by his Sedulity and extraordinary 
Parts, he ſoon diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in the Study of the Laws, 
In the Parliament that reſtored King Charks II. he was cho- 
ſen for the City of Canterbury, and for the Borough of St. Mi- 
chaePs in Cornwall, and was one of the leading Members in 
the Houſe of Commons, as appears by their Journals. 80 
that on the firſt Proviſion his Majeſty made for the Benches 
and Courts of Judicature, he conſtituted * Mr, Finch Solicitor 
General, 6 June 1660; and on the next Day the Honour of 
Knighthood being conferred on him, was ® further advanced 
to the Dignity of a Baronet, being then denominated of Raun- 
flon in * Bucks. The Year following he was choſen 
Treaſurer of * the [nner-Temple, as alſo Autumn i or Summer- 
Reader of that Society ; when chooſing to read on the Statute 
of 39 Eliz. concerning the Payment and Recovery of the Debts 
of the Crown, which (tho? ever reaſonable, and then moſt ne- 
ceſſary) was never before read on, he roſe thereby into the greateſt 
Honour and Eſteem. The Reading and Entertainment laſted 
from the 4th to the 17th of gut. He argued on theſe Points 
with great Strength of Reaſon, Depth of Law, and admirable 
Senſe; At the firſt Day's Entertainment were ſeveral of the 
Nobility of the Kingdom and Privy Counſellors, with divers 
others of his Friends; the fecond was of the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Principal Citizens of Lenden; the third, which 
was two Days after the former, of the whole College of Phy- 
ficians, who all came in their Caps and Gowns ; the fourth 
was of all the Judges, Advocates, Doctors of the Civil Law, 
and all the 1 of Doctors Commons; the fifth was of 
the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and Chief of the Clergy; and at 
the laſt, which was on the 15th of Augiſt, his Mel * did 
him the Honour (never before granted by any of his Royal 
Progenitors) to accept of an Invitation to ine with him 
in the great Hall of the Inner-Temple. And for the greater 
Honours to him and the Society, the King came in &, 
Barge from Whitehall, accompanied by the Duke of York ; and 
attended by the Lord Chancellor, Lord Treaſurer, Lord Privy 
Seal, the Dukes of Buckingham, Richmond, and Ormond, Lord 
Chamberlain of his Houthold, the Earls of ge. Briftsl, 
Berkſhire, Portland, Strafford, Augleſey, Eſſex, 
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, the Lords Wentworth, Coventry, De Ia Warre, Gerard of 
3 Berkley of Stratton, and Cormuallis ; the Comptroller 
and Vice-Chamberlain of his Majeſty's Houſhold ; Sir Milliam 
Morrice, one of his principal Secretaries of State; the Earl of 
Middleton, Lord Commiſſioner of Scotland; the Earl of Clen- 
carne, Lord Chancellor of Scotland ; the Earls of Lauderdale 
and Newburgh, and other the Commiſſioners of that Kingdom 
with the Earl of K:/dare, and other Commiſſioners of Ireland, 
At the Stairs where his Majeſty landed, ſtood to receive him, 
the Reader, and the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas 
in his Scarlet Robe and Collar of 88. On each fide as his Ma- 
jeſty paſſed, ſtood the Reader's Servants in ſcarlet Cloaks and 
white Tabby Doublets, there being a Way made through the 
Wall into the Temple-Garden ; and above them on each fide 
the Benchers, Barriſters, and other Gentlemen of the Society, 
all in their Gowns and Formalities, the loud Muſick playing 
from the time of his Landing till he enter'd the Hall ; where 
he was received with twenty Violins, which continued as long 
as his Majefty ſtayed. | 

Dinner was brought up by fifty ſelect Gentlemen of the So- 
ciety in their Gowns, who attended all Dinner-while, none 
other appearing in the Hall but themſelves ; the Wo and the 
Duke of Dit fat under a Canopy of State at a Table at the 
upper end of the Hall, advanced three Steps above the reſt ; 
the Lord Chancellor with the reft of the Noblemen fitting at a 
long Table, on the right-ſide of the Hall; and the Reader 
with thoſe of the Society on the other fide. 

In the Year 1661, on a new Parliament being called, this 
Sir Heneage Finch was return'd a Member for the Univerkty of 
Oxford ; and in 1665, after the Parliament then fitting in that 
City had been prorogued, he was created in a full Convoca- 
tion® Doctor of the Civil Law, being one of the four Mem- 
bers who by Order of the Houſe of Commons had communi- 
cated the Thanks of that Honourable Houſe to the Members 
of the Univerſity, for their Reaſons concerning the ſolemn League 
and Covenant, Negative Oath, &c. made in 1647. The Pla 
being then in Landon, occaſion'd, the Parliament to fit at x- 
ford, and many Churches were ſhut up by reaſon of the Con- 
tagion, and ſeveral of the Nonconformiſts intruding them- 
ves in the Pulpits and beginning to preach, openly * reflect- 
ing on the Sins of the Court, and the ill Uſage they had met 
with, it was repreſented fo odious at Oxford, that a Bill was 
brought in, requiring all the filenc'd Miniſters to take an Oath, 
Declaring it was not lawful, on any Pretence whatſorver, ta take 
Arms againſt the King, or any commiſſion d from him, and that 
they would not at any time endeavour an Alteration in the Gruern- 
ment of the Church or State. Such as refuſed this, were not 


to come within five Miles of any City, or Parliament Bo- 
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rough, &c. whereby it came to be called the Five-Mile 47. 
This was much oppoſed in both Houſes, but more faintly in 
the Houſe of Commons; and Vaughan, afterwards Chief Ju- 
ſtice of the Common-Pleas, moving that the word lgally might 
be added to the word cammiſſion'd by the King ; Sir Finch 
ſaid it was needleſs, ©* for if the Commiſſion was not l, 
« it was no Commiſſion; and to make it Legal, it muſt be 
46 iſſued out for a lawful Occaſion, and to Perſons capable of 
« it, and muſt paſs in the due form of Law.” * Whereupon 
the Bill paſs'd the Houſe of Commons, and when it came be- 
fore the Lords, the Earl of Southampton moved for the ſame 
Addition ; who was anſwer'd by the Earl of Angleſey on the 
ſame Grounds and Reaſons Sir Heneage Finch gave, with which 
that Houſe was ſatisfied, and the Act paſſed. 

On the 10th of May 1670, 22 Car. II. he was conſtituted 
the King's e and on the Removal of the 
Earl of Shaftsbury from being Lord Chancellor, he was made 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 9 Nev. 1673. Shortly after 
which he was advanced to the Degree of a Baron of this Realm, 
by the Title of Lord Finch of Daventry, in the County of 

brthampton, (being then Owner of that Manor) by Letters 
Patent bearing Date the 10th of Januaty, 25 Car. II. And 
upon his Surrender of the Great Seal to his Majeſty 'on the 
19th of December 1675, it was immediately delivered to him 
again, with the Title of Lord High Chancellor of England. 
It is ſaid of him by Art. Word, (who took more delight in 
reflecting on Perſons, than giving their juſt Characters) “ That 
« jn the. moſt boiſterous and tickliſh Times, when the ſwoln 
e Waves beat higheſt (occaſion'd by the Popiſh Plot) he be- 
tc hay'd himſelf with fo regular exactly pois'd, and with ſuch 
<« eyen Steadineſs, whilſt others, whoſe Actions not being ſo 
« juſtly ballanced, either were diſcharged from their Offices, 
« or elſe they themſelves by an ungenerous Cowardiſe, vo- 
4 juntarily reſign'd them up, as unwilling manfully, to en- 
«* counter approaching Difficulties, of-which they pretended to 

« have Proſpects ; that he ſtill ſtood firm, in the 2 Opi- 
„ nion of fs Prince, and which is more to be admired, at 
« that time, when many worthy Miniſters of State were by the 
« Malice of deſigning Men, branded with the old infamous 
Character of evil Counſellors, in order to have them fo be 
run down and worried, by the violent Outrages of the un- 
« thinking giddy and headſtrong Multitude : During all which 
« Time and Clamour againft Perſons (which continued from 
« Ofob. 1678, to the beginning of the Year 1681, after the 
9 Oxford Parliament was diſſolved) he was neither bandied a- 
4 gainſt, or cenſur'd in the more private ſeditious Cabals, nor 
« was his Maſter publickly addreſſed to for his Removal.” 
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In 1077 he was Lord High Steward of England, on the 
Trial of Philip Earl of Pembroke, who was then found guilty 
of Manſlaughter, In March 1679, on the Impeachment of 
the Earl of Danby, and the King's ſigning his Pardon, the 
Commons appointed a Committee to repair to the Lord Chan- 
cellor, to inquire into the Manner of ſuing forth that Par- 
don, Wh the Lord Chancellor inform'd the Com- 
mittee, 1 That the Pardon was paſſed with al! Privacy, the 
„King commanding him to bring the Seal to V biteball; and 
« being there, he Bid it upon the Table ; whereupon his 
* Majeſty commanded the Seal to be taken out of the Bag, 
« which his Lordſhip was obliged to ſubmit unto, it not be- 
« ing in his to hinder it; and the King writ his Name 
<« upon the Top of the Parchment, and then directed to have 
« it ſealed ; whereupon the Perſon that uſually carried the 
« Purſe, affixed the Seal to it.” Upon this Report from his 
Lordſhip, the Commons reſolved, t an humble Addreſs be 
made to his Majeſty, to repreſent the Irregularity, and Illegality 
of the Pardon mention d by his Majeſty to be granted to the Ear] 
of Danby, and the dangerous C eſerec of granting Pardons 
to any FRY that lie under an Impeachment of the Commons of 


England, 

In April following, the King took a Reſolution of chooſing 
a new Privy-Counci „to conſiſt of a Number not exceeding 
thirty, whereof fifteen to be of the chief Officers, Privy Coun- 
ſellors by their Places, ten out of the ſeveral Ranks of the 
Nobility, and five Commoners of the Realm, * whoſe known 
Abilities, Intereſt and Eſteem in the Nation, ſhould render 
them without al] Suſpicion, of either miſtaking ar betraying 
the true Intereſt of the Kingdom. This Change of the Coun- . 
cil was propoſed by Sir William Tzmple, who was order'd b 
the King, to communicate it to the Lord Chancellor Finch, 
the Earl of Sunderland, and the Earl of Er; but one after 
the other. And thereupon the Lord Chancellor faid, It ho#g 
like a thing from Heaven fallen into his Majeſty's Breaſt. And 
the King valued himſelf ſo much on it, that finding thoſe 
three Noble Peers'concur therein, he acquainted the Parlia- 
ment of his having made Choice of fuch Perſons, as are wor - 
thy and able to adviſe him, and was reſolv'd in all weighty 
and important Affairs, nee to the Advice of his great Coupg! 
in Parliament, to be adviſed by his Privy Council. 

The Lord Chancellor in all Affairs ſhew'd ſuch Wiſdom 
and Moderation, that he was then uſually ſtiled, The Eng- 
Jiſh Roſcius, and the Engliſh Cicero, He la d to _ 
bout the accepting of the Limitations on the next Succeſſor, 
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as the wiſeſt and beft Method, knowing the King would never 
be brought to aſſent to the Bill of Excluſion. And in the 
Caſe of the Earl of Danby, tho' he never favour'd him, yet 
when the Debate aroſe in the Houſe of Lords, concerning the 
Biſhops Right of Voting in any Part of a Trial for "Treaſon, 
t the Lord Chancellor by his Arguments carried it for them; it 
being agreed that tho' the Biſhops did not vote in the final 
Judgment, yet they had a Right to vote in all Preliminaries. 

On 30 Nov. 1680, he was Lord High Steward on the Trial 
of William Viſcount Stafford, which laſted a Week, and was 
very auguſt ; who being found guilty of High Treaſon, the 
Lord High Steward pronounced Judgment on him, delivering 
it with one of the beſt Speeches he had ever made, * as Biſhop 
Burnet has obſerved. In 1681, May 12, he was created Earl of 
Nottingham, as a Mark of the great Satisfaction his ny 
5 in the many faithful Services his Lordſhip had rendred the 

row. a 

At length being worn out with too much Buſineſs, which 
his high Station and Office required, he yielded to Nature, in 
his Houſe in Queenſtrect near Covent-Garden, on the 18th of 
December 1682, in the 61ſt Year of his Age; and his Bod 
was buried on the 28th of the fame Month, in the Church 
of Raunſton near Oulucy in Buc tingbamſbire; the Manor and 
Advowlſon whereof he had purchaſed of the Crown. 

His Son, the late Earl of Nottingbam, new pew'd and pav'd 
the Church in an uniform Manner ; and ſeparated the South 
Iſle for a Burying-Place for his Family, wherein, out of a pious 
Zeal to the Memory of his Father, he generouſly erected a 
noble Structure, compoſed promiſcuouſly of white and black 
Marble. The lower Part of which conſiſts of a very large 
Altar Monument, whereon lies in full Proportion, the Effigies 
of a Perſon in Chancellor's Robes, under a large Canopy, To. 
ported at each Corner by four Pillars, having Curtains tied 
round them, and the Floor-is paved with black and white 
Marble, - Round the Monument are four large Shields of Arms, 
over cach an Earl's Coronet, and on each fide under the Sta- 
tue are Inſcriptions on two Tables. On the North-fide next 
to the Chancel is one in Latin, and on the South-ſide is the 
following Inſcription ; 


Here is interr'd the Body of Heneage Finch E. of Nottingham, 
Baron Finch of Daventre, High Chancellor of England,and one 
of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council ; a Perſon 
of extraordinary natural Endowments, and for manly and 
unaﬀected Eloquence, univerfal Learning, incorrupted Ju- 
ſtice, indefatigable Diligence, moſt exemplary Piety, large 
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and diffuſive Charity, not unequal to that have gone 
before him, and an eminent Example to Poſterity, in whom 
all the Vertues that make a great and good Man, were very 
conſpicuous without the blemiſh of any Vice. He was the 
Son of Sir Heneage Finch Recorder of Z and Speaker of 
the Houſe of Commons 1625 ; the fourth Son of Sir Meyle 
Finch, and the Lady Elizabeth, afterwards Counteſs of Min- 
chelſea, his Wife, At the Return of the King he was made 
Sollicitor General, Knight and Baronet, afterwards Attor- 
ney-General, and November the ninth 1673, he was ad- 
vanc'd to the Office of Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of 
England, and was made Baron of this Realm, and in the 
Year 1675 his Title of Lord Keeper was changed for that 
of High Chancellor of England. Laſtly, he was created 
Earl of Nottingham. Nine Years he ſerved the King in that 
Station with great Wiſdom, Honour, Uprightneſs and A- 
bility ; treating all Men with Meekneſs and Affability, and 
always moſt ready and pleaſed to forgive Injuries, even when 
he had moſt Power to revenge them, valuing Greatneſs as 
only miniſtring to him greater Opportunities of doing good. 

He married Hliaabeth Harvey, Daughter of Mr. William 
Harvey, who for her great Vertue and conjugal Aﬀection, 
her pious and tender Care of her Children, was moſt defer- 
vedly beloved and valued by him. And for her obliging, 
generous and humble Behaviour, juſtly eſteem'd by all; and 
after a faithful Diſcharge of the Duties of an excellent Wife 
for 30 Years, it pleaſed God to take her to him to his Mer- 
cies, ſeven Years before his Death, and ſhe is alſo here de- 

ited. He had by her fourteen Children, of which ſeven 

ns and one Daughter ſurvived him, viz. Daniel, now E. 
of Nottingham, Heneage, William, Charles, Edward, Henry, 
Robert, and Mary, Among many their greater Charities 
to the preſent Age, he largely augmented the Vicaridge 
of this Church, and erected in his Life-time, and endowed 
the Hoſpital thereunto adjoining, that ſucceeding A 
might alſo partake of his Bounty, He died the 18th of De- 
cember 1682, aged 61 Years. 


In the Reign of King Charles II. he purchaſed the Rever- 
ſion of the Fee-Farm-Rent of the Manor (after the Death of 
Queen Catharine) which amounts to 84 J. per Anmum, and gave 
it to the Vicar and his Succeſſors for ever. The Hoſpital be- 
fore-mentioned, he erected for ſix poor Men, and {ix poor 
Women, who have a new Gown annually, and are paid 35. 
6d. per Week. He alſo left 10 J. per Annum towards beau- 
tifying the Church. Dr. Burnet Bi of Salisbury, in his 
Preface to the 2d Volume of the Hiſtory of the Reformation of 
the Church of England, ſays of him, that his great Parts, and 
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eater Vertues, are ſo conſpicuous, that it were a high Preſi 
— in him to fay any thing in bit Commendation, being in — 
more eminent than in his Zeal for, and Care of the Church of 
England. 

Mr. Dryden in his 2d Part of a Poem, entitled, Abſalom and 
Achitophel, has excellently deſcribed his Character under the 
Name of Amri, in theſe Lines; 


Our Lift of Nobles next let Amri grace, 
Whoſe Merits claim'd the Abethdin's high Place ; 
Ibo with a Loyalty that did excel, 

Brought all th Endowments of Achitophel.

Which Daniel Earl of Nottingham had his Education in 
Chriſt-Church in the Univerſity of Oxford ; and in April 1679 
was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty ; 
and being firſt Commiſſioner was ſworn of the Privy Council 
the 4th of Feb. following. He enter'd early into the World, 
ſerving in ſeveral * Parliaments in the Reign of King Charles 
the ſecond, for the City of Lrtchfield, and for the Borough of 
Newton in the County of Southampton. He diſtinguiſh'd him- 
ſelf by many learned Speeches in the Houſe of Commons, which 


— 
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are printed in a Book entitled, An exa# Collection of the De- 
bates of the Houſe of Commons held at Weſtminſter, Octob. 21, 
1680, &c. 

In the Year 1682, he ſucceeded his Father; and on the 
Death of King Charles IT. was one of the Privy Council * who 
ne the Order dated at Whitehall, Feb. 6, 1684, for pro- 

iming the Duke of York King of England, In that Reign, 
dhe, with the Lord Hallifax and the late Earl of Peterbo- 
rough, were the chief Arguers among the Temporal Lords a- 

inſt abrogating the Teſt Act, which was thought the beft 
Fate they had for their Religion. On the Trial of the ſeven 
Biſhops, he a d in Court with other © Nobles, and his 
Brother the Honourable Heneage Finch was one of the Chief 
of the Counſel for thoſe injured Prelates. His Lordſhip was 
among thoſe noble Patriots, * who wiſhing well to their Reli- 

ion and their Country, often met to concert ſuch Advices 
and Advertiſements, as might be fit for the Prince of Orange 
to know, that he might govern himſelf by them ; but it be- 
ing propoſed to him to invite the Prince to come over into 
England, he thought it a raſh and dangerous Project. Biſhop 
Burnet in his Hiſtory of his own Times *, relates, that by the 
Advice of the Earl of Danby and the Biſhop of London, the 
Secret was diſcloſed to him, of which he gives the followi 
Account: The Earl of Nottingham had great Credit with 
« the whole Church-Party ; for he was a poſſeſſed with 
« their Notions, and was grave and vertuous in the Courſe 
« of his Life. He had ſome Knowledge of the Law, and of 
&© the Records of Parliament, and was a copious Speaker, but 
« too florid and tedious ; he was much admired by many. 
e He had ſtood at a great Diſtance from the Court all this 
„Reign: For, tho' his Name was till among the Privy 
& Counſellors, yet he never went to the Board. He, upon 
« the firſt Propoſition, entertained it and agreed to it. 
« at their next Meeting he ſaid, he had confider'd better of 
te that Matter. His Conſcience was ſo reſtrained in thoſe 
« Points, that he could not go further with them in it. He 
« confeſſed, he ſhould not have ſuffered them to go ſo far 
« with him in ſuch a Secret, till he had examin'd it better. 
« But tho' his Principles reſtrained him, ſo that he could not 
go on with them, his Affections would make him to wiſh 
&« well to them, and be fo far a Criminal as Concealment 
could make him one. CS. |

17. by the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, the Archbiſhop of York ele, the Biſhop 
of Ely, and the ſhop of Rochefter ; wherein they told the 
King, That in the deep Senſe of the 3 of a War, now 
„breaking out in the Bowels of this Kingdom, c. they did 
c think themſelves bound in Conſcience, and out of the Duty 
cc they owe to God, their Holy Religion, his Majeſty and 
< their Country, moſt humbly to offer to his Majcly, that, 
<« in their Opinions, the only viſible Way to preſerve his 
« Majeſty and his Kingdom, would be, the calling of a Par- 
« liament Regular and Free in all reſpects: That therefore 
they did moſt earneſtly beſeech his —_— that he would

His Lordſhip was for having inſerted, That the Peers who had 
join d the Prince might fit in that Free Parliament for which they 
Lang bis 40 5 but this by the other Lords was thought 
eſs. 

The King after reſolv'd, by the Advice of the Proteſtant 
Lords in Town, to ſend Commiſſioners to treat with the 
Prince ; and thereupon the xc, wy of Hallifax, the Earl of 
Nottingham, * and the Lord Godolphin, were order'd to go to 
him, and to know what it was that he demanded. The 
Lords deliver'd their Meſſage to the Prince at Hungerford, * 
who order'd the Earls of Dsford, Shrewsbury, and Clarendon to 
treat with them, and they obtain'd his Highneſs's Anſwer on 
the 8th of December. He deſired a Parliament might be pre- 
64 ſently called, that no Men ſhould continue in any Employ- 
« ment, who were not qualified by Law, and had not taken 
the Teſts; that the Tower of London might be put in the 
« keeping of the City; that the Flect, and all the ſtrong 
ce Places of the Kingdom, might be put in the Hands of Pro- 
< teſtants ; that a Proportion of the Revenue might be ſet off 
<« for the Pay of the Prince's Army; and that during the ſit- 
ting of the Parliament, the Armies of both ſides might not 
come within twenty Miles of London ; but that the Prince

« his Guards about him, that the King kept about his Perſon.” 
The Lords were well ſatisfied with this Anſwer, ſent it up by 
an Expreſs ; and went back next Day to London. 
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Their Lordſhips arrived there the ſame Day the King left 
his Palace, and were much ſurprized to hear of his ſudden De- 
parture, having, as they thought, brought with them ſuch an 
Anſwer from the Prince, as . r have encourag'd him to ſtay, 
and of which they had inform'd his Majeſty, by Expreſs, which 
he received two or three Hours before he left J/hbiteball, On 
the Suppoſition, that his Majeſty had left the Kingdom, the 
Earl of Nottingham * was _ thoſe Peers and Privy-Coun- 
ſellors, who took on them the Government till the Prince's Ar- 
rival, who deſiring their Advice about the beſt Methods of ſet- 
tling the Nation ; his Lordſhip ' moved, that an Addreſs might 
be made to the King (then at Roche/ter) to order Writs to be 
iſſued out for the Calling of a Parliament: But it was carried, 
that the Prince ſhould write miſſive Letters to ſuch Perſons to 
whom Writs were iſſued out for the Calling of a Parliament, 
and to the ſame effect. When the Convention was opened, 
the Earl of Nottingham was u the principal Perſon who managed 
the Debates in favour of a Regent, in oppoſition to thoſe who 
were for ſetting up another King, ſupporting his Opinions by 
many Arguments from our Znglizh Hiſtory, He thought a 
King de fa#s had a Right to their Obedience, and that they 
were bound to adhere to him, and to defend him, even in 
poſition to him with whom they thought the Right did ſtill re- 
main, Yet Biſhop Burnet relates, * that his Lordſhip told him, 
that tho” he could not argue, nor vote, but according to the Scheme 
and „ he had concerning our Laws and 712 yet he 
ſhould not be forry to ſee his fide out-voted ; and that the he could 
not agree to the Making a King, as Things flood ; yet if he fiund 
one made, he would be more faithful to him, than thoſe that made 
hum could be, according to their own Principles. 

Accordingly, when King William and Queen Mary were pro- 
claimed King and Queen of theſe Realms, their Majeſties 
knowing his great Learning and Abilities, thought him the 
moſt proper Perſon to ſupply the Place of Lord Chancellor of 
England; * but his Lordſhip exeuſed himſelf from accepting of 
it, alledging his Unfitneſs for an Employment that required a 
conſtant Application, Whereupon he was conſtituted one of 
his Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State the very Day they 
were proclaimed ; and, two Days after, his Name was to the 
Order in Council by the King, for Alteration of the Names 
of the Royal Family in the Common Prayer and Publick Of- 
hces of Religion. In 1690 his Lordſhip 4 attended on King 
Ililliam to the famous Congreſs at the Hague; and King James

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took ſuch Umbrage at his Services, that in his Declaration * on 
his intended Deſcent in 1692, he was excepted out of his ge- 
neral Pardon. At this Juncture of Affairs, a ſcandalous Re- 
port being ſpread abroad, that ſome Officers of the Fleet were 
diſaffected, or not hearty in their Majeſties Service, and that 
the Queen had thereupon diſcharged many of them from their 
Employments ; the Earl of Nottingham being ſatisfied that 
this Report was raiſed by the Enemies of the Government, 
wrote to Admiral Ruſſel, that her Majeſty repoſed that entire 
Confidence in the | and Fidelity of the Officers of the 
Fleet, to her Service, and the Defence of their Country, that 
ſhe reſoly'd not to diſplace any of them. Which had ſuch an 
Effect on the Officers, that they immediately ſent up a very du- 
tiful Addreſs to the Queen. | 

His Lordſhip in March 1693, reſigned his Place of Principal 
Secretary of State; the Earl of Shrewsbury ſucceeding him, 
and was in no other Employ during this Reign, - In 1695, on 
an Examination in Parliament, into the Bri and Corrup- 
tion of ſome of their own Members, in order to obtain a new 
Charter for the Ea/t-India Company, it 8 by the Depo- 
ſition of Sir Baſil Firebrace, that the Earl of Nottingham * ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to take 5000 Guineas on paſling the Charter, 
and 50001, on the Act of Parliament. His Lordſhip ſhewed 
the ſame Diſintereſtedneſs in all his Proceedings, both in Par- 
liament and the Publick Service. 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was again conſtituted 
one of the Principal Secretaries of State, the Day after her Ma- 
ere Coronation. In which Station he had two Votes of the 

ouſe of Commons in his favour ; that he had highly merited 
the Truft her Majeſty had repoſed in him: However, on the 17th 
of April 1704, his Lordſhip reſigned his Employment of Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State, and accepted of no other Poſt in all

When his late Majeſty King George ſucceeded to the Crown 


of theſe Realms, he was one of the Lords Juſtices for the Ad- 


miniſtration of Affairs, till his Arrival; and on the 24th of 
September 1714, was declared Lord-Preſident of the Council. 
But retired from all publick Affairs on the 29th of February

But to return; in 8 V. this Sir Richard Stanhope was 
the firſt in Commiſſion for the County of 1 
affign'd to put in execution the Statutes made at Vincheſler 
and Northampton. And the Year after Y ſerv'd again in Par- 
lament for Motringbamſhire; likewiſe in four ſeveral Parlia- 
ments in the Reign of King Henry VI. viz, in 1, 8, 9, and 
12 Henry VI. in which laſt Year, he- with Jahn Archbiſhop 
of Terk, and Humphrey Earl of Stafford, were conſtituted Com- 
miſſioners to ſummon all Perſons of the beſt Note, in the 
County of Nottingham, and tender them an Oath, for the Ob- 
ſervation of the Articles concluded on in the Parliament then 
held. He had two Wives, firſt Elizabeth, (or as others ſay) * 
Fran, Daughter of Robert, and Siſter of Ralph de Staveley, who 
bore him *Richard, Thomas, James, Elizabeth, and Agnes Wife 
of Sir Robert Strelley of Strelley in Com' Nott. Knut. 

He married, ſecondly, in 12 Henry IV. Maud, Daughter to 
37 Cromwell, and Siſter and Heir to Ralph Lord Cromwell, 
of Tateſball in Lincolnſhire, Treaſurer of England, and by her 
had a Son and two Daughters, who by their Mother were great 
Fortunes; his Son Henry Stanhope (by her) died without Iſſue 
in 31 Henry VI. fo that his Siſters Jean and Maud were his 
Heirs, the firſt married to © Humphrey Bourchier (third Son to 

the firſt Earl of Eſer) who thereupon had Summons to 
Parliament by the Title of Lord Cromwell, in 41, 2, 6 and 
Ed. IV. but left no Iſſue; and Maud, the youngeſt, was the 
Wife of Robert Lord illoughby of Ereuy (a great Soldier and 
valiant Commander under King Henry V. and VI. who bore 
the Title of Earl of Fendoſm in Brance) whom ſhe furviv'd, and 
in 31 Henry VI. had the King's Precept to the Sheriff of Lin- 
calnſhire for Affignation of her Dower : © She afterwards mar 
rying Sir Thomas Nevile Knt. (a vounger Son to Richard Earl 
of Salisbury, who loſt his Life in the Battle of Wakefield, and 
had his Lands and Goods ſeized for his Rebellion in 38 Hemy 
VI.) s yet found ſo much Favour, that ſhe had 2001. per Ann, 
aſhgned het out of thoſe Lands that were of her own Inheri- 
tance : She was, thirdly, Wife of Sir Gervaſe Clifton Knt. who 
being taken Priſoner at the Battle of Tewksbury, was beheaded. 
in 11 Ed. IV. but had no Iſſue by any of her Husbands.

6d. in hand towards his Wages on that 
account, He married Mary, Daughter of Edward Ferningham 
of Sommer-Layton in Cem” Suffolk Eſq; and left Iſſue Edward 
his Son and Heir, 

Which Edward Stanhope bringing Forces to the Aid of King 
Henry VII. was one of the principal Commanders" of the Army 
that vanquiſh'd Jobn Earl of Lincoln (Son of John de la Pool Duke 
of Suffolk, and Elizabeth Daughter to K. Ew. IV. ) at the Battle 
of Stoke near Newark upon Trent, the 16th Zune, in 2 Henry VII. 
(1486) wherein the ſaid Earl and 4000 of his Followers were 
flain, who had ſet up Lambert Simnel to counterfeit Edward Earl 
of Warwick, and had cauſed him to be proclaimed K. of Eng- 
land. In 12 Henry VII. this Edward was one of the principal 
Perſons commanding thoſe Forces that defeated the Lord Audley 
and the Corniſh Rebels at Black- Heath in Kent, and for his Va- 
lour in that Engagement was knighted by the King * in the 
Field of Battle; he was afterwards Knight for the Body to that 
Prince, and was conſtituted Steward of Hatefield, and Conſta- 
ble of Sandale Caftle in the m_— of York, ? 17 November, 18 
Henry VII. likewiſe Sheriff of Nottinghamſhire and Derbyſhire 
in * 23 and 24 Henry VII. and departed * this Life on the 6th 
of Fune, in the third Year of the Reign of King Henry VIIT. 
having been twice married, firſt to Avelina, Daughter =P 
Gervaſe Clifton of Cliften in Com Nottingham Knt. and ſecondly,

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Return from Bulloign, who alſo conſtituted him Governor of 
Hull' . Under King Edw, VI. he was chief Gentleman * of 
the Privy-Chamber ; and in the firſt Year of his Reign was 
elected one of the Knights for Nottinghamfhire ® in the Parlia- 
ment then held. In the third of Edw. VI. he was appointed a 
Commiſfioner with Robert Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Sir Leo-

releas'd, Sir Michael was likewiſe ſet at Liberty, without any 
Accuſation ; yet two Years afterwards was again impriſoned 
with the Duke and his Dutcheſs, * 16 Celeb. 1551, and nothing 
appear'd againſt him, beſides the Teſtimony of one Crane; who, 


as Sir Fohn Hayward, in his Life of King Edward VI. relates, 


was a Man, who having conſumed his own Eſtate, had armed 
binfeif to any Miſchief: And what he did ſay of him was only, 
that he had acquainted the Earl of Arundel | who was likewiſe 
confined] with a Deſign of aſſaſſinating the Duke of Northum- 
berland, the Marquis of Northampton, and the Earl of Pembroke, 
at a Banquet to which they were to be invited, at the Lord 
Paget's Houſe. 

et on this Evidence he was found guilty of conſpiring the 
Death of a Privy-Counſellor, and ſentenced to die, (as were 
alſo three other Knights on the ſame Account) and a Warrant 
being ſigned the 25th of February, for ſevering his Head from 
his Body, he was accordingly beheaded the next Day, * with 
Sir Thomas Arundel on Tower- Hill, about a Month after the 
Duke of Somerſet had ſuffered ; For, as this Conſpiracy is faid 
by our Hiſtorians to be a Forgery, and that Somerſet could not 


be thought to offend alone, twas therefore judged neceſſar 


(to prevent Suſpicion) to take off Sir Michael Stanbope, Sir 
Thomas Arundel, Sir Ralph Jane, and Sir Miles Partridge ; 


who all ended their Lives with the moſt folemn Proteſtations 


of their Innocence; and Jane added, That his Bh wou'd 
make Northumberland's Pillow uneaſy.

Knt. and of Dorothy his Wife, one of the three Daughters 
and Coheirs of Sir Fobn Montgomery Knt. of Cubley in Der- 
byſhire ; by which Margaret, who was fourteen Years of Age 
the 14th of Octob. 1556, as appears by the Inquiſition taken 
on the deceaſe of her Father, he had Iſſue Jabn, mas, and 
Edward; 'as alſo a Daughter Anne, married to Fohn ( Holes) 
Earl of Clare. | 

This Sir Thomas had a great Spirit, chooſing rather the In- 
tendment af his own Fortune by Oeconomy, than by any 
Dependance to riſe at Court ; which induc'd Queen Elizabeth 
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to make this Diſtich (as Tradition affirms) on four of her Net- 
tinghamſhire Knights, 
Gervaſe, the Gentle; Stanhope, the Stout; 
Markham, the Lyon ; and Sutton the Lout, 
He departed this Life the 3d of Aug. 1596, and was buried 
at Shelford ; Fohn, his Son and Heir, 3 to the Eſtate. 
Which John, on 27 Sept. 1592, (attending on the Queen at 
Oxford) was created Maſter of Arts in that Univerſity ; and 
meeting King James in his Way to Belvoir-Caſtie, on his 
firſt coming into England, had then the Honour of Knight- 
hood conferred on him, and died in the th Year of that 
Reign, Anno 1610, leaving by Cordel his firſt Wife, Daughter 
and Heir to Richard Altington Eſq; by Jaan his Wife, Siſter 
and Heir to Sir William Cordell of . elford in Cam' Suffolk 
Knut. one Son Philip; and by his ſecond Wife Dorothy, Daughter 
of Thomas Trentham of cefter in Cm Stafford Eſq; two 
Sons, John, who was knighted by King James, and was ſeated 
at Eluaſton in Derbyſhire, from whom the preſent Lord Har- 
rington is deſcended ; and William, ſecond Son, who liv'd to a 
eat Age, and ſerved for the Town of Nottingham *, in the 
Reign of King Charles I. and was Father of Sir William Stan- 
hope of Linby in Com? Nott. who being Gentleman Uſher, and 
Daily Waiter to the Queen, was knighted at Whitehail 26 
July 1683. He died without Iſſue, and left his Eſtate at Lin- 
by in Com" Nett. to the preſent Lord Harrington, 
Philip Stanhope, (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir Fabn) received 
the Honour of Knighthood at Whitehall 16 Decemb. 1605 ?, 
(2 Tel and by Letters Patent bearing Date 7 Nov. 1616, 
(14 Fac. I.) was advanced to the Dignity of a Baron of this 
Realm, by the Title of Lord S:anhope of Shelford; alſo 4 Aug. 
1628,"\4 Car. I.) was created Earl of Che/terficld. He tiv'd 
for the moſt part in the Country, till he was ſummon'd to 
the Parliament that met in 1640 ; and then, tho* he had no 
Relation to, or Dependance on the Court, and tho* he had 
a Diſlike to the high Courſes that had been taken in the 
Government, he endeavour'd all he could by gentle Mears 
to heal the Breaches between the King and his People, an!

cheriſhed, he retir'd from the Parliament : And when that 
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r vhs rais'd ſo great a Noiſe for maintaining the Laws 
of the Land, had themſelves thrown off all Obligations to 
Government, and made Invaſions on the Regal Bower, he 
t himſelf and his Sons in Arms, with other loyal Subjects, 
ing to reduce them to their Allegiance. 
His Houſe at Shelford was a Garriſon for the King under 
the Government of his Son Philip, who loſt his Life © in De- 
fence thereof, 27 Q#. 1645, when the Rebels took it by Storm, 
which afterwards they burnt to the Ground. The Earl him- 
ſelf, with one of his Sons, 300 Gentlemen and endants, 
ſeized on the City of Litchfield for the King ; 4 but before he. 
had time to put himſelf in a Poſture of Defence, was attack'd 
by the Lord Brook and Sir John Gell with 200 Men and ſome 
Res, on the 11t of March 1642-3; and after a warm Dif 
pute (the City being open) were forced to retire to the Yard 
or Cloſe 1 to the Minſter, as being more defenſibla 
where they held out with great Courage, till Sir Jahn Gell (the 
Lord Brook being kill'd) was ready to blow up the Wall their 
only Fence, and then ſurrendring, were made Priſoners. 
is Earl of Chefterfield, after long Confinement, died du- 
ing the Uſurpation on the 12th of September 1656, aged 72 
ears, and was buried (as appears by a handſome large white 
Marble Monument erected to his Memory) in the Pariſh 
Church of St. Giles in the Fields, in the Suburbs of London.

TH E Noble Perſon firſt advanced to the Titles of Earl of 

Sandwich, &c. was Edward Montagu, Son of Sir Sidney 
Montagu, Brother of Edward firſt Lord Montagu of Boughton, 
Which Sir Sidney Montagu, being the youngeſt of the ſix Sons 
of Sir Edward Montagu of Boughton, Knt. was in the particular 
Eſteem of King James the Firſt, whom he ſerved as one of the 
Grooms of his Bedchamber, and was knighted by him on 28 
Fuly 1616. He was alſo in favour with King Charles the Firſt, 
ü who made him Maſter of his Court of Requeſts : And ſerving 
as one of the Knights of the Shire © for the County of Hunting- 
don, in that memorable Parliament, which met at Vgſiminſter 
the 3d Day of November 1640 ; he engaged for ſome time with 
thoſe who were moſt forward in redrefling the Grievances of 
the Nation, and calling thoſe Miniſters to account, who had 
ated contrary to the Truſt repoſed in them. Nevertheleſs, 
when the Parliament had given the Earl of Ee a Commiſſion 
to be Captain-General, and had framed an Oath to live and 
die with him, which was to be tender'd to all the Members, 
Sir Sidney Montagu refuſed to take it, declaring in the Houſe *, 
<« He would not ſwear to live with him, becauſe he was an old 
C Man, and might die before him; nor would he ſwear to 
c die with him, ſince the Earl was going with an Army againſt 
& the King, which he did not know how to free from Tea. 
« fon; and ſo he did not know what End that great Man 
« might come to,” But for this Reflection ©he was expelled 
the Houſe. Which in one of the King's Declarations / is men- 
tioned as an arbitrary Proceeding. 

This Sir Sidney Montagu died on the 25th Day of September 
1644, and having married Paulina, 3d Daughter of Fohn Pepys 
of Cottenham in the County of 8 Eſq; had Iſſue two 
Sons, and a Daughter ; his eldeſt Son Henry was born on the 
16th of May 1622, and by Accident was drowned on 
the 28th of April 1625, being leſs than three Years old, and 
lies buried in the Chancel of the Church of Barmuell, in Cin. 
Northamp. where a Monument is erected to his Memory, 
Edward was his only ſurviving Son and Heir. His Daughter 
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Elizabeth was married to Sir Gilbert Pickering of Tichmerſh in 
the County. of Northampton Bart. of Nova Scotia. - 
Which Edward Montagu was born on the 27 th of Ju 1625, 
and was married on the 7th of November 1642, to Femima 
Daughter of Fohn Lord Crew of Stene. He had a Commiſſion 
given him, bearing date 20 Augu/t 1643, to raiſe a Regiment 
conſiſting of above 1000 Men, in the County of Cambridge 
and the Tae of Ely, being then of the Age of 18 Years and 24 
Days; which Regiment he immediately raiſed, and before he ar- 
rived at the Age of 19, diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the Head of itin 
ſeveral Actions; 2 at the Storming of Lincoln on 
the 6th of May 1644, and in the Battle of Marfton-Meoor on 
the 2d July 1644. And when the Parliament's Army were 
prepared to ſtorm the City of York, and the Beſieged deſired 
to capitulate ; the Generals on the 13th of Fuly appointed 
him one of the Commiſſioners to treat of and conclude upon 
Articles for the Surrender of the City ; which Articles were 
ſign'd the 15th, when he was ſtill in the 19th Year of his Age. 

On the 14th of June 1645, he was with the ſame Regiment 
in the Battle of Naſeby ; and in the Month of Fuly he was one 
of thoſe Colonels, who, with their Regiments, ſtormed the 
Town of Bridgewater. 

The 2d of September in the ſame Year, * he was appointed 
to command a Brigade, conſiſting of four Regiments at the 
Storming of Bri/tal, and an Account of his Conduct, Reſolu- 
tion and Succeſs in that Service performed the 1oth of September 
1645, appears in a! Letter to the Parliament, giving an Ac- 
count of the Surrender of that Place. On Prince Rupert's de- 
firing to capitulate before the Citadel was taken, ® he was ap- 
pointed one of thoſe Commiſſioners who treated with him, and 
ſigned the Articles, by which the City and all the Forts were 
ſurrendered on the ſame toth Day of 2 He was then 
not two Months more than 20 Vears old. 

" He and Colonel Hammond were ſent by the Generals Fair» 
fax and Cromwell with Letters to the Parliament, giving an 
Account of the Taking that important Place; for which a 
Day of * Thankſgiving was ordered. : 

hough he ſerved with great Reputation in the Army to the 
end of the War; yet, when that Army in the Beginning of 
June 164), not only refuſed to obey the Orders of the Parlia- 
ment, but lodged an Accuſation againſt 11 of the „ 
bers, judging the Parliament was no longer free, he left the 
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Houſe of Commons, in which he ſucceeded his Father as Knight 
of the Shire for the County of Huntingdon ; and reſolved not to 
come thither any more, ſo long as the Army ſhould continue 
to have Power over it. He kept his Reſolution, and came not 
into it again, till the ſecluded Members were reſtored in 1659. 

However in the ?Inftrument of Government, ſworn to 
Cromwell the 16th of December 165 3, in which all Acts of State 
were to be done by the Advice of a major Part of the Privy 
Council, rag wee of 15 Perſons therein named, he was one 
of thoſe 15 ; being then in the 29th Year of his Age. 

Sir Anthony Aſhley Cooper, afterwards Earl of Shaftesbury, was 
another of them ; and it is obſervable, that they were both, 
after the Reſtoration, of King Charles's Cabinet Council. 

He was ſoon after appointed one of the Lords of the A Trea- 
ſury, and about the ſame time joined with Desborough to exe- 
cute the Office of High-Admiral. He was principally conſult- 
ed in all things relating to the Fleet and Foreign Affairs, in 
which that Government was ſo ſucceſsful. 


In the Command at Sea, he was firſt joined in Commiſſion ' 


with that great Admiral Blake, and, after his Death, had the 
ſole Command; in which, my Lord Clarendon obſerves, he was 
diſcreet and ſucceſsful, 

When the ſecluded Members were reftored in the Year 1659, 


they immediately made him and the General *{ Mont], who 


was not to be left out in any thing, jeint Admirals of the 
Fleet ; whereby he only would go to Sea, and have the Ships 
under his Command. He ſent privately over to the King for 
his Approbation, before he would accept the Charge ; which, 
being ſpeedily ſent to him, he came to Londen, and entered into 
that joint Command with the General, and immediately ap- 
plied himſelf to put the Fleet into ſo good Order that he might 
comfortably ſerve in it. 

My Lord Clarendon further relates, that there was no Man 
who betook himſelf to his Majeſty's Service with more Gene- 
roſity than this Gentleman. And that whilſt the Fleet was 

reparing, Admiral Montagu ſent his Couſin Edward Mon- 
« fagu to the King, to let him know that as ſoon as it ſhould 
« be read are he hoped might be within ſome few Days) 
c he would be himſelf on Board, and would be then ready to 
& receive and obey his Majeſty's Orders: This was before that 
% Parliament afſembled, (which when it did, reſolved to call 
« over the King). He ſent word what Officers he was confi- 
& gent of, and of whom he was not aſſured ; and who he con- 
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« cluded would not concur with him, and who muſt be re- 
« duced by Force, He defired to know whether the King 
„had any Aſſurance of the General [ Mont], who, however, 
© he wiſhed might know nothing of his Reſolutions. And 
« it was no amal Inconvenience to his Majeſty, that he was 
« reſtrained from communicating to either, the Confidence he 
« had in the other, which might have facilitated both their 
« Deſigns. 

« As ſoon as “he came on board the Fleet in the Downs, 
« and found Lawſon and the other Officers more frank in de- 
« claring their Duty to the King, and Reſolution to ſerve him

The Duke of York, after this Succeſs, left the ſole Command l 
of the Fleet to the Earl of Sandwich, who, having repaircd 
the Loſſes ſuſtained in the late Action, on the 5th Fuly ſet Sail ] 
with 60 Men of War for the Coaſt of Helland. He carried - 
the Royal Standard“, having under him in the Red Squadron f 
Sir George Aſcough and Sir . Tyddeman, with their ſubor- 
dinate Flags. n the White Squadron were Sir //illiam Penn, 
Sir Hilliam Berkley, and Sir Joſeph Fordan; and the Blue Flag 
was carried by Sir Thomas Allen, having Sir Chriftopher Myng: 
and Sir Fohn Harman for his Vice and Rear-Admirals. On W 66 
his Arrival he had Intelligence that the Dutch Fleet was not as 
t ready for the Sea ; and thereupon he ſet Sail for the North 
where he had notice that their Turkey Fleet, with ſome ten 
their Ea/t-Þ:dia Ships, had got North about, and were in | 
gen in Norway. By the Advice of a Council of War he 
detached Sir Thomas Tyddeman with 22 Men of War, to attack 
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them, if it ſhould be found proper ; which he did with 
Reſolution. "The Enterprize had been more ſucceſsful, if the 
Wind had not been againſt them in the Mouth of the Harbour ; 
but notwithſtanding the utmoſt Efforts of the Dutch and the 
Danes, who had raiſed a ſtrong Battery for their Defence, our 
Squadron burnt ſome of their Ships, and did conſiderable Da- 
mage to the reſt, 
Ihe Earl, on Aug. 30. made for the Coaſt of Holland* with 
the reſt of the Fleet, which having ſuffered much by a Storm 
was carried back Northward, and on September 4, he met with 
the Dutch Eaft-India-men,. and ſeveral other of their Merchant- 
Ships under a ue Convoy ; and though the ſtormy Weather 
favoured their Eſcape, yet he took eight good Men of War, 
two of their beſt Zaft- India Ships, and twenty Sail of their 
Merchant- men. Alſo on September the gth a Part of our Fleet 
fell in with eighteen Sail of Hallanders, the greateſt Part of 
which they took, with four Dutch Men of War, and above 1000 
Priſoners, 

On his Return he was received by the King with diſtin- 

iſhed Marks of Favour. But the Duke of Tor#'s Conduct 
in the great Engagement on the 5 of une was much cenſured, 
and the King then declared the Duke of Yor# ſhould go no 
more to Sea. The Earl's Conduct, in the ſame Action, was as 
much applauded; and leſt his Continuance in the ſole Com- 
mand of the Fleet might be any Diſadvantage to the Duke, 
our Affairs in Spain requiring an extraordinary Embaſſy, his 
Majeſty diſpatch'd the Earl of Sandwich to the Court of Ma- 
2 to mediate a Peace between the Crowns of Spain and 

ortugal. | . 

He ſet forward 27 February, arrived at Madrid 28 May 1666, 
Prince Rupert and the Duke of Albemarle had the joint Com- 
mand of the Fleet that Summer. The Earl, after ſome Con- 
ferences with the Queen Regent of Spain and her Miniſters 
prevailed with her to conſent to acknowledge the King of 
= Portugal as King, and to agree that the King of England 
ſhould be Mediator of the Peace; for effecting which, the Earl 
left Madrid, and arrived at Lisbon 22 Fan. 1667, And was 
ſo ſucceſsful, that on 13 Feb, the Articles were fully agreed 
on, the Peace finally concluded, and the Ratifications mu 
exchanged between him, the Spaniſb and Portugueſe Plenipo, 
tentiaries. The King and the Duke both writ him Letters 
under their Hands, to return him Thanks for this great Ser- 
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vice, He foon after went back to Madrid, where having fet- 
tled his Affairs, and taken leave of that Court, he arrived in 
England before the latter End of the Year, * landing at Port/- 
mouth the 19 Sept. 1668. Several of his Letters during his Em- 
baſſy, are publiſhed in the Collection of Letters of the Earl of 
Arlington, Sir William Temple, and Sir William Godolphin ; which 
ſhew his ſteady Adherence to the Proteſtant Religion, and the 
Intereſt of his Country, as well as his exquiſite Judgment. 
And it is obſervable, that as a Miniſter of the Cabinet he was 
againſt the Sale of Dunkir4 ; and for preventing the Growth of 
the Power of France, by Leagues with Spain, And, as Vice- 
Admiral of England, he always declared himfelf againſt ad- 
vancing the near Relations of Peers, and other Perſons of 
Diſtinction to Poſts in the Fleet, till they had deſerved them 
by their Services. The Opinions conſtantly declared by him, 
as to theſe two Particulars, preſerved to him the Eſteem of the 

eateſt Part of the Fleet, and of the diſintereſted Part of the 
— but gave great offence to many of thoſe who were 
of the Duke of York's Party. On the 3d Day of Augu/t 1670, 
he was conſtituted Preſident of the Coune of Plantations, 
which was compoſed of Perſons of the firſt Diſtinction. The 
Duke of Buckingham, Prince Rupert, and the Duke of York him- 
ſelf were ſworn in by him, as Members of it. 

In the Year 1672, on a new War with the Dutch, he ſerved 
again in his Peſt of Vice-Admiral under the Duke of York, 
who being joined by a French Squadron under the Count 4 E- 

rees, Vice-Admiral of France, came in fight of the Dutch 
Fleet about eight Leagues off the Gunfizet, on Sunday May 19 ; 
but being ſeparated by hazy Weather, the Englih ſtood into 
Sould-bay in Suffolk, and lay there at Anchor till May 28. [t 
is ſaid, that on that Da here was great Jollity and Feaſting, 
in the midſt of which Earl was obſerved to fay, That as 
the Wind ſtood, the Fleet rode in Danger of being ſurpriſed ; 
and therefore he thought it adviſable to weigh Anchor and get 
out to Sea, This Advice was not followed, but is ſaid to have 
been diſliked by the Duke, and to have drawn from him au 
indecent Reply. The Event however * ſoon diſcovered the 
“Prudence of the Earl's Advice; for the following Day be- 
de tween Two and Three in the Morning, the Scout-ſhips by 
© firing their Cannon, gave notice of the Enemy's Approach. 
„ Whereupon the Confederates cutting their Cables, ranged 
„ themſelves in as Order as the Time would permit. 
** The Reſolution of the Earl of Sandwich (who failed almoſt 
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u alone to keep off the Enemy) joined with a ſudden Calm, 
« ſaved the Fleet, which otherwiſe would have been endangered 
« by the Fire-ſhips. So that we may ſay of this noble Earl, 
66 that as he was the chief Cauſe of the Defeat given to the 
« Hoellanders, in the firſt Fight of the ſecond War; fo he was 
« a principal Occaſion of preventing the Ruin of the Engli/b 
« and French in this remarkable Engagement, which was the 
« firſt of the third War. 

„The Earl being advanced * ſomewhat before the o with 
« his brave Ship the Royal James, carrying one hundred Guns, 
« and interpoling himſelf between his yet diſordered Squadron 
« and the Enemy, was firſt attack'd by Capt. Brakel, (the fame 
* that began the Attack at oo who with his Ship 
Great Holland of ſixty Guns, followed by a Fireſhip, failed 
« out of De Ruyter's Squadron, and was ſoon ſeconded by the 
* whole Squadron of Van Ghent, Againſt all which he de- 
&+ fended himſelf a long time, not without Hopes of being re- 
“ lieved. He diſabled ſeveral of the Enemy's Men of War, 
% and * ſunk three of their Fireſhips. But Sir 7755 ordar 
“ his Vice-Admiral, with ſeveral others, inſtead of relieving 
« him, as they might have done, failed to the Red to aſſiſt the 
„ Duke of York*, Having thus defended himſelf till Noon, 
sand given (as a certain Dutch Hiſtorian expreſſes it) the ut- 
e moſt Proofs of unfortunate Valour, a fourth Fire-ſhip, co- 
„ vered by the Smoak of the Enemy, grappled the Royal 
% James, and ſet her in a Flame,” Of 1000 Men, which were 
on board his Ship at the Beginning of the Fight, 600 were 
ſlain upon the Deck ; many of the reſt were wounded, and 
few eſcaped alive. He himſelf would not ge into the Long- 
boat, which received ſuch of the few Oftcers under him as 
were left; but remained the laſt Man in the Ship. And it 
was obſerved of him, that he was always of the victorious Side 
in the many Actions in which he had been engaged, even in 
this in which he died.

« Ship, and Captain Brakes ; that he had put off three Fire- 
e“ ſhips, but was at laſt burnt by the fourth.” 
Harwich, June 10. „ This Day the Body of the Right 
« Honourable Edward Earl of Sandwich, being by the Order

* < Majeſty, out of his Princely Regard to the great Deſervings 
© of the ſaid Earl, and his un-exampled Performances in this 
* laſt Act of his Life, hath reſolved to have his Body brought 
« up to London, there at his Charge to receive the Rites of F - 
„ nefal, due to his great Quality and Merits. 
His Body® being taken out of one of his Majeſty's Yachts 
„ at Deptford, on the 3d of Fuly 1672, and laid in the moſt 
„ folemn manner in a ſumptuous Barge, proceeded by Water 
« to Weftminſter-Bridge ; attended by the King's Barges, his 
% Royal Highneſs the Duke of Yor#'s ; as alſo with the ſeveral 
Barges of the Nobility, Lord-Mayor, and the ſeveral Com- 
panies of the City of London, adorned ſuitable to the melan- 
4 choly Occaſion, with Trumpets and other Muſick that ſound- 
ed the deepeſt Notes. On paſſing by the Tower, the great 
Guns there were diſcharged, as well as at Whitehall ; and 
about 5 O'Clock in the Evening the Body being taken out 

of the Barge at W:/immfter-Bridge, there was a Proceeding

Eight Earls were aſſiſtant to his Son Edward Earl of Sand- 
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« wich chief Mourner, and moſt of the Nobility and Perſons 
« of Quality in Town gave their Aſſiſtance to his Interment 
« in the Duke of Albemarle's Vault, in the North- ſide of King 
Henry the VIIth's Chapel, where his Remains are depo- 


<« ſited,” 

It was ſuppoſed by many, that the Duke of York did not 
ſupport him as he might have done towards the inning of 
the Action; and agreed by all, that Sir 7oſeph Jordan the 
Earl's Vice- Admiral, who might have diſengaged him, failed up 
to the Red to the Duke's Aſſiſtance. 

The Loſs of the Earl occaſioned great Reflections on the 
Duke, and in the Parliament which met at of as; er in 
OMober 1680, when the Excluſion- Bill was in Debate*, ſome 
Members openly charged him in the Houſe of Commons with 
the Loſs of the Earl of Sandwich. 

Though it is ſaid by ſome, that the Day before the Action 
in which he loſt his Life, the Duke of York reflected on the 
Earl, when he ſpoke of the Danger of their being ſurpriſed 
by the Dutch, which in effect came to paſs very ſoon ; this 
is not mentioned by the Duke of Buckingham, who ſerved as a 
Voluntier in that Engagement ; nor by Biſhop Parker, or any 
Author who wrote near that time, Nor is it likely, that the 
Duke, who in his Deportment was courteous and well-bred, 
would uſe any indecent Expreſſions to a Perſon of great Di- 
ſtinction, who was the very firſt Officer under him, and whoſe - 
Services to the King had been very great and meritorious, as 
the Duke himſelf but a little before the Earl's Death acknow- 
ledged in a Letter written with his own Hand. 

ut the noble Lord during the Civil Wars, ſerved under thoſe 
who reſolved (like the old Romans) to conquer or to die. 
The Duke of Albemarle, in a Sea-fight in 4 1666, declared 
he could anſwer but for one thing, that he would not 
be taken ; and the Duke of Buckingham ſaw him charge a little 
Pocket Piſtol, with which he ſuppoſed he deſigned to ſet fire 
to the Powder-Room, if the Dutch ſhould board him. 

Some have been of opinion, that this valiant Nobleman could 
not eaſily have avoided bein taken had he gone into the Long- 
boat; and that he ſuppoſed, his being carried as it were in 
Triumph into Holland, might be a leſſening to his own' or his 
Country's Honour.

hatever his Reaſon was for ſacrificing his Life, he was ſo far 
from wa; Ong deſirous to part with it any ſooner than his Ho. 
nour or his Duty obliged him, that he uſed his utmoſt En- 
deavours to fave the Ship ; but when the Fire had taken hold 
of her to ſuch a degree that no Hopes remained of ſaving her, 
he ordered his firſt Captain Sir Richard Haddock and the reſt 
of the Officers, and even his own Servants, to uſe their beſt 
Endeavours to fave themſelves, and to take no care of him; fo 
that he remained in the Ship alone. Sir R. Haddoct went into 
the Boat; but it is ſaid, that being overſet, he ſaved himſelf by 
ſwimming till a Boat came from another Ship, which took him 


up. 

ET Brandt, whoſe Partiality often carries him beyond 
the Truth in favour of his own Countrymen, in his Life of 
De Ruyter, acknowledges that the Squadron of Yan Ghent en- 
tering into the Action, ſeveral Men of War fell upon the Earl; 
that however he continued to maintain himfelf, and give the 
laſt Proofs of an unfortunate Valour till Noon, when a Fire- 
ſhip took hold of his Ship. He lays, that he went into the 
Long-boat ; which, from all our Hiſtorians, appears to be a 
Miſtake. He ſays the Long-boat ſunk, and that Sir R. Had- 
deck ſaved himſelf by ſwimming ; which is ſuppoſed to be 


true. 

Such (ſays Brandt) was the End of this Earl, who was 
« Vice-Admiral of England, valiant, intelligent, prudent, civil, 
* obliging in his Words and Deeds; who had performed great 
«« Services to his King, nut only in War, but alſo in Affairs 
„of State, and in his Embaſſies. we 

The late Duke of Buckingham, who was preſent in this Ac- 
tion, then a declared Friend to the Duke of York, and never 
of that Party which the Earl was ſuppoſed to favour during the 
whole Courſe of his Life, writes of him in theſe Words : 
„e et the Enemy had no Succeſs to boaſt of, except the 
« Burning our Royal Fames ; which having on board her not 
only a Thouſand of our beſt Men, but the Earl of Sandwich 
* himſelf, Vice-Admiral of England, was enough almoſt to 
« ſtile it a Victory on their Side; ſince his Merit, as to Sea- 
« Affairs, was moſt extraordi in all kinds.” 

Biſhop Parker, who was as y of the Duke of Yor#'s 
Party, writes thus in his Hi of his own Times. Sand- 
<< wich having ſadly ſhattered ſeven of their Ships, and beat 
« off three — at length being over- powered with 
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Numbers, fell a Sacrifice for his Country. A Gentleman a- 
« dorned with all the Virtues of Alcibiades, and untainted 

« any of his Vices ; of high Birth, capable of any Buſineſs, 
6 l of Wiſdom, a great Commander at Sea and Land, and 
« alſo learned and eloquent, affable, liberal and magnificent.” 

Sir Edward Walker gives him this Character *, He was, fa 
he, a Perſon of extraordinary Parts, Courage, Fidelity and Affa- 
bility, and juſtly merited all the Honours conferred upon him. 

His Lordſhip had Iſſue, by his Lady before - mentioned, four 
Daughters, and ſix Sons. 

1. Edward, his Succeſſor in his Honours and Eſtate. 

2. The Honourable Sidney Montagu, who married Anne, 
Daughter and Heir to Sir Francis Wortley of Wortley, in Cm 
Ebor, Bart. of a very ancient Family ſeated there from the 
Conqueſt ; and thereupon was obliged by the Settlement of 
the ſaid Sir Francis's Eſtate, to take the Name of Wortley, 
He was returned a Member for the Borough of Huntingdon i, 
in that Parliament which met at 1 0 6 March 1075. 
which being diſſolved, and a new one called to meet there on 
the 17 October following, he was * again choſen for the ſame 
Borough'; as alſo to another Parliament ſummoned to meet at 
Oxford 21 Martij, 168%, In theſe Parliaments came on the 
Examination of the Popiſh Plot, and the Bill of Excluſion of 
the Duke of York, which cauſed the King within the Compaſs 
of two Years to call three new Parliaments ; for which Bill 
be conſtantly voted. 

He was alſo elected to the firſt Parliament called by Ki 
IVilliam and Queen Mary; and in the 7th Year of King Wik 
lam ſerved for the Borough of Huntingdon, with his eldeſt Son 
Francis Wartley Montagu ; who alſo ſerved for the ſame Place 
in two other Parliaments in the Reign of King Milliam. He 
was one of thoſe who invited over the Prince of Orange, and 
railing a conſiderable Number of Horſe, marched at the Head 
of them to their general Rendezvous at York, He died at his 
Seat in Yorkſhire on the 11th of November 1727, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſecond Son the Honourable Edward IWortley 
Montagu, who was alſo choſen a Member of Parliament for 
Huntingdam in the 4th Year of Queen Anne ; and in all other 
Parliaments to the End of her Majeſty's Reign. On the Ac- 
ceſſion of our late Sovereign, he was conſtituted one of the 
Lords Commiſſioners of Treaſury : And, in the Year 
1716, was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the Grand Seig- 
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nior. In the firſt Parliament called by his late Majeſty he was 
choſen for the City of We/tminſter, and afterwards ſerved for 
Huntingdon, and is a Member in the preſent Parliament for 


the City of Peterborough. He married the Lady Mary Pier. 
qvint, eldeſt Daughter to his Grace Evelyn Duke of Kingſton, 

whom he hath Iſſue an only Son Edward, and a Daughter 
Mary married to John Stuart Earl of Bute, one of the 16 Peers 
of Scotland in the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Oliver Montagu, zd Son of the Earl of Sandwich; was 
brought up in the Study of the Laws, On the 11th Oober 1685, 
in the firſt Vear of King James the IId. he was „ made Solli- 
citor-General to she Queen; and in that Reign ſerved in Par- 
liament for the Borough of Huntingam, but departed this Life 
unmarried in the 38th Year of his Age, A.D. 1693. 

Fohn Montagu, 4th Son, having his Education in Cambridge, 
was admitted Mafter of Trinity- _ in that Univerſit 
May, (1683) 3 Car. II. and in the Year 1687, choſen Vice- 
Chancellor, ſo on the Death of Dr. Thomas Comber, in the 
Year 1699, he was made by — William Dean of Durban; 
and the — Sherburn Hoſpital being in the Gift of 
the Biſhop of ham, Bp. Crew conferred it upon Dr. 
Montagu. He died unmarried February 23d, 1725. aged 73 
Years. 

Charles Montagu, the 5th Son, firſt married Elizabeth 
Daughter of Francis Forfter of Belford, in the County of 
Northumberland, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue an only Son 
James Montagu, now of Newbold-Verodon in Com Leiceſt. Eſq; 
one of the Members in the firſt Parliament of his late Majeſty, 

He had to his ſecond Wife Sarah Daughter of . .... .. 
Rogers of e hor; Eſq; and departing this Life in 
the Year 1721, left Iſſue by her ard, a Member in the 
preſent Parliament for Huntingdon 3 Fohn, Lieutenant-Colonel 
of Foot, who died unmarried ; and a Daughter Femima, nov 
living. 

Fames Montagu, 6th Son, died unmarried. 

Lady Femima, eldeſt 2 was married to Sir Phily 
Carteret, (eldeſt Son to Sir George Carteret, Vice-Chamberlain 
to King Charles the Second) who being ſlain with his Father- 
in-law the Earl of Sandwich in the great Sea-fight in Sowld-Bay, 
left Iſſue by her George his Son and Heir, created Lord Car- 
teret, Father of the preſent Lord Carteret, late Lord-Lieute- 
nant of Ireland.

Lady Paulina, zd Daughter, died unmarried. 

Lady Anne, 3d Daughter, was wedded to Sir Richard Edg:- 
comb, one of the Knights of the Bath at the Coronation © 
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King Charles the IId. by whom ſhe was Mother of Richard 
Edgecomb of Mount Edgecomb, in Devonſhire, who has ſerved in 
ſeveral Parliaments; and ſoon after his Majeſty's Acceſſion, 
was conſtituted one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Ta- 
ſury, and is now Vice-Treaſurer of Ireland. She died March 
14, 1729. |

Bacon, Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir Nicholas Bacon, of Shrubland-

Edward Earl of Sandwich, Father of the late Earl, took to 
Wife the Lady Anne, fourth ＋ to Richard Boyle Earl of 
Burlington, and departing this Lite in February 1688, was bu- 
ried on the 4th of March following, at Hinchinghroke ; leaving 
two Sons, hereafter mentioned, and a Daughter Lady EAza-

Richard, 2d Son, was elected to Parliament for Huntingdon, 
in the Reign of King Wilkam and Queen Mary; and died un- 
married on the 19th of April 1697, aged 26. | 

His eldeſt Son, Edzvard late Earl of Sandwich, was Mafter 
of the Horſe to his _ Highneſs Prince George of Denmark, 
in the Reign of King il:am, and till the Death of that Prince, 
28 October 1708. His Lordſhip in the Year 1702, was created 
Doctor of Laws of the Univerſity of Canbridee, her Majeſty, 
the Prince, and the whole Court being then preſent. Having 
married the Lady Elizabeth, ſecond Daughter of Fohn Wilmot 
Earl of Rocheſter, Siſter and Coheir to Charles Earl of Ro- 
cheſler, who died under Age in the Year 1681 ; he had Iſſue a 
Daughter Elizabeth, who died an Infant, and Edward his on- 
ly Son.

I. having the 21ſt Jan. preceeding been conſtitu- 
ted the King's Serjeant at Law ; about which Time alſo he re- 
ceived the hens of Knighthoud ; he died at his Houſe in 
Hampſhire 26 Aug. 1631; and Whitlock, who was not partial to 
any of the King's Friends, gives him this Character. © Being 
© made Chief Juftice 2 Car, he lived in the Place with great 
© Integrity and Uprightneſs, and with great Wiſdom and T em- 
per, conſidering the Tickliſhneſs of the Times. He would 
© never undertake to the King, nor adventure to give him a 
© reſolute Anſwer in any weighty Buſineſs, when the Queſtion 
© was of the Law; but he would pray that he might confer with 
© his Brethren ; and the King ever gave Way to it.“ The

Henry aforeſaid, ſecond Son, was of Purton in Cam Wilts ; 


and marrying Mary, Daughter and Heir to Edward Longford 
of Trowbridge in Cm Wiks Eſq; had Iſſue Sir Edward 5 
Earl of Clarendon, and five Daughters, 5 

Which Sir Edward Hyde, Earl of Garenden, having been 
trained up to the Study of the Laws, in the Middle-Temple, 
London, and manifeſting his Loyalty and Fidelity to K. Charles J. 
he was firſt made Chancellor of his Zxcheguer, and after- 
wards one of his Privy-Council.

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After the Expulſion of King Charles IT. (attending him in 
foreign Parts) he was ſent Ambaſlador into Spain, made his 
Secretary of State, and Lord Keeper, the Great Seal being de- 
livered to him 13 Far. 9 Car, II. 2057 3 and on the 29th of 
the ſame Month was declared by the King High * of 
England at Bruges in Hands, and held it till 30 Auguft, 19 
Car, II. 1667, when Sir Orlando Bridgman had the deli- 
vered to him. In all which Employments he had deported him- 
ſelf with ſuch Judgment, Prudence, and Integrity, as that ſoon 
after his Majeſty's happy Reſtoration, he was raiſed to the De- 

ee of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Hyde of 

ndon, in Com' Wilts, by Letters Patent bearing * date Nov. 3. 
1660, 12 Car. II. alſo upon the 20th of April next enſuing, to 
the Dignity of Viſcount Cornbury in Com Oxon, and Earl of 
Clarendon in Com' Wilts. 

By the Command of King Charles IT. he wrote that moſt 
excellent Work, call'd, The Hiſtory of the Rebellion ; which is, 
and will be, a living Inſtance of his great Abilities. He re- 
tircd into France in 1667, and there died at Roan. the 19th of 
December 1674, and was buried the 4th of January following, 
on the North Side of the Capella Regum in the Collegiate 
Church of St. Peter at W:/tmin/ter. 

Some Part of his Character I ſhall collect from what Biſhop 
Burnet has obſerv'd of him in the Hiftory of his own Times; 
and I believe few will think he was partial to him. He fas 
he was like to grow eminent in his Profeſſion of the Law, when 
the Civil Wars began ; about which Time he went to his aged 
Father in Wilthire ; who, one day, as they were walking to- 

ether, told him, that Men of his Profeſſion did often ſtretch 

w and Prerogative to the Prejudice of the Liberty of the 
Subject, to recommend and advance themſelves ; ſo he charged 
him, that he ſhould never ſacrifice the Laws and Liberties of 
his Country to his own Intereſts, or to the Will of a Prince; 
he repeated this twice, and immediately fell into a Fit of an 

Apoplexy, of which he died in a few — This the Earl 
told Lady Ranelagh, who related it to the Biſhop. He ws 
much confided in, all the while King Charles I, was at Oxford; 
and on the Reſtoration, he was the only Perſon King Charles Il. 
entruſted with his Aﬀairs; and was always prefling him to 
mind them : He was a good Chancellor, and very impartial in 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, He had ſuch a Regard for the 
King, that when Places were difpoſed of, even otherwiſe than 
as he adviſed, he would juſtify his Majeſty's Choice, which 
created him many Enemies ; and his preferring the Earls of 
Mancheſter, Shaftcsbury, Angleſey, and others, who had been

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inſtrumental in engaging the Nation in the Deſign of the Re- 
ſtoration, but had taken Part againſt King Charles I. loſt him 
moſt of the Hearts of the Loyalilts, 

The King left the Management of all his Affairs to the Earl; 
who, as he had his Breeding in the Law, ſo he had alone de- 
clared himſelf for the ancient Liberties of England, as well as 
for the Rights of the Crown, and thereſore diverted the King 
from his T houghts of a 2 Army, perſuading him, that 
it was neceſſary to carry himſelf with great Caution, till the 
old Army ſhould be disbanded ; which was done in ſuch a man- 
ner, with ſo much Reſpect, and fo exact an Account of Ar- 
rears, and ſuch Gratuities, that it look'd rather like the diſmiſ- 
ſing them, till the next Opportunity, and a reſerving them 
till there ſhould be occaſion for their Service, than a breaking 
of them ; and the Court was at great Quiet when they had got 
rid of ſuch a Body of Men, whom they feared, 

He would never make a Viſit to the King's Miſtreſs, or ſuf- 
fer any thing to paſs the Seal in which ſhe was named; and 
very often prevailed on the King to alter the Reſolutions he 

taken in the Cabal that met at her Lodgings. This virtu- 
ous Miniſter thought it became him, that the World ſhould ſee 
he did not comply with the King in his Vices. 

When thoſe who had ſuffered for the Cauſe of K. Charles I. 
ſaw they had not that ſhare in Places they expected, the Earl, 
to excuſe the King's paſſing them by, would often beat down 
the Value they ſet on their Services, This bred an implacable 
Hatred in many of them, which was compleated by the Extent 
of the A of Indemnity, which cut off their Hopes of being 
reimburs'd out of the Eſtates of thoſe who had ſided with the 
Parliament. Endeavours were uſed on the Meeting of the new 
Parliament, call'd the Year after the Reſtoration, to repeal that 
Act; but the Earl brought the King to inſiſt poſitively on the 
not breaking into it: he told his Majeſty, As or Promiſes 75 
Indemnity, he thought, ought to be held ſacred; a Fidelity in t 
Obſervation of them, was the only Foundation to quiet ſeditious 

nds. And he often ſaid, thoſe Promiſes brought the King 
home ; and it was keeping them muſt keep him at home.

vr his Friends, and of Indemnity for his Enemies; and to aſperſe 
him, gave out, that he advis'd the King to gain his Enemies, 
ſince he was ſure of his Friends by their Principles: With this 
he was often charged; tho”, as Biſhop Burnet writes, he always 
denied it ; but it's doubtful, whether the King, after he had 
diſgraced him, did not faſten it on him, to make him more 
odious ; for he ſaid many very hard Things of him, for which 
he was much blamed in moſt of them, but little believed,

It's alſo aſſerted by the Biſhop, that Aon Duke of Albemar/e 
brought about the King's Marriage, having promiſed to ſerve 
the — of Portugal, and made the firit Step in that Mat- 
ter. Cardinal Mazarine being ill, Monſieur Fonguet was gain- 
ing an Aſcendant in the Councils of France, and ſent one of 
his Confidents to the King, with a Project of an Alliance be- 
tween England and France. He addreſs'd himſelf firſt to the Earl 
of Clarendon, to whom he enlarged on all the Heads of the 
Scheme he brought; of which the Match with Portugal was a 
main Article ; and to incline the Earl to forward it, offered 
him 16000 /. and aſſur'd him of renewing the ſame Preſent 
every Year, The Earl rejected the Offer with great Indigna- 
tion; he faid he ſerved a great and bountiſul Maſter, who 
knew well how to ſupport and reward his Servants, and he 
would ever ſerve him faithfully, and accept of no Hire. He 
laid before the King the Heads of the propos'd Alliance, and 
told him, and the Duke his Brother, what had been offered to 
himſelf ; they both adviſed him to accept of it, but his Inte- 
grity was not to be mov'd : He warn'd the King of the Dan- 
ger of ſuffering thoſe who ſerv'd him, to be once Penſioners 
to other Princes, He ask'd the King, if he had a mind he 
ſhould betray him ; he anſwer'd, He knew nothing could corrupt 
him. Then ſaid he, You know me better than I know my ſelf; 
for if I take the Money I ſhall find the Sweet of it, and fludy 1 
have it continued to me by deſerving it : he alſo adviſed the King 
never to take Money, ſaying it would grow to a Habit, and 
ſpread like an Infection thro* the whole Court; and Penſioners 
would always be byaſs'd in their Counſels. | 

Whilſt the Match with Pertugal was carried on, an Incident 
happen'd, that gave the Earl's Enemies freſh Occaſion to re- 

roach him. His Daughter being with Child, and near her 
Time, call'd upon the Duke of York to own his Marriage with 
her: She had been Maid of Honour to the Princeſs Royal, 
and the Duke try'd to gain her to comply with his Defires : 
She manag'd the Matter with ſuch Addreſs, that in concluſion 
he married her unknown to her Father, who ſolemnly proteſted 
he knew nothing of it till it broke out, and that he look'd on 
it as that which would end in his Ruin. The Duke endea- 
vour'd to deter her from claiming her Marriage, both by great 
Promiſes and great Threatnings ; but ſhe had the Spirit and 
the Wiſdom to tell him, ſhe would have it known that ſhe was 
his Wife, let him uſe her afterwards as he pleaſed, The King 
order'd ſome Biſhops and Judges to peruſe the Proofs of her 
Marriage ; and they reporting, that it was according to the 
Doctrine of the Goſpel, and the Law of Ergland, the King 
told his Brother, he would not break with the Earl of Claren- 
don, he muſt live with her whom he had made his Wife, The

« was a very extraordinary Woman, had t Knowledge, 
« and a lively Senſe of Things ; ſhe ſoon underſtood — 
long' d to a Princeſs, and took State on her, rather too much. 
« She writ well, and had begun the Duke's Life, of which ſhe 
« ſhewed the Biſhop a Volume, all drawn from the Duke's 
« Journal: She was bred to great Strictneſs in Religion, and 
« practiſed ſecret Confeſſion, as Morley Biſhop of Wanchefter 
« told the Biſhop, and that he was her Confeſlor : She began 
« at twelve Years old, and continued under his Directions, till 
« upon her Father's Diſgrace he was put from the Court. She 
« was generous and friendly, but was too ſevere an Enemy.“ 

As to the Sale of Dunkirk, the Biſhop writes, that Monk po- 
ſitively adviſed it, and that the Earl of Clarendon knew no- 
thing of thoſe Matters, and left it entirely to him and the 
King ; but as he was in the greateſt Credit, the Blame was 
caſt chiefly on him, tho' his Son ſaid he kept himſelf entirely 
out of that Aﬀair, 

He firſt wedded Arne, Daughter of Sir Gr Ayleff, of 
Robſon in Com* Wilts Knt. who dying without Iſſue by him, he 
on the 10th of Jub 1634, was married in St. Margaret's Church 
Weſtminſter, to Frances, Daughter, and at length ſole Heir to 
Sir T homas Aylesbury Knt. and Bart, by whom he had Iſſue four 
Sons, 1. Henry Earl of Clarendon ; 2. Laurence Earl of Recheſter ; 
3. Edward, Talent of the Midale- Temple, who died unmar- 
ried ; and, 4. James, drowned on board the Glaucefter Frigate, 
going with his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York into Scotland. 
Alſo two Daughters; the Lady Anne, married to his Royal 
Highneſs James Duke of York, afterwards King of England, 
by whom ſhe was Mother of their Majeſties Queen Mary, and 

een Anne; and the Lady Frances, married to Thomas AKnight- 
ley of ary (homer! in Com” Hertford, created Knight of the 
Bath at the Coronation of King Charles II. 

Henry, his Son and Heir, ſucceeded him. He was in his Fa- 
ther's Life-time Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold to Queen 
Catherine, Conſort to King Charles IT. and in the firſt of King 

ames II. made Lord Privy-Seal, and at the latter End of the 

me Year, ſent Lord Lieutenant into Ireland; but affecting 
too much the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to make way for Tyrcon- 
nel, was the next Year removed from that great Employment; 
alſo on his Return to England, loſt the Privy-Seal. Upon the 
Revolution, he declined to act in the Government, and lived 
very privately ; was one of the Governors of the Gharter-Hauſe, 
High Steward of the Univerſity of Oxford, and Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Biſhop Burnet * gives this Character of bim: 
He was naturally ſincere, and a friendly good-natur'd Man. 
He was very early engag'd in 2 Secrets; for his Father 
apprehending of what fatal Conſequence it would have been to

third ſurviving Daughter of Arthur Lord Capel, beheaded by 
the Rebels; by whom he had Iſſue his only Son Edward Lord 
Cornbury. Secondly, Hnber, Daughter and ſole Heir to Lillian 
Backhouſe of Sallnufield Eſq; and Widow of Sir William Back- 
' houſe Bart. but by her had no Iſſue; and dying the 3ift of 
October, Anno 1709, was ſucceeded by Edivard Lord Cornbury, 
his only Child and Heir. | 
Which Edward was 21 Years of Age in December 1682, in 
which Year he return'd from his Travels from Geneva. He 
was conſtituted Maſter of the Horſe to the Prince of Denmart, 
and in May 1689, was ſent by his Royal Highneſs to compli- 
ment in his Name the Ambaſſadors from the States-Gencral, 
on their Arrival to congratulate King William and Queen Mer; 
on their Acceſſion to the Crown. In the Reign of Queen Aune, 
he was Governor of New-Verk in America, and Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to the Court of Hanover. He took to Wife Cathe- 
vine, Daughter of Henry Lord O-Brien, eldeſt Son and Heir to 
Henry Earl of Thomond, by whom he had Iſſue one Son and two 
Daughters, vis. Edward Lord Clifton, and Cornb ry 5 Cathe- 
rine, who died unmarried Anno 1708 ; and Theo1:/ia married to 
— Bligh Eſq; whoſe Son Edward in ler Right is Baron of 
:hifton. The ſaid Catherine, Lady Corntury, upon the Deceaſe 
of her Mother, Siſter and ſole Heir to Charles Duke of Rich- 
mond and Lenox, being Baroneſs of Cliſten, as appears, by the 
Reſolution of the Houſe of Lords, Anno 1673. Which was 
enjoy'd by Edward her Son and Heir as aforeſaid, who died in 
the 22d Year of his Age, 12th. of February 1743. unmarried. 
And his Father deceaſing on the 31ſt of March 1723, leaving no 
Male-Iflue ; his Titles deſcended to the Iſſue of Laurence Far 
of Rocheſter before-mentioned, of whom I ſhall now treat. 
Which noble Earl was a Perſon greatly eſteemed by King 


| Charles II. In 1667, he was elected to ſerve in Parliament — 
— | | . 
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the Univerſity of Oxford, and towards the End of the fame 
Year began his Journey to France; and on his Return, was 
made Maſter of the Robes to his Majeſty. He was one of the 
four Gentlemen choſen by the Houſe of Commons, in the 
Year 1665, to thank the Univerſry of Oxford for their Loyalty 
to his Majeſty, and King Charles I. In 1676, he was em bo 'd 
as Ambaſlador to Fohn Sobiesti King of Poland, with Orders 
to repair to the Imperial Court to condole the Emperor Leopold 
on the Death of the Empreſs; but finding on his Arrival at 
HFienna, the Emperor married again, he paſs'd privately home- 
wards . And coming to Holland, found there a Commiſſion, 
appointing him one of the Ambaſladors Mediators at the Treaty 
of Nimeguen, From whence he had not been long return'd, but 
the King ſent him over to Holland again, not only to act as a 
Mediator at Nimeguen, but to treat privately with the Prince 
of Orange on a General Peace ; but his Majeſty's and the 
Prince's Sentiments not agreeing, ended that Commiſſion ; and 
King Charles finding the French prevaricate as to the Terms of 
the Treaty, reſolv'd on a League with the States-General, to 
force both France and Spain to the Terms propoſed. In which 
Mr. Hyde was employ'd, and procur'd it to be ſign'd. 

The next Year, the Dutch entering into a 2 Peace 
with France, he was again ſent over to Holland, with Propoſals 
to the Prince of Orange, to declare War againſt France ; which, 
tho? it did not anſwer the King's Intent, yet he was fo pleaſed 
with Mr. Hyde's good Conduct therein, that he appointed him 
firſt Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, 19 Novemb. 1679, and caus'd 
him to be ſworn Privy-Counſellor. But as the higheſt Senfe 
of Gratitude inclin'd him to the Intereſt of his Brother-in-law 
the Duke of York, it rais'd him many Enemies on the other 
ſide ; fo that the Parliament, in the Year 1680, addreſs'd the 
King to remove him (with ſeveral others) from all Places of 
Trufl. and from his Council and Favour for ever: But ſo far 
was the King from complying with their Requeſts, or from 
thinking he merited this Reſentment, that inſtead thereof, he 
created him Baron of Hotton- Baſſet in Com' Wilts, and Viſcount 
Hyde of Kenilworth in Com Warw. 23 April (1681) 33 Car, II. 
and Earl of Rocheſter 29 Nov. (1682) 34 Car. II. 

In 1684, he was made Lord Preſident of the Council ; and 
on King Famer's aſcending the Throne, was conſtituted, Lord

ſent ; to which the King conſented, only excepted Tillot/on and 
Stillingfleet, On which the Earl ſaid, he would take the Chap- 
lains in waiting (for the Forms of the Chapel were ſtill kept 
up) which were Dr. Patrick (afterwards Biſhop of E) and Dr. 
ane. On the appointed time the Prieſts began the Attack; 
d when they had done, the Earl ſaid, if they had nothing 
N to urge, he was ſure he could anſwer all he had heard. 
And without troubling Dr. Patrict or — — anſwered 
them (as Biſhop Burnet writes) with much Heat and Spirit, 
not without ſome Scorn, ſaying, Mere theſe the Greunds te ter- 
ſuade Men to charge their Relgion? Whereupon the King, 
who was preſent, broke off the Conference, charging all that 
were there to ſay nothing of it. And ſoon after he loſt lis 
White Staff; but the King aſſigned him a Penſton of 50:0 /. a 
Year for his own Life, and that of Henry late Earl of Roche- 
er, his Son ; which ſo engaged him to his Majeſty, that he at- 
"terwards went over to Holland, to do him all the Service in his 
power, | | | 
FI the Revolution, he willingly concurred: with the Lords in 
their Declaration at Gr:/dball, of the 14th of Detember 1688, 
as alſo (on King Fames's withdrawing himſelf) for promoting 
the Prince of Granze's generous Intention for the publick Good. 
As likewiſe in other Acts during the Juterreguum, about the 
Adminiſtration, and otherwiſe ; but in the Affair of Supplying 
the Throne, which the Convention had voted vacant, he, with 
a great Number of other Peers, inſiſted warmly for a Reg nc?. 
The Part he had acted drew on him a Coldneſs ſrom King 1 il 
Ham, and even from Qucen Mary, to whom he was ſo nearly 
allied. She was (as Biſhop Burnet writes) t ſo poſſeſſed againit 
F him, that he try'd all his Friends and Intereſt in the Court 
* to be admitted to clear himſelf, and to recover her Favour ; 
'$ but found her ſo alienated from him, that no Perſon would 
. undertake it.” The Editor of the Biſhop's Life has printed 
three of his Lordſhip's Letters, which he ſent to that Prelate : 
He, was in fear of 3 Stop to the Payment of his Penſion, and 
" thereupon defir'd the Biſhop to deliver a Petition from him to 
her Majeſty, wherein he thus expreſſes himſelf: :

« liament, for any publick Uſe of the Government; which I 
think has ſomewhat of Weight and Reaſon to diſtinguiſh it, 
“ from thoſe Penſions that are placed on the more publick 
« Branches of the Revenue. 

I know not whether the Queen can do me any good in 
“e this Affair; but I will believe her Majeſty cannot but wiſh 
e ſhe could: However, I think I ſhould have been wanting to 
6 wy Children, if I had not laid this Caſe humbly before her 
« Majeſty, leſt at one time or other, ſhe herſelf might ſay, I 
have been too negligent in not making Applications to her; 
© which having now done, I leave the reſt, with all poſſible 
„ Submiſſion, to her own Judgment, and to the Reflections 
* that ſome good-natur'd Moments may incline her to make 
* towards my Family, &c. 

His other twoLetters to the Biſhop, are in 1691, relating to 
his Brother the Earl of Clarendon, then in the Tower ; where- 
in he expreſſes a compaſſionate Regard for him in a very parti- 
cular manner: And, mentioning his Father, ſays, That he 1 
pot only all the Honours and 23 of this World, but even 
the Comforts of it too, for the Integrity and Uprightneſs o his 
Heart, And, in a very pathetick manner, conjures the Biſhop 
not to ſuffer (as much as in him lies) this next Heir of his good 
Father's Name and Honour, to go down with Sorrow to the Grave. 

After ſome Yeats, he ſo far recover'd the good Opinion of 
King illiam, that he was admitted of the Privy-Council, and 
conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of frelaxd in the Year 1700, being 
the laſt Year of his Reign. 

On the Acceſſion of her Maj Cram Anne, he was one of 
the firſt ſhe confided in; but his Lordſhip, in the Year 1703, 
being order'd to his Government of Ireland, he deelin'd it, and 
thereupon was diſmiſs'd from all Employment; and ſo conts- 
pued enjoying the Felicities of a private Life, tho' he ſpoke 
in Parliament, and ated on all Occaſions very zealouſly for the 
Intereſts of the Nation. In the Year 17 10, her Majeſty think- 
ing proper to change her Miniſtry, he was 5 — ſworn of her 
pi - Council, and ſoon after declared Lord Preſident thereof; 
he was likewiſe conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the yay of 
Cornwall, in the room of the Earl of Gedelphin; and it is ſaid, 


her Majeſty deſigned him again nnn 
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had not his Death prevented it. He lived near twenty- three 
Years a Widower, and dying on the 2d of May, in the Year 
1711, at his Houſe near the Cock-pit, Whitehall, was interr'd 
in the Abby-Church of //tmin/ter. He was not only of the 
moſt refin'd Judgment and Capacity as a Stateſman, but other- 
wiſe of great Abilities and exemplary Morals, which render'd 
him acceptable even to thoſe of a contrary Intereſt. And Bi- 
ſhop Burnet ſays of him, that he had great Parts, a very good 
Pen, and too much Heat to be unſincere, and was always 
thought an incorrupt Man. During all the Diſpute con- 
cerning his Father, he made his Court ſo dextrouſly, that no 
Reſentment ever appear'd on that Head; and he was thought 
the ſmootheſt Man in the Court. 

He married the Lady Henrietta, fifth Daughter of Richard 
Boyle, Earl of Burlington, and of Cork, by whom he left Iflue 
Henry his only Son, now Earl of Clarendon, and of Rocheſter, 
and four Daughters. 

Lady Anne, eldeſt Daughter, the firſt Wife of James Duke 
of — and died without Iſſue by him, in January 1684, 

at Dublin. 
Lady Henrietta, ſecond Daughter, married to James Earl of 
Dalkeith, eldeſt Son of James Duke of Monmouth. 

Lady Mary, married 17 February 1703, to Francis Seymeur- 
Conway, Lord Conway. 

Lady Catherine, one of the Ladies of the Bed-chamber to 
Queen Anne, who died unmarried in Fuly 1737. 

he Lady Henrietta, their Mother, departed this Life on 
the 12th of April 1687, and was buried in Meſiminſter-Albey the 
17th of the ſame Month.

TH E firſt that laid the Foundation of ſupporting the Ho- 
nour which afterwards his Deſcendants obtained, was Sir 
William Capel Knt. Lord Mayor of London, Anno 1503, 19 
Henry VII. ſecond Son of Fohn Capel, of Stoke-Neyland, in 
Com' Suff. Eſq; deſcended from an ancient Family, who were 
Lords of the Manor of Capel in that Town for ſeveral Ages. 
Sir Richard de Capel d was Lord Juſtice of Ireland, Anno 1261, 
46 Hen. III. Sir John Capel was © Chaplain to Lienel Duke of 
Clarence, which Duke by his Will gave him a Girdle of Gold 
to make a Chalice in memory of him, and to pray for his Soul. 
The ſaid 'Fobn Cape! of Stoke-Neyland Eſq; makes his Will, 4th 
April 1449, 28 Hen, VI. and died the fame Year, (the Probate 
bearing Date 14 Zune) . by Joan his Wife, three Sons 
and a Daughter, all in their Minority. Jabn the Eldeſt had 
the Eftate in Suffolk, Of his , ſecond Son, Sir William, it is re- 
corded, that Empſon and Dudley, Emiſlaries of Henry VII. did, 
under colour of Juſtice, draw and extort from him, the Sum 
of 1600 J. to enrich*the Treaſury in the Exchequer, and de- 
manded a like Sum ſome Years after, under pretence, that in 
his Mayoralty he did not duly puniſh the Party that had been 
accuſed before him for coining falſe Money ; tho” he was indeed 
guilty of no other Fault, but that God fill'd his Coffers ; 
wherefore, knowing his own Innocence, he refus'd to? pay the 
laſt 20001. for which Dudley and Empſen committed him to 
the Tower, where he remained till Death of that King, 
which happen'd the ſame Year. He was then diſcharged out of 
Priſon, and from his illegal Fine ; and Dudley was committed ſor 
his great Oppreſſions, which ſoon after coſt him and Empſes

roven and Tournay, and the Battle that enſued in 5 Henry VIII. ; 
He waited on the King in the 11th Year of his Reign, in that 
Expedition into France, where he, * with others, challenged al! 
Gentlemen there in Feats of Arms, for 30 Days; and was 
con{tituted Sheriff of the Counties of Fertford and Ex, in 
the 20th of Henry VIII. He“ attended that King again in 
the 24th Year, in another Expedition to Calais, and thence to 
Bulloigne, where, in the Way, at Sadingfield, the French King 
met the King of England. This Giles married Mary, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard Roſs, younger Son to William Lord Rs, of 
| Beaver, who died without Iflue by him; after whoſe Deceaſe 
he married Jabel, Daughter, and at length Coheir to Sir Th-- 
mas Newton, Son of Sir ohn Newton, and Iſabel his Wife, 
Daughter and Heir of Thomas Chedder Eſq; and had Iſſue Sir 
Henry Capel, his Son and Heir, who married Anne, Daughter 
to George Manners Lord'Rofs, but died without Iſſue.

Shirley, Knt. Serjeant at Law; Agnes, who died unmarried; and 
Mary, married to Humphrey Mildmay of Danbury in Eſſex Eſq; 

Arthur, his Son and Heir, famous for his great Hoſpitality, 
was conſtituted Sheriff of Hertfordſhire, Anno 1592, and knight- 
ed at Theobalds the 7th of May 1603. He married Mary, 
Daughter of Jahn Grey, Lord Grey of Pergo, Brother to Henry 
Duke of Sufi, by whom he had Iſſue eleven Sons, viz. Henry, 
Edward, Arthur, Robert, Humphrey, William, Giles, John, Ro- 
ger, Gamaliel, and James; and eight Daughters, Mary, who 
died unmarried, Penelope, . married to Litton Pulter of Cottered 
in Cam Hertf. Eſq; Anne, married to Robert Cheſter of Royſton, 
in the ſame County Eſq; Catherine-HWinifrede, to Sir Thomas 
Bedell of Hammerton in Com' Hunt. Knt. Elizabeth, to Sir Ju- 
ftinian Lewin, Knt. and after his Deceaſe, to Sir Ralph Hopton, 
after Lord Hopton of Stratton; Margaret, who died unmarried 
Anne, married to Sir Jobn Corbet of Sprouſton in Com? Nerf. 
Knt. and Bart. and Adary, married to Henry Lord Ley, Son 
and Heir apparent to James Earl of Marlborough. 

Henry was his Heir apparent, and being afterwards knighted, 
married Theodoſia, Siſter to Edward Lord Montagu of Boughton, 
and to Henry Earl of Mancheſter, 15 — he had Iſſue, Arthur, 
his only Son and Heir, and three Daughters; Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to Sir Milliam Wiſeman of Canfold-Hal in £/ex, Bart. 
Theodoſia, to Edward Keymays of Nevin in Cm Carmar. Eſq; 
and Margaret. To his ſecond Wife he married Dorothy, 
Hutins, by whom he had Ifſue an only Daughter, Anne. He 
died in the Flower of his Age, and in the Life-time of his Fa- 
ther. 

Arthur, his only Son, ſucceeded his Grand-father ; who fol- 
lowing the Example of his Anceſtors, was very eminent for his 
Hoſpitality to his Neighbours, and great Charity to the Poor, 
which endeared him to the Hearts of the People, o who choſe 
him to ſerve for the County of Hertford in the Parliament, 
Anno 1639, 15 Car. I. which proving ſhort-liv'd, he was una- 
nimouſly choſen again for the ſame County, in the unhappy 
Long Parliament, which began the 3d of November, Arno 1640, 
16 Car. L where he merited ſo well of the King, that he was 
worthily advanc'd to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by 
the Title of Lord Capel of adbam, the 6th of Aug 1641, 17 
Car. I. And upon the breaking out of the unhappy Civil War, 
at his own Coſts and Charges, raiſed ſome Troops of Horſe in 
defence of the King and his Country, with which he march'd 
in Perſon, and fought valiantly in many Battles and Skirmiſhes, 
and continu'd to adhere faithfully to his Majeſty, till his Armies 
were totally diſpers'd, ' his Garriſons loſt, and his Royal Perſon 
impriſon'd, when he made his Compoſition with the Rebels, 
and retir'd to his Manor of Hadbam in Cm Hertford.

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But perceiving the hard Uſage of the King, and foreſeeing 
the Miſeries that afterwards befel him, he could not reſt there, 
but reſolutely ventured again, with all the Force he could raiſe, 
to reſcue his Majeſty from his Enemies; and joining his Forces 
with thoſe under the Command of the Earl of Norwich, and Sir 
Charles Lucas, and having undergone the greateſt Hardſhips in 
the Siege of Colchefter, they ſurrendered the Town upon Ar. 
ticles : yet he was condemned by the Rebels, and beheaded the 

th of March, Anno 1648, and was buried at Hadham. My 
Clarendon concludes his Character of him with this Enco- 
mium : In a word, he was a Man, that whoever ſhall, after 
him, deſerve beſt of the Engliſh Nation, can never think himſelf 
undervalued, when he ſhall hear, that his Courage, Virtue, and 
Fidelity is 9 in the Balance with, and compared to that of the 
Lord Capel. 

He married Elizabeth, the Daughter and Heir of Sir Char: 
Morriſon, of Caſbiobury in Cum' Hertf. Knt. (by Mary his Wiſe, 
Daughter and Coheir to Baptiſt Hickes, Viſcount Campden) by 
whom he had Iſſue four Sons. 

1. Arthur. . 

2. Henry, made Knight of the Bath at the Coronation of K. 
Charles II. and afterwards advanc'd to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Capel of Tewksbury, 11 
April, 4 M. and MH. He was one of the Lords Juſtices of 
treland in 1693, on recalling the Lord Sidnry ; and died Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland at Dublin Caſtle, 30 Mair 1696, and was 
buried at Dublin, He married Dorothy, Daughter of Richard 
Bennet of London Eſq; and this Lady died 6 June 1721, at Kew- 
Green in Com? Surr. leaving no Iſſue by him. 

Edward and Charles died unmarried. Alſo four Daughters, 
Mary, married to Henry Lord Beauchamp, at that time Son 
and Her apparent to William Earl of Hertford, and ſurviving 
him, to Henry Marquis of J/orce/ter, afterwards Duke of Beau- 
fort; Elizabeth, to Charles Dormer Earl of Carnarvon ; Theo- 
doſia to Henry, at that time Lord Cornbury, after Earl of Cla- 
rendon; and Anne, married to John, Son and Heir of Gila, 
Strangeways of Melbury Sandford in Cam Dorſet Eſq; 

Arthur, his Son and Heir, ſucceeded him, and was by the 
ſpecial Favour of King Charles Il. both in reſpect of his Father's 
Lojalty and his own perſonal, Merit, advanc'd to the Title 
and Dignity of Viſcount Malden, and Earl of the County of 
Eſſex, 20 April, in the 13th of his Reign, Anno 1661, with re- 
mainder of the ſame Honour for want of Iſſue Male to Henry 
Capel Eſq; his Brother, and the Heirs Male of his Body ; and 
for want of ſuch Iſſue, to Edward Capel Eſq; his younger Bro- 
ther: He was alſo made Cu/tos Rotulorum, and Lord Lieutenant 
of the County of 1 and ſome time after of the County 
of Wilts, during the Minority of the Duke of Somerſet, 
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In the Year 1670, he was ſent Ambaſſador to the King of 
Denmark, whence he return'd with great Applauſe, and upon 
large Teſtimonies of his youu Courage, Prudence, and Abili- 
ties, was ſworn of the Privy-Council, Anno "_ and made 
Lord Lieutenant of the Kingdom of Ireland; which high Of- 
fice he exerciſed in that Kingdom, to the general Satisfaction 
of all good Subjects; and after his Return, was, in the Year 
1680, 32 Car. II. appointed firſt and chief Commiſſioner of the 
Treaſury, And being a great Oppoſer of arbitrary Power, and 
delivering a Petition _ the Parliament's ſitting at Oxford, 
he was accuſed of the Fanatick Plot, and ſent Priſoner to the 
Tawer, notwithſtanding the great Merits of his Father, who 
ventured his whole Fortune, and laid down his Life in endea- 
vouring the Reſcue of King Charles I. from his Impriſonment. 
Soon after he was found with his Throat cut, not without Suſ- 
picion of being murder'd, Fuly 13, 1683, in the 35th of Car. II. 
From whence he was carried into tfordſhire, and interr'd 
in a Vault belonging to the Family, in the Pariſh Church of 
1 Chauncy, in his Antiquities of Hertfordſbire, C: 

Sir Hen uncy, in his Antiquities o ordſbire, fa 
he was a Perſon of an agreeable Stature, ſlender in Body, — 
ed with a comely Countenance, mixed with Gravity and 
Sweetneſs, and was eaſy of acceſs; his Mind was ſedate, but 
his Diſcourſes were generally free and pleaſant, and his Demea- 
nour very complaiſant ; his Promiſes were real and fincere 
his Reprimands ſmart and ingenious, having a quick Appre- 
henſion, good Elocution, ſound Judgment, great Courage, and 
Reſolution unalterable ; he was always and circumſpet 
in Council, where he endeavoured to obſtruct all arbitrary 
Power, and the Encreaſe of the Popiſh Intereſt, having a par- 
ticular Regard for the eſtabliſhed Religion of his Country ; he 
was very temperate in his Diet, ſtrict in his Juſtice, tender of 
his Honour, and conſtant to his Friend ; he delighted much in 
his Library, which enabled him to ſpeak on all ions with 
great Applauſe, and would ſpend his vacant Hours in the view- 
ing of Records, and learning of the Mathematicks, Theſe 
were his Diverſions, together with recreating himſelf in his fine 
Gardens, and pleaſant Groves, at Caſhiobury, which were of his 
own Plantation. 

This Earl married Elizabeth, Daughter to Algernon Earl of 
Nertbumberland, which Lady died in a good old Age, and was 
interr'd with him in the Vault of the Family in Watford Church, 
the 5th of February 1717. They had Iflue fix Sons, Algernon, 
Charles, Arthur, ry, Algernon, and Arthur ; alſo two 
Daughters, Elizaleth, and Anne, whereof only the laſt Algernon 
and Anne lived to Maturity. Which ſaid Lady Anne was mar- 
ried to Charles Howard, late Earl of Carliſſe. 1 

His only ſurviving Son Algernon Earl of Eſſex, was Gentle- 
man of the Bed-chamber to King Milliam, and Colonel of a 
| Regiment 
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Regiment of Dragoons, and ſerv'd under him in Flanders, di- 
ſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Battle of Landen, and attended at the 
great Congreſs iu the Year 1690. In the Reign of Queen 
Anne he was Conſtable of the Tower of Landen, and Lieute- 
nant-General of her Armies, and Colonel of Dragoons ; he 
was alſo in both Reigns, Lord Lieutenant and Cu/ftos Rotulorum 
of the County of Hertfird, and for the County, Town, and 
Liberty of St. Albans, He died on the 1cth of Tanner 1722;

They had Iſſue Edmund 
Brudenell Eſq; Lord of the Manors of Raans, Colſbill, Chalfunt, 
Burleys in Stoke, and Patron of the Abby of Miſſenden, &c. He 
improved his Eſtate by ſeveral Purchaſes ; and in the Reign of 
King Henry IV. was return'd one of the Knights of the Shire 
in two ſeveral Parliaments. He married firſt Agnes, Daughter 
and Heir of T homas Depden, by whom he had Iſſue Alice, ſole 
Daughter and Heir, married to Richard Muller jun. Eſq; of the 
County of Kent, Son of that famous Richard Il aller Eſq; who ſerv'd 
in the Wars of France under King Henry V. and ſignalized him- 
ſelf ſo far, that he took Priſoner at Agencourt, Charles Duke 
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of Orleans, General of the French Army, and kept him in Cu- 
ſtody 24 Years, at his Seat at Greombridee in Kent. His Son 
Richard Waller, who married the faid Alice, muſt be living at 
that time, and died the 21ſt of gu, 14 Edt. IV. leaving 
Iſſue Fohn Maller Eſq; who deccaſed the 12th of Fuly, 2 H. VII.

at Whitehall, And being a Perſon generally learned, and other- 
wiſe excellently qualified, was by Letters Patent, bearing date 
at «born hf 26 April 3 Car. I. advanced to the Dignity of a 
Baron of this Kingdom, by the Title of Lord Brudenell of Stan- 
ton-Wivill in Com Ecice/t, Unto which King, in the time of 
the Civil Wars, he ſufficiently manifeſted his Loyalty, by rai- 
fing Soldiers, and contributing whatever he could. to his Aid in 
his Garriſoùs of Newark, Lincoln, and — ; for which af- 
terwards, on the prevailing of his Adverſaries, he ſuffered a 
tedious Fmpriſonment, But during his Configement in the 
Tower, he ſpent his leiſure Hours in making Abſtracts and 
other Collections ſrom the ſeveral Records there depoſited, 
great Part of which are now in the Library at Deene in Com“ 
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Worthamp. of the Right Honourable George Earl of Cardigan, 
his lineal Heir, Wherefore, in conſideration of theſe his great 
Services and Merits, he was on the happy Reſtoration of King 
Charles TI, by Letters Patent dated 20 April, in the 13th Year 
of his Reign (three Days before his Coronation) advanced to 
the Degree of an Earl, by the Title of Earl of Cardigen, and 
departed this Life on - Day of April 1664, being then above

XXIV. ANNESLEY, Earl of Angleſey. 


THIS ancient Family took their Surname from the Town 
of Anneſley in the County of Nottingham, the Poſſeſſor 
whereof was * Richard de Annefley, Anno 1079, 14 Will. I. to 
whom ſucceeded Ralph de Anneſley, call'd Brito (or Britain) 
who founded the Priory of Felley in Cm _ > by the 
Conſent of his Heirs to God, and the bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
and St. Helen, and Friar Robert the Hermit, the Place of Fel 
with the Appurtenances, and with the Conſent of Reginald his 
Son, Arno 1152, (2 H. II.) © gave to the Priory of St. Cuth- 
bert at Radeford in Com” Nott. the Church of Felley, as alſo the 
faid Priory, which was confirm'd by the Bull of Pope 4. 
lexander III. Anno 7 H. IT. In 1175, (22 H. II.) this Ralph 
« accounted with the King for 100 Marks, the Amercement of 
the Foreſt, | 

He left Iſſue by Aubrey his Wife, Reginald his Son and 
Heir, who gave at the Requeſt of his Father Ralph I Brito, 
his Right of Patronage of the Church of Annefley to the Pri- 
ory of Felley, And to that Grant was appendant a round 
Seal of Arms, viz. a Lion paſſant, circumſcribed Sijgillum Rey- 
naldi de Anneſiey. He had Iſſue Ralph de Annefley, who firſt 
fided with the rebellious Barons, but afterwards found ſuch 
Favour, that Philip de Mare Sheriff of Derby and Nottingham- 
ſhire, was by Precept Anno 1216, (1 Hen, III.)] / commanded 
to reſtore all thoſe Lands forfeited when he departed from his 
Allegiance to — "op And in 2 H. III. he was excuſed 
from ſerving the C of Coroner, on account of his In- 
firmneſs. He left Iſſue Reginald and Robert. 

Which Reginald was a Knight, and *® confirmed to Fell 
Priory, his Father's Grant of Robert, Son of Richard del Bre, 
his Villain; as alſo that Oxgang of Land in Annefley, which 
his Father gave to the Church of Al Saints at Anneſley, to 
find a Lamp burning continually in that Church. He =

ſenville in Annefley ; and by his Wife, Daughter 
Heir of Honskerle, had Iſſue Fohn de Anneſley.

He died 25 June 1357, and 
was buried in the Chancery of Auneſey. And had Iſſue Jahn 

who was likewiſe knighted. 
Which Sir John, Anno 50 E. III. had Livery of the Manor 
of Hedyngton, and Hundred of Belynden and Nethyate in Ox- 
fordfbire ; and the ſame Year ſerv'd his Country in Parliament, 
as one of the Knights for the County of Nottingham 4; as 
alſo. in another Parliament call'd in the 2d Year of King Ri- 
chard II. In 7 K. II. Thomas de Anneſiey his Son, was elected 
one of the Knights for the County of Nottingham ; and the 
Year after the faid Sir John was again return'd a Member for 
the ſame County; as he was in two other Parliaments in the 
ſame Reign, He took to Wife Jabel, Daughter and Co- 
'heir of „R third Siſter and Coheir of Sir Jahn Chan- 
dos Knight of the Garter, Baron of St. Saviour le Viſcount in 
Normandy, (Son of Thomas, Son of Sir Roger Chandos Knt.) 
whereby becoming intereſted in that Barony, he cited Thomas 
de Caterton Eſq; who had been Governour of the Caſtle of 
St. Saviour le Viſcount, into the Court of Chiyalry *, to appear 
before the Lord High-Conitable of Exgland and others, at 
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Wiſtminſter, on Wedneſday 7 Mar. 1380, 5 R. 2. to anſwer 
his delivering up to the French the ſaid Caſtle of St. Saviaurt, 
a third Part whereof being his Property in right of Jabel his 
Wife as aforeſaid. And the faid Thomas endeavouring to a- 
void the Challenge by frivolous Exceptions, John Duke of 
Lancaſter, (third Son of King Edward III.) ſwore, that if he 
did not perform what he ought to do therein, according to the 
Law of Arms, he ſhould be drawn to the Gallows as a Tray- 
tor, Thereupon at a Court of Honour held Friday the 10th 
of March following, they were ordered according to the Law 
of Arms to engage in Duel, the King aſſenting therto ; and 
was himſelf a Spectator with all the Court. The Combat 
was in the Palace Yard of Veſiminſter, and Caterton (ſays 
my ? Author) was a mighty Man of Valour, of a large Stature, 
and far overtop d the Kmight, being alſo of great Expefation in 
fach Matters. But however, whether Fuftice, or Chance, or Va- 
leur only decided the Buſineſs, the Knight prevail'd, and Cater- 
tan the Day after the bat (as ſome {9 died of his WWaunds, 
tho“ conſidering the Laws attending Duels in ſuch Caſes, I rather 
incline to Fabian, who affirms he was drawn to Tyburn, and 
there hanged for the Treaſon, whereof being vanquiſhed, he was 
proved guilty, The King taking into Conſideration, the Da- 
mage done to this Sir Jabs by the loſs of his third part of the 
aforeſaid Caſtle, was pleas'd 26 May 1385 to * grant to him 
and Jabel his Wife for their Lives, an Annuity of 40 J. per 
Arn. payable half-yearly out of his Exchequer, 

They had Iſſue Thomas Annefley of Annefley in Com* Nite. 
who (as before obſerv'd) was elected to Parliament one of the 
a Knights of the Shire for the County of Nottingham, Anno 7 
R. II. In 1 H. V. he required of his Freeholders and Te- 
nants in Anneſley, that he might incloſe a certain Place called 
N J in conſideration whereof he became a Benefactor 
to the Fabrick of the Church of Anne/ley. He had Iſſue by his 
Wife, a Daughter of Clifton of Clifton in Com Nett. © Hugh An- 
nefley his Son and Heir, and a Daughter Jabel, Wife of Sir 
Gervaſe Clifton of Clifton in Com!

-Pagnel, Anno 1603. He was buried in the ſaid Cburch 
near his Wife , 17 Fan. 1607, having had Iſſue by her eight 
Sons and three Daughters; Judith Wife of Ralph Shephard 
of Ewelm in Com' Oxon. _ and Mary. The Sons were, 
1. Robert ; 2. James; 3. Matthew; 4. Thomas; 5. James; 
6. Thomas; 7. Ralph, and 8. George, who married Anne 
Saunders, 25 April 1625, and d ing Year after, was bu- 
ried at Maps.

Robert Anneſfley of Newport- Pagnel, the eldeſt Son and Heir, 
married Beatrix, Daughter of Fohn Cormuall of Moar-Park in 
Com? Hertf. Eſq; and had Iſſue 2 Sons, Francis and Robert; 
as alſo three Daughters, Beatrix, Wife of Richard Saunders 
of Wavenden in Com Bucks, Bridget, and Mary, the Wife of 
Matthew Coney, of N -Pagnel in the ſame County, The 
ſaid Robert was a Captain of the Army in Ireland in the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and one of the Undertakers for peopling 
the Lands in the Province of Munſter. 

Francis Amneſley, his eldeſt Son and Heir, was made firſt a 
Knight, then a Baronet of Ireland, and on the 8th of Feb, 
in the 4th Year of King James I. being then Knight and 
Baronet, Vice-Treaſurer and Receiver-General of the Rents 
and Revenues in Ireland, and Principal Secretary of State in 
that Kingdom, was created Baron Mount-Norris of Mount- 
Norris in the County of Ardmagh in Ireland, and to the Heirs 
Male of his Body. Alſo by other Letters Patent under the 
Great Seal of England, dated 11 March, 19 Fac. I. he was 
created Viſcount of Valentia in the County of Kerry in re- 
land, to him and his Heirs Male, to hold immediately after 


the Death of Power Lord Viſcount Valentia, without 
Heirs Male of his y. Which Title on the Death of the 
ſaid he accordingly enjoyed. 


In 19 Fac. I. being ſtiled Sir Francis Annefley K nt. and Bart. 
of Ireland, and one of the Principal Secretaries of State for the 
faid Realm; * he was commiſfion'd with the Lord Deputy of 
Ireland, the Lord Chancellor, the Lord Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
and others, to enquire how many Pariſhes and Churches were 
within the faid Realm of Ireland, and how ſerv'd with Mi- 
niſters, Incumbents, and Curates, and what means they have 
and from whom they receive it, &c. and to conſider what 
Churches are fit to be repaired or new built, and how Pro- 
viſion may be made for that purpoſe. And to require and 
conſider of whatſoever may tend to the Decay of Religion, 
or of the Church or Churchmen in that Kingdom ; and by 
what means the ſame may be reform'd, And to that Intent, 
and for the Maintenance of a learned, godly, and religious Mi- 
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niſtry, they were authorized to treat with the Owners of any 
Impropriations for the ſettling a competent Maintenance for 
ſerving of Cures. And likewiſe, as well by Examination on 
Oath, Cc. to enquire what Lands, Tenements, Cc. given 
the King or his Predeceſſors, for the Maintenance of any Col- 
lege, &c. have been either wholly or in part converted to the 
Uſe of any private Perſon or Perſons, or contrary to the right 
Uſe or Inſtitution, to which the ſame were appointed, Oc. 
Alſo to enquire on Oath, Cc. and examine all ſuch Matters 
as do or may in any wiſe occaſion the Hindrance or Decay of 
Trade, Traffique, Cc. by Grants, Monopolies, &c. and to 
propoſe and ſet down what is fit to be done for enlargement 
of Trade there, as well by removing the Impediments, as gi- 
ving Comfort and Encouragement to Trade and Traders. 

Likewiſe to examine on Oath, what Eſtates, Courts of 
Juſtice, within the Realm of Ireland there were; and whe- 
ther Juſtice be therein duly adminiſtred, without Stop, In- 
terruption or Delay ; and whether the Cauſes and Matters 
examinable and deferminable in the ordinary Courts of Ju- 
ſtice, be drawn either to the Council- Table, or to any o- 
ther Place beſides the ordinary Courts, and be there deter- 
min'd ; and to conſider how far it may be fit to continue, al- 
ter, or change that Courſe, and to ſet down what was moſt 
fit to be done, that Juſtice may have free Paſſage and Pro- 
ceeding. And alſo to examine on Oath, &c. and enquire in 
what State the Army ſtandeth, whether the Companies be full, 
or the Men able for their Perſons, or ſo placed, as to be in 
Readineſs at an Inſtant on all Occaſions ; whether they depend 
wholly on that Service, or be Fermors retain'd, and tied only 
to be ready when called. And whether that be a ſafe Way for 
the Defence of the Kingdom, &c. or what other Way is 
more ſafe or better for that end. And how the Army may be 
furniſh'd; againſt inward or outward Hoſtility, with Arms, 
Munition, Clothes, and all other Neceflaries ; as alſo how it 
may be maintained; or on ſurther ſettling the Plantations be 
borne without Charge to the Revenue and beſt Aſſurance to 
the Country. Finally, they were authorized and impower'd 
to enquire and conſider of all Matters concerning the Reve- 
nue, Debts, and Affairs of that Nation; and to remedy all 
Inconveniences ariſing to the King and the Subject, and all 
Officers, Miniſters, &c. were commanded to be ready and 
attendant on them as they ſhould require. 

And fo judiciouſly did they act in this Commiſſion, i that on 
renewal of it two Years after, the King recited, That they 
© had procceded with great Diligence, Care, and Circum- 
ſpection, and after much time. ſpent in the Execution thereof, 
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i had return'd very exact Certificates of their Doings, which 
« had been =P weighed, approved, and allowed, by the 
« King and his Privy-Council of the Realm of England ; and 
« ſundry Eſtabliſhments had been made, and Direction, given 
« by his Majeſty and Lords of the ſaid Privy-Council, for the 
« ſettling, or further Proceeding of, and in the Matters con- 
v« tained in the ſaid Certificates.“ 

When the Earl of — was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
he was committed to Priſon, and ſentenced to loſe his Head by 
an extraordi Act of Power, which was the 5th Article in 
the Impeachment of the ſaid Earl, via. That the ſaid Earl 
« of Straffard, the 12th day of December; Anno Dom, 1635, in 
« the timie of full Peace, did in the ſaid Realm of Ireland, give 
« and procure to be given againſt the Lord Haunt-Morrit, then 
« and yet a Peer of /reland, and then Vice-Treaſurer and Re- 
« ceiver-General of the Realm of Ireland, and one of the 
« principal Secretaries of State, and Keeper of the Privy- 
« Signet of the ſaid Kingdom, a Sentence of Death by a Coun- 
& cil of War, called together by the ſaid Earl of Strafferd, 
« without any Warrant or Authority of Law or Offence de- 
te ſerving any ſuch Puniſhment.” 

Of this, the Earl of Clarendon u gives the following Account: 
« The Earl made the leaſt, that is, the worſt Excuſe for thoſe 
« two Acts againſt the Lord Aount-Nerris, and the Lord 
Chancellor; which indeed were powerful Acts, and manife- 
e ſted a Nature exceſſively imperious; and no doubt, cauſed 
« a greater Diſlike and Terror in ſober and diſpaſſionate Per- 
« ſons, than all that was alledged againſt him. This ſeemed 
% toall Men a moſt prodigious Courſe of Proceeding, that in 
« a time of full Peace, a Peer of the Kingdom, and a Privy- 
« Counſellor, for an unadviſed; paſſionate, myſterious Word, 
(for the reſſion was capable of many Interpretations) 
„ ſhould be called before a Council of War, which could not 
« reaſonably be underſtood to have then a Juriſdition over 
te ſuch Perions, and in ſuch Caſes ; and without any Proeefs, or 
% Formality of Defence, in two Hours ſhould be deprived of 
his Life and Fortune; the Injuſtice whereof ſeem'd the more 
formidable, for the Lord Mount-Nerris was known, for ſome 
time before, to ſtand in great Jealouſy and Disfavour with 
* the Earl, which made it look'd on as a pure Act of Revenge, 
* and gave all Men warning how they truſted themſelves in 
the Territories where he commanded.” 

And how frivolous the Charge againſt him was, the very Sen- 
tence pronoune'd on him ſhews ; which I (hall here inſert, as 
alſo the Petition he thereupon preſented to the Houſe of Com- 
mons in England, on the 75th of November, 1640. | Ea

WH EREAS the King's moſt excellent Meſs, by his 
-* Highneſs's Letters of the 3ti of 7uly laſt, directed to 
us the Lord-Deputy, hath been graciouſly pleaſed to 1 9 
That as he ſhall ever expect that all due Reverence ſhall 

iven by his Subjects to the Perſon whom he appoints to be his 
puty, and General of his Army within this Kingdom. of 
Ireland fo, on the contrary, he ſnalb hold them blame- worthy, 
oſpecially being Perſons who. have received their Dignities from 
him, or bold their Places of. Honour or Truſt under his Govern- 
ment, and yet ſhall forget their Duty that way in their Words 
or Actions, to the ill Example of others; and taking Notice 
of the Carriage of the Lord Meunt Norris, his 3 Vice- 
2 oy N at War here, hos — a Captain's 
in his Majeſty's Arm uttering, ſome Speeches incite- 
ing a Revenge — us Dos and General, from a 
Lieutenant. of this Army, for performing the. Duties. of our 
Place with Modeſty and good Reaſon. in the Time of Exerciſing 
our Troop ; which his Majcſty in his ſaid Letters declares to be 
an Offenee much unbeſeeming the. Gravity of a Privy-Coun- 
ſellor to us the Lord Deputy, and the Duty of a Captain to 
his General ; and not to be ſuffered in any well-governed Ar- 
my, where good Diſcipline muſt be the Rule and. Square of 
every Man's Actions. And therefore. being very ſenſible of the 
Honour of us his Deputy, and General of his. Army, which 
ferffer herein, and be of ill Conſequence for the future; 
he hath by his ſaid Letters willed and commanded us the. Lord- 
Deputy and General, upon receipt of theſe his Letters, and af- 
ter a due Examination and Proof of thoſe Speeches by the Lord 
Mount-Nerris, his Majeſty's exprefs Will and Pleaſure is, that 
he ſhould. undergo and be liable to ſuch Cenſure, as the ſaid 
Council ſhould impoſe upon him, for the full Reparation of us 
his Deputy and General, in that point; and that there may 
be no failing in putting the ſame in due and ſpeedy Execution : 
In obedience to which his Majeſty's Commandment, we the 
Lord-Deputy called a Council of War, whe being this Day aſ- 

fembled, we the Lord-Deputy, in the Preſence of the ſaid Lor 
MAbount- Norris, did charge him with this Offence : That within 
three or four Days, or — after the End of the Par- 
lament, it being mentioned at the Lord Chancellor Table, 
that after we the Lord- Deputy had diſſolved the Parliament, 
being fitting down in the Preſenee- Chamber, one of aur Ser- 
vants in moving a Stoob happened to hurt our Foot, then in- 
diſpoſed through an Aceefſion of the Gout that one then pre- 
tant at the Lord Chaneellors Table, ſajd to the Lords Mn 
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Noryis, being there likewiſe, that it was Annefley his Lotdfhip's 
Kinſman, and one of our the Lord-Deputy and General's 
Gentlemen-Uſhers that had done it: Whereupon the Lord 
Mount-Norris then publickly, and in a ſcornful, contemptuous 
manner, anſwered, Perhaps it was done in revenge of that publick 
Afrmt which my Lord-Deputy had done him frnery ; but he has 
a Brother that would not take ſuch a Revenge. hich Charge 
being fo laid, the Lord Mount- Norris was required by this Coun- 
eil of War to make Anſwer thereunto ; who going about to an- 
ſwer it, and yet neither confefling nor denying them; this Couns 
eil, after ſome time ſpent therein, required him to anſwer the 
ſaid Charge either negatively, or affirmatively; yet would not 
corifeſs or deny them. Whereupon the Witneſſes vouched for 
Proof thereof, were called ; namely, our very good Lord the 
Lord Viſcount Moore, and Sir Robert Lofts: Knight, Son and 
Heir to our very good Lord the Lord Chancellor ; Perſons, who 
tho they were not the — — Relators of his Lordſhip's faid 
Diſcourſe to us the Lord- Deputy, yet being preſent when the 
ſaid Words were ſo ſpoken, were conceived to be able to give 
teſtimony therein, and therefore were called to be interrogated 
withal thereupon ; who being examined before this Council 
upon Oath miniſtred unto them by the Clerk of the Council 
before us, by commandment of us the Lord-Deputy, and their 
Depoſitĩons then reduced to writing, and ſubſcribed by them 
in out Preſence, and in the Preſence alſo of the faid Lord 
Mount - Norris, who heard them affirm the ſame : It thereby ap- 
peareth, that the ſaid Lord Mount- Norris at laſt ſubmitted him- 
ſelf to the Judgment of this Council, proteſting that what In- 
terpretation ſoever his Words might have put upon them, he 
intended no Hurt or Prejudice to the Perſon of us the Deputy 
ind General; affirming that by theſe Words, But he hath 4 
Brother that would not take ſuch a Revenge, his Lordſhip meant 
only, that the ſaid-Brother would die before he would give us 
the ty and General occaſion to give him ſuch a Rebuke, 
We fell in the next place to conſider as of the Nature of the 
Offence, ſo of the Puniſhment due thereunto. And firſt, for 
the Nature of the Offence, we conceive it to contain firſt, a 
Calumny againſt the Perſon of us the Deputy and General of 
the Army, inſinuating by theſe Words, the publick Affront or 
the Diſgrace, which my Lord-Deputy had done him formerly 3 
that indeed there had been ſuch an Affront or Difgrace put upon 
him by us the Lord-Deputy, whereas in truth it was nothing 
ſo ; but that which was pretended by the Lord Mount-Norris to 
have been the ſaid Diſgrace or Affront to his Kinſman, was 
this: That his ſaid Kinſman (being one of the Horſe-Troop 
— by us the Lord-Deputy) in the time of Exerciſing 
the ſaid T'foop, was out of Order on Horſeback, to the Diſtur- 
bande of the reſt then in Exerciſing; for which we the Lord- 
- + Deputy 
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Deputy in a mild manner reproving, as ſoon as we turned aſide 
from him, we obſerved him to laugh and jeer us for our juſt 
Reproof of him; which we diſliking, returned to him, and lay. 
ing a ſmall Cane (which we then carried) on his Shoulders (yet 
without any Blow or Stroke then given him therewith) told him, 
that if he did ſerve us ſo any more, we would lay him over the 
Pate: the Truth of which Fact appeared unto us by the rela- 
tion of his Majeſty's ſaid Deputy, and our General, avowed 
and confirmed by two of us the Captains, namely, the Lord 
Kirkudbright and Sir Frederick Hamilton Knt. who then ſaw the 
manner of it, and now fat as Members of this Council. Which 
ſaid Act was by this whole Council adjudged to have been a far 
milder Proceeding with the ſaid Annefley, than ſuch an Inſolence 
and Diſobedience to any Commander, much more to his Ge— 
neral, merited ; and therefore it was a Speech favouring doubt. 
leſs of Malice, to inſinuate that as an Affront or Diſgrace, which 
was indeed juſtly merited, but mild and modeſt Reprehenſion 
and Admonition. Secondly, We conceive the Offence to con- 
tain an Incitement to a Revenge in theſe Words, But he has » 
Brother that would not take ſuch à Revenge. Which Incitement: 
might have given Encouragement to that Brother, being then 
and now in this Kingdom, and Lieutenant of the ſaid Lord 
Mount-Nerris's Foot Company, to the faid Arngſey himſelf, be- 
ing continually ſo near the Perſon of us the Deputy and Gene- 
xal, or to ſome other, to have taken up Reſolutions of dange- 
rous Conſequences ; and the manner of ſpeaking the Words do 
ſo far aggravate them, as there is no Place left for any indul- 

nt Conſtruction to be made of them, nor indeed any Con- 
Aruftion but ſuch as renders the Speaker a Delinquent in a high 
and tranſcendent manner againſt the Perſon of his General, and 
his Majeſty's Authority, whence we derive our Power. This 
Council took it alſo into Conſideration, That if the like Words 
had been ſpoken of the ſacred Perſon of our dread Sovereign 
Lord the King, they had amounted to little leſs than High- 
Treaſon, which by ſome Rule of Relation apply themſelve; 
even to his Majeſty, being directed to the Perſon of his Deputy, 
And the Revenge thus inſolently vaunted to have been taken 
upon him, being done when we the Deputy and General had 
that great and high Honour (which we always eſteem ourſelf in 
ourſelf far unworthy of) as to be apparelled and robed with his 
Majeſty's own Robe of Majeſty and Sovereignty. We confi 
dered likewiſe the time when theſe Words were ſpoken; when 
part of the Army was in motion, and when there were divers 
Companies of Foot and Troops of Horſe in Town, and daily 
in Exerciſing and Training, whereat for the moſt part we the 
Deputy were preſent, and the Town full of People from all 
Parts of the Kingdom, as then unreturned back to their own 
Dwcllings, from their fitting in Parliament. In the next * 
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for the Puniſhment due to his Offence, we judge it to be an 
apparent Breach and Contempt of the one and fortieth Article 
of the printed Laws and Orders of War eſtabliſhed for the good 
Conduct of the Service of Ireland, dated the 13th of March, 
1633, and publiſhed in print by us the Lord-Deputy ſoon after 
our Acceſs to this Government, in theſe Words of the ſaid Ar- 
ticles : No Man ſhall give any diſgraceful Words, or commit 
any Act to the Diſgrace of any Perſon in his Army or Gar- 
« riſon, or any part thereof, upon pain of Impriſonment, pub- 
« lick Difarming, or Baniſhment from the Army, as Men for 
ever diſabled to carry Arms.“ And which is more, in like 
breach and contempt of -the thirteenth Article of the faid 
printed Laws and Orders of War, the Words of which Article 
are theſe : ** No Man ſhall offer any Violence, or contemptu- 
* oully diſobey his Commander, or do any Act, or ſpeak any 
« Words which are like to breed any Mutiny in the Army, or 
« Garriſon, or impeach the obeying of the General, or prin- 
« cipal Officers Directions, upon pain of Death.” hich 
Articles are no other than the very ſame Articles this Army had 
always been governed by in the time of the late Lord Falkland, 
Lord Wilnet, aed other the Generals before them. And there- 
fore this Council of War, in conformity to his Majeſty's gra- 
cious Pleaſure ſignified as aforeſaid, and as well to vindicate the 
Honour of us his Majeſty's Deputy and General of his Army, 
from the Wrong and tempt under which we now ſuffer to 
the Scandal of this Government, and to the ill Example of 
others; as alſo to deliver over to all which bear Office, or are 
liſted as Members of the Army under the Rule and Government 
of us his General, an Example of Juſtice for them to take 
warning by, bow they preſume to offend againſt the Authority 
intruſted with us by his _—_—_ ; do hereby adjudge, order, and

The two Daughters were Dorothy, born in Dublin 28 April

I now return to Arthur Auneſley, his eldeſt Son and Heir, 
who ſucceeded him in his Honours, Which Arthur had his 
Education in Magdalen College in Oxford, and was after a 
Student in Lincoln's-Inn ; in the life-time of his Father, he 
was the firſt of the three Commiſſioners, who, in May 1645, 
were appointed by the Parliament to manage the Affairs uf 
the Kingdom of reland and arriving there in October fol- 
lowing, brought with them Proviſions and Ammunition, and 
20000 J. in Money, to be employ'd againſt the Iriſb Rebels in 
that Realm. And a little before the Reſtoration Anno 1660, 
being Preſident of the Council, he was, as my Lord Claren- 
den writes, very well contented that the King ſhould receive 
particular Information of his Devotion, and of his Reſolution 
to do him Service; which he manifeſted in many particulars 
of Importance, and had the Courage to receive a Letter from 
his Majeſty in his Exile, and return'd a dutiful Anſwer to it. 
For which faithful Services, at the Reſtoration of the King, 
he was ſworn of the Privy Council, and on 20 April, 13 Car. 
II. 1661, created a Baron of England, by the Title of Lord 
Aunefley of Newport-Pagnel in Com" Bucks ; and alſo at the 
ſame time advanced to the Degree of an Engliþ Earl, by the 
Title of Earl of Angleſey, an Iſland in ales, and to the Heirs 
Male of his Body: In conſideration (as is expreſſed in the 
Patent) of his ſignal Services for the King's Reſtoration, as 
alſo for the eminent Service of Sir Francis Annefley Bart. Ba- 
ron of Mount-Nerris, and Viſcount Valentia deceaſed, Father 
of the ſaid Arthur, in the Offices gf Vice-T reaſurer, and Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State in Ireland. In 10072 he was made 
"Treaſurer of the Navy; and on the 4th bf Feb, 1671-2, his 
Majeſty in Council was pleaſcd to appoint the Duke of Buc- 
iingham, the Earl of Angic/cy, the Lord Halles, the Lord - 
ley-Corper, and Mr. Secretary Trevor, or any three of them, to 
be a Committee to peruſe and reviſe all the Papers and Wri- 
tings, concerning the Settlement of Ireland, from the firſt to 
the laſt, and to make an Abſtract of the State thereof in wri- 
ting. And accordingly, on the 12th of June 167 1, they made 
their Report at large, which was the Foundation of a Com- 
miſſion, dated the firſt of Augu/t 1671, to Prince Rapert, the 
Dukes of Buckingham, and Lauderdale, Earl of Angleſey, Lords 
Aſbley and Halles, Sir Jahn Trevor, and Sir Thomas 22 to 


inſpect the Settlement of Ireland, and all Proceedings in . 
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der thereunto. And this was followed by another Commiſion 
of the 17th of Fanuary 1672, to Prince „&c. whereunto 
the Duke of Ormond, the Earl of Shaftesbury, and the Lord- 
Treaſurer Clifford, were added, to inſpect the Affairs of Ire- 
land, viz. the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and the 
Execution of them, and the diſpoſing of forfeited Lands, and 
the State of his Majeſty's Revenue, Cc. After which, by 
reaſon of his ſingular Prudence and Fidelity, he had the great 
Office of Lord Privy-Seal conferr'd on him, 22 April 1673. 
And Anno 1682, there being ſome fear of the King's Death, 
and apprehenſions of a Popiſh Succeſſor, the Duke of York at 
that time profeſſing himſelf a Papiſt; he drew up a Paper thus 
inſcribed : The Account of Arthur Earl of Angleſey, Lord Pri- 
Steal to your moſt Excellent Majeſty, 75 the true State of your 
Ta Government and Kingdoms, April 27, 1682; which 
in Page 16, contain'd this Paragraph : The e Cauſe of all 
our Miſchiefs preſent or apprehended, and which if not by Ii, 
dom antedated, may raiſe a Fire which may burn and conſume to 
the very Foundations, is the unhappy Perverſion of the Duke of 
York (the next Heir of the Crown, in point of Religion ;) which 
naturally raiſes Fealouſy of the Pawer,, Deſigns, and Practices 
of the old Enemies of our Religion and Liberties, and undermines 
and emaſculates the Crurage and Conſtancy even of thoſe and their 
Pofterity, who have been as faithful to, and ſuffered as much 
for the Crown, as any the my ſed or contented in our im- 
ar, "yp can pretend to have done. And concludes in 
theſe Words, Though your Majeſ/ly is in your ewn Perſon above 
the _— Law, and Sovereign of all your People, yet the Law 
is your Maſter and Inſtructor how to govern ; and your Subjefts 
aſſure themſelves, you will never attempt the enervating that Law 
3 which you are King, and which you have nat only by frequent 
eclarations, but by a ſolemn Oath upon your Throne been obliged in 
a mofl glorious Preſence of your People to the maintenance of ; and 
that therefore you will look upon any that ſhall propoſe or adviſe to 
the contrary, as unfit Perſons to be near you ; and on theſe who 
ſhall perſuade you it ts lawful, as ſordid — and the worſt 
and 1 dangerous Enemies you and your Kingdom have. I bat 
ſet before your Majeſty, I have written freely, and like a ſiuorn 
faithful Counſellor ; perhaps not like a wiſe Man, with regard 
to myſelf, as things fland ; but I have diſcharged my Duty, and 
Au coun it a f if your Maje/ly 9 to read whit 
I durſt not but write, and which I beſecch Gad is give a Bleſſing 
to, And the ſame Year publiſhing another Pamphlet, relating 
to the Rebellion in Ireland, he was deprived of his Office of 
Lord Privy-Seal. 
His Lordſhip was converſant in all the moſt difficult Parts 
of Learning; he had thoroughly acquainted himſelf with the 
Grecian and Roman Antiquarics ; and as he made it the 2 
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end of all his Application and Study to ſerve his Prince and 
Country, he had with indefatigable Induſtry, render'd himſelf 
an abſolute Maſter of our Enghſh Hiſtory both Ancient and 
Modern ; and few were better acquainted with our old Re. 
cords and Monuments, He could never be prevailed on to 
fall into thoſe Meaſures, which ſome of the Chief Miniſters 
of King Charles II. were pleaſed to take, under the Pretence 
of advancing the Prerogative, and ſecuring the Monarchy ; 
but tended to overthrow the Liberties of the People, and ſa- 
crifice the viſible and real Intereſt of their native Country. 
His Lordſhip was an incomparable Philoſopher, a judicious 
Antiquary; an exact Hiſtorian, and a profound Stateſman, 
And to lay up a noble Magazine of Learning for himſelf and 
his Poſterity, he, with incredible Expence and Pains, had got 
together one of the moſt valuable Collections of Books that 
rhaps were ever ſeen in Europe, conſiſting of the choiceſt 
olumes written in all Faculties; Arts and Languages; and 
tho' it had the ill Fate to be diſſipated after his Death, in a 
blick Auction, (which was none of his Lordfhip's Fault) yet 
it ought to be mentioned to his laſting Honour, that he was 
one of the firſt Peers of England, who took care to furniſh 
himſelf with a well-choſen Libtary, in which he has ſince beer 
happily followed by ſeveral Perſons of the higheſt Quality. 
This admirable Collection was kept at Angleſey-Houſe, and 
deſign'd' that it ſhould never go out of the Family, but be in- 
violably preſerved in the ſame; but this generous Deſign un- 
happily fell with his Lordſhip, as aforementioned. 
is Lordſhip wrote, The Hiftory of the late Commotions and 
Troubles of Ireland, from the Rebellion in 1641, till the Re- 
ſtoration of the King in-1660 ; which contain'd all the T rea- 
ties, — ieges and Battles, and other memorable 
Tranſactions during that time. But this valuable Manuſcript 
is not to be found, being (as it's thought) fallen into hands 
who ſtifled it purpoſely, that the Miſmanagement and Trea- 
chery of ſome who bore a principal Part therein, might not 
be expoſed. Since his Lordſhip's Death, has been publiſhed, 
The Privileges of the Houſe of Lords and Commons argued and 
flated in two Conferences between both Houſes, April 19 and 22, 
1671. To which is added a Di courſes wherein the Rights 7 
the Houſe of Lords are truly aſſerted.

TH IS Family, which is of the Yame Lineage as the Kings 
of Scotland, deſcended from Robert le Brus, a Noble 
Knight of Normandy, a Perſon of ſuch Note and Valour, and 
ſo much confided in by Muliam Duke of Normandy, that af- 
ter his Victory over King Harold, he ſent him to ſubdue the 
Northern Parts of this Realm, which having fucceſsfully per- 
form'd, he was rewarded * with no leſs than forty-three . 
ſhips in the Eaſt and Weſt Riding of Yorkftire, and fiſty-one 
in the North Riding of that County; whereof the Manor and 
Caſtle of Skelton was the Capital of his Barony, He likewiſe 
obtain'd by Conqueſt and otherways, Hert and Hertneſs in the 
Biſhoprick of Durham, and the County of Annandale in Scot- 
land ; as alſo the Territory called EHranent in that Kingdom, 
and all the Lands from the Bounds of Dunegal and Stranit, un- 
to thoſe of Ranulph de ps (then Lord of Cumberland) with 
the Caſtle there, and all the Cuſtoms appertaining unto it, as 
amply, as the ſaid Ranulph had his in Carlifle, or in his 
Territory in Cumberland. . 

He liv'd to be very old, and in the third Year of King 
Stephen, hearing that the King of Scoty had with a ſtrong Army 
invaded the North of England, (King Stephen being then in 
the South) he and his Son Adam, (then a gallant young Man) 
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with all the Forces they could raiſe, (join'd the Northern Ba- 


rons at North-Alverton, where they rendezvous'd, on Notice 
and Exhortation from the Venerable Thurſten Archbiſhop of 
York, who had likewiſe cited all the Clergy of his Dioceſe per- 
fonally to repair thither, (with their Croſſes, Banners, and Re- 
licks of Saints carried before them) to defend the Church of 
Chriſt againſt the Fury of that barbarous People. But when 
the Engliſh Army was drawn up in order of Battle, and the 
Prieſts in their ſacred Veſtments were walking about, encou- 
raging the Soldiers, this Robert de Brus (at that time very 
aged, exceeding wealthy, of grave Deportment, and of ſin- 
gular Elocution, ſaith Ailredus Riva!) addrefs'd himſelf to 
them with great Majeſty and Weight : Wherein he repreſent- 
ed, That tho' he was a Subject of the King of England, yet 
4 he had from his Youth been a Friend and Familiar to the 
King of Scots, and ſtanding obliged to him, not only by the 
+ Band of Friendſhip, but by a kind of neceſſary Fidelity, 
% deſired leave to go to him, to difluade him either from 
<« fighting, or friendly to leave him.” Which being aſſented 
to, he went accordingly to the King of Scots. © | 
And coming into his Preſence, told him: “ That what he 
** had to ſay would be honourable to himſelf, and profitable to 
* his Realm; that Rapine, Spoil, and Deſtruction, were the 
4 unavoidable Conſequences of a War. And that the? his 
&* Army was more numerous, yet the Egli were more ſtrong 
„ and valiant, and reſolved to conquer, or loſe their Lives.” 
That the Zngh/b had been the beſt Friends to him the ſaid 
Robert, and had fo approved themſelves to Duncan and Edęar 
his Brothers, in their greateſt exigents; inſtancing a:fo.in ſcver.! 
particulars, how they had obliged him, when he needed their 
Aid, and was therefore determined to take their parts, Which 
x agen ſo nearly touch'd the King, that he broke out into 
Tears, and condeſcended to a peaceable Accord.

This Rebert was no leſs eminent in his Piety and Devotion, 
having in 29 H. I, (as appears by Sir Wilkem Dugdale's Mo- 
naſticon) founded a Monaſtery for Canons Regular of St. A. 
v/tine, at Cishurnt in Cleveland, ' Agnes his Wife, and Adam 
bo Son arid Heir, joining with him therein, amply endowing 
it with Lands and Foſſeſſions. He alſo gave the Church of

»In 38 Henry III. as one of the Coheirs to Jobi Scot Earl of WM by 
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Huntingdon, on Aſſeſſment of the Aid for making the King's 
eldeſt Son Knight, he paid twenty Pounds for ten Knights 
Fees, which he had of the Honour of Peverell of Londen, in 
the Counties of Eſex and Hertford. And in 39 Henry III.? 
was conſtituted Sheriff of Cumberland, and Governor of the 
Caſtle of Carliſle. In 48 Henry III. when many of the Barons 4 
put themſelves in Arms on pretence of aſſerting the Laws of 
the Land, and the Peoples Liberties, he was one of thoſe who 
ſtood firm to the King, and marched with him from Oxford to 
Northampton, where the rebellious Barons then were with a 

eat Power; and on the. Aſſault of that Town, took ſeveral 
Priſoners.

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The before-mentioned King Robert I. on his Acceſſion to 
the Throne, gave the Earldom of Carrick to his brave and 
faithful Brother, Sir Edward Bruce, by whoſe Aſſiſtance he 
gained the Crown, and was after King of Ireland; from whom 
deſcended (as Sir George Mackenzie and other Antiquaries agree) 
Robert Bruce, to whom David the ſecond Kin of Scotland, in 
the 39th Yeat of his Reign, granted the Caſtle and Barony of 
Clactmanan in that Kingdom, calling him his beloved Kinſman. 
And Sir Edward. Bruce, a younger Son of Sir Edward Bruce of

Succeſs in repreſſing that audacious Attempt of the Earl of E/ 


ſex; and then ſettled ſuch a Correſpondence with Sir Robert 


Cecil, principal Secretary of State, that he was eminently in- 
ſrumental in the peaceable Acceſſion of King James to the 
Crown of England. In recompence of which faithful Services, 
he * had not only the Office of Maſter of the Rolls conferred on 
bim during Lite, but alſo by Letters Patent dated 8 July 
1604, was created Baron of K:nloſs in Murray in Scotland. And 
being of the Privy-Council to his Majeſty in both Kingdoms, 
died in the 62d Year of his Age, 14 Jan. 1610, and was bu- 
tied on the North fide of the Altar in the Chapel of the Rolls 
in Chancery-Lane, where is a fair Monument erected to his 
Memory, with his Effigics at length, habited as Maſter of the 
Rolls, with this Epitaph :

This noble Earl never thought any thing too much that he ven- 
tured for the Service of his King and Country; * and at the 
Battle of Liſcarell (on the 3d of September 1642) wherein the 
Engliſh obtained a compleat Victory, had no leis than four of 
his Sons there, vi. his eldeſt Son the Lord Viſcount Dungar- 
von, the Lord Viſcount Kine/meaty, the Lord Broghill, and Mr. 
Francis Boyle, after created Lord Viſcount Shannon, But in 
this Engagement he had the Misfortune of loſing one of his 
Sons, the valiant Lord Viſcount Kinelmeaky, Governor of Ban- 
don, who in ſeveral Encounters had defeated the Rebels, and 
with his Father and Brethren preſerv'd the County of Cork. 

At length, this great Earl, in the midſt of theſe Confuſions, 
departed this Life at Youghal, and there was buried near the 
Date (if not on the Day) of the Ceſſation concluded at Srggin/- 
town 15 Sept. 1643, umvilling * to ſurvive what he er might 
not be . to the Engl h, or conducible to the End for which 
it tuas deſigned ; wherein he propheſied not ill. 

Mr. Borlaſe gives this Character of his Lordſhip : © He 
* was a Perſon, for his Abilities and Knowledge in the Affair 
of the World, eminently obſervable, inaſmuch as (tho' he was 
no Peer of England) he was admitted to fit in the Lords 
++ Houſe upon the Woolſacks ut confiliarius;* And for all the 
Eſtate he arrived at (which was the greateſt in the Memory 
of the laſt Age) none ever taxed him with Exorbitances, but 
* ſuch as thought Princes had too little, and religious Men not 
enough. 

Another * Author gives this Account of him : *The noble 
„ Earl of Cork, Lord High-Treaſurer, was one of the moſt ex- 
<* traordinary Perſons, either That or any other Age hath pro- 
« duced, with reſpe&t to the great and juſt Acquiſitions of 
« Eftate that he made, and the publick Works that he began 
„ and finiſhed, for the Advancement of the Engliſb Intereſt, 
and the Proteſtant Religion in Ireland; as Churches, Alms-

deſigned every Branch of this noble Stem to do good in their 
Generation, and leave an Example for our Imitation, His 
Life and Studies were an Ornament to our Nation ; on which 
account, a ſhort Abſtract thereof, taken from a very celebrated 
d Author, is here exhibited, 

« The promiſing Bloſſoms of his great Piety and Capacity 
« (fays this Prelate) began to appear very early; and after he 
had paſſed the trivial Schools in Ireland, he ſtudied at Leyden 
« in Halland; from whence he travelled into France, Stuiſſer- 
% land, Italy, &c. without receiving the leaſt Tincture of the

« mends it to them, and other Searchers into Phyſical Truths, 
« to refer their Attainments to the Glory of the great Author 
« of Natnre, and the Comfort of Mankind. 

Having poſſeſs d himſelf with ſuch an amiable View of 
« Chriſtianity, ſeparated from the Superſtition or Sourneſs of 
Parties, he rejoiced in every Diſcovery from Nature, which 
© might either illuſtrate it, or remove Ohjections againſt it, 
having always conſidered it as a Syſtem of Truths which 
«© ought to purify the Heart and Practice.

The faid Sir John Cooper was the only Son and Heir of Sir 
Jahn Croper of Rockborn in Cm Sauthamp. Knt. born 24 Set. 
1552, and he of Richard Comer of Pawlet in the County of So- 
merſet Eſq; (who died on the 2d of May in the 8th of Elia) by 
Jane his Wife, Daughter of Sir Tan King fmill of Sydmonton in 
Com” Sauthamp. Knt. The ſaid Richard Cooper in 22 Hen, V III. 
purchaſed of Sir Amias Pawlet Knt. the Manor of Paww/:t in 
Com” Somerſ. which is ſtill poſſeſs'd by his Deſcendant the pre- 
ſent Earl of Shaftesbury. 
Which Sir Anthony A/hley Cooper had few his equal in the laſt 
Century, being one of the greateſt Stateſmen of the Age. He 
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vs d born at Winborne St. Giles, on the 22d of July 1624, be- 
ing the 19th Year of the Reign of King James; and in his 
Childhood, his Activity, quick Apprehenſion, and ready Wit, 
made an early. Diſcovery of thoſe extraordinary Parts wherewith 
he was endowed. © His Father being worth about 8000 J. per 
Ann. took great Care in the Education of this his only Son, but 
died before he was 11 Years of Age, on the 23d of March 
1637 z ſo that be ſucceeded very early to a great Eſtate, which 
had not the common Effect of making him neglect his Studies. 
He became a 4 Fellow-Commoner in Exeter-Cellege in Ox- 
fird, under the "Tuition of Dr. Pridzaux the Rector of it, in 
Lent Term 1636, and made ſuch an unuſual Progreſs in Learn- 
ing, * that he was 1 Men accounted the moſt prodigious 
Youth in the whole Univerſity, 

From Oxfers he remov'd to Gray - Inn, where, with the like 
Pains and Induſtry he apply'd himſelf to the Study of the Law 
in the Knowledge whereot he arriv'd at ſuch Perfection, that 
ſeveral judicious Men, and great Lawyers did affirm, that he 
underſtood the Nature of our Laws, ancient Cuſtoms, and 
Conſtitutions of the Kingdom, as well, if not better, than any 
Man living, and cou'd expreſs himſelf with ſo much Eloquence, 
and deliver his Sentiments with ſo much Clearneſs and Smooth- 
neſs, interwoyen with ſuch convincing Arguments, deduced 
from Philoſophy and Reaſon, that there was a perfect Harmony 
in his Words. 1 In the Year 1639, he was unanimouſly elected 
one of the Members for Tewkesbury in Glouceſterſhire, to ſerve 
in that Parliament which was open'd at Veſiminſter, April 13, 
1640, when his Majeſty, concluding they were too ſlow in gi- 
ving thoſe Supplies he demanded, diſſolved them; tho' as the 
Far of Clarendon writes, it cou'd never be hoped, that more ſo- 
ber and diſpaſſionate Men wou'd ever meet together in that Place, 
or fewer who brought ill Purpaſes with them ; nor could any ima- 
gine what Offence they had given which put the King upon that

The conſiderable Intereſt he had in the Country, as well a; 
his great Abilities, induced thoſe Members that fate at /. 
minſler to engage him to their Party; and finding his Services 
lighted by the King, he accepted of a Commiſhon from them 
as Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe, and the Command of 
the Forces that were to act in Dor/ſetſhire. In 1644, ® he took 
Marebam by Aſſault, and ſcon after made himſelf maſter of the 
whole County ef Dorſet. In Octob. 1645, he was choſen She. 
riff of a Nerfolt, which was approv'd of, and confirm'd by the 
Parliament on the iſt of November following. In January 1646, 
being Sheriff of Millſpire, © he had an Ordinance of the Par. 
lament to live out of the County. And in the Year 1651, the 
Parliament appointed ? him, with twenty Perſons more, to {ct 
as a Committee to conſider of the Inconveniencies that were 
in the Law, and the Miſchiefs which frequently ariſe from the 
Delays and other Irregularities in the Adminiſtration thereof, 

Not long after this, obſerving CromwelPs ambitious Deſigm 
of uſurping the ſupreme Power, he endeavour'd to oppoſe him 
in all us extravagant Motions ; and in the Conventions ol 
thoſe times, being choſen for M iliſbire, as alſo for Pool and 
Tewhsbury, he * acted the Part of a wiſe Politician, and a true 
Engliſhman, in rendering their Debates ineffectual and to no 
purpoſe, as well by his ingenious Arguments. drawn from Scrip- 
ture and Reaſon, as the Intereſt he had in the Gentlemen of 
the Country. He was grown fo obnoxious to Cromwell, by 
oppoſing and acting in contradiction to his Defigns of eftabliſh. 
ing bis Tyrann „that he gave fecret Directions to the Sheriffs 
of the ſeveral ties to uſe their Endeavours to prevent (if 
poſſible) his being return'd to Parliament; but finding he cou'd 
not prevent it, Sir Anthony, and above an hundred more Mem- 
bers that engaged with him, were denied Entrance into the 

ouſe. 
f Theſe arbi and illegal Practices of the Uſurper put him 
and others on publiſhing a Remonſtrance, wherein they claim'd 
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the Privilege of the ancient fundamental Laws, and their Birth- 
nicht as Freemen of England. And notwithſtanding the Pro- 
tector was in his Zenith, having an Army at Command, where- 
with he ſhook the Nation off her very Foundations, and the 
Houſe of Commons only fill'd with thoſe who were his Crea- 
tures ; yet in a general Defiance of him, did this great Patriot 
(amongſt other Things) remonſtrate, That the * Protector had 
aſſumed an abſolute arbitrary Sovereignty, &c. whom every Man 
meht to deftray, until by ſome Agreement with the Body of the Pro- 
ple in Parliament, ber ort of governing Power in him were ſub- 
mitted unto, that thereby he might ceaſe to be a publick Enemy and 
Deftroyer, and become a King or Governor, according to the Con- 
ditions accepted by the People ; and 4 he would fo pretend, he could 
i not be fo diſcharged from his publick Enmity by any Condition or 
Agreement made with a Part of the People's choſen Deputies, whil/? 
be out the other Part; for no Part of the Repreſentatives 
Bach are truſted to conſent to any thing in the Nation's behalf, i 
the N hole have not their free Liberty of debating and voting in 
Matters — &c. 

This Proteſtation was ſign'd by 117 Perſons, whereof Sir 
Anthony Aſhley Cooper was chief; but not having Power m—_ 
to work their preſent Admiſſion into the Houſe, that Part of a 
Parliament which was ſuffer'd to ſit, did every thing to the De- 
fire of Cromwell, raiſing him Money, and confirming his Title ; 
which was no ſooner done, but he prorogued them, until he 
had occaſion for a freſh Supply. Which Interval was laid hold 
on by this true Engliþ Gentleman, as a fit Opportunity to en- 
gage them when they met again, to do themſelves and the Na- 
tion Juſtice, by admitting him and the reſt, who were kept out 
by the Protector, to take their Place in Parliament; and fo 
managed ſome of the Members, who were moderate Men, that 

reſolved not to be fo baſely trampled on any longer. 

their Meeting they preſently voted, That no Member le- 
rally. choſen and returned, could br excluded from performing their 
Duty but by Conſent of Parliament ; and thereupon procecded to 
the Calling over their Houſe, and admitted Sir Anthony and the 
reſt, who had ſubſcribed the Remonſtrance, much . the 
Will of the Protector: They were no ſooner in the Houſe, but 
they ſo influenced the reſt, that they began to undo what the 
dthers had done in their Abſence ; and preſumed ſo far as to- 
queſtion the Tyrant's Power: Wherefore, finding them fo bold, 
he ſent for them to his Houſe of Lords; and after a long Speech 
to them put an end to their ſitting. | 

The conſtant Correſpondence he always maintain'd with the 
Royal Party, to the Hazard of his Life and Family, were ſuf- 
kciently teſtified by them, and well known to King Charles II.

And tho* Cromwell nominated him one of his Council, in 
hope thereby to allure him to his Intereſt, yet he was not a- 
mongſt the Creatures of his Cabinet-Council, or amongſt the 
eleven Major-Generals to whom the Care of the Nation was 
committed. | | 

This brave Patriot was for maintaining the ancient ſtand- 
ing Fundamentals of the Nation, and to the utmoſt oppoſed 
the Growth of a Protectorian Title, but his vaſt Abilities be. 
ing well known (at leaft) to equal the ableſt Pilot of the 
State, the * Rump, when they had again uſurped the Power 
into their Hands, endeavoured to oblige him, by nominating 
him to be one of their Council of State, and one of their Com- 
miſſioners for managing their Atmy. Yet this did not leſſen 
his Endeavours for the Reſtoration of his Sovereign, he had 
too great a Senſe of the Confuſion of thoſe Times, to think of 
any other Settlement of the Nation, than on the old Foun- 
dation. 

It may be truly ſa'd, he was one of the firſt that began to 
advance the great Work of reſtoring King Charles II. which 
(as the Neceflities of the Times required) was manag'd by 
him with the greateſt Policy and moſt prudent Conduct In 
tr. Year 1659, he was accuſed before the Rump for keeping 
Intelligence with the King, and for having raiſed Men to 
join with Sir George Booth to reſtore him to his Throne, A 
general Rendezvous was appointed through England about the 
middle of Fuly, and many Perſons of great Note were impri- 
ſoned on account of this Plot, and amongſt the reſt Sir An- 
thongs Aſcley Cooper Y, (at that time a Commiiſioner of the Ar- 
my, and a Member of the Houſe of Commons) -was com- 
plain'd of for a great Manager of the Deſign. And though 
no Man knew better the Temper of the Houſe, and to plead 
his own Cauſe, yet he was not without great Difficulty * 
cleared and diſcharged, 

He had not only the Power of perſuading them of his In- 
nocence, but they ſhortly after intruſted him with the * Com- 
mand of a Regiment of Horſe, and (with fix others to aſſiſt 
him) the Government and Command of their Army, and his 
> Regiment of Horſe was one of the firſt that declared for 
Monk, and the Parliament. | 

He (and eight more who had been of the old Council of 
State) ſent a © Letter to General Monk to proceed in his ge- 
nerous Undertaking, for the Advantage and Settlement of the 
three Nations, and perſuaded him to come to London, in or- 
der to the better proſecuting what he had ſo well begun. 
Again we find him in the Liſt of that Council of State up-

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oh whom an Oath was endeavour'd to be impoſed, for the 
Abjuration of the Royal Line; but by the Influence of d Sir 
Ant honey Aſhley Cooper, and General Monk, on Colonel Morley; 
that Oath was oppoſed, as being a Snare and Fetter to their 
Conſciences, whereby an end was put both to the Oath, and 
to the Council, How much he was farther ſerviceable in the 
Reſtoration, appears from the following Account, given by 
the Earl of © Clarendon, as follows. 

But that which broke the Heart of the Committee of Safety, 
was the Revolt of their favourite Vice- Admiral Lawſon, a Man 
at that Time appearing as much Republican, as any amongſt them; 
as much an Independant, as much an Enemy to the Presbyterians 
and to the Covenant as Sir Henry Vane himſelf, and a great De- 
pendant upon Sir _— Vane; and one whom they had raiſed to 
that Command in the Fleet, that they might be ſure to have the 
Seamen fill at their Devatim. This Man, with his whole Squas, 
Som, came into the River, and declared for the Parliament; 
which was ſo unexpected, that they would not believe it; but ſent 
Sir Henry Vane, and two others of great Intimacy with Law- 
ſon, to confer with him ; who, when they came to the Fleet, 


found Sir Anthony Aſhley Cooper, and two others, Members 


of the Parliament, who had jo fully prepoſſeſſed him, that he was 
deaf to all their Charms, and told them, That be would ſub- 
« mit to no Authority but that of the Parliament.” 

By his Intereſt and Perſuaſion, the Army was likewiſe diſ- 
poſed to his Deſigns, and having profeſs'd their Reſolution 
to live and die with the Parliament, Lenthal, the Speaker, 
went thereupon to the Tower, and by his own Authority, removed 
the Lieutenant, who had been confirmed there by the Committee of 
Safety, and put Sir Anthony Aſhley Cooper, and other Mem- 
bers of the Parliament, into the Government and Command of 
the Tower. 

The farther Proceedings on the Reſtoration are mentioned 
by all our Hiſtorians, and * that this Patriot had the chief 
1 under General Monk ; whereupon when the Par- 
liament had declared for the King, he * was one of the twelve 
Commoners ſent by them, with fix of the Houſe of Lords, 
to preſent their humble Invitation and Supplication, ** That 
* his Majeſty would be pleaſed to return, and to take the Go- 
« yernment of the Kingdom into his Hands, where he thould © 
4 — all poſſible Affection, Duty, and Obedience from all his 
10 biects.“ 

But while he was in Holland doing his Duty in waiting 
on his Sovereign, he had the Unhappineſs to be overthrown 
in his i Caravan, whereby he received an unfortunate Wound

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in his Side between his Ribs, which came to an Exulceration 
and in the Year 1672, when he was Lord Chancellor, was 
forced to be opened: The Operation was performed by the 
Advice and Direction of the famous Dr. M illis, and was ſaid to 
be the greateſt Cure that ever was done on any Man. But tho' 
this happen'd in the manner related, it was ungratefully made 
the Matter of the greateſt Obloquy and Reproach, moſt of 
thoſe malicious Pamphlets that were written againſt him, 
being filled with Invectives grounded on the Story of the Tap. 

His Majeſty having prepared all things in readineſs, em- 
barqued for England with the Committee from the Parliament, 
and landing at Dover, 25 May, the next Day Sir Anthony 
Aſbley Cooper * was ſworn of the Privy-Council, with General 
Monk, at Canterbury; the King wiſely conſidering that 
thoſe whoſe Counſels had been ſo ſucceſsful in contriving his 
Reſtoration, * 2 be highly neceſſary to the Eſtabliſhment 
of him in his Kingdom. And in October following, when 
his Majeſty iſſued out the Grand Commiſſion of Oyer and 
Terminer, for the Trial of the Regicides, directed to ſeveral 
Noble Perſons, * he was one of the Number. Alſo three 
Days before his Majeſty's Coronation, in order to be aſſiſting 
in that ſplendid Ceremony, he was advanced to the Degree 
and Dig * a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord 
Aſtley of Winborne St. Giles, and to the Heirs Male of his 
Body; deducing his Deſcent from the Hamelyns, Pleſſeys and 
12 anciently of inborne St. Giles. 

In the Preamble to the Patent, (which bears Date the 20th 
Day of April 13 Car. II.) his Majeſty takes Notice, That 
ge had in ſundry reſpects manifeſted his Loyalty to King 
<«< Charles the Firk, and his great Affection to his Country, in 
< the late perilous and difficult Times, and likewiſe to him, by 
his prudent and ſeaſonable Advice and Conſultation with 
« General Monk, in order to his Reſtoration, in conſidera- 
« tion of which acceptable Services, he created him to the 
« Degree and myny of a Baron,” as before ſpecified. Soon 
after this he was made Chancellor and Under-Treaſurer of 
the Exchequer ; and on the Death of the Earl of Southampton, 
he was on 24 May 1667, conſtituted with George Duke of A 
bemarle, one of the Commiſſioners of the Treafury, being 
ſecond in Commiſſion, And on 24 Feb. 1670, was commil- 
ſion'd with the Duke of Buckingham, the Earl of Angleſey, the 
Lord Hollis, and Mr. Secretary Trevor, e to peruſe” and reviſe 
all the Papers and Writings relating to the Affairs of Ireland; 
from the firſt to the laſt, and to take an Abſtract of the State 


thereof in Writing, and make their Report to his Majeſty. 
xX Whitlect's Memor p. 704. n Bill. Sign. de An. 13 Car, 2. 
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Accordingly they proceeded with that Diligence, that on the 12th 
ol June following, they made their Report at large. And on 4 the 
firſt of Augu/t 1671, a new Commiſſion iſſued to the ſame 
Perſons, to which were added Prince Rupert, and the Duke 
of Lauderdale, to inſpect the Settlement and all Proceedi 
thereupon. This was followed by another Commiſſion dated 
17 Fan. 1672, wherein the Duke of Ormond was added, im- 
powering them to inſpect the Affairs of Ireland, Acts of Settle - 
ment and Explanation, and the Execution of them; the Diſ- 
poſition of forfeited Lands ; the State of his Majeſty's Reve- 
nue, Oc. 5 | | 

His Lordſhip was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the Couns 
ty of Dorſet, Fan. 20, 1671. and at length for his great Me- 
rits, he was created Lord Coper of Pawlet in the County of 
Somerſet and Karl of Shaftesbury, and to the Heirs Male of his 
Body, by Leiters Patent bearing Date on the 23 April 1672, 
in hs 24th Year of his Majeſty's Reign. Alfo in November 
following on the Refſigriation of Sir Orlando Bridgman, his 
Majeſty (as the Gazette ſets forth) to gratify the uninter- 
rupted Services of the Earl of n Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Trea- 
ſury, was pleaſed to give to him the keeping of the Great 
Seal, with the Title of Lord High Chancellor of Ekgland; 
«r And with what Prudence, Candour, Honour and Inte- 
« grity he acquitted himſelf in that great 2nd weighty Im- 
« ployment, the Tranſactions of the Court of Chancery du- 
ring the time of his Chancellorſhip, will beſt 4 Ju- 
e ſtice then run in an equal Channel, ſo that the Cauſe of 
© the Rich was not ſuffered to ſwallow up the Rights of 
e the Poor; nor was the ſtrong or cuniiing Oppreſſor per- 
© mitted to devour the weak or unſſtilful Oppoſer, but the A- 
& huſed found Relief ſuitable to their Diſtreſs; and thoſe by 
© whom they were abuſed, a ſevere Reprehenſion anſwerablę

And as the Earl's Endeavours were inceſſant to ſerve his 
Sovereign, ſo he was no leſs ſolicitous to ſerve the Publick 
Good, endeavouring to make the Courts of Judicature (as 
much as poſſible) anſwer the Ends for which they were de- 
honed, viz. the Eaſe of the Subject, labouring to have the

He found it 
indeed neceſſaty to preſerve his Credit with the King, to come 
into ſome Meaſures not agreeable to his own Sentiments, and 
which he after had reaſon to retract. He was accuſed of ad- 
viing the ſhutting up of the Exchequer; but his Friends af- 
firm'd, 4 that he was the Perſon who oppos'd it, and af? 
ter that Act never theddled with any of the Treaſure-Mo- 
ney, but left all to the Lord Clifford's Diſpoſal, who was Cer- * 
tainly the Perſon, ® that propoſed it in Council, Fan. 2. 167 12, 
ind for his Reward was made Lord High-Treafurer: And in 
anſwer to his being accuſed of breaking the Triple League, 
it is alledged, that he went not to the Interview at Dover ;

Several of the Courtiers adviſed the King to maintain hi ſbme & 
Declaration; * and the Duke of Buckingham, and ſome othe —. 
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others, offer'd to bring the Army to Town, and to take out of 
both Houſes the Members that made the Oppoſition ; but the 
Earl of Shaftesbury was too tender of the Laws and Liberties 
of his Country to come into ſuch Meaſures, and preſſed the 
King, on the other hand, to give the Parliament full Content. 
This begot a Coldneſs to him in his Majeſty, tho' he thought 
it proper to comply with the Advice, and order'd the Seal to 
the Declaration to be broken. 

In the ſame Seſſion of Parliament, begun 4 Feb. 1672, this 
b Earl had a principal hand in promoting and eſtabliſhing the 
Teſt, to render Papiſts incapable of publick Employments ; 
which forcing the Duke of Jer (on his not complying. with it) 
to deliver up all his Commiſſions, he became thereby his irre- 
concilable Enemy, and wrought ſo far on the King as to leſſen 
his Favour to this noble Peer; tho”, as Biſhop Burnet relates, it 
was not thought fit to lay him aſide till it ſhould appear what Ser- 
vice he could do them in another Seſſion of Parliament, 

However, his Lordſhipſfinding the Popiſh Intereſt growing at 
Court, thought it a Duty owing to his Country, not to enter 
into Meaſures deſtructive to the Religion and Liberties of it, 
He never endeavour'd to ingratiate himſelf with the Duke of 
Vrt, as he openly profeſſed the Popiſh Religion, and not yield- 
ing a ready Obedience to him in proroguing the next Sethon of 
Parliament; when the Commons were debating on an Addreſs 
to put a ſtop to his Marriage with the Princeſs of Modena, * the 
Duke prevail'd with the King to take the Seals from him. Ac- 
cordingly, on the gth of Nov. 1673, his Majeſty ſent for his 
Lordſhip to I bitaball, where, on his Command, he reſigned 
the Great Seal, without altering the natural Chcarfulneſs of 
his Temper. In the Afternoon he was viſited at his Manſion- 
houſe by his Highneſs. Prince Rupert, and divers other Peers 
and Gentlemen of Quality, who gratefully acknowledged them - 
ſelves extremely obliged by his equitable and honeſt Diſcharge 
of the "Truſt repoſed in — for which they returned him 
Thanks. And this Juſtice muſt be done to his Lordſhip's Me- 
mory, that he executed this great Office with ſingular Inte- 
grity, and notable Sufficiency. 

The Papiſts were now ſo enraged againſt him, that he 
thought it prudent to keep ® a conſtant Guard about his Houſe, 
to ſecure his Perſon from their bloody Deſigns ; and not ſuc-+ 
ceeding according to their Expectation, they uſed all their Arts 
to ground an Accuſation againſt him of High Treafon : But 
that Attempt having no effect, they examined the Court-Rolls 
in the ſeveral Offices he had paſs'd through, and picking out 
ſome friyolous Matters, preſented a Paper to the King's Coun 
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cil, who, to their great Mortification reported, that nothing 
could be drawn out of thoſe Papers, ſufficient for any Informa- 
tion; whereby all their Noiſe and Clamour ſerved to no other 
purpoſe, than the expoling their own Folly and Wickedneſs, 
and making his Loyalty and Juſtice ſhine with greater Bright- 
neſs and Splendor. ; | 
His Lordſhip had too great a Penetration not to diſcern the 
Deſigns of thoſe who were for ſubyerting our Religion and Li- 
berties, and like a true Patriot, was watchful to oppoſe them, 
In 1675, a Teſt was unexpectedly offered in the Houle of Lords, 
whereby all who enjoyed Offices, Juſtices of the Peace, and Mem- 
bers of Parliament, were to take an Oath, That it was not lau- 
I on any Pretence whatſoever, to take up Arms againſt the King ; 
and that they abhorred that traitorous Poſition, of taking Arms by 
bis Authority, againſt his Perſon, or thoſe that are commiſſion'd by 
him, &c. and that they will not at any time endeavour any Altera- 
tion in Government, either in Church or State. This brought on 
a long Debate; fo that at laſt it came to be one of the greateſt 
Conteſts that ever happened in Parliament; wherein his Lord- 
hip, and divers other Peers, ſtood up againſt the Oath, and 
pleaded for the ancient Englih Liberties ; and Biſhop Burn: 
— " that the Earl of Shaftesbury diſtinguiſped himſelf mir! 
in this Seffion, than ever be had dane before.“ He ſpoke oner a 
* whole Hour, t> ſhew the Inconvenience of condemning all 
* Reſiſtance, upon any Pretence whatſoever, * And yet, tho 
„ his Words were watched, ſo that it was reſolved to = ſent 
& him to the Tower, if any had fallen from him that had made 
« him liable to ſuch a Cenſure, he ſpoke both with ſo much 
* Boldneſs, and ſo much Caution, that tho” he provoked the 
& Court extremely, no Advantage could be taken againſt him, 
„ The Court carried every Queſtion in favour of the Teſt, 
© tho? with great Oppoſition, and a Proteſtation made upon 
© every Step that was carried.” So that the Bill was in a fair 
way to have paſſed, but the Parliament was prorogued, and it 
was dropt. ' | | 
After this, the King governed by French Councils, and was 
without a Parliament for 15 Months ; during which time the 
Earl, with great Aſſiduity, form'd a Party, who declared hearti- 
for the Proteſtant Religion, and the Intereſt of England.

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Lord Shaftesbury was — 13 Months in Priſon; and for not 
complying with a formal Recantation of his * all his Pe- 
titions to his Majeſty were rejected. On this Uſage he had re- 
courſe to the King's-Bench, where his Council argued, that the 
Court ought to relieve him; and the Earl ſpoke himſelf with 
great Reaſon and Eloquence for the Liberty of the Subject, and 
his own Diſcharge ; yet the Judges deny'd him Redreſs. * 80 
the Earl was remanded to Priſon, and ſtaid there till ano- 
ther Seſſion of Parliament; when his Application to an inferior 
Court was voted a Breach of Privilege by the Lords, and he was 
to anſwer his Contempt at the Bar of the Houſe. Which his 
Lordſhip, finding no other Way to procure his Liberty, ſubmit- 
ted to, and was accordingly diſcharged. 

On the 21ſt of April i6 9, he was conſtituted Lord-Preſident 
of the Council ; but — in oppoſing the Duke of Yor#'s 
Succeſſion to the Throne, and the arbitrary Meaſures of the 
Court, he was removed from that Station on the 5th of Ofober 
following. After which, on his Majeſty's ſummoning, a new 
Parliament to meet at Oxford, on the 21ſt of March 1682, his 
Lordſhip joined with ſeveral other Noblemen, in preſenting a 
Petition to the King, ſetting forth the ill Conſequences of the 
Parliament's meeting at Oxford, and humbly requeſting they 
might be permitted to fit at YeAminfter. But his Majeſty re- 
ſolving not to alter his Reſolution, he repaired to Oxford ; 
where, when the Houſe of Lords threw out the Impeachment 
of Fitz- Harris, which the Commons had ſent to them, he, to- 
gether with eighteen other Peers, entered their Proteftation 
againſt rejecting thereof. And the Parliament being diſſolved 
immediately after, he returned to his Houſe at London, where 
one Bryan Hans came to him, pretending that he could make 
very conſiderable Diſcoveries of the Popiſh Plot, and the Mur- 
der of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, if he might have his Pardon; 
which the Earl being not able to obtain, and Hans being car- 
ried before the Council, inſtead of diſcovering any Particulars 
about the Death of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, accuſed bis Lord- 
ſhip of attempting to ſuborn him thereto ; and on this Infor- 
mation, the Farl was apprehended on the 2d of Fuly 1681, and 
after being examined by his Majeſty in Council, he was com- 
mitted to the Tower, and there continued till the latter End 
of November, without obtaining a Trial, tho' he had preſented* 
ſeveral Petitions, requeſting to be tried or bailed, according to 
the Habeas Corpus Act. 

After much foul Play in practiſing with the Witneſſes, an 
Inditment for High-Treaſon was preferred againſt him to the 
Grand Jury at the Seffions-Houle in the Cld-Baih, on the 24th 
of November 1681, | - 

On his being committed Priſoner to the Tower, his Papers 
were ſeized and ſearched, among which there was nothing ma- 
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terial but the Draught of an Aſſocietion, which was neither 
writ nor mark'd in any Place with his Hand; yet this was pro- 
duced in Court as a Proof of his Treaſon, and the Witneſſes 
depoſed many incredible Things againſt him : which coming 
from People of infamous Characters, the Jury returned the Bil 
Tenoramus, to the general Satisfaction of ihe Nations who be- 
lieved that his woe oe Sufferings were grounded on his appa. 
rent Zeal for their Religion and [iberties'; ſo that they pub- 
lickly rejoiced in his Deliverance, and made Bonfires in ſeveral 
Parts of the City. Alfo Graham, the Sollicitor- againſt him, 
(who had managed the Hr; Evidence) narrowly eſcaped the 
Fury of the Multitude ; and the Earl, when he was at Liberty 
ſor he did not frequently obtain it) proſecuted him and his 
Accuſers, for conſpiring to indict him of High- Treaſon. But 
the Defendants moving that they might not be tried in Lendn 
or Middleſex, it was allowed of by the Judges; on which hi;

And 
his Lordſhip departing this Life on the roth of November 1699, 
vas ſucceeded by Anthony his Son and Heir. 

Which Anthony, born the 26th of February 1670, was of a 
noſt unblemiſhed Reputation, and an ingenious and learned 
Jobleman, as is apparent from thoſe excellent Books he wrote.

Bucks Eſq; and by his laſt Will, o dated 21 February, 
1545, 37 Henry VIII. writing himſelf Benett Lee of Huncote in 
Com? Bucks, orders his Body to be buried in the Ifle of our Lady 
in the Church of Huncete; and was a Benefactor to the ſaid 
Church, as alſo to thoſe of Lincoln, Beerſten, Wyngrave, Clinton, 
and Buckland, He bequeaths 5 J. or more, to poor People at 
his Burial, and orders a yearly Obit be kept in Huncate, for his 
Soul and all Chriſtian Souls, for the ſpace of 20 Years, and

Nevertheleſs, on the breaking out of the Rebellion, he had." ied 


the Command of a Regiment in that Army under the Earl & Earl o 
Eſſex, which engaged in the Battle of Edgehill ; and afterwards Which

was made Governout of Plymouth in Devonſhire ; alſo in 1644, 
as Whitlocke writes in his Memorials) * was appointed Lord- 
jeutenant of Exeter and Devonſhire, In 1645, by the Self 
denying Ordinance, he was removed from the Government 
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Phmouth, but had fo far endear'd himſelf to the Inhabitants 
there, that f they petitioned the Parliament for his continuance, 
which was refuſed, The fame Year, the Parliament appointed 
a Committee to conſider of a Recompence to the Lord Robartes 
for his good Services, and afterwards voted 2000 /. to be paid to 
him in Part of his Arrears. And, on a Debate, about Propoſiti- 
ons for Peace with the King, they i voted that the Lord Robartes 
(among others, who were to have Honours conferred on them) 
ſhould be made an Earl. 

His Lordſbip after this, ſeeing no hopes of Peace, and find= 
ing how things would terminate, withdrew himſelf from actin 
and heartily concurred in the Reſtoration of King Charles II. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip was ſworn of his Majeſty's Privy-Coun- 
eil, and made Lord Privy-Seal in 1661, which great Office he 
held when he was Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland. On the 18th of 
September, 1669, he landed at Houtb, and was that Day ho- 
nourably conducted to Dublin, and ſworn at the Council-Board, 
Lord-Lieutenant. But as Cox, in his Hiſtory of Ireland writes, 
the Popiſh Intereſt prevailing at Court, he was ſoon removed, 
ind John Lord Berkley placed in his ſtead, who was ſworn Lord- 
Lieutenant, May 21, 1670, when the Lord Robartes gave up 
his Power with this ſhort Speech : 

My Lord, 

« I will not detain you long from the great Charge now 
placed upon you. Action is the Life of all Government. 
« I have no more to ſay. But I received this Sword in Peace, 
* and will deliver it ſo to your Excellency.” 

For his great Knowledge 1n * prep Affairs, he was often 
by Commiſſion conſtituted Speaker of the Houſe of Lords. And 
in conſideration of his Services and great Merits, the King on the 
23d of Juh, in the 3iſt Year of his Reign, advanced him to 
the Dignity of a Viſcount, by the Title of Viſcount Bodmyn, as 
alſo to the Degree of an Farl, by the Title of Earl of Radnor ; 
and the ſame Year conſtituted him Lord Preſident of his Privy- 
Council, All which high Truſts he diſcharged with great Abi- 
ly, Integrity, and Courage. And dying at Chelſea near London, 
on the 17th of Fay, 1685 ; his Body about eight Days after, 
was conveyed to Lanhedrock near Bodmyn in Cormual, and there 
buried. He married two Wives, firſt, Lucy, Daughter of Robert 
Earl of Farwick, by whom he had three Sons, Robert Lord Viſ- 
count Boamyn ; Hender Robartes Eiq; and Fobn who died young. 
Which Hender was elected for the Borough of Bedmyn to all the 
Parliaments of King Charles II. as alſo in the firſt of James II.

WH E N the Engliſb, in imitation of Foreigners aſſumed 

their Surname from the Place of their Reſidence, then 
was it that the Progenitors of this ancient Family aſſumed their 
Name of Berkeley, from their Seat Bertely-Caſtle in Cam.

Arms, he adhered © to them; for which his Lands were ſeized, 
For in 48 Henry III. the King having a reſpect to [/abel his 
Wife (whom he calls his beloved Niece) aſſigned the Manors 
of Heri eiſbam and Torteſclive for her maintainance ; and for 
that Tranſgreſſion he obtained pardon © in 55 Henry III. 

This Maurice was a Benefactor 4 to the Abbey of St. Auguſtin's 
near Briſtol, of divers Lands in Berkley, Bevington, Walgaſton 
and Erlingham 3 and having married Jſabel, the Daughter of 
Maurice de Creoun, (a great Baron in Lincolnſhire) by 1/abel 
his Wife, Siſter to William de Valence Earl of Pembroke, had 
Iſſue Maurice killed f in a Tournament in his own Life-time; 
Thamas, Who ſucceeded him; and Robert: And departing this 
Life # 4 April 1281 (9 Edw.1.) was buried in the North Iſle 
of St. Augu/tin's Abbey near Briſtol, leaving Tamas his Son and 
Heir, then thirty Years old; who doing his Homage, had

For his Services in which Wars, he had a 
ſpecial Grant of Liberty ? to hunt the Fox, Hare, Badger and 
Wild-Cat, with his own Dogs, within the King's Foreſts of 
Mendip, and Chace of 1 =o and was acquitted * of an 
hundred Marks, the then Relief of his Barony. In 14 Edi. 
L he had another Summons * to be at Gloucefler on Midſum- 
mer-day, thence with Edmund Earl of Cernmoal, the King's 
Uncle, to march againſt the Melcb. In 17 Edward I. he was 
in the Wars of France, and of the Retinue of Roger Bigot 
Earl of Norfolk, Marſhal of England.

Norham in Northumberland, the 2d of June, 1292, 20 Ed. J. 
Four Years after which, he with others was * ſent to make x 
Truce with the French King; and the next Year was mad: 
Conſtable of England, Anno 1297, 26 Edw. I. he was at the 
Battle of Faukirk in Scotland, where twenty thouſand Seng 
were ſlain. In which Year in conſideration of his good Ser. 
vices, he had a Pardon * for 500 Marks, for which he was fined 
for Treſpaſſes committed in the Chace near Briſtal. The next 
Year he had a Summons a to meet the King at Carliſle in 
Whitfun-Week, with Horſe and Arms, to march againſt the 
Scots ; and afterwards another Summons o to be at York the 
x2th of November following ; and on account of his good Ser.

rok Caſtle ; and the next Year was ordered * to fit himſelf with 
Horſe and Arms again, to go in the Scotch Wars. In which 
Year alſo, be was one of thoſe in the Parliament at Linn, 
who ſubſcribed ® that Letter to the Pope, in which the Chief 
of the Englih Nobility aſſerted King Edward's Right for the 
Superiority of Dominion in the Kingdom of Scotland.

I. incluſive, he wad in 
the Wars of Scotland, as he was ſeveral times afterwards, In

Lewis XII. and the 4 two ſucceeding Years was Sheriff of the 
County of Gloucefter ; in the laſt of which he was conſtituted 
Lieutenant of the Caſtle of Calais, and Captain of fifty Men 
at Arms. 

In 14 Hen. VIII. he was ſummoned * to Parliament, (tho' he 
had not the Place of his Anceſtors) but fate according to the 
Date of that Summons ; and in the enſuing Year was ſent into 
France with an Army under the Command of Charles Brandon 
Duke of Suffolk, to — the Emperor's, with a view of making 
Conqueſts in thoſe Parts. He ® married Catherine, Daughter of 
Sir William Berkley of Stoke-Gifford in Com* Somerſet Knt. but 
had no Iſſue. He died at Calais the 12th of September 1523, 
and was buried in the Trinity Chapel in St. Nicholas Pariſh, 
leaving his Wife ſurviving, who died ſoon after, ordering her 
Body to be buried in the Chapel of our Lady in Dartford Mo- 
naſtery in Kent. 

To him ſucceeded Thomas his Brother and Heir, who in 16

He was ſworn of his Ma- 
jelty's moſt Honourable Privy-Council on Zuly 17, 1678; and 
about the middle of March 1681, ſeveral very eminent Divines 
of the City of London, accompanied by Dr. Tilltſon, Dean of 
Canterbury, (after Archbiſhop of Canterbury) waited on the 
Earl of Berkley at his Houſe, called Berkley- Huſt in St. John's, 
and preſented his Lordſhip with this following Addreſs, in 
writing.

to the Houſe of Peers by Writ 7 March 1704. In the Engage- 
ment with the French Fleet off Malaga in the Mediterranean, 
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Im 1705, he commanded the Beyne, a Ship of 80 Guns and 
zoo Men. In which Year, having ſerv'd under Sir Claudſly 
Shovel, at the Siege of Thoulon, he narrowly eſcap'd Shipwreck 
in his Return home, his Ship the St. George, having ſtruck on 
the ſame Ridge of Rocks, on which Sir Gloudfley was loſt, but 
providentially by a Wave was ſet afloat.

the King into France. And on the ſame Occaſion, he had in

pedition into Gaſcony, where the Exgliſb were worſted, going to 
relieve Bellegard, belieged by the Earl of Artors, 

So likewiſe did Robert 4 Arci his Brother; of whom, before! 
proceed, I ſhall obſerve, that the ſame Year, a Rebellion begin. 
ning in Scotlard, at the Inſtigation of William Wallets, on ac- 
count of the Scots refuſing to do Homage, he was then ſent into 
thoſe Wars, in which the Exgliſb Forces ſuffered not a little. 
And in 27 Edw. I. being Lord of the Manors of Stallingburgh 
and Dunſlon in Cam Linc. he had a Grant of Free Warren in 
all his demeſne Lands there. In 34 Edw. I. the King ſending 
an Army into Scotland, againſt Robert Bruce; who had caulcd 
himſelf, on Lady-day, to be crown'd at Scoone; this Robert 
& Arci leaving the King there, without licence, the Sheriff c. 
Lincolnſhire had command to ſeize all his Lands and Poſleflions 
in that County. But this Breach of Truſt was afterwards for- 
given; for anno 4 Edw. II. the Cuſtody of the Caſtle and Ho- 
nour of Striguil in Scotland, was committed to him. And in

in his Manor of Lethered in Com Surry, to himſelf and Joan 
his Wife, and the Heirs of their Bodies. And in 5 Edward 
III. of a Market every Week on the Friday, with a Fair year- 
ly on Lammas-day, at Lethered aforeſaid. 

But now I return to Philip, who, anno 26 Edward I. was 
ſummoned to be at Carliſle on Whitſun-Eve, with Horſe and 
Arms, ready to march againſt the Scztch then in Rebellion;

In 31 Edward I. he was with the 
Lord Segrave, and others, in that Expedition into Scotland, 
where the Engliſb, after a ſharp and doubtful Fight for a time, 
were overcome, and the ſaid Lord taken, In 34 Edward J. 
the King having an intention to make Edward Prince of 
ales, his fourth Son, a Knight, ſummoned this Philip to be at 
W:ftminfter on the Morrow of the Holy Trinity, to fix with 
others the Aid to be granted for that purpoſe. And in 4, 7, 
$, and 9 of Edward II. he was in the Wars of Scotland. And 
doing his Homage as Couſin and Heir to Roger Bertram of 
Mitford in Com Northumb. had livery of ſuch Lands as de- 
ſcended to him on that account, in 5 Edward II. 

In 7 Edward II. he had command to be at Berwick on 
Tweed, on Monday before the Feaſt of St. Bartholomew, with 
Horſe and Arms, and his whole Service, ready to go againſt 
the Scots then in Rebellion, More of him 7 have not ſeen, 
than that he was one of thoſe who were with Thomas Planta- 
genet Earl of Lancaſter, in the Inſurrection made in the North, 
anno 15 Edward II. But on ſecurity given for his future Loy- 
alty,and good Behaviour, had the Year following Reftitution of 
his Lands, which were ſeized by the King for his Tranſgreſſion: 
And that he had ſummons to — among —— 
from the 25th to the 34th of Edward I. incluſive. : 

He had Iſſue three Sons, 1. Norman, 2. Robert, and, 3. John; 
and two Daughters, Fulian, Wife of Peter de Limbury ; and 
Agnes, married to Sir Roger Pedwardine K.nt. 

Norman d Arcy his eldeſt Son and Heir, was in the Wars of 
Scotland, in 7 and 9 Edward II. and adhering to Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter, had his Lands in Kalkwel! ſeized, but was after- 
wards reſtored to his Eftate ; and in 12 Edward- III. he was 
with the King in that deſcent then made into Flanders, as like- 
wiſe in the following Year ; and died on the 25th of March, 
14 
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14 Edward III. leaving Iſſue by {/abel his Wife, Philip his Son 
and Heir, ten Years of Age; who dying in 24 Edward IIl. 
Sir Philip de Limbury Knt. Son of Julian, the eldeſt of th. 
two Siſters and Coheirs to the ſaid Norman, and Agnes (the 
Wife of Sir Roger de Pedwardine Knt.) the other Siſter and 
Coheir, were found his Heirs ; Sir Philip de Limbury being then 
(viz. 24 Edward III.) thirty Years of Age, and Agnes fifty. 
Thus the Male Line failing, I am now come to John, ſecond 
Brother to Philip, Father of the laſt mentioned Norman d Arc; 
Which Jahn was a Perſon of great Courage, and eminent in 
the many Offices he bore in the Reigns of EA. I. II. and 
III. In 25 Edward I. he was in that Expedition made into 
Scotland againſt Walleis. As alſo in 31 Edward I. when Sir 
2 Sezgrave Knt. was ſent thither with an Army, the Scorch 
eing in Arms, on account of the Truct expiring on All- Saint 
Day. And in 34 Edward I. on actount of Robert Bruce's hay. 
ing uſurp'd the Kingdom: Alſo in Edward II. when the King 
fortified Berwick witha ſtrong Wall and deep Ditch, and thence 
with his Army marched into Stotland, to ſeek his Adverſary 
Robert Bruce, who refuſing him Battle, the King returned to 
Berwick. In 6 Edward II. (3 May) he had the King's Pro- 
tection to hold in force till the firſt of Auguſt following; he at 
that time _ appointed to go with the King and Queen into 
France, to the Coronation of Philp; Son of the French King, 
then King of Navarre. 5 2 - 

In 8 Edward II. Robert Bruce ning recovered the greateſ 

part of Scotland, and won from the Engliſh thoſe Caſtles which 
they held there, and driven the Garriſons out of the Kingdom, 
an conquered thoſe Scots which were in the Exliſb Setvice; the 
King, to be revenged, with a powerful Army entring Scotland, 
this 54h was then with him; but meeting with the Enemy near 
Banokesborne River, were entirely defeated on Midſummer-day, 
the K ing hardly eſcaping. In 10 Edward II. by the Title of 
John d Arci le Cohn, he was appointed Governor of the Caſtle 
of Norham in Northumberland ; and in 13 Edward II. Sheriff 
of the Counties of Derby and Nottingham, alſo in the 14th and 
2 5 that King's Reign: And in 16 Edward II. Sheriff of 
ncaſbire. 

In 17 Edward II. he was appointed Juſtice of Ireland, and 
arrived at Dublin, February 2. In 18 Edward II. being then 
in that Kingdom, he had command from the King, to ſeize 
in his Juriſdiction, all Perſons of Agenors, Pierregort, Au intimer, 
and other places then in Rebellion, againſt the King, and then 
ſafe to keep with their Goods and Effects, and to certify their 
Names, Goods, c. in writing. During his abode in Ireland, 
excellent Ordinances for the Government thereof were aſſented 
to by the King and his Council, which are at large in Pry 
Animadverſions on the 4th Inſtitutes, And the Annals of tho!

Winter- 
ton, in m Lincoln; alſo the next Year in thoſe at Franby in 
that County. And being called Fohn d Arci le Neveu, had 
that Year an Aſſignation of certain Sums of Money due to 
him for his Services in Ireland the preceeding Year.

He was a third time made Juſtice of Ireland, and Gover not 
of that Country, (viz. 21 Augu/t, 2 Ediv. III.) and alſo in the 
Year following, in which time Macegbegan of Meath, and o- 
ther 1iþ Men of Leinfter, broke out into Rebellion; yet this 
common Calamity could not unite the Elf, altho” taught 
by Experience, that they never ſuffered any great Damage but 
from Civil Diſſenſions amongſt themſelves.

In 7 Edward III. being till Juſtice of Ireland, he left Aqui. 
tam to revenge the Death of William de Burgh Earl of Ulſter, 
who had been lain by the Iriſb; and on his landing in that 
Nation, call'd a Parliament, by whoſe Advice he went to Ser 
to Carigfergus, on the firſt of Fu and by help of the Country 
People, he deſtroyed the Murderers and their Abettors. After

In ꝙ Edward III. continuing ſtill Juſtice of Ireland, he again 
failed into Scotland, with fix and thirty Ships, the Chief of the 
Triſh Nobles accompanying him; and having waſted the Ile: 

For 
which memorable Services, King Edward III. granted to —

And to the Fabrick of the Church of Querlten (without the 
Caſtle) he bequeathed 40s. and for covering the Church of 
Tore 40 . to the Nuns of Foſſe 40s. and to the Rector of 
the Church of Knayth 26 f.

And on his retreat, following him, after ſome Plunder 
of the Borders, returned. 

In 13 Hen. VII. on the Defeat of Perkin Warbeck, and the 
Corniſh Traitors, he was impowered with Sir Amias Paulet 
Knt. and Robert Sherborne Dean of Paul's, to enquire into 
their Crimes, and to puniſh them by Fine or otherwiſe, accor- 
ding to their Deſerts, And the ſame Year being a Knight 
for the King's Body, he was made Conſtable * of Bamburgh- 
Caftle in Northumberland. 

In 14 Hen. VII. he was conſtituted Captain ” of the "Town 
and Caſtle of Berwick, as alſo Warden of the Eaſt and Middle 
Marches toward Scotland, In 15 Hen. VII. he had a ſpecial 
Commiſſion a to exerciſe the Office of Conſtable and Marſhal

In 18 Hen, VII. the King confiding in his Loyalty, 
Induſtry, and Foreſight, f commiſſion'd him and Henry Babyng- 
ton D. 5. to go to * King of Scotland, to tender him the 
Oath he was obliged to take, to obſerve the Peace lately con- 
cluded; and were alſo * impowered to exchange with the Am- 
baſſadors of Scotland the Ratification of the Peace, as alſo of 
the Articles of Marriage between the ſaid King of Scotland, and 
Margaret, eldeſt Daughter of King Henry. 

In 21 Hen. VII. being * then one of the King's Privy-Coun- 
cil, he was made General Warden of the 3 towards 
Scotland.

1608, 
10 Fac. and was Rear-Admiral in that brave Fleet ſent by 
King James in ann. 1623, to bring King Charles the Fir} 
— Prince) out of Spain At which time he gave a noble 

ntertainment on ſhipboard, to the Grandees of that Court, to 
the great Honour of the Engl/h Nation: His Equipage and 
Expences in that Employment (all at his own Charge) ſtanding 
him in no leſs than fifteen thouſand Pounds; which he chear- 
fully underwent, being a Perſon of a moſt free and generous 
Spirit, much accompliſh'd with Learning, eſpecially Antiqui- 
ties, and ſundry uſeful Obſervations by his Travels thro* Franc, 
Tah, and other foreign Parts, He was one of thoſe Loyal 
Peers, which on a ſpecial Summons from King Charles I. at- 
tended his Majeſty at 7or4, in the Year 1639; they being call 
thither to adviſe what was beſt to be done with the Scots, which 
had then invaded the Northern Parts of this Realm with a 
powerful Army, And having married Catherine, Daughter to 
Edward Earl of Worceſter, (Lord Privy-Seal) died without i(- 
ſue 6 December 1642, and was buried with his Anceſtors in the 
Chancel of the Pariſh Church of Tarbich in * 

To whom ſucceeded in all his Poſſeſſions Thomas-I ind vr 
Hickman Eſq; the Son of his elder Siſter before- mentioned, 
whom he had from his Birth, in default of Iſſue by himſelf, de. 
_ to'be his Heir ; giving him at his Baptiſm the Chriſtian

But all being loſt in that fatal Diſpute, and the King con- 
trained to retreat to A/bby-de-la-Zouch in Leiceflerſhire, he there 
moſt graciouſly acknowledging the ſignal Service of thoſe Horſe 
in that unhappy Fight, and in particular the Merits of this 
Thamas-Windſor, for his dextrous Conduct therein, as a ſpecial 
Teſtimony of his Royal Grace and Favour to him, gave order 
to the Lord George Digby, (then one of his Principal Secreta- 
ries of State) to prepare a Warrant for his Royal Signature, in 
order to a Patent under the Great Seal, for reviving the Title 
and Dignity of Lord Mindſor, to him the ſaid Thomas Windſor, 
and the Deſcendants of his Body lawfully begotten : But from 
that time forward, continual Loſſes befalling the King, fo that 
the Rebels totally prevailed throughout all his Majeity's Domi- 
nions, nothing was further done thereupon, until the happy 
Reſtoration of King Charles the Second: But then his Majeſty 
taking into conſideration the many good Services ed 
this Thomas, throughout the whole Courſe of that grand Re- 
bellion, (amongſt which, the railing the Siege of his Majeſty's 
Garriſon of High Ercall, was not the leaſt) as alſo his Sufterings 
by Impriſonment, Plunder, and otherwiſe ; did, by a declara- 
tory Patent under his Great Seal, bearing date the 16th Day 
of Tune, in the 12th Year of his Reign, reſtore unto him the 
faid Themas and his Deſcendants as aforeſaid, the Stile, Title, 
and Dignity of Lord Windſor, with the like Preheminence and 
Precedence in all Parliaments, and elſewhere, as the ſaid The- 
mas late Lord Windſor, or any. of his Anceſtors bearing that 
Title, had heretofore of Right uſed and enjoyed. | 

Soon after which, being ſummoned to the enſuing Parlia- 
ment begun at W/e/tminfter, 8 May, 16 Car.

Amden, Sir William Dugdale, and other of our Antiquarics, 
have obſerved, that this Family is denominated from Lumley 
Caſtle, ſituate on the Bank of the River Weare, (near Cheſter 
on the Street) in the Biſhoprick of Durham, and is deſcended 
from Liulph, a Nobleman of great Figure in the time of King 
Edward the Confeſſor, who married Algitha Daughter to Alared 
Earl of Northumberland. 

This 4 having great Poſſeſſions, and finding the Norman 
ruled in all Places with a ſevere hand, quietly withdrew into the 
Biſhoprick of Durham, where he was dearly beloved by the Pec- 
ple, not only in reſpe& of his high Parentage, but of his many 
eminent Qualities ; whereby he grew into ſuch Familiarity and 
Credit with Walther Biſhop of Durham, and Governor of 
Northumberland, that he would do nothing in temporal Affain 
without his Advice: But this Credit that he had with the Bi- 
ſhop was the Cauſe of his Death ; which is thus related by my 
Author, from Simon Dunelmenſis, who lived in the time of 
King Henry the Second. | 

Lesfium, the Biſhop's Chaplain, finding himſelf not ſo often 
called to Council, as he was before his Lord's Acquaintance 
with Liulph, conceived ſuch Envy, as that he procured one 
Gilbert (to whom the Biſhop had committed the Rule of the 
Earldom) to murder the faid Liulph by Night, in his Manor 
Place not far from Durham ; which Biſhop having notice 
of, and knowing it would be grievouſly taken of the People, 
he, as ſoon as he heard of the Murder, ſent Letters and Mel 
ſengers into the Country, offering to purge himſelf of being 
concerned in it, according to the Order of the Canon Laws; 
and gave out, that he had baniſhed Gilbert, and others, out of 
Northumberland, who had committed the Murder. But the 
People finding this to be a Story, and that he had not baniſhed 
the Murderers, but received them into his Houſe, and favour'd 
them as before ; they ſtomach'd the matter highly ; ſo that 
when a Day was appointed by the Kindred of Liulob, to con- 
fer with the Biſhop about it at Gate/head, they gathered in great 
Numbers; and the Biſhop refuſing to talk with them, they ſig- 
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nißed to him in plain Words, That he ſhould either come forth 
and ſhew himſelf amang/t them, or they would fire the Houſe where 
he ſat, Thereupon he cauſed Gilbert to go forth to them, whom 
they flew, and his ers who came out with him. And the 
People's Fury not being quenched, the Biſhop himſelf (caſting 
the Skirts of his Gown over his Face) came likewiſe forth, and 
was immediately ſlain ; and afterwards they ſet the Church on 
fire, becauſe Leofwin the Biſhop's Chaplain, and others were 
therein; and refuſed to come forth; till at length being com- 
pelled by the Rage of the Flames, he was ſlain and hack'd in 
pices, as the Ringleader of the Murder of the ſaid Liulph. 
Which Liulob had iſſue four Sons; Uchtred, d Otbert, (whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Ormonda was married to Robert de Peſhale) 
Adam, who had, by Gift of William the Conqueror, Uldell and 
Gilcruce ; and Odo, who being ſtiled Son of Liulph, had * alſo by 
Gift of the ſaid King, Talentire and Caſtlerigge, with the Fo- 
reſt between Galtre and Graca.

Which Sir William, by Fudith his Wife, Daughter 
to Heſulden of Heſilden © had iſſue another Sir William de Lum- 
ly, who had two Sons, Hiham, * and Marmaduke, * who was 
faber of Jobn Fitz-Marmagdyke, Lord of Heorden in the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Durham, who in 29 Edw. 1. > was among thoſe 
Barons that ſubſcribed a memorable Letter to the Pope, (in 
anſwer to one he ſent to the King, © commanding him to for- 
bear further Proceedings againſt the Scots, claiming withal 
the ſovereign Authority over them, as belonging to the 
* Churchz) wherein they eun'd and claim'd the Deminien of Scot- 
land, and peremptorily conclude, That the King, their Lord, 
Heul in no wiſe 3 Ba his wares Judgment therein, nor 
ſend his Procurators (as was required) as the their King's Title 
were dubious, to the Prejudice of the Crawn, the Royal Dignity, 
Liberttes, Cuſtoms and Laws 75 England, which by their Oath 
and Duty they were bound to obſerve, end would defend with their 
Lives ; nor coul they permit, if the King would, any ſuch unlaw- 
ful. Proceedings; and therefore beſought his Holineſs not to concern

And the King having experienc'd 
his Fidelity, Prudence and Conduct, he was conſtituted 
Governor of Scarbrough Coftle for Life in the 33d Year of 
his Reign.

In the 5th Year of King Edtiy. IV. he was © conſtituted 
one of the Commiſſioners to treat with James King of Scr 
land, about his Marriage with ſome Perſon of the King af 
England's Allegiance, as alſo concerning certain Wrong, 
* which had been done by the Subjects of both Nations to each 
other, contrary to the Articles of Truce. About that time 
alſo, he was at the Siege of Bamburgh Caſtle in the County of 
Northumberland, e then held out (with ſome other Gariſons in 
the North) by the Lancaſtrians.

An Office in that Age, of great Power and Truſt; for the 
Sheriffs of Northumberland never accounted to the King in his 
Exchequet, till the 3d Year of King Ed. VI. but received 
the Iſſues and Profits of their Bailiwick to their own Uſe, with 
all other Debts, Fines, and Amercements, within the faid 
County, and all Emoluments accruing from Alienations, Intru- 
ſions, Wards, Marriages, Rebefs, &c. which was chiefly to 
encourage them to -be-on their Guard 2 he Scots.

HE Family of Booth is undoubtedly of great Antiquity in 

the Counties Palatine of Lancafter and Chefter, where 
their conſtant Reſidence has been, with great Repute and ho- 
nourable Note, through a Succeſſion of many Generations; and 
from whom, as from one common or principal Stock, all other 
Families of this Name, in other Parts of the Nation, are 
eſteemed to be, by younger Branches, deſcended. Various are 
the Traditions touching the original Stem of this Family, which, 
like moſt others of ſuch long ſtanding, is ſo ingulfed in the Ob- 
ſcurity of all-devouring Time, that no other Light than Con- 
jecture is now to be had thereof: The moſt probable is, that 
their Beginning was at a certain Place called the Booths, in the 
County of Lancaſter, where being ſeated, they were thence ſo 


ſurnamed, as the manner of thoſe Ages was, to ſtile Men from 
the Places where lived. 
The firſt of this Name that I meet with, is in the Year 1275, 


n. 3 Edw. I. when was living Hilliam the Son of Adam de 
Boothe, who married Sibill Daughter of Sir Ralph de Brereton 
Knt. a very antient Family, ſeated at Brereton in the County 
of Chefter, and continued there in a long Succeſſion of Heirs- 
Males ; until the ſame became extinct, by the NN 
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Lord Brergton in the Kingdom of Ireland, without Iſſue, in 
the Year 1721. | 
To this William ſucceeded Thomas de Boothes his Son and 


Heir, who bad Iſſue John de Bowthe, living in the Reign of King 


Edward II. and married A, or Anne, Daughter and Heir to 
Sir Gilbert de Barton K nt. of Barton near Eccles, in the 
County of Zaxcafter, as likewiſe near Booths aforeſaid. And 


here, before I proceed, it may be proper to note the different

This John, the Son and Heir of Sir Thomas or Tomalin, called

of Trafford, in the County of :Lancafter, Knt. a Family of the 
greateſt Antiquity, having been there ſeated before the time 
when M illiam Duke of Normandy entred England, and have

It is ſaid by ſome, that this John auth was the firſt who gave 
for his Coat of Arms, Argent, three Bears Heads eraſed, and

arten. But this is conceived to be a miflake for that this 
John  Bouth being the Grandſon and Heir of Agnes or Anne, 
who was Daughter. and: Heir to Sir 'Gilbert-de Barton, and who 
inherited all the Lordſhip of Barton, as appears by the ſame be- 
ing at this day poſſeſſed by the Hoirs- General, deſcended from

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this FohnBouth, for to make ſuch a Grant; neither was there

The third Son of the above-named John Bouth of Barton 
was William, who was Biſhop of Litchfield, and after ſix Years 
was tranſlated to the 7 of York, He built a Cha- 
pel joining to the South Wall of the Church of Southwell in 
Nottinghamfhire, called Bothe's Chapel, now utterly ruined ; as 
is likewiſe a fair Palace there, which is conjectured to have 
been built by this Archbiſhop, or by Laurence his Brother, and 
Succeſſor in that See. He was buried at Southwell aforeſaid. 

Richard the fourth Son of John Bauth of Barton; was the 
firſt of the Name ſeated at Strictland, near Jpſwich.in Suffolk. 

Sir Roger Booth, the fifth Son, married Catherine, Daughter 
and Heir to Ralph Hatton of Mollington near Cheſter, Eſq; and 
had iſſue Robert Booth of Sulley, and a Daughter named Mar- 
zaret, the Wife of yas wi Nevil, the third Earl of 1#:/tmor- 
land, by whom he iſſue Anne, Wife to William Lord 
Coners. 

The ſixth Son was John, who was Arthdeacon of Durham, 
and was afterwards 7 Biſhop of Exeter, 6 Edward IV. Ann, 
1466, — was buried in the Church of St. Clement Danes, Lan- 
am, 147 8. | 

Ralph, the ſeventh Son, was Archdeacon of York. 

Laurence, the eighth Son of the ſaid Jabn Beuth, was (as is 
afore ſaid) by a ſecond Venter. He was Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, Biſhop of Durham, and afterwards Arch- 
biſhop of York, and was Keeper of the Privy-Seal in 35 H. VI. 
and made Lord-Chancellor of England, 20 Sept. 12 Bw. IV. 
He founded a Chantry for two Prieſts in the Church of South- 
well, and bought the Manor of Batterſea nigh London, which 
he annexed to the Archbiſhoprick of 25r4, He died at. South- 
welfaforefaid, 20 Edward IV. ann. 1480. tat. 53, and was 
there buried. 

Having thus treated of the Children of Fobn Bauth of Bar- 
tn; I now return- to his ſecond Son Sir Robert Bouth, or 
vir Robert del Bothe of Dunham, Knt. who had likewiſe a nu- 
merous Iſſue, viz. nine Sons and five Daughters.

"This Sir Malliam Bothe built, or inlarg'd the Chapel on the 
South-ſide of the Chancel of the Pariſh-Church of Bowdon in 
the County of Chefter, which has ever fince been the Burial- 
Place of this Family. He died 16 Edward IV. ann. 1476. 

George Bothe Eſq; eldeſt Son and Heir of the faid Sir Ii. 
liam, nuarried Catherine, Daughter and Heir of Robert Mount- 

fort of Beſcote, in the County of Stafford, and of Monkſpath, in 

the County of Yarwick Eſq; deſcended from Charlemaine Em- 
peror of the Romans, and from David King of Scots; and by 
his great Grandmother, was Heir to the antient and great Fa- 
mily of Clinton of Colſpill in the ſaid County of Warwick.

This Sir George Booth having been defeated in his Atrempts 
for the King's Service, which, however unfucceſsful in him, 
were eſteemed to be what opened the Way for thoſe Meaſures 
which afterwards brought about his Majeſty's happy Reſtora- 
tion: He was committed cloſe Priſoner to the Tower of Len- 
den, by the then uſurping Powers, where he continued a con- 
ſiderable time, until the ſecluded Members of the Houſe of 
Commons were reſtored to their Seats in Parliament. 

He was the firſt of the twelve Members ſent by the Houſe of 
Commons in May 1660, to carry to King Charles the Se- 
cond, the Anſwer of that Houſe to his Majeſty's Letter, as ap- 
pears by the Journal of the Houſe of Commons, 7 May 1669, 
And on Monday, 13 July 1660, the Houſe of Commons order. 
ed, That the Sum of Ten Thouſand Pounds be conferred on 
him, as a Mark of Reſpect for his eminent Services, and great 
Sufferings for the Publick ; and that the ſame be charged upon 
the Exciſe in courſe, and paid unto the faid Sir George Both, 
or his Aſſigns. To which, on Thurſday, v/f 2, 1660, that 
— — to deſire the 8 of = rds ; and which, 
by a Meſſage from the Lords on Friday, „ 1660, their 
Lordſhips Jid concur therein, as we 6 Jane or the Houſe 
of Commons ars. Of which Gift there is this ſingular to 
be obſerved, That the firſt Motion was for Twenty Thouſand 
Paunds, which the Houſe was about to, agree to, had not Sir 
George Booth himfelf,fin his place, requeſted of the Houſe, that 
it might be no — — Ten; declaring, that what be had 
ated, was purely with intention of ſerving his King and Coun- 
try, as became him in duty to do, without view of any Reward.

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This George Lord Delamer departed this Life at Dunlam- 
Maſſie in the 63d Year of his Age, on the 8th Day of Augy/, 
1684, and was buried in a very ſplendid manner, ſuitable to 
his Rank, at Bewum in the Burial Vault of the Family, on the 
gth of September following; Elizabeth his Lady ſurviving him, 
who 222 4, 1690, was interred in the ſame Vault 
with her Lord. 4 
We come now to Henry Lord Delamer, the ſecond Son of 
the ſaid George Lord Delamer, who, on the Death of 7/lliam 
his elder Brother, became the eldeſt Son and Heir, and ſuccced- 
ed to the Honour in the Year 1684. He had in the Life-time 
of his Father, been Knight of the Shire for the County of Che- 
ier in ſeveral Parliaments in the Reign of King Charles II.

Majeſty, to reſcue his Country and Religion from Tyranny and 
Popery, as the Preamble of the Patent expreſſeth it: And had 
likewiſe for the better Support of that Dignity a Penſion of 2000 
Pounds per Annum granted to him, the which having been paid 
to him only for the firſt half Year, was afterwards ſuffered to 
run ih Atrear, and now remains ſtated amongſt the reſt of King 
Willam's Debts, in a Liſt of them drawn up at the Command 
of her late Majeſty Queen Anne, Thus was that Lord recom- 
penſed for ſerving a Government, built on Foundations, which 
ie had ſo ſeverely ſuffered for his zealouſly appearing a ſteady 
Supporter of and Adherent to. 

He married Mary fole Daughter and Heir to Sir James 
Linghath of Cittesbradk# in the County of Nerthampton, Knt. 
and Bart: A Lady of moſt clear Judgntent, very exemplary. 
Plety, great Virtue, extenſive Charity, and adorried with af 
commendable Qualities becoming her Sex and Station. But, 
to the unſpeakable loſs of this Family, was too early taken 
hence to receive the Reward of her Labours, departing this Life 
it Dunham- Maſſie, on Mcnday 23 March 1690, in the 37tli 
Year of her Age ; whoſe Body was on Monday 6 April 1691, 
depoſited in the Burial-place of this Family in the Patiſh- 
Church of Bowdon, and hath ſince by the peculiar Care and 
Inſpection of her Son, who Honours her Memory, been there 
placed, according to her Deſire, between the Remains of her 
Lord; and of her Father-in-law the ſaid George Lord Delumer. 

The Taid Henry Carl of J/arringtom by her had four Sons, 
viz. James, George, Langham and Henry; and two Daughters, 
i, the Lady Elizabeth married to Thamas Delves Eſq; then Son 
ind Heir apparent to Sir Thomas Delves of Didington in the 
County of Chefter, Bart. and dying without iſſue in the Year 
1697, was buried in J/idenbury Church in the County of 
Cheſter, the Burial-place of her ſaid Husband's' Family, The 
&her Daughter was the Lady Mzry, Wife to the Honourable 
Rufſell Robartes Etq; who by Her had iſſue the Right Honou- 
cable Henry now Earl of Radnor. 

Of the four Sons of the ſaid Homry Earl of Marringten, Fries 
the eldeſt died an Infant, and was interred at Londm; the ſe- 
cond, George, ſucceeded to his Father, 'of whom I ſhall pre- 
ſ:ntly treat; the third, Langham, was born 8 June 16855 
of whom it is to be obſerved, that he was begotten in the 
Tower of London, when his Fathef was there conſmed cloſe 
Prifoner for a pretended High- Treaſon, the firſt of the three 
times already ſpoken of; Which remarkable Beginning, ſeemed 
to preſage ſomething extraordinary to follow; nor did he fru- 
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ſtrate ſuch Expectations; for being endowed with a ſolid unbi- 
aſs d Judgment, Quickneſs of Parts, and an honourable U right- 
neſs of Mind, he ſhewed an early Diſpoſition to be uſeful in 
his Generation for the Service of his Country; and being elected 
into Parliament by the County of Cheſter, as eatly as by Law 
he was capable thereof, and continuing in that Station with 
very little Intermiſſion until the time of his Death, he ated 
therein, and as a Juſtice of Peace in his Country, with an un- 
blemiſhed Reputation, and an uncorrupted Integrity. A Pat- 
tern worthy Imitation in this and all times! He was a Groom 
of the Bed- chamber to his preſent Majeſty King George II. 
when Prince of Wales; which Place he held till his Death, 
which was at the Bath, where he died unmarried in the 40th 
Year of his Age, on Monday 12 May 1724, and was interred, 
purſuant to his own Deſire, in the Family Burial-place in Bow- 
don Church, near the Aſhes of his Father and Mother A gene- 
ral Loſs to his Country, and a fatal Blow to his Family, in be. 
ing ſo early bereaved of ſo valuable a Branch thereof, 

Henry the fourth and youngeſt Son of the ſaid Henry Earl 
of Warrington, was born Fuly 17, 1687, and was a Student in 
the Temple, till in the fatal South-Sea Year, confiding in the Fi- 
delity of ſome villanous Harpies of Exchange-Alley, he was fo 
inconvenienced in his Circumſtances, as to retire to Rotterdam 
in Helland, where he lived in great Eſteem until the 2d Day of 
February 1726, when he died unmarried in the 4oth Year of 
his Age; greatly regretted by all who knew him, and an in- U 
expreſnible Loſs to his Family, who beſt knew how to value 42 
him. He was a Man of untainted Virtue and true Piety ; and 
departed in Peace, praying for his Perſecutors, His earthly 
Remains reſt in a Vault in the great Church of Rotterdam. 

The faid Henry Earl of Warrington having ſurvived his Lady 
almoſt three Years, died at London on the 2d Day of January 
1693, having well nigh compleated the forty-ſecond Year of 
his — and was interred in the Family-Vault in Botudum 
Church in the County of Cheſter, on Sunday the 14th Day of 
the ſame Fanuary ; that very Day of the Month which, eight 
Years before, had been the Day of his aforementioned Trya!, 
and which he every Year commemorated with Acts of Devo- 
tion and Charity ; and which now eight Years afterwards became The 
a Day doubly memorable to his Poſterity. 

The preſent Earl of Warrington, out of his great Regard to 
their Memory, has erected a beautiful Monument over the 
Burial-Vault of his noble Family, in the Pariſh-Church of

in 1 Amo 17 10, unmarried. 

o whom ſucceeded Frederick his next Brother, late Earl of 
Rochford, then one of the Nobles of the Province of Utrecht ; 
who married Beſey Daughter to Richard Savage Earl Rivers ; 
by whom he had iſſue Filliam- Henry his Succeſſor, born the 
17th of September 1717 ; and the Honourable Richard-Savage 
de Naſſau, born the firſt of June 172 35 And dying at his Houſe 
in Great Ne. Lincoln's-Inn Fields, in June 1737, was 
ſucceeded by Milliam-Heury his Son and Heir.

-e van Keppel, who was created Earl of Albemarle, 
deſcended of a very ancient Family of the Nobles of Guel- 
derland, one of the Provinces of the States-General, being a 
younger Son of Bernard van Pallant Lord of Keppel, by Agnes- 
Charltte- Elizabetha his Wife, Daughter to Jacob wan WWaſſe- 
nar Lord of Opdam. His elder Brother the Baron Pallunt, and 
Lord of Keppel, was kill'd at the Battle of Eckeren in the Year 
1733, unmarried ; and his younger Brother Rabe, who was 
Lieutenant-General in the Service of the States-General, Co- 
lonel of a Regiment of Foot, Poſtmaſter-General of the Pro- 
vince 
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vince of Guelderland, Bailiff of Boiſſeduc, and one of the Nobles 
of the Province of Over- el, died in 1733, leaving iſſue one 
Son, Arnold- 7ooft. 

The ſaid Arnold, who was created Earl of Albemarle, attended 
King William into England in the Year 1688, and was after- 
wards made one of the Grooms of his Bed-chamber, and Ma- 
ſter of the Robes, On 25 March (N. S.) 1692, being one of 
the Grooms of the King's Bed-chamber, he was ſent from the 
Hague to compliment the Elector of Bavarid, on his arrival in 
Flanders, And attending on his Majeſty in ſeveral Campaigns, 
wherein he diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his Courage and Fidelity, 
he was by Letters-Patent, bearing date 10 Febr. 1693, 8 Ill. 
created Baron Afford of Aſhford in Kent, Viſcount Bury in C:m' 
Pal. Lanc. and Earl of Albemarle, a Town and Territory in the 
Dukedom of Normandy, heretofore belonging to Stephen the Son 
of Odo, deſcended from the Earls of Champagne ; whom William 
the Conqueror made Ear] of Albemarle, as being the Son of his 
Half-Siſter by the Mother's fide, and gave to him for the fur- 
ther maintenance of his Eftate, the Territory of Holderneſi in 
Yorkſhire. And when his Iſſue failed, the Kings of England 
honoured others, who had greatly deſerved of them, with the 
fame Title, tho? they had long fag loſt their Eſtate in Nor- 
mandy. 

In the Year 1698, on the Reſignation of the Earl of Syar- 
brough, he was conſtituted Colonel of the firſt Troop of Horſe- 
Guards; alſo on the 14th of May, 1700, elected one of the 
Knights Companions of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
at which time he was one of the Lords of the Bed- chamber to 
his Majeſty, and was inftalled at //7n4for on the 5th of June 
following. King William held his Lordſhip in the higheſt 
Eſteem, and bequeathed to him in his laſt Will and Teſtament, 
the Lordſhip of Breevaſt, and 200,000 Guilders, the only Le- 

cy he gave from the Prince of Naſſau Friexland, whom his 

lajeſty made his Heir. 

His rd{hip being deeply affected with the Death of his 
Royal Maſter, retired to his native Country, and on his arri- 
val in Holland, took his Place as a Member of the Nobles in 
the Aſſembly of the States-General. In 1702, he was declared 
General of the Dutch Forces; was alſo Licutenant-General of 
the Queen's Forces, and ſhared in the Honour the Confederate 
Army gain'd in their ſeveral Campaigys againſt the French, du- 
ring the laſt War. | 

In 1705, he came into England, and attending on the Queen 
when ſhe viſited the Univerſity of Cambridge, he was there cre- 
ated a Doctor of Laws. In 1710, his Lordſhip had her Maje- 
jeſty's Leave to diſpoſe of bis Trcop' of Horſe-Guards, which 
by &. Favour he had hitherto kept; and accordingly! by Agree- 
ment between him and the Earl of Portland, the Queen con- 
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ferred it on that Earl, who was afterwards created Duke of Part- 
land, On the Demiſe of her Majeſty, he was ſent by the 
States-General to Hanover, to congratulate our late Sovereign 
King George, on his happy Accefſion to the Crown of theſe 
Realms. And after his Return, was one of thoſe Noblemen 
deputed by their High-Mightineſſes to receive the King, and 
his Royal Highneſs our preſent Sovereign, on the Frontiers of 
the United Provinces : His Lordſhip had alſo the Honour to en- 
tertain them at his fine Seat at Vert. And when our late 
moſt gracious Queen came from Hanover, ſhe was received and 
attended by his Lordſhip to Rotterdam, where ſhe embarked 
for England. | 
This noble Earl was a Member of the Nobles of Holland, as 
alſo Deputy-Foreſter of that Province, General of the Horſe, 
and of the Swiſſzrs in the Service of the States-General, Go- 
vernor of Boiſleduc, Colonel of a Regiment of Carabiniers, and 
of a Regiment of N And having by an affable and ge- 
nerous gained the Eſteem of the Exgliſß Nation, as 
well as of his own Country, departed this Life very much re- 
gretted, in' the 48th Year of his Age, at the Hague, on- the 
3oth of May, N. S. 1718. He married in Holland in the Year 
1701, 1/abella, ſecond' Daughter of S. Cravemoor, General of 
the Forces of the States-General, by whom he had an only 
Son born at ¶hiteball the 5th of June 1702, who had the Names 
of William- Anne from her Majeſty Queen Ame, who honourcd 
him with ſtanding Godmother in Perſon ; alſo a Daughter 
named Sophia, born at Tournay on the ad of July, 1711, married 
to John mas Eſq; | 
hich J/illiam- Anne, now Earl of Albemarle, having been 
abroad for ſome time, returned into England in the Year 1718. 
His late Majeſty conſtituted him on Auguft 25, 1717, (his Fa- 
ther then living) Colonel of a Company in the ſecond Regi- 
ment of Foot-Guards ; and in Octaber 1723, his Lordſhip was 
declared one of the Lords of the Bed-chamber to his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of ales. In 1725, he was made one of the 
Knights Companions of the moſt Honourable Order of the Bath. 
And on March 31, 1727, was appointed Aid-de-Camp to his 
Majefty. Our preſent Sovereign, on his Accem̃on, continued 
him in his Place of Lord of the Bedchamber ; and on the 22d 
of November 1731, conferred on him the Command of a Re- 
giment of Foot at.

TH firſt of the Name of Coventry that I meet with, was 
'* Henry Coventry, * Sheriff of London in 45 Hen. III. 1260. 
But as Sir William Dugdale, and other of our Antiquaries agree, 
the preſent Earl of Coventry is deſcended from William Coven- 

of the City of Goventry, whoſe Son Fohn Coventry, being a 
* of London, and of an lent Fortune, was Sheriff 
thereof with Robert Whitti in 1416, 4 Hen, V. and Lord 
Mayor of Landen in 4 Hen. VI. He was © one of the Execu- 
tors of Richard Whittington, who was four times Mayor of Lon- 
don ; and who having begun to build Newgate, and the _ 
of the Grey-Friers at Ghrift Church, Londen, with that at Guild- 
hall, were all finiſhed by his three Executors. 

This John Coventry is much 4 commended in our Chronicles, 
for his diſcreet Carriage in the Debate betwixt Humphry Duke 
of Gloucefter, and Henry Beaufort Biſhop of Wincheſter ; and 
lies buried in the Church of St, Mary-le-Bow in Cheapfide, 
Londen, where a Monument was erected to his Memory, with 
this Inſcription, much to his Commendation,

Thomas, Son and Heir of the E eee Thomas, born 
at Croome-d' Abitot in Worceſterſhire, in 1578, became at the 
Age of fourteen, a Gentleman-Commoner of Baliol-College in 
Oxford, where he continued three Years, and then was entered 
a Member of the Inner-Temple ; where purſuing his Father's 
Steps in the laudable Studies of the Municipal Laws, he was 
choſen Autumn Reader of that Society, 14 Fac. I. and the ſame 
Year, on the 17th of November, was elected Recorder of the 
City of Londen; alſo on the 14th of March following, ” conſti- 
tuted Sollicitor-General ; and received 4 the Honour of Knight. 
hood two Days after at Theobalds. & 

In 18 Fae. I. he was made * Attorney-General ; and from 
thence * advanced to that eminent ce of Lord-Keeper of 
the Great Seal of England, by King Charles I. on the firſt of 
November 1625. On the 10th of April 1628, he was dignificd 
with the * Degree of a Baron of this Realm, by the Tithe of 
Lord Coventry of Aylesborough in Com i igorn. the Preamble 
ſetting forth theſe weighty Reaſons for his Advancement:

| » died at Durham-Homſe in the Strand; in Landon, on the 
14th of Januam 1642, and was buried at Croom-d Abitot, by 
his Father, on the firſt of March following, after he had con- 
tinued in that great Poſt of Lord-Keeper for the ſpace of about 
16 Years, with univerſal Reputation for his exact Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice : He had a venerable Aſpect, but was neither

© of, forty Years: nor Had his Succeſſors fot ſome time after 
© him much better Fortune, And he himſelf had uſe of all his 
© Strength and Skill (as be was an excellent Wreſtler in this 
kind) to preſerve himſelf from falling in two Shocks : the 
© one given him by the Earl of Portland, Lord High- Treaſurer 
© of England ; the other by the Marquis of Hamilton; who had 
© the greateſt Power over the Affections of the King of any 
Man of that time. | 
He was a Man of wonderful Gravity and Wiſdom ; and 
* underſtood. not only the whole Science and Myſtery of the 
. Hr, at leaſt᷑ equally with any Man who had ever fat in that 
Place ; but had a clear Conception of the whole Policy of the 
Government both of Church and State; which by the un- 
© 6kilfulneſs of ſome well-meaning Men, juſtled each the other 
too much. - 

He knew the Temper, Diſpoſition, and Genius of the 
Kingdom moſt enactly; ſaw their Spirits grow every day 
more ſturdy, inquiſitive and impatient : and therefore natu- 
* rally abborred all Innovations; which, he foreſaw, would pro- 
© duce-ruinous Effects. Yet many, who ſtood at a diſtance, 
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thought he was not active and ſtout enough in oppoſing thoſe 
Innovations: For though by his Place he preſided in all pub- 
© lick Councils, and was moſt ſharp-ſighted in the Conſequence 
© of things; yet he was ſeldom known to ſpeak in Matters of 
© State, which, he well knew, were, for the moſt part, con- 
© cluded before they were brought to that publick Agitation : 
* never in foreign Affairs; which the Vigour of his Judgment 
could well have comprehended : nor indeed freely in any 
© thing, but what immediately and plainly concerned the Juſtice 
© of the Kingdom; and in that, as much as he could, he pro- 
© cured References to the Judges. Though in his Nature he 
* © had not only a firm Gravity, but a Severity and even ſome 
© Moroſity ; yet it was ſo happily tempered, and his Courteſy 
and Aﬀability towards all Men fo tranſcendent, and ſo much 
© without Aﬀectation, that it marveloufly recommended him 
© to Men of all Degrees; and he was looked u as an ex- 
© cellent Courtier, without receding from the native Simpli- 
© city of his own Manners.

© out much Ornament of Elocution, a ſtrange power of making

tions than he would ſuffer himſelf to be entangled with: Sd

And by Elizabeth, his ſe- 
cond Wife, Daughter to Jahn Alder/ſey of Spurftow in Com” 
C:/tr. and Widow of William Pitchford Eſqs; he had four Sons, 
John, Francis, Henry, and William : alſo four Daughters; Anne 
married to Sir Milliam Savile of Thornhill in Yorkſhire, Bart, 
Mary to Henry- Frederick Thynne of Longlete in Wiltſhire Eſq; 
Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Viſcount Weymouth ; Margaret to 
Anthony Earl of Shaftesbnry ; and Dorothy to Sir Fohn Pakington 
of W:/twaed in the County of Morceſter, Bart. Theſe Ladies 
were all very eminent for their Piety, Virtue, and great Ca- 
pacitles; the youngeſt of them was a Lady of that incompa- 
rable agg fanding, as well as Piety, that ſhe is ſaid to be the 
Author of the ole Duty of Man. And their Brothers wete 
as conſpicuous for their Talents and Abilities in Parliament, 
and at the Cabinet. 

Therefore before I proceed to treat of Thomas Lord Coventry 
his Succeſſor, & ſhall give what I find remarkable of his Sons by 
the ſecond Marriage; 1. 7ohn, the eldeſt Son had to Wife EA- 
zabeth, Daughter and Coheir of 'Fehn Colts of Barton in the 
County of Somerſet Eſq; Widow of Herbert Doddington, ſecond 
Son, and after Heir to dir William Deddington of Bremer in Com” 
Southampt. Kit. by whom he had iſſue Sir John Coventry of Pit- 
minſter in the County of Samerſet, and of Mere in the County 
of Wilts, was made Knight of the Bath at the Coronation of 
Kin Charles IT. and was a Member in that Parliament, calbd 


the Long-Parliament, for the Borough of Heymeuth in Dorſet- 
ſhire, and in all the other Parliaments of King Charles II. On 


the 21ſt of December 1670, a violent and inhuman Attempt 
was made on his Perſon, as the Preamble to the Act ſets forth, 
for Preventing malicions Maimirig and Wounding, which has been 
fince called the Coventry- Act; and by which the Perſons ſo of- 


fending are to ſuffer Death, Biſhop Bunnet, in the Hiſtory of 


his own Time, Y and other Relations, give us this Account of 
— of the Houſe 

of Commons, who ſtruggled much againſt the giving Money ; 
and it being then uſual, after ſuch Bills had failed in the main 
Vote, for thoſe who oppoſed, to endeavour to lay the Money 
n Funds unacceptable and deficient ; it was propoſed to lay a 
ax on the Play-houſes, which were then deemed Neſts of Pro- 
Mtution. This was oppoſed by the Court: It was ſaid, The 
Players were the King's Servants, and a part of his Pleaſure.

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Pleaſure lie among the Men, or the Women that ated? This 
was carried with great Indignation to the Court, It was ſaid, 
This was the firſt time that the King was perſonally reflected 
© on: If it was paſſed over, more of the ſame kind would 
© follow; and it would grow a Faſhion to talk ſo. It was 
© therefore fit to take ſuch ſevere notice of this, that no body 
© ſhould dare to talk at that rate for the future. The Duke of 
York told Biſhop Burnet, © He faid all he could to the King to 
© divert him from the Reſolution he took ; which was to ſend 
< ſome of the Guards, and watch in the Streets where Sir = 
© lodged, and leave a Mark upon him.“ The Fact by Bills of 
Indictment was found to be committed by Sir Thomas Sandys 
Ent. Charles Obrian Eſq; Simon Parry = Miles Reeves, who 
were fled from Juſtice, not daring to abide a legal Trial, © As 
© Coventry was going home, they drew about him ; he ſtood up 
© to the Wall, and ſnatch'd the Flambeau out of his Servant's 
Hands; and with that in one Hand, and his Sword in the other 
© he defended himſelf fo well, that he got great Credit by it. 
© He wounded ſome of them; but was ſoon diſarmed; and 
© then they cut his Noſe to the Bone, to teach him to remem- 
© ber what Reſpect he owed to the King; and ſo they left him, 
and went back to the Duke of Monmouth's, where Obrian's 
© Arm was dreſſed: That matter was executed by Orders from 
© the Duke of Monmeuth; for which he was ſeverely cenfured, 
© Becauſe he lived then in profeſſions of Friendſhip with Co- 
© wentry; ſo that his ſubjection to the King was not thought 
© an Excuſe for directing ſo vile an Attempt on his Friend, 
© without ſending him ſecret Notice of what was deſigned. Co- 
© ventry had his Noſe ſo well needled up, that the Scar was 
© ſcarce to be diſcerned, This put the Houſe of Commons in 
© a furious uproar : They paſſed a Bill of Baniſhment againſt 
© the Actors of it; and put a Clauſe ir it, that it ſhould not 
© be in the King's power to 2 them; and that it ſhould 
© be Death to maim any Perſon, This gave great Advantages 
© to all thoſe that oppoſed the Court; and was often remembred, 
© and much improved by all the angry Men of thoſe times.” 
This — Centry died unmarried, and endowed an Ho- 
ſpital at Viveliſcomł in Cm Somerſet, for twelve poor People. 
Francis, ſecond Son, married three Wives; by the two laſt 
he had no Iſſue; but by his firſt, Eůzabeth, Daughter and Co- 
heir to John Manning of London, and Widow of Robert Ceſar 


Eſq; one of the Six-Clerks in Chancery, he had iflue, beſides 


two Sons that died young, Francis who died unmarried in 1686 
and two Daughters, Elizabeth, married to Sir William Keyt of 
Ebrington in Cam Glouc, Bart. and Utrucia to Sir Lacon-I illiam

Henry Coventry, third Son, * had his Education in All-Sous

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og Oxford, where he was created both » Maſter of Arts, 
and elor of Law : He afterwards * ſuffered greatly for his 
Loyalty during the Rebellion; fo that ſoon after the Reſtora- 
tion of King Charles IT. he was made one of the Grooms of 
his Bed-chamber, and on the 4th of September 1664, ſent Envoy 
Extraordinary to Sweden, where he continued near two Years, 
arriving at I hiteball 21 June 1666, The Year following, he 
and the Lord d4J//is were ſent Ambaſſadors Extraordinary to 
Breda, where they concluded a Peace with France, Denmark, 
and the States-General. In the Year 167 1, he went again Am- 
baſſador to Sweden ; and on his Return from thence, was on 
the 3d of July the Year following, conſtituted one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretaries of State, and ſworn of the Privy- 
Council; in which eminent Office he behaved himſelf with 
much Honour and Integrity ; but declining in his Health thro” 
the neceſſary Fatigue of that Employment, he in the beginning 
of the Year 1680, obtained his Majeſty's Permiſſion to reſign, 
tho" he was continued of the Privy-Council by his ſpecial Com- 
mand. After this, he never accepted of any publick Employ- 
ment, but lived retired to his Death, which was at his Houſe 
in the Hay- Market near Charing-Croſs in W:/tminfter, on the 
7th of December 1686, in the 68th Year of his Age, and un- 
married, leaving his Eſtate to Henry Coventry Eſq; Brether to 
the preſent Earl, and to his Nephew Mr. Fame: Thynne : Alſo 

his laſt Will (which bears date on the 16th of September 
1686,) bequeaths his Lands in Hani ton-Lovet in Cam' Wigorn, 
to the Burgeſſes of Droitwich, for the erecting and maintaining 
an Hoſpital. for twenty-four poor People. On which is this 
Inſcription : 

HENRY CovenTRyY, 

Son to the Right Homurable Thomas Lord Coventry, Baron of 
Allesborough in this County : And Lord- Keeper of the Great Seal 
England in the Reign of King Charles the Firſt, Aſter havi-g 
ſerved his own Maſter, King Charles the Second, in many weighty 
Employments, and Embaſſies abroad, and at heme; eight Years as 
his ſaid Majefty's Principal Secretary of State : He then withdrew 
from Buſineſs, devoting himſelf towards a better Life. He founded 
and endowed this Workhbouſe, that the Induſtry of the indigent Per- 
ſons therein placed, might make this Chari ? cemfortable to tbem- 
e and acceptable to God : Unto whom he departed December 
the 7th, 1686. 

William, the youngeſt Son, at 14 Years of Age * became a 
Gentleman-Commoner of Qucen -College in Oxford ; where, 
after he had continued ſome time, he travelled beyond the Seas, 
and at his Return, adhering to King Charles II. was made Se-

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cretary to the Duke of York, alſo Secretary to the Admiralty, 
and elected a Burgeſs for the Town of Great Yarmouth in Nor- 
folk, to the Parliament which met at I gſiminſter, 8 May 1661; 
alſo two Years after created Doctor ot the Civil-Law at the 
Univerſity of Oxford. He was ſworn of the Privy-Council, 
and received the Honour of Knighthood on the 26th of June 
1665, and made one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury 
on the 24th of May 1667; being, as Biſhop Burnet relates, 
A Man of great Notions and eminent Virtues ; the beſt Speaker in 
the Houſe of Commons, and capable of bearing the chief Miniſtry, 
as it was once thaught he was very near it, and deſerved it more 
than all the reft did. However, as he was too honeſt to engage 
in the Deſigns of that Reign, and quarrelling with the Duke of 
Buckingham, a Challenge paſſed between them; upon which he 
was forbid the Court, and retired to Min/ter- Lavel near II hit- 


- ney in Oxfordſhire, where he gave himſelf up to a religious and 


private Courſe of Life, without accepting of any Employment, 
tho” he was afterwards offer'd more than once the beſt Poſts in 
the Court. He died unmarried at Somerhill near Tunbridoe- 
Fells in Kent (whither he had went for the Benefit of the Wa 
ters) on the © 23d of Zune 1686, aged 58 Years, and was bu- 
ried at Penſhur/t in the fame County. By his laſt Will he gave 
2000 J. for the Relief of the French Proteſtants then lately 
come into England, and baniſh'd their Country for the ſake of 
their Religion; alſo 3000 J. for the Redemption of Captives 
from Algiers. ry 

I now return to Themas Lord Coventry, only Son and Heir 
of Themas Lord Cventry, Lord-Keeper of the Great-Seal of 
England, by his firſt Wife, This Thomas married Mary Daugh- 
ter to Sir Milliam Craven K nt. and Siſter to William Earl of 
Craven, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons; George his Succeſſor, 
and Thomas the firſt Earl of Coventry. She died in Childbed 
in the 29th Year of her Age, on the 18th of Other 1634. 
And he continued a Widower to his Death, which happened 
in the 55th Year of his Age, at his Houſe in Lincoln's-1nn- 
Fields near Londen, on the 27th of October 1661, and was bu- 
ried at Cream d Abiiot by his Lady, where a Monument is e- 
rected to their Memory, with theſe Inſcriptions,

George Lord Coventry, in the Reign of King Charles II. was 
Cuftos Rotulorum of the County of Worcefler ; and married on 
the 18th of Fuly 1653, Margaret Daughter of John Earl of 
Thanet, by whom he had iſſue three Sons ; John who ſucceęded. 
him ; Thomas born the 27th of Augyft 1659, died 17 Fanarys 
1660; and William born 6 Fuly 1661, who died 14 Y 1064: 
alſo two Daughters, Anne born 28 July 1656, who died young; 
and Margaret born at Hothfield- Houſe in Kent, 14 Sept. 1657, 
married to Charles Earl of Wilthhire (then Son and Heir to 
Charles Marquis of WWincheter) after Duke of Balten, and died 
without Children in the fourth Year» of her Marriage, in the 
24th Year of her Age, Anno 1683. 

This George Lord Coventry died at his Houſe in Lincalu's-Inn- 
Fields, on the 15th of December 1680, being then 52 Years of 
Age, and was buried in the South-Iſle of the Pariſh-Church of 
Creme- d Abitot. To whom ſucceeded — his only ſurviving 
Son, born at Crame-d Abitet on the 2d of Sept. 1654 ; who d ying. 
unmarried in the 33d Year of his Age, '7uly 25, 1685, was bu- + 
ried in the Church of Crome-d Abitzt, where a Monument is e- 
rected to his Memory, with the following Inſcription, which 
news his excellent V irtues and great Worth.

The Title and Eftate deſcended tq Thamas Coventry Eſq; 
Uncle to John, and only Brother to the ſaid George Lord

Which Thomas, ſeated at Snitfield in Warwickſhire, was elec- 
ted to Parliament for the Borough of Farwick in the Reign of 
King James II. and by the ſpecial Grace and Favour of King 
William, was advanc'd on the 26th of April 1697, to the Title 
and Dignity of Earl of Coventry, and Viſcount Deerhur/t, with 
limitation of thoſe Titles to William now Earl of Coventry, 
Themas and Henry his Brothers, and their Iſſue-Male, Grandſons 
of Walter Coventry before-mentioned, He was Lord-Lieute- 
nant of the County of MWorcgſter, and dying on the 15th of 
Fuly 1699, in the 7oth Year of his Age, was buried at Croom- 
4 Abitot, having had iſſue by Vinifride his firſt Wife, Daughter 
of Pierce Edgcombe of Moaunt-Edgcombe in Cm Devon, Eſq; ſe- 
veral Children ; whereof two Sons, Thomas, and Gilbert ſur- 
vived him. This Lady dying on the 11th of Fune 1694, he 
married ſecondly, in Fu 1695, Elizabeth Daughter of Richard 
Graham, who ſurvived him without ifſue ; and in May 1700, 
was remarried to. Thomas Savage of Elmley-Caſtle in Cam 
Wigorn, Eſq; which laſt Lady has erected a noble Monument 
at Elnly, to his Memory, with the following Inſcription,

Themas Earl of Coventry, his eldeſt Son, married the 4th of 
Alay 1691, Aune Daughter of Henry Duke of Beaufort, by 
whom he had two Sons; Thomas his Succeſſor, and John born 
23 Auguſt 1703, who died the next Year. This Lord died in 

uguft 1710, and was ſucceeded by Thomas his only furviving 
Son, born the 7th of April 1702, who dying at £aton-College 
on the 28th of January 17 1, his Titles and Eſtate devolved on 
Gilbert his Uncle. 

Which Gillert late Earl of Coventry, married to his firſt Wite 
Dorothy Daughter to Sir Milliam Keyt of Elringta in Com' Gl:uc, 
Bart. by whom he had an only Daughter Anne, married to Sir 
IVilliam Carew of Anthony inCornwalk Bart. and died in Fan. 17 31. 
He married ſecondly, Anne Daughter to Sir Streynſbam Maſters 
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Fnt. 3 but dying without Iſſue-Male on the 27th of October: 
719,” he was ſucceeded in the Honours of Viſcount Deerhuy, 
nd Earl of Coventry, and the greateſt Part of his Eſtate, by 
William Caventry of the City of London, Eſq; then one of the 
Clerks of the Green-Cloth, and a Member for the Borough of 
Bridport, lincally deſcended from Malter Coventry, youn 
Brother to Thomas firſt Lord Coyentry ; the Iſſue- Male of M iiliam 
laventry of Ridmarley in Warcefterſhire (the ſecond Brother of 
the ſaid Lord) failing, 

Which Walter had Iſſue a Son of his own Name, Valter 
(entry Eſq; who by Ame his Wife, Daughter of Simon Hal- 
umb of the County of Devon, Eſq; had Iflue four Sons; Mal- 
ur, who died on the 5th of April 1677 ; William, now Earl of 
Coventry ; Thomas, who married Mary Daughter and Heir of 
Green of Henley in the Pariſh of Hamilton in Com” 
Bucks, Eſq; and hath Iflue one Son, Thomas, and four Daugh- 
ters now living. Henry, youngeſt Son, married Anne Daugh- 
ter of Mr. Coles of the City of Oxford, and hath Iſſue one Son, 
Henry, now living. 3 

Which William, now Earl of Coventry, was elected a Mem- 
der for the Borough of Bridport in Der/et/hire, in the three laſt 
Parliaments of Queen Anne, as alſo in all the Parliaments of 
dur late Sovereign, whilſt he continued a Commoner. On the 
5th of April 17 17, he was conſtituted one of the Clerks-Com- 
;trollers of the Green-Cloth, in his Majeſty's Houſhold, and 
in 1719, attended his Majeſty to Hanever ; and the next Year 
ſucceeded to the Title of Earl of C:ventry. On the 22d of 
March 1743, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council, and took his 
Place at the Board ; likewiſe at the ſame time was ſworn Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County of Morcgſter, and Cuflos Rotulorum 
of the ſame. His Lordſhip married Elizabetb, Daughter to 
Mr. Jahn Allen of the City of I/e/tmin/ter, by whom he has 
ſue three Sons, 898 Viſcount Deerhurſt ; George- 
William, and Fohn- Bulkcley. Her Ladyſhip died Nov. 23 1738.

HE Name of this Family was variouſly written, Villers, 

Villiers, Vileres, Vylers, &c. and is doubtleſs deſcended of 
the ancient noble Houſe of Villers, Seigniours of Lile- Adam in 
Nermandy, and came into England at the time of the Conqueſt; 
for ſoon after, Pagan de Villers was Lord of Crosby in Com Lanc, 
and was alſo poſleſs'd of Newbold, in Com” Nottingh. which his 
Pofterity held till the Reign of King Edward 11 But Crosby 
went away to the Molineuxes by Beatrix, a Daughter and 
Heir of the elder Line, married about the time of King Fobn, 
to ® Robert Molineux of Sephton. This Pagan was a Witneſs to 
the Foundation-Charter of Roger of Poictou to the Monaſtery 
of Lancafler, and flouriſhed temp. William II. and Henry I. Gil. 
bert de Villers, probably Son of Pagan, © and William Villers, 
were Witneſſes, with Roger Biſhop of Chefter, to a Charter of 
Robert Son of Nicholas de Stafford ®%. After him, I meet with 
another Gilbert Villers, to whom, 2 John, the King granted for 
Homage and Service all the Mediety which he poſleſled in the 
Vicarage and Mill of Meſnacel. 

Contemporary with him was Reger, or rather Robert, living 
in 9 John, who had iſſue Robert, Father of Milliam, who in?

Auguft 1592, and having at home been educated according to 
his Genius in the Court-like Accompliſhments of Fencing, 
Dancing, and the like Ornaments of Youth, he at the Age 
of 18 Years, for his further Improvement, travelled into 
France, from, whence, after 3 Years abode, he returned into 
England, It was about this time that the Earl of Samerſet be- 
gan to decline in the Favour of King Fames I. a Prince of 
more Learning and Knowledge than any other of that Age, and 
really delighted in Books; and in the — of learned 
Men; yet it was obſerved, of all wiſe Men living, he was the 
moſt delighted and taken with handſome Perſons and fine 
Clothes; ſo that Mr. Villiers no ſooner appeared at Court, than 
the Gracefulneſs of his Perſon recommended him to the King's 
Eſteem. He firſt entertained him (Aun. 1613) as his Cup- 
deater at large, and the following Summer admitted him in 
ordinary; which place adminiſtred frequent Occaſions of his be- 
ing in the King's Preſence, and whereby he became a Partaker 
in that Converſation and Diſcourſe, with which King James 
always abounded at his Meals, | 

He ated very few Weeks in that Station before he was 


mounted higher, and in one day (viz. on the 23d of An, 


1615) both knighted and made one of the Gentlemen of the - 
Bedchamber. Soon after this it, luckily for his Advancement, 
fell out, that the Earl of Somerſet had been concerned, or at 
leaſt privy to a horrible Murther, that expoſed him to the ut- 
moſt Severity of the Law; (the Poiſoning of Sir Thomas Ovey« 
bury) on which both he and his Wife after a Tryal by their 
Peers were condemned to die. Whereby, being thus without 

a Rival in the King's Affections, he was preſently advanced co 


new Honours, and became the moſt abſolute Favourite to two » - 


Kings that ever this Nation beheld. In the Year 1616, he

With theſe great Honours and as great Employments, he was 
likewiſe the fole Diſpenſer of the King's Favours, ſo that he 
exalted almoſt all of his own numerous Family and Dependants. 
And tho' he was a Perſon of a moſt * Courteſy, and of 

eat Affability to all Men, yet he ſo failed in his Duty to the 

rince, that his Highneſs conceived great Indignation againſt 
him, which he had the Art thoroughly to remove; and entirely 
fixed himſelf in favour, by being the {ole Contriver of that ex- 
traordinary Journey into Spain in 1623, by the Prince and him- 
ſelf. The Spaniard: diſreliſhed him for the great Familiarity 
he uſed towards the Prince ; which, together with his perſonal 
Animoſity againſt the Duke of Olvaret, the ſole Favourite at 
the Spanih rt, was the Reaſon that this Journey had no 
other Effect, than entirely to diflolve the Spaniſh Match fo 
many Years in agitation. During his abode in Spain, he added 
to his other Titles thoſe of Earl of Coventry and Duke of Buck- 
ingham, by Patent bearing date the 18th of May, 21 Fac. I. 
and on his Return from thenee, he was made Lord Warden of 
2 Cinque-Ports, and Steward of the Manour of Hampton

The Prince's Arrival in England brought not only infinite 
Delight to the King, but was accompanied with the moſt uni- 
verſal Rejoicing over the whole Kingdom, that the Nation had 
ever been acquainted with; in which the Duke had fo full a 
Harveſt, that the Imprudence and Preſumption of carrying the 
Prince into Spain was totally forgotten, or not remembered 
with any reference to him, and the high Merit and ineſtima- 
ble Obligation in bringing him home, was magnified and cele- 
brated by all Men in al Places : Yet our Hiſtorians obſerve, the 
— of this Journey was ſo contrary to the King's In- 
clinations, that afterwards he never really affected the Duke, 
but retained as ſharp a Memory of it, as his Nature was capa- 
ble of. This Indiſpoſition of the King towards him was ex- 
conn encreaſed during the ſitting of the Parliament, ſoon 
after Prince's return out of Spain, in which the Duke en- 
deavour'd to appear very popular ; and having gained the lead- 
ing Men of both Houſes to eſpouſe his Intereſts, he engaged 
the King in a War with Spain, and totally ruined the Earl of 
Middleſex, Lord High Treaſurer of England, who preſuming - 
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the King's Diſpleaſute againſt him, had dared to diſpute ils

ſo far from thinking fit to manifeſt it, (except in Whiſpers w& 
very few Men) that the Duke executed afterwards the ſame 


ing himſelf on thoſe who had manifeſted any Unkindneſs to- 
wards him, inſomuch as he prevailed with the King to reſtrain 
the Earl of Br:i/to/ (againſt whom he had a particular diſlike on 
account of the Match with Spain) on his firſt Arrival, without 
permitting him to come into his Preſence, which he had poſi= 


tively promiſed and reſolved to do; and in the end ſuffered his: 


Attorney-General to exhibit a Charge of High-Treafon, in 
his Majeſty's Name, againſt the ſaid Earl, who was thereupon 
committed to the Tower.

© and to tie new Knots to reſtrain the Prince from future Jea- 
© buſes, And it is very true, his Hopes in this kind never 
© faiPd him x the new King from the Death of the oldy even 
„to the Death of the Duke himſelf, diſcovering the moſt en- 
* tire Confidence in, and even Friend{hip to him, that ever 
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At theſe things, tho' the King inwardly tepined, yet hewa##” 
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© King had ſhewed to any Subject; all Preferments in Church 
© and State given by him; all his Kindred and Friends promo. 
© ted to the Degree in Honour, or Riches, or Offices, that he 
thought fit, and all his Enemies and Enviers diſcountenanced, 
© as he appointed.” : 

The new King ſent him over to France to conduct into England 
the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, whom he had married by his 

Proxy, and accordingly the Duke 'came to Paris on the 24th 

of May, 1625. * In this Embaſly his Perſon and Prudence was 

* wonderfully admir'd (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) and 

© efteem'd, and in which he appeared with all the Luſtre the 

Wealth of England could adorn him with, and outſhined all 

© the Bravery that Court could dreſs itſelf in, and over-acted 

© the whole Nation in their own moſt peculiar Vanities : He 
© had the Ambition to fix his Eyes upon, and, to dedicate his 
© moſt violent Affection to a Lady of a very ſublime Quality, 
© and to purſue it with moſt importunate Addreſſes; inſomuch 

© as when the King had brought the Queen his Sifter as far as 
© he meant to do, and delivered her into the Hands of the Duke 
© to be by him eonducted into England ; the Duke, in his Jour- 
© ney, after the Departure of that Court, took a Reſolution 
© once more to make a viſit to that great Lady, which he 
© believed he might do with much Privacy. But it was fo 
© eaſily diſcovered, that proviſion was made for his Reception ; 
© and, if he had purſued his Attempt, he had been without 
doubt aſſaſſinated; of which he had only ſo much notice, as 
© ſerved =_ "on _— the Danger. 1 N in _ in- 
© ſtant, that he would ſee and ſpeak with that Lady, in ſpight « 

© the Strength and — of | 8 

And from the time that the Queen arrived in England, he 
took all the Ways he could to undervalue and exaſperate that 

Court and Nation, by cauſing all thoſe that fled into England 
from the Juſtice and Diſpleaſure of that King, to be received 
. and entertained here, not only with Ceremony and Security, 

but with Bounty and Magnificence ; and the more extraordi- 
nary the Perſons were, and the more notorious their King's 

Diſpleaſure was towards them, (as in that time there were 
many Lords and Ladies in thoſe circumſtances) the more re- 
ſpectfully they were received and eſteemed. He omitted no op- 

unity to incenſe] the King againſt France, and to diſpoſe 

im to affiſt the Zygoncts, whom he likewiſe encouraged to give 
their King ſome trouble. . 

And which was worſe than all this, he took great pains to 
< leſſen the King's Affection towards his young Queen, being 
© exceedingly jealous left her Intereſt might be of force enough 
to croſs his other Deſigns, And in this Stratagem he ſo far 
<. ſwerv'd from the Inſtinct of his Nature, and his proper In- 
© clinations, that he who was compounded of all the mo 
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t of Affability and Courteſy towards all kind of People, had 
brought himſelf to a Habit of Neglect, and even of Rudeneſa 
* towards the Queen. 

One Day, when he 22 apprehended that ſhe had ſhew'd 
* ſome diſreſpect to his Mother, in not going to her Lodging 
© at an Hour ſhe had intended to go, and was hinder'd by meer 
© Accident ; he came into her Chamber in much Paſſion, and 
© after ſome Expoſtulations rude enough, he told her, She ſhould 


© repent it. Her Majeſty anſwering with ſome quickneſs, he re- 
©p ry inſolently to her, That there had been Queens in England, 
© w known, that 


o had bt their Heads : And it was univerſall 
* during his Life the Queen never had any Credit with the 
King, in reference to any publick Affairs.“ 

Soon after his return from France a Parliament was called, 
in which he had the Unhappineſs to ſee himſelf repreſented as 
the publick Grievance of the Nation; and tho' he in a well- 
compoſed Speech anſwered whatever Objections might be laid 
to his charge, yet finding the Houſe of Commons reſolute in 
maintaining their Proceedings, it ſo tranſported him, that he 
prevailed with his Majeſty to put an end to their fitting, by an 
abrupt Diſſolution on the 12th of Augy/, 1625. However, it 
being reſolved to carry on the War with Spain, he and the 
Earl of Holland wes th to the Hague to negotiate a League 
with the United Provinces, againſt the Emperor and King of 
Spam ; where after a Month's ſtay, they returned into England, 

ut whilſt he was abroad, he purchaſed a choice Collection of 
Arabian Manuſcripts, gained in remote Parts, thro' the Indu- 
ſtry of Erpinivs, a moſt excellent Linguiſt ; after whoſe Death, 
they being in the Diſpoſal of his Widow, ſhe had fold them to 
the Jeſuites at Antwerp, had not the Duke interverted the Bar- 
gain, by giving for them 500. to the poor Widow; a mixed 
Af (faith Sir enry Witton) both of Bounty and Charity, the more 
laudable, being much out of his natural Element, Theſe, with 
other BenefaBlions, he intended to have beſtowed on the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, whereof he was Chancellor; but being 
prevented by an untimely Death, were nevettheleſs preſented 
thereto by his Dutcheſs. 

At the Coronation of King Charles I. Feb. 2, 1625, he was 
Lord High Conſtable for that Day; and a Parliament meeting 
four Days after, he was impeached of High Crimes and Miſder 
meanours in thirteen Articles, all which he immediately an- 
ſwered, civilly couched, and tho' his Heart was big, favoured 
of an humble Spirit; but the King being impatient of all Pro. 
ceedings againſt him, choſe rather to diſſolve the Parliament 
than to part with the Duke, tho” it was at a time when he was 
actually engaged in a War with Spain. For they (as the Lord 
© Clarendon writes) who flatter'd him moſt before, mentioned; 
© him now with the greateſt Bitterneſs and Acrimony; and og 
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© fame Men who had call'd him our Saviour, for bringing the 
Prince ſafe out of Spain, call'd him now the Corrupter of the 
* King, and Betrayer of the Liberties of the People, without 
© the leaſt Crime imputed to him, to have been committed 
c ſince the time of that exalted Adulation, or that was not then 
bas much known to them, as it could be now: ſo flutuating 
£ 4 wendy a Teſtimony is the Applauſe of popular Coun- 
F cils!? 
This tranſported him with Indignation, and created in him 
a greater Contempt of Parliaments, than he had before ſhewn, 
and which he did not forbear to publiſh in the moſt open man- 
r. Such as had given any offence, were impriſoned or diſ- 
ed, and new Projects were ſet on foot for Money, which 
ſerv only to offend and incenſe the People, and brought little 
Supplies, yet raiſed a great Stock for Expoſtulation, Murmur 
and Complaint ; many Perſons of the beſt Quality (excepting 
Peers) being committed to ſeyera] Priſons, with unheard-of 
Circumſtances, only for refuſing to pay Money requir'd of them 
by thoſe extraordinary Ways. 1 the Duke himſelf would 
paſſionately ſay, and frequently do many things which only 
3 his Friends, and incenſed his Enemies, and gave them 
| _ to do him harm, 
And notwithſtanding the King engag'd in a War with Spain, 
yet in a Month after the Diſſolution of the Parliament, a new 
War was precipitately entred into with France; and the Fleet 
which had been ſent to ſurprize Cales, was no ſooner return'd 
without Succeſs, and with much Damage, than it was repair'd, 
and the Army reinforc'd to invade France, The Duke was per- 
ſonally gay” th both as Admiral and General, and made a De- 
ſcent on the Iſle of Rhee, hoping in that Service to recover the 
Will of the Publick, which by his own Example he faw 
might quickly be won or loſt, , It's obferv'd by Sir Henry Mol- 
ton, that his Deportment, in this Expedition, was noble 
© throughout, to the Gentlemen a fair Reſpect, bountiful to 
© the Soldier, according to any ſpecial value which he ſpied in 
© any, tender and careful of thofe that were hurt, of unque- 
+ ſtionable Courage in himſelf, and rather fearful of Fame than 
© Danger. In his Countenance, which is the part that all 
© Eyes interpret, no open Alteration, even after the Succours 
© he expected did fail him; but the leſs he ſhewed without, the 
© more it wrought intrinſecally, according to the Nature of ſup- 
© preſſed Paſſions : For certain it is, that to his Secretary Dr. 
© Maſon, whorn he layed in a Pallet near him, for natural 
Ventilation of his Thoughts, he would, in the abſence of all 
© other Ears and Eyes, break out into bitter and paſſionate 
© Eruptions, proteſting, that. neither his Diſpatches to divers 
© Princes, nor the great Buſineſs of 'a Fleet, of an Army, ofa 
© Siege, of a Treaty, of War, of Peace, both on foot 3 
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and all of them in his Head at a time, did not ſo much break 
© his Repoſe, as a Conceit, that ſome at home under his Ma- 
© jeſty, of whom he had well deſerved, were now content to 
© forget him. Of their two Forts he could not take the one, 
nor would he take the other; but in the general Town he 
© maintain'd a Seiſure and Poſſeſſion of the whole three Months 
and eighteen Days; and at the firſt Deſcent on Shore, he 
« was not immured within a wooden Veſſel, but countenanc'd 
© the Landing in his Long-boat, defeating near 200 Horſe, 
Gentlemen of Family and great Reſolution, and 2000 Foot; 
* as all Circumſtances well ballanced on either fide, may ſurely 
* endure a Compariſon with any of the braveſt Impreſſions in 
antient time,” 

Ruſhworth, in his Collections, relates, that he firſt block'd up 
the Citadel in hopes of ſtarving the Garriſon, which was in 
want of Proviſions ; but the French finding means to throw in 
Supplies, he after beſieged it in form. And Refreſhments of 
Men, Oc. being ſtill poured in, about the middle of Ocfaler. 
the Duke called a Council to conſult of a Retreat, when it was 
judg'd proper to embark : However, on the inſtance of Soubize 
and the French Proteſtants, he continued the Siege, and on the 
6th of Nevember, made a general Storm on the Citadel and 
Works, wherein many Men were loft, and the reſt forc'd to 
retire, This ill Succeſs, with advice that notwithſtanding our 
Shipping, the French were come with a great Body into the 
Hand, caus'd the Duke to haſten his Retreat. 

On the 8th of November the Army march'd, but the Troo 
of the Enemy appeared equal in number for Foot, and 
ſtronger in Horſe, Yet, notwithſtanding their 3 and 
the Advantage of falling on an Army on a Retreat, which had 
endured much Hardſhip and recciv'd many Diſcouragements, 
the Enemy dared not to engage in a plain Field, when the 
Duke ſeveral times drew up the Army in their march, and 
made a ſtand in hopes of a Battle. But the wary French Com- 
mander ſhunn'd the Hazard of a Fight on equal terms, foreſee- 
ing a greater Advantage with leſs hazard: for no ſooner were 
the Engliſh enter'd into a narrow Cauſey and Lane, having on 
each hand deep Ditches and Salt- pits, but the Enemy oebferv'd 
the Advantage, and advanced with great Fury on a weak Rear- 
guard of Horſe, and quickly put them to a Retreat; who in 
that narrow Cauſey diſordered the Foot, and the Enemy there- 
by followed cloſe, and did much Execution on the Zngiih. 

hoſe who eſcaped the Sword, were drowned in the Salt-pits 
and Ditches ; and the Croud was ſo great on the Bridge, (the 
Enemy purſuing them over) that many Engl; were drowned 
in the River, Yet in this diſcomfited Condition the Duke, by 
an extraordinary Courage and Conduct, rallied his Forces, and 
drew up a ſmart Body, 7 faced about to fight the 3 
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and the French (not daring to engage, but on great Advantage) 
were obliged to retreat over the Bridge, The next day the Ar- 
my was ſhipped, and the Duke having promiſed the Recheller 
to come again to their Relief, ſet fail for England, and met 
with the Earl of Holland, as he was ſetting out of Phmouth 
coming with a Supply. When this unfortunate Action was 
known and publiſhed throughout the Nation, the Cry of the 
People was ſo great, and the King's Neceſſity ſo preſſing, (the 
Mariners coming in Multitudes to the Court at Whitehall in 
great Diſorder and Confuſion, crying out for Pay, and hard] 
to be appeaſed) that a Parliament was neceſſitated to be called, 
They were no ſooner met, than the Duke's exceſſive Power was 
yoted to be the Cauſe of all the Evils and Dangers to the King 
and Kingdom, and a Remonſtrance of Grievances drawn up, 
wherein he was charged as the principal Occaſion of them; but 
the Parliament adjourning till the 20th of Oclober, 1628. he in 
interval not only endeayoured to ay the Prejudice raiſed 
gainſt him in the Houſe of Commons, but alſo to regain the 
{xv0d-will of the Publick, and repair his loſt Honour by a ſe- 
cond Expedition againſt the French, Accordingly, in Augu/t 
he came to Portſmouth, intending, as ſoon as all Things were 
ready, toembark for the Relief of Rachel, then ſtraitly beſieged 
by the French King. | 
Whilſt he was preparing to embarque, he was aſſaſſinated at 
the Age of 36 Years and 3 Days, when he was in the higheſt 
Favour with his Sovereign, the Houſe and Town full of his 
Servants and Dependants, and the King and Court but about fix 
Miles from him. One Fohn Felton committed the Fact, with- 
out any other Inducement or Encouragement than what the 
Melancholy of his Nature, and the Belief that he ſhould do 
God and his Country good Service by deſtroying an Enemy to 
both, might ſuggeſt to him. He had been Lieutenant of a 
Foot Company, whoſe Captain was killed at the Iſle of Rhee, 
on which he conceived that his Place ought to have been con- 
ferred on him; and on refuſal by the Duke of Buckingham, gave 
up his Commim̃on, and withdrawing from the Army, reſided 
at Londen, when the Duke was voted by the Commons an Ene- 
my to the Publick; which, together with a certain Book then 
publiſhed by one Eggle/ton a Scottiſh Phyſician, repreſenting the 
uke unworthy to live in a Chriſtian Court, was the reaſon 
as he alledged at his Examination) that he firſt reſolved to kill 
the Duke; for which purpoſe he bought an ordinary Knife ot 
no greater Price than ten pence, and ſewed the Sheaf to the 
Lining of his Pocket, that he might in an inſtant draw forth 
the Blade with one Hand, for the other was maimed. Thus 
prepared partly on Horſeback, and partly on. Foot, for he was 
indigent of Money, he came to Port/mouth, where attending as 
a Suitor, and watching his Opportunity, as the 2 wee 
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Breakfaſt came from an inner Chamber, diſcourſing with Sir 
Thomas Fryer a Colonel in the Army, in the very moment as 
the ſaid Knight withdrew from the Duke, this Aſſaſſinate gave 
him with a back Blow a deep Wound into his left Side, leavin 
the Knife in his Body 3 which the Duke pulled out, and with- 
out uſing any other Words, but The Villain hath kilPd me, in- 
ſtantly fell down dead, the Knife having pierced his Heart. 

Being thus —_— murthered on Saturday the 23d of 
Auguſt, 1628. his Bowels were interred at Portſmouth, and a 

ſome Memorial of him erected there, by his Siſter the Coun- 
teſs of Denbigh. His Body was brought to Jer Houſe, where 
he lay ſome time in an illufirious Manner, on a Hearſe, and after 
was ſumptuouſly entombed on the North Side of King Henry 
VIPs Chapel in Wftminfter Abbey, where a moſt noble Mo- 
nument is erected to his Memory. | 

The Earl of Clarendon, in the firſt Volume of his Hiſtory of 
the Rebellion, writes, That he was of a noble Nature, and 
< generous Diſpoſition, and of ſuch other Endowments, as made 
© him my capable of being a great Favourite to a great King, 
© and underſtood the Arts of a Court, and all the Learning that 

is profeſs d there exactly well. That he was of a moſt flow- 
ing Courteſy and Affability to all Men who made any ad- 
dreſs to him; and fo deſirous to oblige them, that he did 
not enough conſider the value of the Obligation, or the merit 
of the Perſon he choſe to oblige ; from which much of his 
Misfortune reſulted. He was of a Courage not to be daunted, 
which was manifeſted in all his Actions, and in his Conteſts 
with particalar Perſons of the greateſt Reputation ; and eſpe- 
cially in his whole Demeanor at the Ifle of Rhee, both at the 
Landing, and on the Retreat ; in both which, no Man was 
more fearleſs, or more ready to expoſe himſelf to the higheſt 
© Dangers.” | | 

This reat Duke took to Wife, 8 Years and 2 Months be- 
fore his Death, the Lady Catharine Manners, Daughter and ſole 
Heir to Francis Earl of Rutland, by whom he had ifſue 3 Sons 
and a Daughter Mary, who by Patent bearing Date the Jiſt of 
Auguſt, 3 Car. I. had the Title of Dutcheſs of Buckingham limi- 
ted to her in default of Iſſue Male of her Father, She was firſt 
married to Charles Lord Herbert, Son and Heir to Philip. Earl 
of Montgomery, ſecondly to Fames Duke of Richmond and Lenox, 
and thirdly to Thomas Hmvard Brother to Charles Earl of Car- 
lifle, but bs neither of them left Iſſue, 

The Sons were Charles, who died an Infant, and was buried 
in Meſtminſter-Abbey on the 17th of March, 1626 ; George Duke 
of | Buckingham ; and the Lord Francis Villiers, born after his 
Father's Deceaſe, on the 2d — April, 1629, who on his re- 
turn from his Travels in the Year 1648, engaging with the 
Earl of Halland to riſe on the behalf of King Charles I. was un- 
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fortunately ſlain on the 7th of Juh the ſame Year, in a Skir- 
miſh with the Rebels at Kingſton upon Thames, and was buried 
three days after in his Father's Vault at W:/tminſter- Abbey ; be- 
ing, as the Earl of Clarendon writes, a Youth of rare Beauty, 
and Comelineſs of Perſon. 

The eldeſt, George Duke of Buckingham, being very young 
on his Father's Murder, was ſent to travel, during the time of 
the Civil Wars, and returning to England whilſt King Charles 
was under Reſtraint, he and his Brother the Lord Francis Villiers 
before mentioned, thought themſelves obliged to venture their 
Lives and Fortunes for the King the firſt Opportunity, and 
thereupon e d with the Earl of Holand. The Duke had a 
Commiſſion under him of General of the Horſe, and behav'd with 

eat Gallantry. And on their Defeat at King ton upon Thames, 

ppily found a way into Landon, where he lay concealed till he 
had an opportunity to ſecure himſelf, by being tranſported into 
Hulland, where the Prince of Wales at that time was, who (as 
the Earl of Clarendon writes) receiv'd him with great Grace and 
Kinaneſs. | 

The Parliament at eſtminſier voted, that for his levying 
War, he ſhould be proceeded againſt as a Traytor, and that his 
Eftate ſhould be ſequeſtred. And it was accordingly aſſigned 
' for the Payment of the Forces under General Lambert. The 
_ - Houſe of Lords ſhewed that Favour to him, as to ſend a Meſ- 
ſage to the Ceanmons, to deſire their Concurrence with them, 
that he might be indemnified from his. late Engagement if he 
return'd within fourteen Days ; which was rejected, 

After the Murther of the King, when the Scottiſß Commiſ- 
ſioners waited on King Charles II. at Breda, to invite him into 
their Kingdom, the Duke of Buckingham, who had waited on 
him from his Arrival in Halland, was permitted to go over 
with him to Scotland, and on their Arrival there, when all his 
Majeſty's Engh/b Servants were removed from his Perſon, the 
Duke was only excepted. | 

When the King was preparing to march into England, he 

ted a Commiſſion to the Duke to raiſe a Regiment of 
orſe, and one of Foot out of the Engliſh that ſhould repair to 
him. And after their March to Horcefter perceiving that very 
few of Quality or Diſtinction repair'd to his Majeſty, he remon- 
ſtrated to the King that it would be more to his Intereſt to re- 
move the Scottiſh ox alledging it would not conſiſt with 
the Honour of any Peer of England to receive his Orders. 
And thereupon ask'd his Majeſty, to confer that Command on 
himſelf, Which the King refuling to do, the Duke was fo diſ- 
contented, (as my Lord Clarendon writes) that he came no 
more to the Council, ſcarce ſpoke to King, negleRed 
every body elſe, and himſelf, inſomuch as for many Days he 
ſcarce put on clean Linen, nor converſed with any body ;

nor did he recover this ill humour whilſt the Army ſtayed at 
Wireefter. : 

On the 3d of September 1651, there was a general E 

ment with CromwelPs Forces near that City, when the Duke 
was on the King's gue Hand, and behav'd with exemp 
Valour. And on the Loſs of the Day, retir'd with his Majeſty 
Northward, who had then an Intent of going into Scotland ; 
but on Conſultation with the Duke, the Earl of Derby, the 
Lord Wilmot, &c. it was thought more convenient to conceal 
himſelf in Boſtobel- Houſe : whereupon his Majefty, with the 
Duke, the Earl of Derby, and others, in all about 60 Horſe, 
march'd thither ; and having left the King, as they in 


Security, the Duke with the Earl of Derby, &c. went North- 


ward to overtake General Le/ley, with the main Body of Scotch 
Horſe. But being met by the Rebels, the Earl. of Derby, the 
Earl of Landerdale, with moſt of them, were taken Priſoners. 

The Duke, whilſt the Rebels were plundering thoſe noble 
Perſons, with the Lord Leviſton, Colonel Blague, Mr. Mar- 
maduke Darcy, and Mr. Hugh May, forſook the Road firſt, and 
ſoon after their Horſes, and betook themſelves to a By-way, 
and got into Bloore- Park, near Chefwardine, about five Miles 
from N; „ Where they received ſome Refreſhment at a little 
obſcure Houſe of Mr. George Barlow, and afterwards met with 
two honeſt Labourers in an adjoining Wood, to whom they 
communicated the Diſtreſs which the Fortune of War had re- 
duced them to, and finding them like to prove faithful, the 
Duke thought fit to imitate his Royal Maſter, delivered his 
George, which was given him by the Queen of England, to 
Mr. May, (who preſerved it through all Difficulties, and after 
reſtored it to his Grace in Holland,) and changed Habit with 
one ef the Workmen ; and in this Diſguiſe, by the Aſſiſtance 
of Mr. Barlow and his Wife, was after ſome Days conv 
— Nicholas Matthews, a Carpenter, to the Houſe of Mr. 

ley an hearty Cavalier at Bi/frop in Nottinghamſhire, from 
thence to the Lady Filliers's Houſe at Brookesby in Leiceſterſhire, 
and after many Hardſhips and Encounters, his Grace got ſecure 
to London, and from thence had the good Fortnne to eſcape a 
ſecond time into Holland, where on his Arrival he was taken 
for the King, and it was thought good Policy to publiſh that 
his Majeſty was arrived, 

On the King's Arrival in France, the Duke of Buckingham 
went to him there, but afterwards coming into England, was 
og and committed to the Tower, on the 24th of 
105 


8. He continued confin'd till the 29th of Fuly 1659, when 
he was diſcharged, on his giving Security to be faithful to the 
Government. Nevertheleſs on 13th of Augu/t following, he 
was again taken up (on Sir George Booth's Riſing) with the Earl 
of Oxford, the Lords Delawar and Falkland, who were all ſent 
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to the Tower, except the Duke of Buckingham. And on the 
4th of May 1660, the Commons agreed to an Order of the 
Lords to reſtore him to his Eſtate. 

On the 29th of May, on the Day of the King's Triumphant 
Entry into London, the Duke of Buckingham and General Monk 
rode together, bare-headed, before his 3 And whilſt he 
was in Holland, having been elected a Knight-Companion of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter, he was inſtalled at Mindſor, 
on the 15th of April 1661. He was afterwards Maſter of the 
Horſe to the King; and in 1667, on the Earl of Clarendon's 
withdrawing himſelf, was reputed his Majeſty's Prime Miniſter : 
He had, as he was often admitted to Familiarities with the King, 
endeavoured with all his Wit and Humour, to make Lord Cla- 
rendon, and all his Counſels appear ridiculous, 

In 1669, the Marſhal Bellzfond being ſent from the Court of 
France to condole the Death of the Dutcheſs of Orleans, the 
Duke of Buckingham was ſent to return the Compliment, but 
really to conclude a Treaty with the French, to declare War 
againſt the Dutch, The King of France treated him in fo par- 
ticular a manner, knowing his Vanity, that he went in without 
Reſerve, to what he propoſed, and conſented to the French 
Fleet's coming into our Seas and Harbours, which afterwards 
improv'd the Mariners of that Nation, and learnt them the 
way of fighting at Sea. q 

On declaring of War, Clifford, Aſhley, Buckingham, Arlington 
and Lauderdale, had the chief Management of Affairs, and from 
the Initial Letters of their Names, were called the Cabal. When 
the French had almoſt reduced the States, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham and the Earl of Arlington were ſent to Utrecht, to bring 
the King of France to better Terms than he had offer'd, but 
in vain. The next Year the Nation being in a Ferment about 
the War, and Money being wanted, thoſe who had the chicf 
concern in the Miniſtry were for ſaving themſelves, (a Parlia- 
ment — — that Vear) ſo that the Duke was the only 
Perſon his Majeſty confided in; and bringing in Sir Thomas 
Osboyn (afterwards Earl of Danby) he got ſo much Credit with 
the King, that the Duke found himſelf neglected, 

In 1676, he was committed to the Tower, by Order of the 
Houſe-of Lords, for queſtioning the Legality of the Parliament, 
after their long Prorogation. ing afterwards, on his Submiſ- 
fion diſcharg'd, he, with Shaſtesbury, Eſſex, and Hayes, were, 
as Biſhop Burnet writes, the Governing Men among the Lords, 

By a ſtrange Conduct, and an unſteady Temper, he could not 
long fix in any Friendſhip, or to any Deſign, which gave his 
Enemies great advantages ; ſo that towards the latter End of 
the Reign of K. Charles, he was ſunk very low in the Opinions 
of moſt People, as well as in his Eſtate, which he waſted by all 
manner. of ways, and died in a poor Cottage in Yorkfbire with- 

| out 
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vut Iſſue, April 16, 1687, He wrote the ene a celebrated 
Comedy, and ſeveral Poems, which ſnew his Wit and Gallan- 
try; but he gave himſelf up to a monſtrous Courſe of ſtudied 
Immoralities, as Biſhop Burnet writes in his Hiſlory of his own 
Times ; and that he was for Subjects ſubmitting in all things ta 
the King's Motion, and thought all that oppoſed him, or his 
Miniftry in Parliament, were Rebels in their Hearts; and he 
hated all popular things, as below the Dignity of a King : He 
fays further of him, that in the Dutch Wars the King having 
diſcovered to him the Earl of Ofery's Deſign on Helveerfluys, he 
employ'd all his Wit to make it appear ridiculous, as hating 
both the Duke of Ormond and Lord Offory, and would have 
ſeen the King and all his Affairs periſh, rather than the Perſon 
he hated ſhould have the Honour of ſuch Merit : And that the 
King order'd the Deſign to be laid aſide, ſo eaſy was he to the 
Man of Wit and Humour, | 

I now return to Edward, ſecond Son of Sir George Villiers, 
by his firſt Wife. This Edward received the Honour of Knight- 
hood at Windſor, on the 7th of September 1616, and in the 
Year 1620, was ſent Ambaſſador to Bohemia ; alſo on the 10th 
of March 1622, was by the Intereſt of his Brother the Duke of 
Buckingham, advanc'd to the Preſidentſhip of Mun/ter, where 
he liv'd (faith Sir Henry Wotton) in ſingular Eſtimation for his 
Juſtice and Hoſpitality, and died with as much Grief of the 
whole Province, as ever any Governor did, before his religi- 
ous Lady, who was of a ſweet and noble Diſpoſition, adding 
much to his Honour. She was Barbara, Daughter of Sir Jahn 
St. John of Ligiard Tre 7.5 in Cm' Wilts, and Niece to Sir 
Olruer St. Fohn, — iſcount Grangiſon in Ireland, with 
Limitation of that Honour to her Poſterity. By this Lady Sir 
Edward Hilliers had iſſue three Daughters; 1ſt. Barbara, mar- 
ried to Henman, Son and Heir of the Lord JFenman, 
and after his Deceaſe to James Howard Earl of Suffolk; 2. 
Anne ; and, 3. Ellen ; as alſo four Sons. 

1. Villiam, who ſucceeded his Father in Eſtate, and his Uncle 
in the Title of Viſcount Grandiſon. On the breaking out of 
the Rebellion, he adhered to King Charles I. and ſignaliaed 
himſelf on ſeveral Occaſions ;- but being wounded at the Siege 
of Briftel, 26 Fuly 1643, he was pls 2, to Oxford, where he 
died in Aug:/t following, in the goth Year of his Age, and 
has a noble Monument erected to his Memory in the Cathe- 
dral of Chriſt- Church (where he was. buried) by Barbara 
Dutcheſs of Cleveland, his only Daughter and Heir; but his 
eminent Virtues have a more laſting Remembrance in that ex- 
cellent Character given of him by my Lord Clarendon, who ſays, 
© He was a young Man of fo virtuous a Habit of Mind, that 
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© no Temptation or Provocation could corrupt him; fo pre: 
© a Lover of Juſtice and Integrity, — Bunch le, Ness. 
© ty, or even the Barbarity of this War, make him 
8 e from the moſt preciſe Rules of it, and of that rare 
© Piety and Devotion; that the Court, or Camp, could not 
© ſhew a more faultleſs Perſon, or to whoſe Example young 
© Men might. more reaſonably conform themſelves, His per- 
© ſonal Valour and Courage of all kinds (for'he had ſometimes 
© indulged ſo much to the corrupt Opinion of Honour, as to 
© venture himſelf in Duels) was very eminent, inſomuch as he 
© was accuſed of being too prodigal of his Perſon ; his Aﬀee- 
© tion, Zeal, and Obedience to the King, was ſuch as became 
© a Branch of that Family. And he was wont to ſay, that if 
© he had not Under/landing enough to know the Uprightneſs of th: 
© Cauſe, nor Loyalty enough to inform him of the Duty of a Sub- 
© Jett, yet the very Obligations of Gratitude to the King, on the be- 
© half of his Houſe, were ſuch, as his Life was but a due Sacri- 
© fice. And therefore, he no ſooner ſaw the War unavoidable, 
© than he engaged all his Brethren, as well as himſelf, in the 
© Service; and there were then three more of them in com- 
© mand in the Army, where he was ſo unfortunately cut off.”

James continued him in his Poſt of Knight-Marſhal, and ha- 

ving a mind to nurſe the Pretender in the old Palace of Rich- 
mond, he on a valuable Conſideration reſigned it to him. He 
liv'd to ſee his eldeſt Son advanc'd to the Poſt of Maſter of the 
Horſe to Queen Mary, on the Revolution brought about by 
King William; and was buried in We/ftminfter- Abbey, on the 2d 
of Fuly 1689. He married the Lady Frances, Daughter to 
Theophilus ard Earl of Suffolk, by whom he had two Sons

Edward, his eldeſt Son, was created Earl of Fer/ey, 

Henry, youngeſt Son, was firſt a Captain under his Father in 
the Dutcheſs of Joris Regiment, afterwards Colonel of a Re- 
giment of Foot, and Governor of Tinmouth-Coftle. 

Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter, was Maid of Honour to Mary 
Princeſs of Orange, and married in 1695, to the Lord Georges 
Hamilton, third Son to William Duke of Hamilton, after cre- 
ated Earl of Orkney, and died at his Houſe in Albemarle-Areet, 
19 April, 17 33: 

Catherine, ſecond Daughter, was married in King Henry the.

Edward, eldeſt Son and Heir of the laſt Sir Edward, waited 
on the Princeſs Mary into Holland, after her Marriage with 
the Prince of Orange, with whom he came into England, Aung 
1688 ; and on their being proclaimed King and Queen of E- 
land, he on the firſt Settlement of their Houſhold, in February 
1683, was made Maſter of the Horſe to the Queen. On the 
27th of May following, being then a Knight, he was choſen 
her Majeſty to compliment the Dutch Ambaſſadors on their 
Arrival, who were fent by the States-General to congratulate 
their Majeſties on their Acceſſion to the Throne. And the 
Death of his Father happening ſoon after, he ſucceeded him in 
his Place of Knight-Marſhal ; alſo advancing farther in their 
Majeſtics Favour, he was in the 3d Year of their Reign, w_ 
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ated Viſcount Villiers of Dartford, and Baron of Hoo, both in 
the County of Kent.

In April 1697, he was conſtituted one of the Lords Juſtices 
of Ireland, and about the ſame time appointed one of the Ple- 
nipotentiaries for the Treaty of Ryſwick ; and ſoon after he re- 
ceived the Character of his Majeſty's Ambaſſador Extraordi 
to the States-General ; and to create the greater Luſtre to his 
Employments, was created Earl of Ferſey on the 13th of Oclo- 
ber 2 He had ſhortly after his Audience of Leave of 
the States-General, and returning into England, was ſworn of 
the Privy-Council, Od. 25, 1697. The Year following he 
ſucceeded the Earl of Portland, as Ambaſſador-Extraordinary 
to the Court of France. He made his publick Entry into Paris 
on the 4th of January, N. S. 1698-9, with great Magnificence ; 
and had two yo after his publick Audience, He continued 
at that Court *till the Beginning of May 1699, about which 
time he embarked for England, and ſoon after his Arrival, on 
the 14th of May, was conſtituted one of his Majeſty's Princi- 
pal Secretaries of State, The next Year he was appointed one 
of the Plenipotentiaries for the ſecond Treaty of Partition ; and 
on the- 24th of June made Lord-Chamberlain of his Majeſty's 
Houſhold. He was twice one of the Lords- Juſtices for the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Government during the Reign of King 
Milliam, by whom his Lordſhip was greatly eſteemed. 

On the Kceeftion of Queen * he was ſworn of her Privy- 
Council, was created Doctor of the Civil Laws in 1702, when 
the Queen was at Oxford, and continued in his Poſt of Lord- 
Chamberlain *till April 1704. After that he had no publick 
Employment, and died in the 56th Year of his Age, on the 
26th o ms 1, being the Day he was to have been named 
Lord Privy-Seal.

William Adrian, ſecond Son, Lord of Odyke, Zeift, Drierber- 
gen, and Blickenburgh, &c. was alſo created an Earl of the Em- 

ire with his Brother Maurice, and was premier Nobleman of 
Leland. And his eldeſt Son Count Cornelius of Naſſau, was one 
of the Nobles of Zeland in the Aſſembly of the States ; and his 
ſecond Son, Lewis Lord of Zeiſt, one of the Nobles of Utrechr, 
The third Son was Henry de Naſſau aforementioned, who 
being Lord of Auverquerque, had that Surname, of whoſe De- 
ſcendants I am principally to treat.

But I return to Henry de Naſſau, Lord of Auverquergue. He 
attended the Prince of Orange when he came into England, in 
the Year 1670; and being with his Highneſs when he viſited 
the Univerſity of Oxford, had the Degree of Doctor of the 
Civil Law conferred on him. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
Defence of his Country, when in the utmoſt Danger of being 
ruined by the French in 1672 ; and was preſent with the Prince 
of Orange in moſt of the Sieges and Actions of the War in thoſe 
times, particularly in the Battle of St. Dennis fought againſt 
the Duke of Luxemburgh in 1678, where he gain'd immortal 
Honour, having oppos'd himſelf againſt a daring Officer,. that 
was charging the Prince, and kill'd him dead on the Spot. 
Wherefore ho States, to ſhew the high Value they had for his 
Highneſs's Preſervation, and in Acknowledgment to Monſieur 
@ Auverquerque's Valour, order'd him à Preſent of a Sword, 
whereof the Hilt was of Maſſy Gold, a Pair of Piſtols richly in- 
laid with Gold, and a Pair of Horſe-Buckles of the ſame Metal, 

Being Captain of the Guard to the Prince of Orange, he in 
that Station attended him into England, Anno 1688, And on 
the Acceſſion of that Prince, together with his Royal Conſort 
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Queen Mary to the Throne of theſe Realms, he was naturaliz'd 
by Act of Parliament, and not only continued Captain of the 
tch, and fourth Troop of Guards, which were then in Eng- 
land; but having been Gentleman of the Horſe to his Maſtet 
when Prince, he was made Maſter of the Horſe to him when 
King. He waited on his Majeſty into Ireland, ® and landing 
at Carrickfergus, 14 June 1690, was at the Battle of the Boyne 
the 20th of 1 and on the 3d of Fuly following, was ſent 
by the King with nine Troops of Horſe, to take poſſeſſion of 
ublin, and keep the Peace in that City. In 1691, he made 
the Campaign in Flanders ; and on the Forces going into Win- 
ter Quarters, the French under the Duke of Luxemburgh ata 
tacking them near Beaumont, it was owing to his great Valour 
and excellent Conduct, that they were forced to retreat in 
great Haſte and Confuſion. 
He afterwards attended the King in all his Campaigns againſt 
the French, ſtill advancing in Military Preferments, and by his 
rudent Conduct, and generous Behaviour, gain'd the general 
ſteem of all the £xglih Nobility, and for moſt part of the 
War in Flanders, was General of the Engl; Horſe under his

he Death of his Royal Maſter King J/ilam ſo ſenſibly af- 
feed him, that afterwards he withdrew himſelf into Holland. 
And a new War being ready to break out againſt France, he 
was called on by his Country to engage again in their Ser- 
vice, where he arrived to the higheſt Military Dignity the 
States-General were capable of — on him, being Velt= 
Marſhal of their Army. He acquitted himſelf in that great Truſt 
with the higheſt Commendations, his Valour and Conduct 
ſhining in every Action wherein he was concerned. In the 
Campaign of t708, he loſt his Life in the Field, as he had al- 
ways delired, dying in the Camp at Rouſelaer, in the 67th Year 
of his Age, after a long Indiſpoſition, (which however did not 
hinder him from performing the Functions of his Office) on 
the 17th Day of October, N. S. 1708, and was buried at Au- 
verguergur with great Solemnity.

Henry Lord Viſcount Baſton, eldeſt Son, born the 27th of 
October 1697, died at Orleans in France the 19th of June 1718, 
And Thomas Lord Viſcount Byfton, his youngeſt Son, deceaſed 
at — in Burgundy, on 27 April, 1730, in the 19th Year of 
his Age.
